FIRST SESSION 
Tuesday, May 12, 1931, 10:00 A. M. 


The Holy Communion was administered, the Women’s Missionary Society 
participating. The President, the Rev. Jesse W. Ball, Ph.D., used text, 
Philippians 3:7-8; the theme, “Progress Through Sacrifice.’’ 


SECOND SESSION 


Tuesday, May 12, 1931, 2:00 P. M. 


Devotions were conducted by the chaplain, the Rev. George H. Hillerman, 
D.D. His theme, “‘The Pre-Eminence of God.’’ Text, Romans 11:36. 

The Synod was officially opened, according to the approved form, by the 
President. The roll was called. 

The President introduced the following members who had been added to the 
Clerical Roll during the year: the Revs. Clarence F.. Crouser, Guy L. Hudson, 
John R. MacClellan, Albert L. Benze, D.D., G. Bayard Young, D.D., Thomas 
A. Estell, H. A. Anspach and C. H. Rockey. 

Dr. N. J. G. Wickey, executive secretary of the Board of Education, U. L. C., 
and Dr. Martin, President of Midland College, and the Rev. L. H. Steinhoff 
of Midland College, were introduced and given the privilege of the floor. 

The Committee on Reference and Council presented an outline of procedure, 
which was adopted. 

The President submitted his report. 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


FATHERS AND BRETHREN: 


With devout gratitude to our gracious God and Saviour we have assembled 
in the Fortieth Annual Convention of the Synod at the end of a year of evident 
Divine favor. Our congregations are provided with pastors, with the single 
exception of our First Church of Fresno, and that has the efficient care of our 
General Superintendent George H. Hillerman, D.D., so that we have been com- 
pelled to display to numerous inquirers the sign ‘“‘No Vacancies.’ This is not 
quite as accurate a statement as it was a month or'two ago, for we are now 
confronted with a vacancy to take place September 30. The Parochial report 
of the Synod shows the present confirmed membership to be 6,575, an increase 
of 551 over that of 1929. Of these, 4,296 attended the Holy Communion 
during the year, a gain of 42. Practically every other item of that report shows 
a similar advance. The Treasurer’s report shows an increase of $1,752.49 in 
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apportioned benevolence paid. If to this were added the amount paid on arrears 
since January 1, the increase over 1930 would be well over $2,000. 


For these evidences of advance in the face of financial depression, credit is 
due also to my associates on the Executive Committee and the Synodical Mission 
Board for the time and attention given to the affairs of the Synod. 

The record, in detail, of important happenings in the Synod, and of my 
official acts and observations, is as follows: 


Loss by Death 
The Rev. Carl J. Legler of Fresno departed this life on July 19, 1930. He 


was laid to rest from St, Paul’s church on July 22. A suitable memorial will 
be presented by our Necrologist. 


Loss by Dismissal 
On August 23, 1930, the Rev. Edward N. Spirer was granted a letter of 


dismissal to the Nebraska Synod, on account of his acceptance of a call to St. 
Luke’s congregation of Omaha.

The following brethren were added to the clerical roll of the Synod by

Resignations 


_ On Easter Sunday the Rev. W. C. Miller, $.T.M., of San Bernardino re- 
signed the pastorate of First Church to take effect September 30, on account 
of his state of health. 


Two other resignations occurred during the year, but as both were subse- 
quently withdrawn it is unnecessary to refer to them further. 


Official Acts 


The appointments to Standing Committees and subordinate offices were duly 
made at the close of the last convention, and were approved by the Executive 
Committee on May 16, 1931. 

A Synodical attorney in the person of Clarence B. Runkle was appointed 
June 10. The appointment, which had been provided for by the Synod, was 
formally approved by the Executive Committee on June 24, 1930. 

Mr. F. M. Runkle was appointed Property Custodian of the Synod, with 
approval of the Executive Committee, likewise on June 24, 1930. 


By authorization of the Synodical Mission Board, I visited the First English 
Lutheran Church of Fresno and conferred with its council on June 13 and 17 
relative to the state of the congregation and the calling of a pastor. Incidentally, 
I also visited Pastors H. G. Lucas of St. Paul’s Church; H. C. Stafford, supply- 
pastor of First Church, Fresno, and G. Wenning of Sanger, in addition to Rev. 
J. J. Chambers, retired. 


On June 14 I conferred with the Council of the First English Lutheran 
Church of Sacramento, relative to the problems of the congregation, and inci- 
dentally visited Pastor Oehler of St. John’s Church. 


On Monday morning, June 16, I conferred with the pastors of the East Bay 
district in the Oakland Church in regard to various Synodical problems. 

On June 17, in company with our esteemed Treasurer, William B. Scheehl, 
I visited Rev. L. O. Pampana, our Italian missionary in San Francisco, and 
Rev. H. F. Schmidt of Temple Church, in San Francisco, and conferred with 
them concerning their work. 


Applications to the Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief were signed 
during the year on behalf of eight former pastors and missionaries. 


The following were appointed to attend the meeting of the State Church 
Federation in Los Angeles September 30, 1930: Dr. G. Bayard Young, Rev. 
Henry Irving Kohler, Mr. F. M. Runkle, Mr. W. E. Lebold. 

The statement regarding the status of the First English Lutheran Church of 
Los Angeles, authorized to be published in the Lutheran, was duly prepared 
and sent. It appeared in the issue of December 18, 1930. 

Letters to pastors and congregations were issued during the year as required, 
touching upon such subjects as the closing of the campaign of the Board of 
Ministerial Pensions and Relief on October 1, 1930, and the recent letter on 
the same subject; the contributions due to the National Lutheran Council on 
their budget; the Epiphany offering on the debt of the Foreign Mission Board, 
and the relief of Mrs. G. Wenning as the result of her fall and serious injury. 

Conference was held on several occasions with the Ministers’ Association of 
Los Angeles and vicinity regarding synodical matters of interest or importance, 
and with brethren in the north. 


Property Improvements 


Grace Church of San Jose was renovated during the spring and summer of 
1930 at a cost of $1500, including Jabor. The walls were redecorated in oil, 
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art glass windows repaired, lighting system extended and new fixtures installed. 
The reopening of the church took place on September 14.7 The President of 
the Synod preached the morning sermon and assisted in the evening service. 


St. John’s Church of Sacramento was also renovated during the year at a 
cost of $2500, At the anniversary service on September 28, it was my privilege 
to preach the sermon, this being also the reopening of the church. 

St. Luke’s Church of Huntington Park added a primary room to its Sunday 
School equipment during the year at a cost of $500. At the dedication, Dr. 
Yerian delivered the morning sermon. The President of the Synod spoke in 


the evening. 

The First English Lutheran Church of San Francisco, Dr. J. R. Broyer, 
pastor, paid off the $2500 balance of its debt, bought and paid for a pipe 
organ and paid apportionment in full. 

The Hollywood Church reports the paneling of the chancel, four canopy 
chairs, additional office equipment, pamphlet cabinet for free distribution of 
literature in the vestibule and a grand Knabe piano at a total valuation of 
$2750. The debt has also been reduced $3725. The effort is now being made 
to underwrite the unprovided indebtedness of $10,000 as a fitting commemora- 
tion of its tenth anniversary, May 17th to 24th. Over $4,000 of this has 
been secured. Fitting festivities have been planned for Sunday, May 17th, with 
Dr. Frederick H. Knubel, D.D., L.L.D., President of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, as the guest speaker. 


Anniversaries 


The fortieth anniversary of the beginning of Dr. Chas. F. Oehler’s pastorate 
in St. John’s Church of Sacramento was celebrated September 28-October 5. 
It was suitably commemorated in the renovation of the church property and in 
the Holy Communion. I had the honor of addressing the congregation in the 
morning of September 28. Dr. George H. Hillerman brought greetings at the 
reception on Thursday evening. The pastor preached the anniversary sermon 
and conducted the Holy Communion on October 5. 


The fifth anniversary of the beginning of St. Paul’s congregation of Santa 
Monica, Dr. A. J. Soldan, pastor, was celebrated on January 25, 1931. The 
President of the Synod, who was the organizer and first pastor of the congrega- 
tion, preached the anniversary sermon. An anniversary dinner was served on 
Friday of the following week by the Men’s Club of the church. 


_ St, Paul’s church of Los Angeles, Dr. G. Bayard Young, pastor, celebrated 
its seventeenth anniversary on the evening of March 17. Dr. Herbert J. Weaver 
preached the sermon. Rev. J. E. Hoick, the former pastor, and Pastors Derr, 
Wright and Kohler delivered brief addresses during the social hour which fol- 
lowed. ‘The pastor and congregation are looking forward expectantly to the 
good things to come to this church on Euclid Heights and a continuance .of the 
splendid things already achieved. 

The fortieth anniversary of the organization of the Synod will be duly 
commemorated in this convention as a whole, but especially during the devo- 
tional hour on Thursday afternoon at two o'clock. Addresses will be delivered 
by Dr. George H. Hillerman, who has been a member of the Synod during his 
entire ministry; Rev. J. E. Hoick, pastor during most of this period in the 
Synod, and Dr. Chas. F. Oehler, whose ministry of forty years in Sacramento 
practically coincides with the existence of the Synod. 


The Golden State Lutheran 


The first issue of the Synodical Bulletin, authorized i 
; ed at the last convention, 
appeared during August, 1930. It has been issued quarterly since. It appears 
to have met with favor and to be serving a useful purpose. 


Midland College 


At our last convention the observance of Educational Y 
authorized. It was also determined that Midland College eae sen 
ficiary of the funds gathered in the campaign, and that the Synod or the special 
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committee to be appointed should determine the exact time and goal of the 
campaign. 

At a gathering of representatives of the interested Synods at Fremont, Sep- 
tember 16, 1930, at which this Synod was not eee ccenteds it was deciaeea ve 
put on the campaign on behalf of the college and allied institutions in the fall 
of 1930, instead of 1931. A vigorous effort was subsequently made to organize 
the campaign in this Synod in the closing months of 1930 and to transfer the 
paid workers to this Synod in February, 1931. Objection to this program was 
made by the Northern Conference and the Executive Committee of the Synod. 
The plan was finally abandoned, and the Executive Committee was requested to 
recommend to the Synod that Midland’s campaign be put on in the early part 
of September of this year. This request will come to your attention also through 
the report of the Executive Committee. 

The Synod will be quite within the scope of its action of last year if it 
decides the time and goal of the campaign at this meeting. 


The Stumpf Property 


(The Committee on the President’s Report recommends the adoption of the 
report with the substitution of the following paragraph in lieu of the first 
paragraph under the heading, ‘“‘The Stumpf Property’’:) 

A petition was filed in the Superior Court of Los Angeles County to terminate 
the life estate of Carrie M. Stumpf in this property. The petition was granted 
on April 29th, 1931, and a certified copy of the court’s order has been recorded 
in the Recorder’s office of Los Angeles County, which vests the fee title to the 
property in the Synod. The matter is now entirely closed unless there should 
be an appeal, which is not anticipated, since no opposition was made to the 
petition in the Superior Court. ’ 

The property has been rented to the Reformed Church Mission among the 
Japanese at $75 per month. Surely no better use could be made of it. The 
rental has just about covered the necessary repairs to date. 


Official Visitors to the Synod 


At the convention of the United Lutheran Church at Milwaukee last October, 
President Kistler of the Pacific Synod and myself approached President Knubel 
of that convention, requesting that if possible he visit the Synods on the Pacific 
coast at their next conventions. They were pleased to find him favorably dis- 
posed. Since then the plans for such a visit have grown to include visits to the 
Kansas and Rocky Mountain Synods. This visitation has been definitely author- 
ized by the Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church in America. Dr. 
Knubel will attend our convention and will deliver several addresses during his 
visit in other cities of the state. Naturally we desire to make the most of 
his coming. 

Dr. N. J. Gould Wickey, Executive Secretary of the Board of Education of 
the United Lutheran Church in America, informed me some months ago that 
he would be one of the visitors at the Synod. 

The Rev. J. C. Seegers, D.D., appointed to visit the Synod on behalf of 
the Board of American Missions, has found it impossible to come at this time 
on account of illness, but will make the visit in July or August. Dr. Hillerman 
has been appointed in his place to represent the board at this convention. 


President D. D. Kistler has been appointed to bring in person the felicitations 
of the Pacific Synod on this fortieth anniversary. 


The Centennial of The Lutheran 


Because of the important relation of proper information to inspiration and 
action in the promotion of the Kingdom, a suitable effort should be made to 
celebrate this Centennial worthily in all congregations by increasing the number 
of subscriptions. This subject is recommended to the serious attention of all 


pastors. 
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Miscellaneous 


I have received from the Chamber of Commerce of Los Angeles an inquiry 
concerning the possibility of bringing the 1934 convention of the United 
Lutheran Church in America to Los Angeles. This subject is under investigation. 

On April 10 I teceived from Brown, Ledwich and Rosson, attorneys for the 
Intervenors in the Bohn-Gruver litigation, information that the case has been 
carried successively through the various courts to the Supreme Court and that 
the final decision has been given in favor of Mrs. Bohn. 

A letter from Rev. Clarence F. Crouser, dated April 18, conveys the in- 
formation that the First Church of Sacramento has approved architects’ pre- 
liminary drawings, which, on completion, will be forwarded to the proper 
committee of the United Lutheran Church in America. They follow in general 
lines of our Trinity Church of Pasadena. An Austin organ has also been 
purchased, one-half of the cost of which has been donated by Dr. and Mrs. 
H. H. Look of the congregation. A Men’s Club has been organized with a 
membership of thirty. 

Rev. Henry F. Schmidt of Temple Church, San Francisco, reports encourag- 
ing ‘increase of membership and contributions, including benevolence. The 
building of the contemplated Parish House has been delayed, but immediately 
after the meeting of the Synod a vigorous campaign for funds with which to 
meet the conditions of the board’s loan will be made. 

The recommendations which would ordinarily appear at the end of this re- 
port, it has seemed to me best to present first to the Executive Committee in 
order that they might be most carefully considered before coming to the attention 
of the Synod, and might come also as the recommendations of the committee. 

And now, in returning to you the commission entrusted to me one year ago, 
and undertaken with considerable misgiving, I do so with gratitude for your 
forbearance and co-operation and with the earnest prayer that this fortieth 
anniversary convention may mark a notable advance in the development of the 
Synod. 

As, therefore, we enter upon the difficult discussions that are before us, let 
us faithfully endeavor to “‘preserve the unity of the Spirit in the bond of peace.”

Second: We find that the anticipated income of the Synod, based on an 
apportionment of approximately $6,554, of which only 65 per cent can be 
expected, is $4,260, which is $2,632 less than the amount required by the 
Synod to maintain its work. The Synod has been creating a deficit of approxi- 
mately $1,400 annually for several years. 
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Third: We find that one of the heavy obligations of the Synod is the Sierra 
Madre property, which adds approximately $800 a year to our deficit, and in 
a large measure is responsible for it. 

1. In view of these findings we recommend that a special committee of the 
Synod, which shall consist of the attorney of the Synod, E. C. Noel and EA. 
Morrison, be appointed, who shall be directed to dispose of the Synod’s interest 
in the Sierra Madre property by the next interest date, June 15, 1931. 

2. We also recommend that the Executive Committee, which is also the 
Budget Committee, be directed to provide a budget within the limitations of 
the income, or to provide for an income which will meet the requirements of 
- the budget.

REPORT OF EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee presented item No. 1 of its report: ‘“The Com- 
prehensive Plan.” 

The Executive Committee respectfully submits its report under three sections, 
as follows: First, The Comprehensive Plan; second, Routine Business, and 
third, The Budget. 

The Comprehensive Plan 

This plan, adopted by the Executive Committee March 17, 1931, is here- 
with submitted for the consideration of Synod, as ordered at the Sacramento 
convention of last year. 

“We recommend the final adoption of the salaried presidency, with which 
office that of Missionary Superintendent shall be combined, and that the office 
be governed by the following regulations: 


i. DuUaIES: 
The duties of the office shall be those defined in the Constitution. (Article 
3, Section 11, and elsewhere.) He shall devote special attention to the Mis- 


sionary operations of the Synod and, as far as possible, shall personally investigate 
new fields and organize new congregations. 


2. THE TERM OF OFFICE. 


The term of office shall be a period of five years, beginning the first day of 
the third month following his election. 


3. BY-LAW re ELECTION. 

He shall be elected by ballot. Upon the first ballot a two-thirds vote shall 
be necessary to elect. Upon the second ballot a majority of the votes shall elect. 
After the second ballot the voting shall be confined to the two receiving the 
highest vote upon the preceding ballot. 


4. BY-LAW re RECALL. 


After one or more years incumbency of the office, upon the petition of at 
least ten congregations of the Synod, he may be retired for cause by a two-thirds 
vote of all the members of the Synod present at the convention; and his successor 
may.be elected forthwith. 

De SALARY. 

The salary shall be $3,600 per year. The necessary expenses incident to the 

office, such as traveling and office expenses shall be borne by the Synod. 
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6. THE FUNDS. 


_ The funds necessary for support of the office shall be raised by direct appor- 
tionment supplemented as required from other available sources. 


The following funds are now available for the support of the office, these 
amounts being already included in the budget:

For the further maintainance of the office there shall be a special apportionment 
of 50 cents per member. This special apportionment, however, shall not be 
subject to the percentage distribution of monies received from the regular appor- 
tionment for U. L. C. objects and C. S. work. (It should be noted that, with 
this special apportionment added the total apportionment will be 15 cents higher 
than the apportionment of 1929-1930.) 

Careful estimates of receipts from other possible sources, such as supply of 
vacant congregations and new fields, increase of regular benevolence from vacant 
and delinquent congregations, special gifts and the stimulus of the Stewardship 
Campaign, range from $700 to $1,000. 


FURTHER RECOMMENDATIONS: 


1. That the proposals for financing the office, including particularly the 
special apportionment, go into effect July Ist, 1931. 

2. That the special apportionment of 50 cents per communicant member 
be not subject to the percentage distribution of the regular apportionment be- 
tween U. L. C. and C. S. W. objects. 

3. That the newly elected President enter upon his duties September 
ste l93i2 


Motion prevailed to defer action on this plan for one year. 


Routine Business 


The committee convened eleven times during the fiscal year, as follows: 

May 16th, 1930—Calendar pages of Minutes of Synod were determined, 
and a tentative date and program of next Synodical convention outlined. The 
committee appointments of the President, the Executive Committee concurring, 
were approved. 

June 24th, 1930—Motion passed to approve the appointment by the Presi- 
dent of C. B. Runkle as attorney of Synod. The recommendations of G. L. 
Hudson and E. N. Spirer by the Examining Committee, for ordination were 
approved. First steps to formulate proposals as to a paid full-time President 
were taken, and a sub-committee appointed to acquire information concerning 
this matter, and present tentative proposals. Mr. F. M. Runkle was appointed 
custodian of the Stumpf property. 

August 15th, 1930—-The President reported that heirs of the Stumpf prop- 
erty were present, and upon motion they were given a hearing. It was decided 
that the Executive Committee is not disposed to return this property to the 
heirs. A request that this property be opened as a home for the aged was rejected 
on the following grounds: First, because Synod had already made plans and 
assumed obligations which would not permit additional apportionment at pres- 
ent; second, no thorough study had been made at that time as to the maintain- 
ance of such a home; third, we have no clear title as yet to this property. 

September 16th, 1930—The President’s report, including matters pertaining 
to pastoral changes, installations, resignations and dismissals, Synodical Bulletin, 
Stumpf property and paid Presidency, was received, discussed and approved. 

October 28th, 1930—After the reading and adoption of the President's 
report, the committee on the paid Presidency submitted ten propositions in ref-' 
erence tol HE COMPREHENSIVE PLAN, as follows: 
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The recommendation of a paid Presidency. 
That the duties thereof were fully covered by the Constitution. 


That the term of office be five years. 
_ That the President take office on the first day of the third month after 
his election. 

5. That he shall make pastoral visits to the pastors and congregations of 
Synod to help in their spiritual and temporal welfare. 

6. That his salary be $3,600 per year, his traveling and office expenses 
additional, and borne by the Synod. 

7. That recall, if necessary, be after one or more years in office upon petition 
of at least sen congregations of Synod; that he may be retired for cause at any 
annual convention upon a two-thirds vote of all members of Synod present 
at the convention. i 

8. That the President be elected by ballot. Upon first ballot a two-thirds 
vote shall be necessary to elect. Upon second ballot by a majority of votes cast. 
After the second ballot the voting shall be confined to the two receiving the 
highest number of votes in the preceding ballot. 

9. That funds necessary for support of this office shall be raised by direct 
apportionment. 

10. Funds available for this office: Field Missionary’s salary, $1,250; Field 
Missionary’s expenses, $275; President’s allowance, $300, totaling $1,825. The 
remainder of his salary is to be secured by an additional 50 cents apportionment 
per capita. 


Ss ae 


The report was considered seriatim and adopted as a whole. 


November 25th, 1930—The President gave his report, which included in- 
formation as to the financial campaign that is to be carried on in this Synod on 
behalf of Midland College; also the status of the recognized First Church of 
Los Angeles, and of the information that is to be printed in ‘““The Lutheran’’ 
concerning this congregation. It was decided also that Dr. Long of the National 
Lutheran Council be given privilege to make an appeal for the Synod’s quota of 
financial support assumed by the U. L. C. The Midland College campaign date 
was delayed until after the present meeting of Synod. 


The sub-committee on paid Presidency was discharged, having finished its task. 


January 20th, 1931—-The Treasurer’s report was read and filed. It showed 
cash on hand $139.41 on December 31st, 1930. 

The President’s report was read and acted on seriatim. His appointment of 
G. Bayard: Young, D.D., as chairman of the Stewardship Committee was ap- 
proved. It was recommended that the date for Midland College campaign be set 
for the early part of September, this year. 

_ The Epiphany season of 1931 was recognized as the time for securing offer- 
ings for the Foreign Mission Board debt. The date of the Synodical convention 


of 1931 was changed from May 19-22 to May 12-15, so as to coincide with 
the itinerary of President Knubel, at his own suggestion. 


February 17th, 1931—The report of the President was considered seriatim. 
It was decided that the proposals concerning the paid Presidency should be 
published in the April issue of the Golden State Lutheran. The President was 
instructed to protest to the California Conference of the Augustana Synod against 
the act of the congregation in Fresno for receiving members from our Church 
there without abiding by the accustomed procedure of securing a letter of transfer 
Motion carried that laymen interested in the paid Presidency be solicited to 
underwrite pledges to the sum of at least $1000. 


March 17th, 1931—The President presented his report, which was received 
and discussed. Proposals on paid Presidency were reviewed and set in final 
form, then adopted by the committee. It was suggested that a special committee 
be appointed to make recommendations concerning items of expense necessary 


for the maintainance of the Stumpf property, said committee to confer with 
the President. 
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April 29th, 1931—The President’s report, which was acted on seriatim, 
contained suggestions relative to the entertainment of Dr. Knubel, and also to 
the souvenir program of the fortieth anniversary of Synod. It was decided to 
designate a hotel headquarters for this convention of Synod; also that a souvenir 
program be provided, not to exceed eight pages, and to contain only matter 
relative to Synodical affairs. The protest of the Rev. Emil Meyer and his congre- 
gation against holding Synod on Ascension Day was received as information. 


May 11th, 1931—-After considering the Executive Committee report pre- 
sented by the Secretary it was approved as herewith presented to the Synod. 


During these meetings routine bills were presented and allowed for member's 
traveling expenses to and from meetings of the committee, and to and from 
meetings of the Synodical Board; also bills for office expenses of the officers of 
Synod, the same appearing in the Treasurer’s report.

REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL SECRETARY 


FATHERS AND BRETHREN: 


Of the thirty-seven questionnaires sent you recently by your Sunday School 
Secretary. twenty-nine were returned. Every reply on each of these has been 
recorded on one chart for comparison and evaluation. Here follow a few inter- 
pretations of these replies: 

First, virtually every school has a session of at least sixty minutes, of which 
fifteen minutes are used to foster worship experiences. This is commendatory. 
Further analysis reveals that in the schools reporting the average pupil receives 
less than nineteen hours per year of actual religious instruction. This is less 
than 214 percent as much time as the same pupils spend in the public ‘school. 
In even a four weeks’ session of a Daily Vacation Bible School these same 
pupils would receive more than twice as much instruction as is received in 
Sunday School in an entire year; and the materials presented in the Daily 
Vacation Bible School would be more certain of being retained because studied 
more systematically and with much less time between instruction periods. But 
even with the addition of Daily Vacation Bible School instruction these pupils 
would be receiving less than 9 per cent as much formal instruction in religion 
as in the secular branches. The need for a much more comprehensive and better 
co-related program of Christian education should surely be quite evident to us all. 


It is generally held as true that a sound program of Christian education in- 
cludes not only an adequate study of weli-selected lesson material, but also 
training in worship, training for service, and training in the correct use of leisure 
time. Our replies indicate that training in worship should receive more careful 
attention. If our pupils were given more opportunity to participate in the 
preparation of and conducting of worship programs they would be led into a 
more genuine experience of communion with God. If our aim is to foster 
worship experiences, then it should be fairly obvious we do the pupils a large 
injustice when we inject anything foreign or irrelevant into the worship program 
and the worship period. Yet many schools still allow announcements during 
the worship period. 


The worship program should be built around a central theme to which all 
the music, hymns, readings, prayers or other elements should definitely contribute 
So long as our schools use such books as Hymns of Praise, for example, which 
is not adjusted to the worship needs of younger Sunday Church School pupils 
our worship programs can scarcely be satisfactory. 


Possibly the reason why more pupil participation in the preparation and 
conducting of worship programs has not been encouraged is because we do not 
fully appreciate the principle so much stressed by John Dewey, namely, that we 
“learn by doing.”’ Bower expresses this same principle in this way: ‘‘Religious 
education is actual experience under guidance in living the Christian life.” This 
principle of ‘activity’ lies at the basis of modern educational procedures. Let 
the pupils themselves plan more worship programs; if they make mistakes these 
will at least not be mistakes of the heart, nor will their programs be worse than 
the carelessly prepared ‘‘opening exercises’’ still seen outside of captivity. Inci- 
dentally, is it not possible that this apparent failure to encourage pupil pattici- 
pation in the total program of the Sunday Church School is in part responsible 
for the fact that we have lost so many pupils and that so few Senions for 
example, are in our schools? Participation stimulates interest. Let us intere t 
all pupils, and certainly those of the high school age, i.e., the seniors (tho if 
have just been confirmed). : ata 


Let us realize further, that every school session should provide time or periods 
for these three activities, namely, instruction in the lesson, worship, and super- 
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vised study. During this latter period worship materials should be studied and 
memorized. In fact, all the major parts of the catechism could readily be 
memorized in this period and before the pupils reach their fourteenth year. 


Systematic training in giving must also be stressed. The children should learn 
to give regularly and systematically of money which they look upon as being 
definitely their own. The Sunday Church School is the place to begin training 
persons in using God’s own plan for financing His work, namely, the giving 
of the tithe. 

It is apparent that our teachers have had insufficient training in Christian 
Educational procedures. Only seven out of three hundred and sixty-three have 
any kind of religious education diploma. Only thirty-seven out of three hundred 
and sixty-three teachers earned one or more units of leadership training credit 
during the past year. Of these thirty-seven, twenty-three were to be found in 
two schools. In the light of these figures, how much effective instruction can 
we expect from our virtually unequipped present group of teachers. 

There is considerable variety as to the instruction materials we are using. 
This seems to be due as much to accident as scientific determination. We are 
indeed fortunate that better materials than we are now using will be available 
for us in all departments below the Young Peoples. Your secretary just received 
a special air-mail communication from Dr. C. H. B. Lewis indicating that the 
Christian Life course materials for teachers in the first three departments are now 
off the press. It is gratifying to note that over half of our schools are planning 
to introduce the Christian Life series materials as soon as they are available. 

It will have been noticed that there are many significant phases of our Sunday 
Church School work which have not been checked by this questionnaire. Among 
these might be mentioned: 

1. The principles on which promotions are made. 

2. The use being made of the Cradle Roll and Home Departments. 

3. The methods being used to interest parents and the general public in the 
work of the school. 

4. The basis upon which teachers are selected for each class. 

5. What definite outcomes are being sought in each school each year. 

6. The extent to which your Sunday Church School program is effectively 
co-related with the other educational organizations in your church, etc. 

It is also obvious that not all the significant items on this chart have been 
evaluated in this report. Your secretary trusts that each one will make a careful 
study of the findings of the questionnaires. 


Your Synodical Sunday School Secretary offers the following recommendations: 


1. That we invite the Rev. C. H. B. Lewis, D.D., Parish and Church 
School Field Secretary of the western district, to visit our congregations and 
confer with our religious education leaders during the last part of October and 
the first part of November, or whenever it may best suit his convenience, and 
that a committee be appointed in each conference to arrange for the most 
advantageous use of his limited time while with us. 

2. That every Sunday Church School be requested to secure a copy of 
Standard B for Church Schools as published by the International Council of 
Religious Education, and grade, or have itself graded, according to this standard 
as a stimulus to greater progress. 

3. That each conference be requested to appoint a committee to see to the 
making available of leadership training schools or courses for all congregations 
in their territory.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BROTHERHOODS 


The Rev. M. O. Heller gave a verbal report for this committee. 


Motion prevailed that the Rev. M. O. Heller, member of the Committee on 
Brotherhoods in the U. L. C., give a written report on the Brotherhoods 
of California Synod. He submitted the following: 


As a member of the Brotherhood Committee of the United Lutheran Church 
in America I feel that I would be remiss in my duty in failing to present the 
program of that organization before this body. 


At the convention in Sacramento a meeting was sponsored similar to the one 
held here last evening which, we believe, should have been sponsored by the 
laymen of the church, organized as a Synodical Brotherhood. 

The women of our church have been organized most efficiently and many 
pastors do not know what they would do without their women’s organizations. 
However, we have failed in organizing the men of the church and there, there- 
fore, lies dormant in every congregation where such happens to be the case, a 
vital and potential power for congregational and synodical advancement. The 
men should be organized in order that greater opportunity might be given for 
them to become better acquainted with one another, and to promote the general 
welfare of the congregation and the church at large. 

Within the program of the Brotherhood of the United Lutheran Church in 
America there is a fourfold objective. First, the increasing of attendance at the 
worship service; second, the bringing back of the lapsed membership; third, 
the promotion of work with the boys; and, fourth, the bringing of the un- 
churched into church membership.. This fourfold program, as we note, makes 
no suggestion whatsoever from an economic standpoint, but it does present a 
program that is definitely spiritual. 

We commend, therefore, to this body the advisibility of organizing a brother- 
hood within every congregation, and organizing congregational brotherhoods 
into a synodical brotherhood, believing that any possible inefficiency that might 
be charged to the working of our Synod in the past can be rectified, to a large 
extent, through the cooperation of the laymen of our church in this way. 


The project of a boys’ camp within our Southern Conference, a highly suc- 
cessful undertaking in these few years that it has been in operation, can be made 
even more successful by the united efforts of our men, definitely organized as a 
Synodical Brotherhood and committed to this work as a part of their program. 
It might also be suggested that factors in our Synod involving failure to meet

the apportionment could be rectified if our laymen were ‘organized for service’’ 
and were given the opportunity to learn the needs of the church through the 


medium of the brotherhood.

REPORT OF SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD 


Immediately upon the adjournment of the thirty-ninth convention of the 
Synod of California, the Mission Board was organized for the year 1930-1931 
as follows: Ex-officio members, the Rev. J. W. Ball, Ph.D., President of 
the Synod; the Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., President of the Southern 
Conference; the Rev. Mark O. Heller, President of the Northern Conference: 
the Rev. Earnest A. Trabert, the Rev. D. J. Snyder, D.D.; Messrs. E. A. 
Morrison and William B. Scheehl. The Rev. Earnest A. Trabert was elected 
secretary. 


During the year the board held nine meetings, alternating between the north 
and the south. In view af the fact that for the first time in many years every 
mission has had a pastor, or a stated supply, the work of the board was greatly 
simplified. 

Limitations of the Work 


Owing to the straightened financial condition of the Board of American 
Missions, no serious effort has been made to expand the work by the inaugura- 
tion of new work. 

In reference to loans from the Church extension funds, we have been notified 
that ‘‘No further loans shall be made upon territories in which there are overdue 
loans, except in the amounts returned upon such loans.’ Your board protested 
this action, declaring that it would work great hardship on our territory if 
such rule were strictly enforced. No new loans have been made and none applied 
for. Several of the congregations have made payment upon their loans, 


Home for the Aged 


With the acquisition of the Stumpf property by the Synod an appea 
made by the Board of Control of the Hose tos - ee for ee 
open such a home at an early date, presumably in the Stumpf property. Your 
board directed that a definite plan be submitted which should include conditions 
necessary for admission to the home, also cost of maintainance, management, etc 
The property at Sierra Madre is still being carried by the Synod at consid- 
erable expense. 

Field Missionary 


The work at Beverly Hills and vicinity has been advancing slowly but surely. 
The congregation now numbers 31 members and is securing funds for a lot. 
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Your board has indicated its purpose of approving an application for aid from 
the Church extension funds of the Board of American Missions upon the condi- 
tion that one-half of the cost of a lot be secured prior to such an application. 
This work has now advanced to such a point that a pastor should be placed 
in charge and the Field Missionary enabled to inaugurate another work. 


A number of prospective fields have been investigated, among them Las 
Vegas, Nevada, adjacent to the Boulder Dam project; also Fullerton, Ventura and 
Santa Ana in the south, also attention has been called to Stockton and Vallejo, 
large and important cities in the north. A plan to secure student help during 
the summer for the purpose of making canvasses of several places was frowned 
upon by the Board of American Missions in view of the fact that it might not 
be possible to continue the work. 


Italian Work 


Owing to a lack of understanding on the part of the Board of American 
Missions in regard to the situation in the Italian work in California there has 
been much correspondence concerning it. That board looks for immediate re- 
sults in organization and growth, whereas your board looks upon this work as 
largely of an evangelistic type. At present there are three centers: San Francisco, 
with an organized congregation worshipping in a rented Church edifice, the use 
of which can only be secured for Sunday evening; Fresno, unorganized, wor- 
shipping in First Lutheran Church; Sacramento, worshipping in the First 
English Church, with a home service conducted in another part of the city, 
bi-weekly. Our Italian missionary has also established contacts in Stockton, 
which may also be made a preaching point. In these cities, apart from San 
Francisco, the policy is to direct those to whom we minister to the local 
Churches of our Synod. This has been fruitful of good results among the 
children and young people. It may be confidently affirmed that until facilities 
are provided for educational and social work in San Francisco we can not 
anticipate more definite results. An appeal was made to the Women’s Missionary 
Society of the United Lutheran Church to provide for a woman worker among 
the Italians. 


An invitation has been extended to the Rev. E. A. Tappert, D.D., Secretary 
for Linguistic Interests of the Board of American Missions, to visit California 
and make a thorough study of this work, but he has not been able to accept it.

Grace Church, Alhambra, and St. Luke’s Church, Huntington Park, have 
been notified that a reduction of not less than $200 each is expected next year. 
The understanding is that Grace Church, Phoenix, Ariz., will assume self - 
support in 1932. ; 

Bethel Church, San Jose, was compelled to assume self-support in view of 
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the fact that Board of American Missions declines to support this work any 
longer. 

An application of the First English Church of Sacramento for $900 was 
received. This congregation has a fund approximating $20,000 for the erection 
of a new church edifice. At the present time interest received on the amount 
is being used to meet the expenses of the congregation. Your board has advised 
the congregation that, providing the location of the new church edifice meet 
with the approval of this board and that the plans for the new church edifice, 
together with the cost, are approved by the board and the Committee on Church 
Architecture of the United Lutheran Church in America, an appropriation of 
$906 will be requested, to go into effect when the new building is contracted for. 


A Survey of the Missions 


Only those missions are referred to which have presented peculiar problems, 
or present matters of special interest. 


Alameda, Christ Church—Immediately following his ordination by the 
Ministerium of Pennsylvania, the Rev. John R. McClellan entered upon his 
work in Alameda. This congregation had been vacant for many months, and, 
although occupying an important field, numbered but a few members. A com- 
plete reorganization has been effected, the Sunday School has increased greatly, 
the number of services have been doubled and the Common Service introduced. 
It is now in a position to grow, and we may expect to hear excellent reports 
in the future. 


Fresno, First Church—lIt is not possible to tell the whole story of our work 
in Fresno. At the request of this board Superintendent Hillerman was directed 
to take charge and undertake the task of reviving a work which appeared about 
to become a total loss. Over one-half of the members had withdrawn, due to 
dissatisfaction, and a mere handful left, although loyal, had become somewhat 
hopeless. For the past nine months in the face of almost insuperable obstacles 
the work has been carried on. The building had been permitted to deteriorate 
until it became practically unfitted for use; the location was found to be unsuit- 
able, and a spirit of antagonism to the work among friend and foe was in 
evidence. After a thorough study the following conclusions have been reached: 
First, that there should be a complete canvass of the city of Fresno; second, 
that the church be relocated; third, that the name of the congregation be 
changed, in view of its present ill-repute in the community. Plans for the can- 
vass have already been adopted and the services of Student Herbert Hillerman 
have been secured to assist the acting pastor and the Field Missionary in the 


canvass. The other steps will be considered after the canvass has been com- 
pleted and studied. 


Gardena, St. John’s—After the faithful and efficient service of the venerable — 
Dr. Ziegler was discontinued, the attempt was made to unite this congregation 
with Bethany Church, Los Angeles. The Board of American Missions did not 
approve of this move. Thereupon a call was issued to the Rev. S. H. Yerian, 
D.D., which was accepted and he is now actively at work in the field. The 
prospects are promising, and another year should see good results, 


Huntington Park, St. Luke’s—A room for the use of the primar d f 
the Church School was added at a cost of $500. i: UN on 


Phoentx, Ariz., Grace Church—On September 16, 1930, the Rev. H. A. 
Anspach assumed charge of this important congregation in the metropolis of 
Arizona. Excellent progress has been made in the few months which have 


intervened. We are confident that the understanding that self-support will be 
assumed within the next year. 


Richmond, Grace Church—Due most largely to economic conditions, this 
congregation, located in an industrial center, presents many difficulties. The 
pastor, the Rev. D. Guy Hudson, has been able to accomplish much in restoring 
the morale, and the congregation has met its financial obligations, although the 
Synod was compelled to provide temporary relief. Due to the energy of the 
pastor this Church has a definite place in the life of the community. 
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San Francisco, Temple Church—As indicated in the report of last year, this 
board pledged itself and the Synod to render all possible aid to this congrega- 
tion in securing a Parish House, an essential for ultimate success in the com- 
munity in which this work is located. An application for a loan of $1,000 
and interest on a loan of $5,000 from the Church Extension funds was presented 
for endorsement. This application was endorsed on the following conditions: 
First, that exact figures be secured on the cost of the contemplated building, for 
which the plans have been secured; second, that in the event the bids submitted 
are less than the estimated cost of $6,500, the amount requested from the 
Church Extension funds be reduced correspondingly; third, that the Executive 
Committee be requested to authorize the officers of the Synod to endorse the note 
securing the loan. The work of this congregation is steadily going forward 
under the energetic leadership of Pastor Schmidt.

REPORT OF STUDENT WORK COMMITTEE 


Your committee on student work hereby reports that upon the territory of 
the Synod the following pastors are charged with the responsibility of caring 
for the interests of Lutheran students by the Board of Education of the United 
Lutheran Church in America: 

The Rev. Earnest A. Trabert at the University of California at Berkeley; 
the Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., at the University of California at Los Angeles, 
also the Junior College at Los Angeles; the Rev. W. E. Crouser, D.D., at the 
San Jose Teachers’ College; the Rev. J. E. Hoick at the University of Southern 
California. 

These pastors report that at Berkeley among the 11,899 students there are 
approximately 175 Lutherans, of whom 80 are identified with the Luther Club. 
Other Luther bodies are cooperating with this work. 

At the University of California at Los Angeles, with an enrollment of 6,300 
students, there are 92 Lutherans, of whom 40 have become identified with the 
Luther Club, and at the Junior College, with 52 Lutheran students, 32 are 
identified with the club. 

The San Jose Teachers’ College has an enrollment of 2,200, with approxi- 
mately 14 Lutheran students. No organization has been effected, but the pastor 
forms numerous personal contacts. 

The work at the University of Southern California is still in the formative 
stage. No definite figures can be given on the number of Lutheran students. 

The pastors of the Synod are urged to notify the student pastors of their 
young people in attendance upon our state educational institutions in order that 
they may be enabled to link them up with their church during their student days.

The Synod convened in the capacity of an anniversary and memorial service.

The Rev. C. F. Oehler, D.D., gave reminiscences and experiences of the early 
years of the Synod’s history. The service closed with the benediction by Dr. . 
Ball, immediately reconvening as a business session. : 

It was voted that.a committee be appointed.to review the nominations for 
the office of Treasurer, the better to determine whether such would serve if 
elected; and to present other names if deemed advisable. 


- REPORT OF STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


In rendering our report as members of the Committee on Stewardship, we 
would say that we are keenly conscious of the great importance of the work 
entrusted to our hands by Synod. Thus far our efforts have been directed 
towards arousing a deeper interest among our laymen, particularly all our 
Church Councilmen, whom we consider the “‘key-men”’ of our Church. Dr. 
Henry Jowett, the renowned London preacher, once declared that a. pastor. who 
has the loyal and unanimous support of his Church Council can carry to a 
successful conclusion any reasonable program that he may desire to see realized. 
Believing this to be true, your committee called together the combined Church 
Councils at a laymen’s banquet held on the evening of January 22nd, at Trinity 
Lutheran Church, Pasadena, Rev. W. H. Derr, pastor. The banquet was well 
attended and genuine interest was manifested by all present. Your committee 
is convinced that this initial effort is along the right lines and that similar 
meetings should be held during our next synodical year. 

Following the Laymen’s Banquet, a general meeting for all the members of 
our churches' in Southern California was held in the Hollywood Lutheran 
Church, Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., pastor, on the evening of Shrove Tuesday. 
We are convinced that these special meetings at which the great fundamental 
principles of stewardship have been presented by men vitally interested.in this 
highly important subject will prove fruitful of much good. Thus far our 
efforts to assemble the members of the Northern Conference for similar meetings 
have been unavailing. 

In view of the ever-increasing need of carefully trained, aggressive, consecrated 
leaders in every department of our work and, also, in view of the ever-expanding 
work of our church and the lack of funds wherewith to carry forward our 
program, we recommend that every pastor study anew the great. question of 
stewardship and‘ lay upon the minds and hearts of our people with renewed 
emphasis the claims of Christ upon our lives, our time, our talents, our 
money and our all. 

We also recommend that the special text book on stewardship which we 
commend to all our pastors and people for special study during the next 
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Synodical year be ‘‘The Call to Stewardship’’ by Julius Earl Crawford, Cokes- 
bury Press, Nashville, Tennessee, and advise that this book be carefully reviewed 
before our Brotherhoods, Luther Leagues, etc. 

We also recommend that the best tracts available upon stewardship be secured 
and distributed as widely as possible. 

In all these efforts we also recommend that the closest possible cooperation 
be maintained with the laymen’s movement for stewardship in our church.

32. FORTIETH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE SEVENTH BIENNIAL CONVENTION 
OF THE U. L..C. A. 
Held in Milwaukee, October 7-14, 1930. 


1. Inasmuch as the convention has been fully reported through the Daily 
Lutheran and very satisfactory reports have been given to the Conferences by 
the returned delegates, this report will touch only upon the principal features of 
that gathering. 

2. The convention was in session in the city of Milwaukee from October 
7th to 15th, 1930. The members of the California delegation were all present 
with one exception. Of the total number of 554 delegates, all of the clerical 
delegates were on hand and 255 lay delegates, making the attendance 98%.. 


3. The convention opened with the President’s sermon and the Holy Com- 
munion in Epiphany Church. The sermon dealt with the subject, “What Does 
the United Lutheran Church Stand For?’’ This, together with the President’s 
report, were among the best features of the convention and worthy of careful 
reading and study. 

The convention organized with the re-election of the former officers with 
great unanimity. : 

Among outstanding features of the convention were the following: 

1. Touching Moral and Social Problems: 


The report of the Committee on Moral and Social Welfare, which has beer 
before the Church for several years, dealt with the subject of marriage and 
divorce and peace and war. Two causes of divorce are recognized in the report, 
adultery and malicious desertion. It was recommended that due diligence be 
required by the Synods of their ministers in the remarriage of divorced persons 
that the actual practice be in conformity with the principles of this report, which 
was adopted by a vote almost unanimous. 


The duty of the Christian to bear arms in a just war on behalf of his nation 
was recognized, but great emphasis was laid upon the duty of the church to 
exert its influence toward the prevention of war in general. 


With reference to Christian Social Service the report of the Inner Mission 
Board laid great emphasis upon the necessity to assist the unemployed to find 
remunerative labor at the present time. The various forms of social service for 
the immigrant, the aged and infirm, the sick, the orphan were impressively 
presented in pageant form, to the profit of all present at one of the evening 
sessions. It was realized that without entering upon the political aspects of the 
social problems of the present, our church is engaged in far-reaching efforts to 
improve the social conditions of modern life. 

2. Educational: 


Problems connected with theological education especially received close and 
animated discussions. It came to be recognized that while theoretically the 
United Lutheran Church controls the instruction imparted in its seminaries, 
practically it is prevented from exercising that control by the fact that these 
institutions are owned and controlled by individual Synods or groups of Synods. 
This subject is to receive careful consideration at a meeting of Synodical Presi- 


dents with the Executive Board and the Board of Education sometime during 
the biennium. 


The Board of Education presented a series of application blanks for use of 
candidates for beneficiary aid in the various Synods, calling for a variety of 
important information. These blanks were approved and commended to the 
Synods for use, modified as each may require in order to adapt them to their 
own needs. 

The Parish School Board is about to issue the revised series of Sunday School 
lessons. It was instructed also to continue investigations in connection with 
various other boards as to a complete system of parish education relative to the 
various interests and activities concerned. 

3. The report of the Board of American Missions showed progress under 
adverse conditions. Eighty-seven new missions in various Synods, 603 missions 
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and 83 preaching stations received aid during the biennium. Forty-two became 
self-supporting. Of these California Synod furnished 6. 

4. The Foreign Mission Board reported reduction of its debt from $443,000 
to $254,000. During the biennium the Women’s Home and Foreign Missions 
sent through the board to various fields $383,000. (Substantial help was re- 
ceived also from the Augustana Synod, the Icelandic, the United Danish Lutheran 
Church and from the Luther League.) The board asked for and received per- 
mission to appeal to congregations and Sunday Schools during the Epiphany 
season for offerings on behalf of its debt. 

5. The budget adopted for the biennium 1932-33 calls for the same 
amount as the preceding biennium, viz, $2,400,000, but in certain items the 
allocation of amounts is somewhat different. 

6. Relations of the United Lutheran Church to other ecclesiastical groups: 
Greetings were brought from the Augustana Synod by President Brandelle, 
from the Norwegian Lutheran Church by President L. W. Boe of St. Olaf 
College, from the Icelandic Synod by President K. K. Olafscy, and from the 
Finnish Synod by President Haapaney. Provision was made for a continuance 
of financial ‘aid to the Suami Synod, especially in Canada, where it is provided 
that this work shall involve organized relations with the United Lutheran 
Church. 

Greetings were brought by President Robert L. Speer from the Federal 
Council of Churches in America. A suitable response defining further the 
relation of the United Lutheran Church to the Federal Council was made on 
behalf of the convention by Dr. Ellis B. Burges. 

On the larger relations of the United Lutheran Church, Dr. Morehead pre- 
sented a very interesting report of the Lutheran World Convention held in 
Copenhagen in 1929, and the provisions made for extension of the influence 
of that convention. 

Provision was made also for a continuance of representation in the World 
Conference on Faith and Order. 

7. The statistical section reported total accessions of 256,423 during the 
biennium, a net gain of 121,546, giving the United Lutheran Church a con- 
firmed membership of 971,187 and a baptized membership of 1,399,428. 


The next convention will be held in the city of Philadelphia in October, 1932. 
Adopted. 
REPORT OF LUTHER LEAGUE ADVISOR 


The advisor for the Northern Conference district, Luther League, begs leave 
to report that the young people affiliated with the churches of the Northern 
Conference have displayed very commendable spirit in many ways during the 
' past year. 

The annual convention of the district was held at Fresno in the month of 
October, and a rally of the district takes place over the week-end of this May 
17th. Reports from the respective congregational leagues indicate considerable 
advancement, the officers of the district being especially active in keeping in 
touch with the leagues in their charge. 

As a special objective, they took upon themselves at their last annual con- 
vention, the raising of a minimum of $200 per year to be applied to ministerial 
student education. 

There are 11 leagues in the district, representing as many congregations in 
the conference. 

The next annual meeting is scheduled to be held in St. Mark’s Lutheran 
Church, San Francisco, in the fall. 

The district will have one delegate at the coming biennial convention at: 
Reading. 

It has been a real pleasure to be privileged to confer with these young people 
in the development of their organization. There is still much to be desired 
insofar as the district may be conforming to the suggested program of the 
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Luther League in America, but we are confident that the future will show 
considerable development along this line.

REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


In the providence of God, through Jesus Christ, “‘The great Head of the 
Church,”’ and by the power of the Holy Ghost, we have been enabled to carry 
on aggressively as a Synod for forty consecutive years. We recount with 
thanksgiving our progress and in the words of the apostle Paul, “though we 
have not already attained, neither are we perfect, yet this one thing I do, for- 
getting those things which are behind, I press on toward the mark for the 
prize of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus.’’ 


The only obtainable state of the church as a medium is through reports 
which, when compared and tabulated, total in average what your committee 
believes to be the index of spiritual growth, status and true condition. In order 
to secure this information, standard blanks were sent to all pastors of congre- 


gations, numbering forty. Thirty-two returns were made, from which your 
committee submit the following: 
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The modis operandi of the church remains, with some changes here and 
there in methods, to meet local needs and conditions, all of which are constructive. 


In brotherhood and Luther League organizations there is a notable increase. 


The Sunday Schools show an increase with favorable tendencies toward 
efficiency and reception of the new incoming graded lesson course now available. 

The time-honored prayer meeting of the mid-week is obsolete except during 
the season of Lent in the majority of the congregations. And the Sunday 
evening service is apparently becoming more and more of a problem. In many 
congregations, however, the Luther League has assumed the responsibility for 
the evening program, which is proving to be a happy solution as a preventative 
for the drifting of our young people from the church. 

The church year and festal days are fittingly recognized with regularity in 
observing Holy Communion and special evangelistic features supplementing the 
catechetical instruction, resulting in a revival of interest, and the deepening of 
spiritual life together with ingathering for recruiting the church membership. 

New buildings have not been projected, but the gathering of funds for new 
churches is in vogue with congregations where such buildings are in prospect. 

The liquidating of debts and improvements to properties indicate heroism 
and sacrifice. 

The work of deputation and survey in unchurched territory is a hopeful sign. 


Summary 


The present is unquestionably unprecedented in world history for unrest, 
lawlessness, depression, socialistic and materialistic tendencies. However, we 
believe the church has a message for a distraught world. Therefore, optimistic 
and daring with confidence, we declare that the only hope for universal peace, 
prosperity and complete restoration is through the Church of Christ. The 
heritage which has come down to us through our beloved Lutheran Church, 
with all of her worthy institutions and missionary enterprises, must be safe- 
guarded against the spirit of intolerance, independency and intrigue. We can 
not hope to attain our highest and best unless we are united. Pastors and 
church councils must stand-one hundred per cent for every enactment adopted 
by the body of which we are each and severally an integral part, hereby bringing 
all of the congregations up to the highest possible degree of standardization and 
efficiency. Additions to church membership should increase commeasurably the 
communing membership. 

Without pretense: When we administer institutional rite, commemorate the 
seasons, boldly ‘‘preach the word,” faithfully minister, encourage purity of life, 
private and public prayer, ‘‘adorning the doctrine of God and our Savior, Jesus 
Christ,’’ and in the paying of our apportionment in full—then, and only then. 
the state of the Church will reach the highest possible ideal.

Calling the vice-president, Mrs. E. A. Trabert, to the chair, the President 
gave the following report: 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


The year just closing has not been particularly eventful, but the work has 
gone on, and we believe that the reports which will be given will show an. ad- 
vance along most lines, even though this last year has been a trying one, 
financially, for all of us. 


Several new organizations have been reported to us. The Extension Secre- 
tary ‘reports a society in First Church, Oakland, the first in that department in 
the Northern Conference. She reports that the best extension work has been 
done in the Huntington Park society. 

Mrs. Maggart, who retired last year as Young People’s Secretary, reported 
that, by pre-Synodical arrangement, as her last official act she had organized a 
Young Women’s Society at Alhambra. 

The amended Synodical Constitution was printed as instructed at the 1930 
convention and copies sent to all the societies. 

The Executive Board held two meetings during the Synodical year, the first 
at St. Marks, Los Angeles, on November 18. At this time the Young Men’s 
Society of the Hollywood Church was given recognition as a member of the 
California Synodical Society, on the advice of Mrs. Morehead, past president 
of the general society. The second meeting was held May 12 and will be 
reported upon during this convention. 

A program committee was appointed for this convention, as follows: 
Mesdames G. L. Dickson, C. B. Runkle, M. O. Heller and D. J. Snyder. 

Our attention was called to an approximate $5000 deficit in the general 
convention expense fund. Two plans were suggested to avoid a repetition. 
One, increasing the expense fund; the other, reducing the number of delegates 
to general convention to one for each 600 members instead of one for each 
400 as at present. 

As each Synodical society is entitled to two delegates regardless of the number 
of members in the society, this second plan would not affect the California 
society. The matter was referred to the committee on Constitution. 

After much correspondence on the subject, Miss Flora Prince, President of 
the General society, gave it as her opinion that we might select our own object 
for the’ Synodical Special at this convention. as long as it was something that is - 
already on the budget of the General society. What our Executive Board has 
to suggest will be presented at the proper time. 

We wish to express our thanks and appreciation to all those with whom we 
have been associated during the year for their indulgence, patience and 
cooperation.

YOUNG WOMEN’S SOCIETIES SECRETARY’S REPORT 


Your Secretary for Young Women begs leave to report that there are 11 
societies registered within the bounds of the California Synod, all of which 
are in the Southern Conference, one being a Young Men’s organization. 


With pleasure we report the addition of one new society, Bethany, Los 
Angeles, Rev. Kohler, pastor, with 20 members, both boys and girls, ages 
14-18 years. 


In order to gain some idea of the strength and activity of the organization 
a questionaire was sent out, to which eight replied. These eight revealed that 
they represent a total membership of 106 members, of which 92 are active, 
and ranging in size from five to twenty membets. 


Topic material as presented in Lutheran Women’s Work appears to be used 
in all but two of the organizations. We believe that the use of Lutheran 
Women’s Work is vital to the success of every organization. Questions relative 
to the holding of a Mission Study class, Public Thank Offering service, the 
observance of the World Day of Prayer and the Week of Prayer revealed that 
there was room for improvement. This should not be neglected, inasmuch as 
the future members of the adult societies are today within this group and the 
training now received is most vital. As the twig is bent, the tree will grow. 

It is also noted that every organization indicated expenditures commensurate 
with their size, but in only four instances was there evidence that it has been 
used toward missionary objectives. It would be a vital mistake if money received 
in any organization through dues or otherwise were not to be applied entirely 
to the support of one or more missionary objects. In this also we have a factor 
of vital importance for future years. Fifty-one circular letters were sent out 
through the year, besides a number of personal letters.

FIRST SESSION 
Tuesday, May 24th, 1932, 10:00 A. M. 


The session was devoted to the service of the Holy Communion, the officers 
of Synod conducting the worship. Members of the Women’s Missionary Society 
Participated. The Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., delivered the sermon: his text, 
Acts 1:8, was basis for the theme: ‘‘Promised Power.”’ 


SECOND SESSION 
Tuesday, May 24th, 1932, 1:30 P. M. 


The session was officially opened with the accepted Liturgical Form by the 
President. The Clerical and Lay Roll of Synod was called. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Reference and Council presented a form 
of procedure which was adopted as the order of business. 

The President introduced the Clerical members who had been received into 
the Synod during the year, viz: the Rev. Edward N. Spirer, the Rev. J. L. Sawyer, 
the Rev. George Schuchard, the Rev. H. C. Funk, Ph.D., (not present), and 
the Rev. E. T. May. 

The President read his report. 


THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


FATHERS AND BRETHREN: 

“Grace be unto you and peace from God our Father and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ.” 

Forty years ago the Synod of California met in the First English Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of San Francisco for the first time. At that time there were ten 
pastors and six congregations included in the Synod. Today we assemble for the 
Forty-first Convention in the same congregation with a clerical roll of sixty-six 
pastors, and numbering thirty-six congregations. 

The past year of our history as a Synod has been a trying one. Due to 
economic conditions financial resources have shrunken. Heavy burdens have been 
laid upon our pastors who have not only been seeking to instill faith and hope 
and courage in the heart of their flock, but have been called upon to render material 
aid to many. Due to these conditions there has not been any marked increase in 
material advancement. At the same time there has been a deepening of the spiritual 
life within our congregations, and men and women are seeking the strength and 
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grace which the Word of God gives as is indicated by the large increase in attend- 
ance upon the services of the Church. 

In the fulfillment of the obligations assumed by me as the President of this 
Synod I have kept in constant contact with the pastors and congregations of the ! 
Synod. In this service I have personally visited twenty-one of the thirty-six 
active pastors and congregations, and have written over one thousand letters. 
The distance travelled has been approximately six thousand miles. 

The following official acts are herewith reported, also such matters as con- 
cern the work and progress of the Synod. 


Accessions

Congregations Organized 


By authority of the Mission Board of the Synod the Rev. Edward N. Spirer 
was authorized to conduct a canvass in North Hollywood to determine the possi- 
bilities of undertaking work in this growing city. After reports which indicated 
a real field for our work, and with the authorization of the Board of American 
Missions of the United Lutheran Church in America, he was directed to organize 
a congregation providing forty charter members could be secured. Having ful- 
filled the conditions on the First Sunday in Advent, November 29, 1931, St. 
Matthew’s Evangelical Lutheran Church of North Hollywood came into being 
with forty-two charter members. The application of this congregation to be 
received into the Synod has been received. 


Congregations Disbanded 


Upon the advice of the Board of American Missions, and on account of the 
lack of means for maintaining the work amongst the Italians, the congregation 
of St. John the Evangelist, Italian Evangelical Lutheran Church of San Fran- 
cisco, was disbanded with the discontinuance of the office of Italian Missionary 
on February 29, 1932. There were no material assets. 


Under date of April 20, 1932, formal notice was given me that at a congre- 
gational meeting the members of St. Andrew’s Church, San Francisco, had decided 
to merge with St. Matthew's Church of the same city, and the latter congregation 
will assume all of the assets and liabilities of the congregation. Occasional services 
will be held in the former building of St. Andrew’s Church to maintain the 
property. This action was taken after seeking the advice and counsel of the Presi- 
dent of the Synod in conformity with the Constitutional requirement. 


Dedications 


On December 6th, 1931, the beautiful edifice of the First English Evan- 
gelical Lutheran Church of Sacramento was dedicated to the glory of God and 
to the proclamation of the Gospel of Christ in the presence of a multitude which 
crowded the building to its capacity, many others being unable to enter. The 
sermon for the occasion was preached by the President of the Synod, and the act 
of dedication was performed by the pastor, the Rev. Clarence F. Crouser. Other 
pastors taking part were the President of the Northern Conference, the Rev. Mark 
O. Heller, the Rev. W. E. Crouser, D.D., the Rev. C, F. Oehler, D.D., the Rev. 
Albert L. Benze, D.D., the Rev. S. T. Himes, D.D. The music was in charge of 
the Rev. E. O. Hoffmeister. At the evening service the Rev. W. E. Crouser, D.D., 
father of the pastor, preached the sermon. This edifice was dedicated entirely free 
from debt. 

The new building is Spanish Romanesque in type, having a stucco exterior. 
Its appointments, as well as design, is in perfect harmony with the requirements 
of our Lutheran worship. A spleridid Austin organ, secured through the fore- 
sight of the pastor, and the offering of a devoted family within the congregation, 
adds greatly to the enrichment of the worship. While the seating capacity is not 
large, it is of sufficient size to care for a congregation of three hundred or more 
members. It is the most beautiful of the smaller churches within the Synod. 


Anniversaries 


On November 1, 1931, the Tenth Anniversary of St. Luke’s Church, Hun- 
tington Park, was observed. The Rev. G. H. Hillerman, D.D., Superintendent 
of Missions of the United Lutheran Church in America, and the Rev. W. J. 
Dentler, who organized the congregation with fifty-six members, delivered the 
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addresses for the occasion. After a brief period of service by the Rev. John A. M. 
Ziegler, D.D., the Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, D.D., became pastor eight years ago. 
The congregation has grown until today it numbers 185 confirmed members and 
possesses a property valued at $22,000. ’ 

On November 15, 1931, and continuing throughout the week services com- 
memorating the Fortieth Anniversary of the organization of the First English 
Church of Oakland were held. At the opening service the President of the Synod 
presented the greetings of this body. Other speakers during the week were the 
Rev. Albert L. Benze, D.D., representing the Lutheran Churches of the San 
Francisco Bay district, the mayor of the city of Oakland, representatives of the 
Oakland Ministerial Federation, and former pastors. The Rev. Mark O. Heller 
is the present pastor. 

On January 3, 1932, and continuing to the following Sunday the Fortieth 
Anniversary of Grace Church, San Jose, was observed with appropriate services. 
By appointment of the President of the Synod the Rev. John R. McClellan of 
Alameda, presented the greetings of the Synod, and delivered the anniversary 
sermon. In the forty years of the history of this congregation it has had but five 
pastors. The present pastor, the Rev. W. E. Crouser, D.D., is now in the seven- 
teenth year of his second pastorate in this parish, and has been pastor for twenty- 
four of the forty years of its history. 

On April 10, 1932, the First English Church of Fresno observed the Fif- 
teenth Anniversary of its organization. Greetings were presented from the Synod 
by the President, also by Superintendent Hillerman through whose activity the 
congregation was revived a year ago. At the anniversary service the pastor delivered 
the address, and a sketch of the history of the congregation was given by Mr. 
M. T. Lockhart, a charter member. The fifteen years of the history of this con- 
gregation have been marked by various misfortunes, but the loyalty and fidelity 
of a few devoted members has enabled it to carry on. The present outlook is the 
most hopeful in the history of the congregation. The Rev. J. L. Sawyer is the 
pastor since January, 1932. 


On April 24, 1932, Trinity Church, Long Beach, the Rev. Daniel J. Snyder, 
D.D., commemorated the Twenty-fifth Anniversary of its organization by the 
Rev. John A. M. Ziegler, D.D. The anniversary message was delivered by the 
Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, D.D., who also represented the President of the Synod 
and conveyed the greetings of this body. In the evening the Rev. John A. M. 
Ziegler, D.D., a member of the congregation as well as its founder, delivered the 
address. A congregational dinner the following Tuesday evening was attended by 
over 200 members of the congregation. In the twenty-five years of the life of this 
congregation seven hundred and fifty members have been received, and a total of 
$24,574 given to benevolences and $173,899 for local expenses. The present 
pastor has served in this parish for twenty-four years. 


On February. 7, 1932, the Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., observed the Fifth 
Anniversary of his pastorate in the Hollywood Church. The address for the 
occasion was delivered by the Rev. David R. Huber, D.D. The greetings of the 
congregation to their pastor were presented by the Rev. C. W. Maggart, D.D.. a 
member of this congregation. The splendid progress made by the Hollywood 
Church under the aggressive leadership of its pastor is the testimonial to the 
service of these five years. 


Official Acts 


During the year I have issued ten letters to the pastors of the Synod calling 
attention to some of the problems which we face: pleading for the payment of 
apportionments; requesting counsel and advice in the conduct of the work of the 
Synod; and giving information and news concerning notable events within the 
re It is not necessary for me to detail the contents of these letters. I desire 
eee 2 ae of the sympathetic response on the part of many of 
In view of the resignation of the Rey. Adolf Jatho as pastor of St. Andrew's 
Chutch, zie met with that congregation and advised with them conccsnine the 
future disposition of the work. A thorough canvass of the field in which the 
church is located by a number of pastors of the Northern Conference led to the 
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conviction that there is no future for this work, and the advice was given that 
the congregation unite with another of our Churches in San Francisco. 

One problem which I have not been able to solve has been the situation within 
the congregation at Sanger. This congregation called a pastor who is not a member 
of a Lutheran body, and made promises to him which were not authorized. I 
have visited Sanger twice, and been in constant correspondence with them stating 
their obligations to the Synod. The former pastor of the congregation, the Rev. 
G. Wenning, whom they promised to retain as pastor until June 30, 1932, was 
notified that his services would not be required after April 1, 1932. They have 
made a demand upon the Synod for aid, which was refused by the Executive 
Committee. The only apparent solution is the union of this congregation with 
one of the German Churches in Fresno to form a parish. 


Congregations 


The following items of interest have been reported by the congregations 
named. A brief statement of the mission congregations and their progress is included. 


Alameda, Christ Church—The progress here has been exceedingly slow. 
No apportionment has been received or paid for several months, and there is quite 
a large deficit in current expenses. 

Alhambra, Grace Church—The furnishing of the church has been com- 
pleted at a cost of $1,250 and the bill is marked ‘‘Paid in full.’’ While there has 
been a net decrease of three in Communicant Members the average attendance at 
the services has increased by thirteen. 

Beverly Hills, Community Church—Under the direction of the Field Mis- 
sionary this work has been forging ahead. The net increase in Confirmed Members 
during the year has been fourteen. The lack of a suitable location is a great 
hindrance to the work. 

Berkeley, St. Michael’s Church—Improvements to the property consist 
of a new roof on the church, the tinting of the entire interior and the painting 
of the parsonage, all at a total cost of about $600.00. 

Fresno, First Church—New hymnals have been procured, new altar and 
lecturn paraments were placed, and the floor coverings renewed at a cost of over 
$50.00. With the advent of the present pastor renewed life and energy has come 
and there has been a material increase in membership and attendance. 

Fresno, St. Paul’s Church—Owing to the lack of employment the income 
of this congregation has been greatly reduced, and the pastor has been compelled 
to accept quite a reduction in salary. 

Fresno, Wartburg Church—This congregation has faced the same condition 
as its sister congregation, St. Paul’s Church, with the same result. 

Gardena, St. John’s Church—An increase of twenty-two Communicant 
Members, and an increase of thirty-one in the average attendance at the services 
of the Church, give evidence of the new life which is being brought into this 
congregation. 

Glendale, First Church—During 1931 over fifty per cent of the current 
expenses of the congregation were contributed by twenty-three tithers. The Sunday 
School has increased by twenty-five per cent during the first quarter of 1932, and 
every member of the Church Council is an active worker in the Sunday School. 
Through the erection of partitions by means of which the school was thoroughly 
departmentalized its efficiency has increased greatly. 

Huntington Park, St. Luke's Church—A net increase of sixteen in the 
Confirmed Membership, and the ability to meet all obligations of the congrega- 
tion with many unemployed indicates the progress made. 


Long Beach, Trinity Church—Notwithstanding the heavy financial obliga- 
tions which rest upon this congregation they have been met successfully. 

Los Angeles, Bethany—This congregation is going forward and, looking 
towards the future, has accumulated a fund of between $800 and $1000 towards 
a much needed church edifice. 
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Los Angeles, Hollywood—The debt has been reduced by $2,200, and a 
campaign has been inaugurated to pay off the Church Extension loan of $5,000. 
Two houses belonging to the congregation have been converted into parish houses, 
and have been equipped for Sunday School and parish work. A steel cabinet safe 
has been installed in the church office. The total cost has been $1,000. Due to 
the growth and progress of the work it became necessary to secure an assistant 
to the pastor in the person of the Rev. Erwin T. May. 

Los Angeles, St. Mark’s and St. Paul’s Churches—Both of these congre- 
gations are advancing. In the former the student work at the University of 
Southern California has been taken up aggressively. In the latter there has been 
a splendid numerical growth. 

Oakland, First Church——The church edifice has been repainted and the sur- 
roundings beautified by shrubbery and a lawn. The parsonage, purchased three 
years ago, has been a great drain on the financial resources of the congregation, 
and steps have been taken to dispose of it as soon as possible. 

Oakland, St. John’s Church—An increase of sixteen Communicant Mem- 
bers is noted, This church was recently the scene of the annual Convention of 
the California Conference of the Augustana Synod, to whom it was graciously 
offered. 


Pasadena, Trinity Church—Loan refinanced. A lawn adds greatly to beauty 
of the Church. 


Phoenix, Ariz., Grace Church—The heavy financial obligations have some- 
what borne heavily on this congregation, but real advancement has been evident. 

Redlands, First Church—With the advent of the Rev. W. C. Miller the 
congregation has taken on new life. 


Richmond, Grace Church—Few congregations in the Synod have suffered 
so severely from the present economic conditions, fully one-third of the mem- 
bers being unemployed, and the remaining two-thirds suffering from reduced in- 
comes. The local bank, which holds the first mortgage upon the property, has 
insisted that a payment of not less than $25.00 per month be paid upon the 
principal of the loan in addition to the interest. Notwithstanding this fact all 
salaries have been met, and the payment of the apportionment for the first quarter 
in 1932 was made in full. 


Riverside, Trinity Church—The parsonage has been reroofed and repainted, 
and the grounds about the church improved. A new furnace was installed, and 
the interior of the church beautified by the addition of candelabra and antependias 
and altar cloths. The total cost was only $250.00, the labor peing largely sup- 
plied by the men of the congregation. 


Sacramento, St. John’s Church—The pastor has the honor of having served 
in this pastorate longer than any other pastor in the history of the Synod. He 
is being loyally supported by his people. 

San Bernardino, First Church—A movement is under way to repurchase the 
property adjoining the church for a parsonage. Several years ago, when in serious 
need of funds, this property was sold by the congregation. 


San Diego, First Church—Not only have the benevolences been paid in full 
but a substantial sum is on hand for payment on the parsonage by June 1, 1932. 
To accommodate children of the congregation unable to attend the Sunday School 
on account of the distance, it has been decided to start a Sunday School in another 


part of the city, which may form the nucleus for a new location of the church 
in the future. 


San Francisco, St. Matthew's Church—The exterior of the church edifice 
was improved by painting, two beautiful Chancel Chairs were added and the 
Council room was renovated and enlarged at a total cost of $750.00. The or- 
ganizations of the Church function in splendid harmony, and the pastor and 
people are happy in their work. 


San Francisco, Temple Church—Recently the Board of American Missions 
granted them a loan towards the erection of a parish house. The conditions im- 
posed make it doubtful whether the loan can be accepted. 
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San Francisco, St. Mark's Church—This congregation, although not yet 
a member of the Synod of California, is heartily cooperating with the Synod 
and during the past year has contributed towards the benevolent objects of the 
Synod. A revised Constitution establishing the congregation definitely upon a 
Lutheran basis, and making it mandatory for the pastor to become a member of 
the Synod of California, has been adopted. This oldest Lutheran congregation in 
the State of California is taking on renewed life. In view of its cooperation with 
the Synod some provision should be made whereby the report of its activities 
could be included in the records of the Synod, at the same time protecting the 
Synod from its being included in the apportionment. 


Santa Barbara, Grace Church—The Committee of Review of the Board 
of American Missions recommended that this congregation be merged with a 
congregation of another Lutheran body. Not only was the congregation a unit 
against such a move, but the President of the Synod and the Executive Com- 
mittee opposed to it. This is the oldest Lutheran congregation in Santa Barbara, 
and all the others came from it. As a result of the opposition the Board of 
American Missions agreed to continue support. The congregation has been spurred 
on to even greater activity than in the past, and today the work is in a very 
hopeful condition. 

San Jose, Grace Church—A large sweet-toned bell was installed in the 
tower in memory of the Rev. and Mrs. Silas W. Young, a gift from the former 
congregation at Salinas, of which the Rev. Mr. Young was pastor for six years. 
The sermon of dedication was preached by the Rev. Clarence F. Crouser, a grand- 
son of Pastor Young, and the act of dedication was performed by the pastor, the 
Rev. W. E. Crouser, D.D. 


First Church, Los Angeles 


The litigation involving the First Church, Los Angeles, has finally come to 
an end, and the position taken by the Synod has been completely sustained. On 
December 16, 1931, the District Court of Appeals at San Francisco, rendered a 
decision reversing the Superior Court at Los Angeles and holding that that portion 
of the congregation recognized by the Synod as the true congregation should be 
awarded the name, corporate organization and all the property. The opposing 
group, headed by Dr. Dysinger, petitioned for a rehearing by the same court, 
which was granted. On rehearing, however, the court adhered to its first con- 
clusion and simply revised the wording of the opinion to strengthen the support- 
ing reasoning. Another petition for a rehearing by the same court was filed and 
denied. A petition was then filed for a hearing by the Supreme Court, which was 
also denied. The case then went back to the Superior Court at Los Angeles, was 
promptly heard, and on April 29, 1932, judgment was ordered for the plaintiffs, 
the group recognized by the Synod. A thirty-day stay of execution was granted 
the defendants to give them convenient time to vacate the property and deliver 
it to the plaintiffs. 

Dr. Dysinger and his group have announced that they will appeal from 
the last decision, but that pending that appeal they will comply with the judg- 
ment and vacate the property on May 31, 1932. They announce that they have 
rented a vacant church building at 925 S. Flower Street, one and one-half blocks 
from the Church’s property at 8th and Flower Streets, and will continue their 
organization at this new location. 

The true congregation, as established by the Synod, which has been wor- 
shipping in the chapel of the California Lutheran Hospital since January, 1927, 
under the pastoral care of the Rev. David R. Huber, D.D., will immediately 
reoccupy its property at Eighth and Flower Streets, and henceforth carry on its 
full operations there. 

It is to be noted that the principles upon which the Synod based its decree 
affecting this congregation, have been fully vindicated and established by the civil 
courts. The policy of the Church is definitely determined to be the associated or 
federated type and not the congregational type. The Synod consequently has 
jurisdiction over the congregations to the extent of the powers granted it by its 
Constitution, and the decrees of the Synod are binding upon the constituent con- 
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gregations and the member pastors. The decrees of the Synod on matters of doc- 
trine, polity, practice and Church government are recognized by the civil courts 
as having the same authority and binding force as the judgment of the civil courts 
themselves. Thus are the power and prestige of the Synod and of the United 
Lutheran Church in America greatly strengthened. The difficulties in the First 
Church at Los Angeles, while indeed regrettable, have provided the occasion for 
the establishment of legal precedents which will without question be of tremendous 
importance and significance in the further development and growth of our great 
denominational organization in this country. 


Discontinuance of the Italian Work 


With a budget request of $17,000 made to the Board of American Missions 
for the work of missions in California reduced to $13,500 by that Board it 
became necessary to curtail some of our work. The Board suggested that one place 
where a reduction could be made was in discontinuing the work amongst the 
Italians. When it was determined by the Executive Committee to discontinue 
this work I immediately communicated with the Superintendent of the Latin 
American work of the Methodist Episcopal Church, to which body Italian work 
in California had been allocated by the Home Missions Council, in the hope 
that they might take over the work with the missionary in charge. Due to lack 
of funds they were unable to undertake this work. Hence it had to be abandoned. 
The former missionary has secured employment in secular work. The members 
of the groups in Fresno and Sacramento, who had not been organized into con- 
gregations, were directed towards our English congregations in those cities. Mem- 
bers.of the congregation in San Francisco were directed towards the Protestant 
Italian work being done by the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


The Christian Education Fund 


Upon recommendation of the Midland College Campaign Fund Committee 
it was decided by the Executive Committee to defer this campaign until October, 
1932. The conditions which existed when this decision was reached still remain, 
even to a more aggravated degree. It is quite obvious that any effort to put on 
such a campaign this year will result in failure, and be injurious both to the 
cause of the College and Seminary and to the work of the Synod. The need of 
the College and Seminary is great. It was my privilege to visit these institutions 
during the month of April. They are doing splendid work, and their place in 
the life of the Church is a vital one. They must be maintained, and we as a Synod 
who look in a large measure to them for the education of our youth, must do 
our part in maintaining them. I offer two resolutions pertaining to this. 


National Lutheran Council 


An appeal has been issued by the National Lutheran Council for the sum 
of $70,000 from American Lutherans. The crying needs of the Church in Russia 
suffering great persecution should touch every Lutheran heart. 


Matters Pertaining to the United Lutheran Church in America 


It is customary to hold a conference of Presidents of Synods in January 
preceding the Biennial Convention of the United Lutheran Church in America. 
With many others I voted to omit this conference this year on account of the 
depleted treasuries of the Church. The announcement has been made that this 


conference will be held immediately preceding the Philadelphia Convention in 
October. 


Upon receipt of notice of the death of the Rev. M. G. G. Scherer, D.D 
Secretary of the United Lutheran Church in America since its organization ] 
immediately communicated the sorrow of this body over the loss of this distin- 
guished leader. A suitable memorial should be prepared for adoption by the Synod. 

The Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship representing the United Lutheran 
Church in America inform me that only twenty-three of our thirty-seven congre- 
gations of last year, or 62%, secure the Every Member Visitation Literature and 
make the Annual Canvass. May this not explain in part the inability of some 
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congregations to meet their local expenses or pay their apportionments? 

The Inner Mission Board of the United Lutheran Church in America has 
communicated to me an appeal from the Suomi Synod for assistance in the work 
of the Finnish Seamen’s Mission in San Francisco, and suggests that some plan 
be worked out by the Synod for cooperation in this work. 

The Board of Education at the Milwaukee Convention of the United 
Lutheran Church in America presented a plan for policies and practices in Min- 
isterial Beneficiary Education, and recommended that the plan be adopted by the 
respective Synods “‘with such modifications as may be deemed wise to fit the con- 
ditions of the various Synods.’’ (See U. L. C. A. Minutes, pp. 351-367, Page 
396, Resolution 4). The plan is herewith submitted. 

The Board of Education further has requested that every Synod of the 
United Lutheran Church in America appoint a standing Committee on the 
Ministry, who shall direct all activities within the Synod relating to the prepara- 
tion of men for the ministry. The purpose and plan for this Committee is here- 
with submitted. 

At the request of the Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief I submit the 
following statement: 

The amount pledged in the Pension Fund Campaign was $4,178,065, of 
which amount $3,190,214 has been paid to April 1, 1932. There are 977 
beneficiaries, including 243 retired ministers, 56 disabled ministers, 522 widows, 
152 children and 4 missionaries. There were also 173 cases of relief. The total 
expenditure for the year was $305,920. 

The Synod of California had a quota of $28,938 in the Campaign, sub- 
scribed $31,924 and has paid $22,194. There is still an unpaid balance of $6,744. 
Within the Synod pensions are being given 12 retired ministers, 5 disabled min- 
isters, 7 widows and 4 children. There were also 6 cases of relief. The total 
amount expended within the Synod was $9,750. Without doubt the present 
economic condition is partly responsible for the unpaid balance within this Synod. 
. Efforts should be made to secure the payment of all unpaid subscriptions promptly. 

I have been advised that the representatives of the United Lutheran Church 
in America at this Convention will be the Rev. Nathan R. Melhorn, D.D., Litt.D., 
of Philadelphia, Pa., editor of ‘The Lutheran,’’ and the Rev. Alvin E. Bell, D.D., 
of Toledo, Ohio, and a member of the Board of American Missions. 


Miscellaneous 


- The attention of the Presidents of the Conferences has been called to Article 
XI, Section I, Of Ministers, Paragraph 8, in which they are ‘charged to report 
annually to the Ministerial Session for consideration and reference a full list of 
all ministers on the roll of the Conference who have not been engaged in regular 
ministerial work for a period of two or more years.’ There are being carried 
on our rolls, names which should not be there, and the President of the United 
Lutheran Church in America advises that Synodical rolls be revised. 

During the year 1931 I was approached by the director of the Yosemite 
Park National Church, which is recognized by the United States government, for 
Lutheran representation in the Yosemite pulpit. At his request I preached there 
on August 9, 1931, and have been invited to preach the sermon on July 31, 1932. 
This Church is attended by about 10,000 each season, many of whom are from 
our own congregations. It is supported by the contributions of the various Evan- 
gelical Protestant bodies, and also by the Roman Church. The Executive Com- 
mittee made an appropriation for this during 1931 of $25.00. 


Recommendations 


In connection with this report I submit the following recommendations for 
your consideration and action: 

First—-That a statistical report of St. Mark’s Evangelical Lutheran Church 
of San Francisco be included in the minutes of the Synod, although not to be 
included in the totals, and to be presented as a separate item in the form as in- 
cluded in the minutes of 1926. 
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Second—That in view of the present economic condition, while in no sense 
abandoning the Christian Education Fund Campaign for Midland College, this 
Campaign be deferred to such a time as may be determined by the Synod. 


Third—That all pastors of congregations announce the appeal of the Na- 
tional Lutheran Council for voluntary offerings for the relief of our Lutheran 
brethren in Russia and elsewhere. 


Fourth—That the Necrologist prepare a suitable resolution on the death 
of the Rev. M. G. G. Scherer, D.D., former Secretary of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, to be presented to this body and incorporated in its minutes. 


Fifth—That the Committee on Stewardship and Evangelism inaugurate 
a campaign in all of our congregations for the use of the Every Member Visitation 
Literature, and the Annual Canvass. 


Sixth—That the matter of the Finnish Seamen’s Mission in San Francisco 
be referred to the Northern Conference with the recommendation that this work 
be made an objective of the sympathetic support of the Ladies Aid Societies. 


Seventh—That a special committee be appointed to consider the proposed 
plan and policies of the Board of Education for Ministerial Beneficiary Education 
who shall report their conclusions to this Convention; and that said committee 
also report their judgment as to the creation of a Committee on the Ministry as 
proposed by the same Board. 


Eighth—That each congregation which has not completed its payment upon 
Ministerial Pension Fund pledges make a full and complete survey of the unpaid 
pledges and the possibility of payment, and report the same to the President 
of this body. 


Ninth—That the Executive Committee be directed to place in the Budget of 
the Synod for 1932-1933 the sum of $25.00 towards the Yosemite Park 
National Church. 


Brethren, this has been a trying year in the work of this Synod. I have’ 
sought to fulfil faithfully the obligations of the office, yet I recognize my limita- 
tions and acknowledge my failures. I. thank you for your patience, your encour- 
agement and your support. It is due to the cooperation and assistance which you 
have gladly rendered that I have been able to carry on for the advancement of 
the Kingdom of God through this Synod which is so dear to our hearts. I bespeak 
for my successor the same spirit of cooperation and help.

STATISTICIAN’S REPORT 


The totals for the year 1931 indicate advances in many of the important 
activities of the congregations of Synod. There are 81 additional Baptised Mem- 
bers reported this year, also 123 more received by Adult Baptism, Confirmation, 
and Certificate, over and above the accessions in 1930. However, there has been 
a shrinkage of 347 in our Communicant Membership. This decline has been 
caused in large part by the shrinkage in the reported membership of the German 
congregations in the San Joaquin valley, Last year they reported 690 communi- 
cants; this year, 127. 

In the item of finances, the contributions for current expenses show a decline 
of only $560. This is commendable in view of the depression. The unusual ex- 
penditures aggregated $23,594 more than last year. The benevolent contributions 
indicate a decrease of $5,108 which is to be found almost altogether in the un- 
apportioned benevolences rather than in the regularly ocnstituted agencies of the 
church.

The Executive Committee of the Synod of California met seven times during 
the past year, and the following is a summary of the acts of the Committee. 


In June the President presented the list of members of the Standi

mittees which was approved. Upon the request of the Treasurer eather: oo 
given him to transfer the funds of the Synod from the Central National Bank 
af eaneu ee the Citizen’s National Bank of Los Angeles, Cali- 
ornia; he was also authorized to borrow the sum of $750. 
to meet the obligations of the Synod. ates 
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_ Inasmuch as the Synod had failed to elect Trustees for the. year, the fol- 

lowing were chosen to act in this capacity: The Rev. Earnest A. Trabert, the 
Rev. Mark O. Heller, the Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., the Rev. L. S. Axe, Mr. 
J. A. Sende, Mr. Janus Joergensen, and Mr. F. M. Runkle. 
- Authorized’ by the Synod to select the place for the 1932 meeting, the 
invitation of St. Matthew's Church was accepted, and the date set as May 24-27, 
1932. Subsequently, due to the iliness of the pastor of St. Matthew’s Church, 
the place of the meeting was changed to the First English Lutheran Church of 
San Francisco, the Rev. J. R. Broyer, Ph. D., Pastor, who offered the use of 
his Church for the convention. 

Upon recommendation of the President it was decided to have 1500 copies 
of the Minutes of the 1931 Convention printed, 

By action of the Synod the Christian Education Fund Campaign for $25,000 
was to have been inaugurated in the fall of 1931. The Special Committee ap- 
pointed to direct this campaign, after a study of the entire matter, recommended 
that the campaign be deferred until the fall of 1932, and your Committee unani- 
mously affirmed the suggestion. : 

Owing to the depleted resources of the Synod it was decided that the ‘‘Golden 
State Lutheran’’ should not be issued, but that the President should issue a 
monthly letter to all active pastors, which was done. 

The names of the following were added to the Clerical Roll of the Synod, 
they having presented transfers from other constituent Synods of the U. L. 
Church in America. 

The Rev. Edward N. Spirer, from the Synod of Nebraska. 

The Rev. J. L. Sawyer, from the Synod of Nebraska. 

The Rev. George Schuchard, from the Synod of Manitoba. 

The Rev. H. C. Funk, from the Pacific Synod. 

In conformity with the action of the past convention of the Synod, an 
effort was made to dispose of the Sierra Madre property. In view of the fact that 
no purchaser could be found, and the mortgage holders refused to take the property 
for the mortgage, there was nothing else to do but to retain the property, which 
is a serious drain on the finances of Synod. The holders of the mortgage have 
granted a renewal of the same. 

Upon recommendation of the Southern Conference the following were ap- 
proved as representatives of the Synod on the Student Work Committee for Los 
Angeles and vicinity: The Rev. J. W. Ball, Ph.D., the Rev. D. R. Huber, D.D., 
and Mr. F. C. Noel; also at the requests of the interests concerned the following 
were appointed a Committee to look after the matter of thé creation of Motion 
Pictures of a religious character: the Rev. J. George Dorn, ‘D.D., and Mr. Clar- 
ence Runkle. 

At each meeting of the Committee the President submitted a carefully pre- 
pared report of his activities, also of the matters for consideration by the Com- 
mittee. Considerable thought was given to the plans of the Board of Managers 
of the Home for the Aged as they pertained to the Stumpf property, and the 
report of said Board of Managers is an expression of the judgment of the Execu- 
tive Committee. The matter of the merging of St. Andrew’s Church with St. 
Matthew’s Church. San Francisco, the finances of the Synod, the continuance of 
the office of Field Missionary, received due consideration. 

At each meeting of the Committee the Treasurer of Synod presented a state- 
ment of the financial status of Synod, and was authorized to pay such bills as 
accrue in the work of Synod. 


Items Referred to Synod 


The Committee refers the following matters to the Synod for solution: 

FIRST: That action be taken early in the sessions of this convention upon 
the “‘Comprehensive Plan”’ for a salaried President, action upon which was deferred 
until this convention by the convention of 1931. 

SECOND: That the action of the Executive Committee in reference to 
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the Sierra Madre property be approved, in view of the fact that it was not possi- 
ble to dispose of it as directed by the Synod of 1931. 

THIRD: That Synod consider the advisability of the continuance of the 
office of Field Missionary, in view of the failure of the Board of American Mis- 
sions to provide sufficient means for the continuance of this office, also in view 
of the unsatisfactory condition of the Synodical Treasury. 

FOURTH: The Committee referred the letter of transfer and application 
of Rev. Mr. Simonoff of the Synod of Illinois, who desires to begin Mission 
Work among the Jews of Los Angeles, to the Examining Committee, which Com- 
mittee was instructed to report back to the Executive Committee at its earliest 
convenience. 

FIFTH: That the application of St. Matthew’s Church, North Hollywood, 
for admission into the Synod of California be approved, having the assurance from 
pastor and Lay delegate of that Church that the proposed Constitution submitted 
for the approval of Synod, shall be made to conform to the changes and correc- 
tions proposed by the Executive Committee after consultation with the Synod’s 
attorney.

Not taking the deficit into consideration, we find that the Synodical budget 
for the ensuing year is $3,509, and that of the U. L. C. is $15,311, or a total 
of $18,820. On a basis of 3949 communicant members, this will equal a per 
capita apportionment of $4.70. 


We recommend that this amount be set as the apportionment for the coming 
year plus an additional 30c per member. This 30c will be used only in the reduc- 
tion of the budget. The total per capita budget shall be $5.00.

Thirty-four Pastors report the existence of thirty-nine (39) societies 
within their churches. They are known as Aid, Guild, Sewing Circles, Pastor's 
Helping Hand, Mary and Martha Circle and Ut Prosimus. 

These thirty-nine societies have an average of forty (40) members, or a 
total of 1578. The largest (146), St. Matthews, San Francisco; the smallest 
(18)—but not weakest—Santa Barbara; the oldest, St. Mark’s, San Francisco; 
the youngest, St. Matthew’s, North Hollywood. 


Devotional and social meetings are held fortnightly and monthly. 


As to the character of their work, too much cannot be said in their praise. 
These consecrated women have during the year 1931, contributed—per member 
$10.60; per society $431.00, or a grand total of $16,871.00 to all causes of

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL SECRETARY 


Motion prevailed to refer the report back to the Secretary for summarization 
which summary is to be incorporated in the Minutes, and that the full report is 
to be mimeographed and sent to each Sunday School Superintendent of the Synod. 


The following summary of the complete report presents the outstanding 
features of the report as submitted, and adopted. 

“Tt is a source of great satisfaction, as well as an indication of increasing 
responsibility, to note that the Synod of California stands above the general 
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average among the western Synods as regards the use of the Christian Life Course. 
It is only in the intermediate grades that we are behind. 

It is to be regretted that only ten of our Schools make use of the Parish 
School Magazine. Those who do use it are assured that it compares most favorably 
with any of the denominational religious education journals. For those using 
the Christian Life Course it is indispensable. Every teacher in our School should 
read it regularly. 

The Vacation Church School. calls for more serious consideration on the part 
of many of our congregations, It offers a field for the training of the children of 
our parishes which is unexcelled. Our own Publication House has most excellent 
texts for this work. 3 

During the past year many of our teachers have earned Teacher Training 
credits. In Los Angeles, under the auspices of the Lutheran Ministerial Association, 
five Synods combined in the sponsoring and support of a Leadership Training 
School. Fifty-five credits were awarded. Two teachers in one of our schools 
received their twelfth Leadership Training Credit, and thereby earned the Diploma 
of the International Council of Religious Education. 

It is recommended that each pastor make a survey of the qualifications of 
the teachers in his Sunday School, in order to determine just what training is - 
required for adequate work in training the children. 


It is further recommended that each pastor or Sunday School Superintendent 
make a recheck of the efficiency of the Church School in accord with Standard “‘B”’ 
for Church Schools, as published by the International Council of Religious Edu- 
cation and communicate his conclusions to the Sunday School Secretary of 
the Synod.”

Your district advisor had much pleasure in working with the officers of the 
Northern District, particularly in planning for the annual convention, which 
was held at St. Mark’s Church, San Francisco, on October 24 and 25th. The 
District President, Mr. Dayton F. Johnson, and Vice-President, Mr. Ted Hiller- 
man, proved to be most enthusiastic and capable leaders, and were largely respon- 
sible for the very successful. convention. 

Of the 163 active members reported, more than 100 were in attendance 
at both sessions of the convention. Seven of the ten leagues in the district were 
represented.

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STUDENT WORK COMMITTEE REPORT 


Reverend Sirs and Gentlemen: 

Your Cominittee on Student Work hereby reports that upon the territory 
of the Synod the following pastors are charged with the responsibility of caring 
for the interests of Lutheran students by the Board of Education of the United 
Lutheran Church in America: 

The Rev. Earnest A. Trabert at the University of California at Berkeley; 
the Rev. William E. Crouser, D.D., at the San Jose State Teachers’ College._Miss 
Muriel Bixby has charge at the University of California at Los Angeles, there 
being no Lutheran Church in the immediate vicinity of the Campus. A special 
Inter-synodical committee is in charge of the work at the University of Southern 
California. 

These individuals report that at Berkeley among the 11,000 students there 
are 174 enrolled as Lutherans. Of this number 25 are reached by the local church. 
The Student Pastor, as such, however, reports that he reaches approximately 
90 of the students. 

At the University of California at Los Angeles, with an enrollment of 5,500 
students, there are 90 Lutherans about one-third of which number are from our 
U. L. C. A. congregations. The Luther Club is reported as quite active upon 
the campus. 

The San Jose State Teachers’ College has an enrollment of 2460, of which 
number 40 are Lutherans. The local church has contacted 15 of them and is 
holding them by its services. The others have been invited to the social affairs of 
the congregation and to its devotional services. 


Directed by the Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church in 
America, the Student Pastor at Berkeley, the Rev. Earnest A. Trabert, aided in 
the organization of a Student Committee in Los Angeles, composed of members 
of the Augustana Synod and the United Lutheran Church in America, who have 
organized the work at the University of California at Los Angeles, securing a 
Secretary in the person of Miss Muriel Bixby, also appointing Student Pastors 
for the institutions in the South. Luther Clubs are functioning at U. C. L. A. 
and The Los Angeles Junior College, and work is being undertaken at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California by the Rev. J. E. Hoick with promising results. 


The Los Angeles Committee has enlisted the support of the Lutheran Men’s 
Alliance and women’s organizations in their work. A proposed budget of $1,500 
has been decided upon, and the Board of Education has been requested to aid 
in this. The balance will be secured locally. 


The pastors of the Synod are urged to notify the student pastors of their 
young people in attendance upon our State educational institutions in order that 
they may be enabled to link them up with their church during their student days. 


Your Committee wishes to recommend that whenever possible an inter- 
synodical committee be formed to carry on such a program as is being attempted 
at the University of Southern California.

EVANGELISM COMMITTEE REPORT 


In rendering our annual report to Synod as members of the Committee on 
Stewardship, we would say that our efforts have been directed along three dis- 
tinct lines of activity, as follows: 

(a) Through “The Lutheran.’ We live in a state with a coastline in 
excess of 1,300 miles, and our churches extend from the extreme south in San 
Diego to Sacramento. In the hope of reaching and inspiring as many of our 
people as possible to larger service for our Master, your chairman has prepared 
for ‘“The Lutheran” a series of three articles, viz: ‘‘The Awakening of Robert 
Rogers’; ““How One Man Won 600,000 Souls to Christ,’’ being the story of 
Jonah’s second chance; and ‘‘The Invisible Builder of the Church.”” The hope 
was that the first of these articles might appear in tract form and be used widely 
throughout our church. Owing to lack of funds, this hope has not yet been 
realized. 

(b) Our second line of endeavor has been through the publication of a 
special appeal during Lent, the heading to the appeal being: ‘‘Kindling the Fires 
of Evangelism.’’ Considerable favorable comment was awakened through this 
effort, and we trust seeds were sown that will bear a rich fruitage. 

(c) The third line of approach was through pastoral visitation and ex- 
change of pulpits. In the Northern Conference an extensive program was outlined 
and carried into effect and our conviction is that lasting results have been achieved. 


In conclusion we offer the following recommendations: 

I. That every congregation be requested to elect a special Benevolence 
Treasurer to handle, and forward promptly each month, all benevolence money. 

II. That every pastor, together with his laymen, faithfully conduct the 
Every Member Canvass annually, using the methods and literature provided by

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Replies to a questionnaire from thirty congregations of the thirty-four sent 
out indicate faith, hope and good works on the part of our pastors and people. 
The acid test on the love, loyalty and sacrificial service individually has been 
effectively applied during the past year, which has been blessed or cursed to 
every member under grace who have, according to their several ability, ‘‘measured 
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with mete” to share the obligations of the church through its regular and benevo- 
lent channels. 

Figures are the only facts your committee has as a basis for their summary 
and deductions in submitting their report. We, therefore, are absolutely dependent 
upon the pastors who, out of courtesy, have honored our request by filling in 
the report blanks sent out. 

The Sunday Schools show an enrollment of 3,607, with an average attend- 
ance of 2,379, The Christian Life Course of study either in toto or part is in 
use by twenty-two of the thirty schools and with but few exceptions the criticisms 
are favorable. Six schools report a combination program jointly with the morning 
worship, while five other congregations report special methods in effort to create 
the regular habit of worship in the hope of stimulating attendance of the school 
at the morning worship of the church. 

Of the thirty congregations reporting, seventeen are self-supporting. The 
average attendance at the morning worship was 2,817 and at Vespers, Luther 
Leagues and special evening programs the total was 1,187. Five hundred and 
ninety-two new members and 234 infant baptisms were added to the church 
rosters. The communing members totai 3,039 and only thirteen out of the thirty 
congregations report apportionment paid in full for the year. Sixteen congrega- 
tions have no brotherhood. The fourteen reporting have a membership of 425. 
Five congregations report no Luther League. The twenty-five reporting have a 
membership of 622. Only three report no Women’s Missionary Society. The 
twenty-seven reporting have a membership of 708 and other women’s societies 
with a membership of 952. : 

The opportunity is unprecedented for self-denial, courage, fidelity, zeal and 
sacrificial service. The demand for aggressive leadership and the exemplification 
of unwavering faith in God and brotherly love is the imperative need for these 
trying times. The economic conditions without exception, regardless of whether 
it has increased or decreased the attendance of the church, has in the final analysis 
seriously affected the finances of every congregation and will, perhaps, continue 
until there is a return to normalcy and prosperity. Therefore, let us faithfully 
“preach the word,’’ practice economy and do all within our power to stabilize 
our members in regular devotional habits and sacrificial service also through visita- 
tion encourage Bible study and prayer in the home as well as public, and cooperate 
in every worthy effect for the reconstruction of our economic conditions. And, 
remembering the time-honored promise of our God: ‘If my people, which are 
called by my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and seek my face, and 
turn from their wicked ways; then will I hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land.”” II Chronicles 7:14.

Earnest A. Trabert, President; the Rev. L. S. Axe, Secretary; Mr. J. A. Sende, 
Treasurer; the Rev. J. E. Hoick, Statistician; he declined the office; the Rev. 
J. L. Sawyer was elected Statistician. The Rev. J. R. Broyer, Ph.D., was elected 


Archivist. 
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REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD 


This Board held seven meetings during the year, four in the south and three 
in the north. At the first meeting the Rev. Mark O. Heller was chosen Secretary. 


At each meeting of the Board the President of the Synod presented a com- 
prehensive report concerning the missions of the Synod, their progress and their 
problems. 


Owing to the reduction of income of the Board of American Missions your 
Board was compelled to make a serious study of the mission operations of the 
Synod, also to find ways whereby the expenditures for our mission work might 
be greatly reduced. In recommending a budget for the expenditures for 1932 the 
Board of American Missions was notified that the sum of approximately 
$17,000.00 was required to continue the work as it had been conducted in the 
past. In making their appropriations to the Synods the Board notified this Board 
that the total amount available for our work would be $13,500. At the same 
‘time the Board of American Missions advised that it might be necessary to dis- 
continue the work amongst the Italians, also to discontinue the office of Field 
Missionary. 


Italian Work 


In 1925 the Rev. L. O. Pampana was commissioned by the Immigrants 
Mission Board, later incorporated with the Board of American Missions, to in- 
augurate work amongst the Italians in San Francisco. A congregation was organ- 
ized known as St. John the Evangelist’s Church. The missionary also began work 
in Fresno and Sacramento. The work has been going on for seven years with 
varying degrees of success. Owing to the slowness of the progress from time to 
time the Board of American Missions has laid upon the Synodical Board the 
responsibility for securing a greater advance. The character of the work was such 
that a large and rapid growth could not be secured. When it became necessary to 
reduce the amount of our budget, acting upon the counsel of the Board of 
American Missions, the work amongst the Italians was discontinued on the 29th 
of February, 1932. 


Field Missionary 


This office was filled by the calling of the Rev. Jesse W. Ball, Ph.D., three 
years ago, who began at once the establishment of a congregation in Beverly Hills. 
It soon became evident that there was a field for our Church in this city, but owing 
to the lack of means of securing a permanent location and a building adequate 
to serve such a community, the growth has not been phenomenal, notwithstand- 
ing the diligence of the Field Missionary. When the budget proposed by your 
Synodical Board was greatly reduced by the appropriation of the Board of Amer- 
ican Missions, at their suggestion the advisability of discontinuing the office of 
Field Missionary was considered. Your Board did not believe that it had the 
power to act finally upon this, and therefore the matter of discontinuing this office 
is referred to this Convention through the Executive Committee. The appro- 


priation for this office from the Board of American Missions is to be continued 
only until June 30, 1932. 


New Work 


North Hollywood—The Rev. Edward N. Spirer, with the consent of the 
Southern Conference Mission Committee, made a preliminary survey of this city 
to determine whether there was a field for our Church. Several months were given 
to this preliminary investigation without remuneration. When it became evident 
that there was a work here for the Synod to do, with the consent of the Board 
of American Missions, the work was authorized. In order that the missionary 
might continue in the organization of this field an appropriation of $200 was 
made from the Synodical funds, and the sum of $100 was secured from the 
Church Extension Society of Los Angeles. An appropriation of $600 was

Applications for Loans 


An application filed for a loan to the Beverly Mission was delayed for some 
future consideration owing to the fact that no site had been secured and definite 
plans were not presented. 

An application for a loan to Temple Church, San Francisco, for $2,500 
was granted with the provision that as soon as the contemplated parish house 
is completed the congregation must relieve the Board of American Missions of 
$40.00 per month in salary. 


Application for Renewal of Loans 


The following applications were approved, and granted by the Board of 
American Missions: 

Alhambra, Grace, $4,000 to reduce 5% annually. 

Berkeley, St. Michael’s, $1,700 for three years. 

Gardena, St. John’s, $3,000 for three years. 

Los Angeles, St. Paul’s. 

Oakland, St. John’s, $2,500 for three years. 

Richmond, Grace, $5,000, term to be arranged by the Board. 

San Jose, Grace, $1,750. 


A Survey of the Missions 


The President in his report has made reference to most of the missions of 
the Synod. We herewith present reports concerning those which have received 
special consideration at the hands of this Board: 


Fresno, First—-For some months this work was on the verge of being 
abandoned. Due to the splendid work of Superintendent George H. Hillerman, 
Student Herbert Hillerman and the Rev. Thomas Estell the work was revived 
and the Rev. J. L. Sawyer, York, Nebr., was called. Under his aggressive leader- 
ship the congregation is now going forward admirably. 


Sacramento, First English—Dedicated free from debt at a total cost of 
$19,000 which includes furnishing, the beautiful church edifice has been the 
means of aiding in the winning of many to the congregation. Your Board is so 
confident of the future of this work that it has issued a challenge to the congre- 


gation to become self-supporting by 1935. 
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FIRST ENGLISH LUTHERAN CHURCH. SACRAMENTO 


San Francisco, Temple—This Board agreed to endorse an application to 
the Board of American Missions for a loan of $2,500 providing that the sum 
of $1,000 in cash was secured by the congregation. The pastor, the Rev. H. 18); 
Schmidt, has secured this amount. The application for a loan was granted by 
the Board of American Missions under the conditions as stated above. Over $600 
of the amount secured must be returned to the donors should the parish house 
not be erected. 


Santa Barbara, Grace—The Survey Committee of the Board of American 
Missions recommended the abandonment of this work by giving it to another 
Lutheran body. A thorough investigation was made by the President of the Synod, 
and the Board was advised that your Committee could not agree to this plan 
in view of the fact that this is the original Lutheran congregation in this city. 
The congregation has determined to prosecute the work with vigor, and the 
pastor, the Rev. E. P. Schueler, D.D., reports splendid progress is being made. 


Field Missionary—A motion that whereas neither the Synod nor the Board 
of American Missions is able to support a field missionary in the California Synod, 
we, the Mission Board recommend to this Convention that this office be vacated 


beginning July 1, 1932, until such time as conditions warrant its re-establish- 
ment, Carried. ‘ 


Beverly Community Church, Los Angeles—Concerning the application of 
this congregation for a direct loan of $5,000 and interest on $5,000 for the 
building of a new church plant, motion that action be deferred until such time 
as the status of the Beverly Mission is determined. Carried. 


_ Bethany Church, Los Angeles—Concerning the application of this congre- 
gation for a direct loan of $5,000 and interest on $5,000, motion that action 
be deferred pending final conclusions of the congregation to determine permanent 
location. Carried. 

Miscellaneous Items 


It is noted with considerable pleasure that there are no vacancies in our mis- 
sions at the present time. 


This Board has approved the idea of procuring a portable chapel for each 
Conference, but ways and means of financing the project have not yet been found. 

The Southern Conference Committee reports that surveys have been made 
of Southwest Los Angeles near Culver City, Ventura and North Hollywood, but 
thus far there have been no developments except in the latter place. 

_ The Northern Conference Committee reports a canvass made of the Marina 
District, San Francisco, in the vicinity of St. Andrew’s Church, but agreed that 
there was no justification for carrying on an English work in this territory which 
is most largely Italian in character,

Just three weeks after the adjournment of the Forty-First Con- 
vention of the Synod of California in San Francisco, and the return of 
the delegates to their homes, the shocking information was broadcast of 
the sudden death of one of the older ministers in point of service, and one 
of the most highly esteemed members of our Synodical body,—The 
Rev. Jesse W. Ball, Ph.D. 


Born December 29th, 1870, in Berlin, Pa., graduated from Penn- 
sylvania College in 1892, and from the Lutheran Theological Seminary 
at Gettysburg, Pa., in 1895, and save for a period of eight years, during 
which he served several congregations in the Middle West, Dr. Ball’s min- 
isterial career was spent in the upbuilding of the Lutheran Church in 
California. He served the First English Evangelical Lutheran Church of 
Los Angeles from 1895-1900; St. Mark’s Lutheran Church of Los 
Angeles, 1908-1925; St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Santa Monica, 1926- 
1928; and Field Missionary, 1928-1932. During his pastorate of St. 
Mark’s the present commodious and well arranged church edifice was 
erected, a pipe organ was installed, the mission congregation brought to 
self-support, and the property paid for. At Santa Monica, the stately 
and churchly house of worship was built. On the Sunday preceding his 
home going, he was elected Pastor of the Beverly Hills Lutheran Church, 
and with his accustomed missionary zeal was about to enter upon an 
aggressive campaign in the upbuilding of the work. 


On four occasions, he served as the President of Synod; four times 
he was delegate to the General Convention; in addition he served on 
important Committees, was alert in seizing opportunities in the estab- 
lishment of mission congregations in the suburbs of Los Angeles. The 
organization of the California Lutheran Hospital, the Old Folks Home 
and other elecmosynary institutions came within. the scope of his many 
sided career, as well as the development of fraternal relations between 
different Lutheran groups. 


Funeral services were held on June 17, 1932, in St. Mark’s Luth- 
eran Church to which he gave seventeen years of devoted service. The 
Church was filled to capacity by members of congregations formerly 
served by the deceased. Great banks of floral pieces from sorrowing and 
sympathizing friends gave evidence of the high esteem in which Dr. Ball 
was held. The President of Synod, the Rev. E. A. Trabert, and the Rey. 
J. E. Hoick, President of the Southern Conference conducted the service. 
Addresses were given by the Rev. W. H. Derr and the Rev. D. R. Huber, 
D.D.; prayer was offered by the Rev. H. J. Weaver, D.D.; and resolu- 
tions from various Synodical groups were read by the Rev. E. T. May. 
Thirty Lutheran ministers were present and acted as honorary pall bearers. 
The entombment took place in Forest Lawn Mausoleum. 


An honored fellow Pastor has gone to his reward. He was a man 
of rare tact, sound judgment, and scholarly attainments. He was ever 
loyal to the Church, its doctrines, liturgical usages, missionary program, 
and charitable activities. He will be greatly missed from our fellowship, 
and in the promotion of the work of our Lutheran Church on the Pacific 
Coast. To the sorrowing family, the widow, Mrs. Mary E. Ball; the son, 
Alpheus; and the two daughters, Miss Maude and Miss Margaret, the 
sincerest sympathy is extended, and may the God of all comfort sustain 
them in their sore bereavement.

FIELD MISSIONARY’S REPORT 


For aught I know, depending upon the action to be taken at this convention 
of the Synod, this may be the last report I shall present to this body as Synodical 
Missionary. It is proper, therefore, that I should render an account of my stew- 
ardship. 

At the time of my appointment it was understood that the appointment 
was for work in the Southern Conference. My work was therefore, in the begin- 
ning, directed by the Missionary Committee of the Southern Conference which, 
at that time, contained a quorum of the Synodical Mission Board. 

I entered upon the duties of the office on September 1, 1928. On Septem- 
ber 24, 1928, I submitted to this Committee and to other pastors present a pre- 
liminary survey of sections of Los Angeles city and county in which, it seemed 
to me, missions should be established. The report contained the following recom- 
mendations, which were unanimously adopted and thus became the official pro- 
gram of the Synod: 

“1. That the services of the Committee be tendered to St. Mark’s Church 
with a view to aiding in the solution of their problem of location by the inaugu- 
ration of a Mission in the Southwest Section of Los Angeles, with which that 
church may consolidate, the combined congregation to be known thereafter as 
St. Mark’s. 

2. That further investigation be made within the territory lying between 
Fairfax Avenue and the Los Angeles Country Club, and extending to the South, 
with a view to organizing at the earliest possible date. 

3. That the San Fernando Valley, Belvedere and Westwood sections be 
kept under constant observation, with a view to starting work in those fields 
at the proper time. 

4, That a supply of the Common Service Book and the Parish School 
Hymnal be procured at once for use of the Mission to be inaugurated, 

5. That the adaptability of the Lutheran Church to the Community Church 
program be thoroughly investigated.”’ 


I. Angeles Mesa 


It was not found practicable to carry out the recommendation regarding a 
Mission in the Angeles Mesa territory for the aid of St. Mark’s owing to condi- 
tions within that congregation, and subsequently the work there was abandoned. 


Il. Beverly Hills—West Hollywood 


Early in March, 1929, an investigation was begun in the territory between 
Robertson and La Cienega Boulevards, extending from Burton Way on the North 
to Pico Boulevard on the South. In this investigation the Young Men’s Mis- 
sionary Society of the Hollywood Church assisted. Arrangements were made a 
little later for holding services in the Gold Seal Club House of the Sanitary Gold 
Seal Dairy, which was the only place available, of which we had knowledge at 
that time. About 40 persons were present at the first service, some of these being 
from the Hollywood and other congregations. Services continued here about a 
year, when we were obliged to seek a location elsewhere. We were successful in 
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obtaining the use of Marquis Hall, on the edge of Beverly Hills at the intersection 
of Melrose Avenue and Doheny Drive. The location has never been satisfactory, 
but fortunately has served the purpose about as well as the Club House. 


On Palm Sunday, April 13, 1930, the Beverly Community Lutheran Church 
was organized with 23 charter members and several good prospects. In the face of 
difficulties and, we believe, under the divine guidance, it has continued to the 
present time. 

The Parochial report at the close of 1931 showed 64 baptized members, 
4] Confirmed, 32 Communing, Sunday School enrollment 101, Benevolence 
contributions for the year $188 (the apportionment being paid with excess) and 
total contributions for all objects amounting to $1,393, of which $377 was 
for Building Fund, the total in this Fund being $729. As compared with the 
1930 report this was an increase of more than 50% in membership and approxi- 
mately’ 67% in contributions for all objects, notwithstanding the prevailing 
depression. It is doubtful whether this record has been exceeded by any other 
congregation of the Synod. 

A study of the Parochial Table of the Synod for the year 1931 reveals 
some interesting things by way of comparison. The Synod shows a net loss of 
Confirmed members averaging 414 per congregation. The average per capita 
contribution for current expenses was $19; for Benevolence, $3.59; and for 
all objects, $32.00. Beverly Mission for the same period shows a net gain of 14 
members, per capita contributions for current expenses amounting to $20.00; 
for Benevolence $4.58; and for “‘all objects,’ to $34.00. In other words, with- 
out equipment of any kind worth mentioning, this Mission shows a considerably 
larger net gain in membership than the average congregation of the Synod, and 
larger per capita contributions for Current Expenses, Benevolence, and in ‘‘Total 
contributions.’’ These comparisons could be carried further were any worthwhile 
object to be served. 


The best development of the Mission began with the close of the Summer 
of 1931. The average attendance has increased, the Aid Society as well as the 
congregation has grown in membership and activity, a Women’s Missionary 
Society has come into existence, a Men’s Club is in prospect, and the congrega- 
tion is contemplating the purchase of a lot on which to build. The Easter Festival 
added to the membership 7 by Baptism, 2 by Confirmation and 7 by Confession 
and otherwise. The present membership is 83 baptized; 48 Confirmed; 38 Com- 
muning. The future of Beverly Mission is assured, provided the necessary help 
toward proper equipment can be obtained, and Dr. Seibert of the Board of 
American Missions has expressed himself hopefully in this connection not very 
long ago. 

III. San Fernando Valley 


The third objective in the program recommended in the Survey of Septem- 
ber, 1928, was undertaken when the Rev. Edward N. Spirer was appointed to 
begin work in the San Fernando Valley, with North Hollywood as a center. This 
work has been successful from the start. A congregation of 42 charter members 
was organized on the first Sunday in Advent, 1931, and Rev. Spirer installed as 
Missionary pastor on January 24, 1932, the Feld Missionary assisting. It is not 
necessary for me to report further on this work, inasmuch as the pastor and the 
congregation are both abundantly able to speak for themselves. 


IV. Remaining Objectives 


It is to be hoped the remaining objectives of the Surve 
y report, the Belve- 
dere Section (including Montebello Park) and the Westwood ete of Los 
Angeles, will receive proper attention in due time, and prove as fruitful of results.

At the present time the only item of the Field Missionary’s expenses borne 
by the Synod is that of his auto mileage, and not all of that. The balance is borne 
either by the Beverly Mission or by the Field Missionary himself.

3. That we commend the Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod and 
the Northern and Southern Districts of the Luther League for their hearty response 
in aiding Elwyn A. Judd and solicit a similar appropriation this year. 

4. That we request the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship for 
an additional appropriation of $200.00 for Henry W. Opperman, and Midland 
College for a scholarship of $100.00 to Milton R. Guest. 

5. That the notes held against Rev. Fred K. Weisenborn, a beneficiary of 
this Synod, by the Treasurer of Synod be returned to him cancelled (since he has 
completed 10 years in the Ministry) . 

6. That the new Standard Forms of Application authorized by the Mil- 
waukee Convention and furnished by the Board of Education be prepared for the 
next convention of Synod. 

7. That the following rules be incorporated in the Article on Ministerial 
Education in the Constitution. 


Article VII 
Committee on the Ministry 


Section 1. The function of this committee shall be to direct all activities 
within the Synod relating to the preparation of men for the Ministry. 

a. It would undertake an educational program by which the parents 
and the boys of the Church would know what the functions of the Min- 
istry are, what preparation is required and how the Church is ready to aid 
those who seek to make this preparation. 

b. It would undertake definitely to seek out boys qualified for the 
Ministry and to enroll them in proper preparation for this office. Both these 
functions would be carried out through the issuing of printed matter, con- 
ferences and personal work. 
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c. _It would undertake to direct young men willing to prepare them- 
selves for the Ministry so that they would have the best possible general 
education preparation; and those specially qualified for service in particular 
fields it would direct in such specializations. 

d. In addition, this committee would study constantly the needs of 
the Synod in order to direct men to make such special preparations as might 
be needed, and for which they might be qualified in order that the Church 
might have a well-balanced and sufficient supply of ministers not only for 
the pastorate but for other special fields of work. 

e. In all these activities it will be most effective for the Committee 
to cultivate the closest possible contact and cooperation with the college and 
seminary representatives to whom special responsibilities in the recruiting 
and directing of young men for the Ministry may be committed. 

f. Finally, this committee would be responsible for carrying out the 
Church Scholarship plan on the territory of Synod and in connection with 
the seminaries or colleges to which Synod’s students would go. 

Section 2. The Committee on The Ministry shall meet at the time and 
place of holding the annual meeting of Synod; and when necessary during the 
interim at the call of the chairman, at such time and place as he may select. 


Section 3. All applications for aid must be made to this committee, who 
may require the applicant to appear before them in person. They shall determine 
the number to be aided, the amount to be granted to each, the institution at which 
the beneficiaries shall pursue their studies, and shall require each beneficiary to 
take the prescribed course in full. 


Section 4. The applicant shall be one of exemplary ¢haracter, and he shall 
be free from all habits unbecoming a minister of the gospel. Beneficiaries shall 
not marry during their course of study. 


Section 5. The applicant shall have been a consistent and active member 
of the Lutheran Church for at least one year. He shall have attained such schol- 
arship as would admit him to the freshman class in any of our Lutheran colleges. 
He shall show efficiency in those departments of study which he has already pur- 
sued; and shall furnish evidence from the institution which he has attended that 
he has formed habits of diligent study, and that he is possessed of such mental 
powers and ability as will enable him to acquire scholarship. 


Section 6. He shall satisfactorily answer all the questions on the blanks 
as provided by the Board of Education presented to him by the committee. 


_. Section 7, The amount of aid granted annually to any student shall be 
paid in installments. The committee shall have satisfactory evidence that the bene- 


ficiary has paid his tuition and other college expenses before paying the next in- 
stallment. 


Section 8. They shall require that a term report be sent them by the Reg- 
istrar of the college or Seminary, and an average grade of eighty per cent shall be 
required to continue any beneficiary on the funds of Synod. The Committee on 
the Ministry shall have power to drop from the funds any one proving himself 
either physically, intellectually, or morally unfit for the work of the Ministry. 


Section 9. They shall require each applicant who may receive aid from 
the funds to sign a promissory note upon the following conditions: (a) This 
note shall be drawn payable to the Treasurer of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of California, without interest, so long as the applicant continues his studies as 
a student at the institution assigned him. (b) The Treasurer of this fund shall 
return to the student aided, or cancel, the notes held against him, after ten years 
of faithful service in the United Lutheran Church of America. @ieAlt nae 
held against any beneficiary shall be collected, if the same demit the Ministry or 
enter the Ministry of any other denomination or church before the com teti 
of ten years’ service in the United Lutheran Church in America. eis

a it is my solemn purpose to devote my life to the work of the Ministry of 
the gospel in the United Lutheran Church of America and respectfully ask ut be

further, I obligate myself to continue and complete my studies under the direction 
of the Committee on the Ministry of this Synod, until I become an ordained min- 
ister of this or some other Synod connected with the United Lutheran Church 
in America.”

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 
Members of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod of California: 


Once again we assemble in Convention to recount the activities of a year of 
service for Christ and His Church. This Convention marks the Fortieth Anni- 
versary of our Society. In China, Miss Strunk says, to become forty years of 
age lends honor and distinction to womanhood. As a Society we, too, have 
attained to honor and distinction. 


The reports of our Department Secretaries, together with the reports of 
the officers, will present to us the work accomplished during the past year. 
Although the words ‘‘depression’’ and ‘“‘retrench’’ are constantly upon our 
tongues today, yet we have made advances during the year. Six new organizations 
have been reported,—in North Hollywood, the Rev. Edward N. Spirer, Pastor; 
in Christ Church, Alameda, the Rev. John R. McClellan, Pastor; The Young 
People’s Missionary Society of Grace Church, Richmond, the Rev. Guy L. Hud- 
son, Pastor; Beverly Hills Women’s Society, Dr. Ball, Pastor; St. Paul’s Young 
Women's Missionary Society, Rev. G. Bayard Young, Pastor; and Bethany’s 
Young Women’s Missionary Society, Rev. H. I. Kohler, Pastor.

Angeles in the home of Mrs. J. E. Hoick, and one in San Francisco just preceding 
this Convention. 


_ It has been our privilege to have several missionaries on our territory 
during the past year. Appointed by the Board of Foreign Missions, the Pastor 
of St. Michael’s Church, Berkeley, and I have had occasion to welcome Miss 
Strunk from China, who visited many of the congregations of the Synod. We 
also entertained in our home the Rev. and Mrs. Robert S. Oberly from Liberia, 
Africa, and Miss Alice Nickel from India, also Dr. Betty Nilsson from India. 


It was our privilege to bid Miss Erva Moody ‘‘bon voyage’’ upon her return 
to China. 
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During the year a former missionary known to many of us, and a resident of 
our state entered into life, Miss Ellen Schuff. 


The women of the Southern Conference Society observed their Twenty- 
fifth Anniversary during the year with a program equal to the Synodical pro- 
gram. We congratulate them. 


The presence of Miss Strunk at the Northern Conference Society meeting 
made it an interesting occasion.

ITEMS OF INTEREST FROM THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 


Repeated expressions of appreciation were made for the loyalty, the sacri- 
ficing spirit and the rallying efforts, on the part of missionary women, young 
women, and children of the Light Brigade, to meet the great missionary program 
of finance as outlined for the biennium. There were decreases in receipts in nearly 
every department of work, to be sure, but these were not alarming and were the 
natural and expected results of the “‘times.’’ At the same time the work on the 
mission fields has not been curtailed. 


The Biennial Convention will be held in Baltimore, Md., from October 
2nd to 5th, 1932. The theme of the Convention will be, ‘‘Missions Matching 
the Hour,’ and program arrangements are shaping themselves admirably. The 
promise of an inspiring Convention is assured. The Women’s Missionary Society 
of the Maryland Synod has promised housing for the delegates. All business 
sessions will be held in the Lord Baltimore Hotel, which will be the official 
headquarters. 


The Fourth Young Women’s Congress will be held in St. Paul’s Lutheran 
Church. Registrations numbering 262 were made by April 15th. 


The fund for the American Cronk Memorial will remain open until the 
Convention. To date it amounts to something over $13,000. 


PERSONALITIES—Dr. Arline Beal delayed her return to India to take a 
course in X-Ray. She will sail during the late summer. 


Mrs. C. K. Lippard has resigned as Secretary of the Light Brigade. 


Due to illness, Mrs. H. C. Bell, Field Secretary, has resigned effective Jan- 
vary, 1F 1933. 


Actions of the Executive Board 


The following actions of the Executive Board are called to the attention 
of our Society: 


First—That in view of our desire fittingly to honor the memory of Mrs. 
Charles L. Fry, we suggest that each Synodical Society contribute twenty-five 
dollars ($25.00) or more to be paid during the September quarter, 1932, the 
same to be used for the translation of Christian literature in our five foreign fields. 


Second—That the Christmas offering for 1932 and the undesignated Lenten 
Self-Denial Offering for 1933 shall apply on the budget for Loans to Churches, 
Linguistic Interests and Home Mission Work in Canada and Alaska. This in- 
cludes salaries of missionaries in Alberta, Beaver River, Sault Ste. Marie in 
Canada, Tabor (German) Church in Chicago, Juneau, Alaska, and scholarships 
for linguistic students for the ministry. Any surplus accruing will be credited 
to the General Fund. 


Third—That but two methods of reporting obtain: those dealing with 
finances through treasurers, and those dealing with other items through statis- 
ticians. This will eliminate department report blanks, and will simplify and 
unify the system of reporting, and will assure accuracy in the report of the 


General Statistician. 
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Our “Special”? 


Fourth—During the past year our ‘‘Special’’ has been devoted to the Cronk 
Memorial. I would recommend that we continue our ‘‘Special’’ this biennium 
but that it be used by the General Executive Board for work in California as 
need requires. It will be one dollar per member for each year. 

I have been assured by the President of the Synod that the number of 
minutes will be reduced to the lowest point, and that the cost per page will be 
considerably below that of last year. The reports and tables of the Treasurer 
and Statistician should be printed in full in order that detailed information con- 
cerning the work may be at hand. 

And now let us move forward with a heart filled with courage. For forty 
years God has blessed us. Never once have we taken a backward step. Today, 
the need for moving forward is great. Everywhere about us we are seeing failure, 
despondency, even despair because the gods of this world have blinded the eyes 
of many. We Christian women must be in the forefront for the reconstruction 
of the world if recovery is to be made. We know that the only hope of the 
world is Jesus. Loving Him as those who have received much from Him, let 
us consecrate ourselves anew to the task of leading all the world to His feet. 


I wish to express my gratitude to all who have co-operated with me so 
heartily in the work of our Society during the past year.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


“Grace be unto you, and peace from God our Father, and from the Lord 
Jesus Christ.”’ 


FATHERS AND BRETHREN: 


We meet on historic ground for the Forty-Second Annual Convention of the 
Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California. In this First English Evangelical 
Lutheran Church of Los Angeles this Synod was organized on the second day of 
April, 1891. The last time we assembled here as the guests of this congregation 
was eleven years ago. Following that convention the congregation passed through 
a fiery trial and for nearly seven years was prevented from worshipping in this 
sanctuary. It was on June 5th, 1932, that, they returned with great rejoicing to 
the home from which they had been exiled. Recognizing the loyalty to their just 
cause on the part of the Synod of California, and desirous of acknowledging their 
debt to the Synod, they have again become the hosts to this body. We rejoice to 
be able to meet again within these walls and to bear tribute to the fidelity of the 
pastor and members of this household of faith, who through much suffering in 
defense of the right, have vindicated their claim to be a unit of this body of which 
we may be justly proud. 

During the past year I have sought conscientiously to fulfill the obligations 
laid upon me. I have visited and personally interviewed twenty-three of the 
thirty-six pastors and congregations in the Synod, and have written just a few 
short of one thousand letters. In carrying out the duties of the office I have trav- 
elled over six thousand miles. 

The following official acts are herewith reported, as well a> such other matters 
which are of concern to the work and progress of the Synod.

Deaths 


June 17, 1932—-The Rev. Jesse W. Ball, Ph.D., pastor of Beverly Hills 
Community Lutheran Church, one of the leaders of this body, a former President 
upon four different occasions, also a Field Missionary, entered into life suddenly 
in Santa Monica, California. The funeral service was held in St. Mark’s Church, 
Los Angeles, of which he had been pastor for 17 years, and were conducted by 
the Rev. John Edward Hoick. Addresses were delivered by the Rev. D. R. Huber, 
D.D., the Rev. William H. Derr, and the President of the Synod. An ‘‘In Mem- 
oriam’’ page was inserted in the Minutes of the RForty-First Convention of the 
Synod setting forth his labors in the work of this body. 


August 4, 1932—-The Rev. Elmer E. Combs, who entered the Synod im 
1900, entered into life at his home in which he lived in retirement in San Jose. 
The funeral was held in Grace Church, San Jose, on August 8th, being conducted 


44 the Rev. W. E. Crouser, D.D. The address was delivered by the Rev. Emif 
eyer, 


September 5, 1932—-The Rev. L. O. Pampana, formerly missionary amongst 
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the Italians in San Francisco, Fresno and Sacramento, until this work was dis- 
continued in February, 1932, entered into life on September 5, 1932. The 
funeral service was conducted by the Rev. J. R. Broyer, Ph.D., on September 8th, 
the Rev. Mark O. Heller being appointed to represent the Synod. 


April 9, 1933—-The Rev. Albert L. Benze, D.D., pastor of St. Mark's 
Church, San Francisco, California, stricken as he was about to enter the chancel 
of that church, and lingering for a week, entered into life at his home adjacent to 
the church. He entered the Synod but three years ago. Funeral services were held 
in St. Mark’s Church on April 13th in the presence of hundreds completely filling 
the spacious nave of the church. The President of the Synod delivered the address. 
Others participating in the service were the Rev. Mark O. Heller, the Rev. R. Arps 
and the Rev. C. O. Lundquist of Ebenezer Augustana Synod Church, Representa- 
tives of the San Francisco Church Federation were present to voice the sorrow of 
the Churches of the city, and a communication from the mayor bore testimony to 
the impress he had made upon the civic life of the city. In May his body was 
removed to Erie, Pa., for interment.

Community Lutheran Church by the Rev J. E. Hoick, President of the Southern 
Conference, under appointment by the President of the Synod. The charge to the 
congregation was delivered by the Rev. Thomas Estell, and to the pastor by the 
Rey. J. E. Hoick. Others participating in the service were the Revs. J. George 
Dorn, D.D., Herbert J. Weaver, D.D., Edward N. Spirer and S. E. Bateman, M.D. 


Anniversaries 


July 7, 1932—Organized by the Rev. Jesse W. Ball, Ph.D., with 25 charter 
“members the First Church of Glendale, California, observed its Twentieth Anni- 
versary. From this small beginning as a mission the congregation has expanded 
until today it worships in a beautiful temple of God with a membership increase 
of over 500%. AQ service of thanksgiving was held in charge of the pastor, the 
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Rev. Paul Luther Miller, and participated in by many of the pastors of the Southern 
Conference. A feast of thanksgiving was held in the evening with many surround- 
ing the tables. 


November 27, 1932—-The First Anniversary of the organization of. St. 
Matthew’s Church, North Hollywood, the Rev. Edward N. Spirer, was observed 
with the Holy Communion and reception of members at the morning service. In 
the evening, in the presence of a congregation which taxed the capacity of the 
temporary place of worship, a festival service was held. The Messages were brought 
by the Rev. J. E. Hoick, President of the Southern Conference, and the pastor. 
Greetings were presented by the Rev. M. H. Stine, D.D., and the Rev. John A. 
M. Ziegler, D.D. 


May 21, 1933—-Anniversary services are a distinct feature of the church 
life of the Hollywood Lutheran Church, the Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., pastor. 
The example set by them is commended to all of our congregations. The Twelfth 
Anniversary of the founding of the congregation was observed on the above date. 
In the morning the Rev. M. J. Bieber, D.D., Acting President of the Pacific Sem- 
inary, Seattle, Washington, was the guest preacher. A Fellowship Service was 
held in the evening with the Rev. M. H. Stine, D.D., the first pastor of the 
congregation, and the Rev. W. H. Derr, the organizer, as the speakers. Greetings 
were brought by the President of the Southern Conference, the President of the 
‘Lutheran Pastor’s Association, the Rev. S. H. Yerian, the four sons in the Gospel 
ministry, the Revs. Guy L. Hudson, Frederick A. Smith, Edward N. Spirer and 
Henry C. Opperman, also a letter was read from the President of the Synod. 


The sixth anniversary of the pastorate of the Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., 
was observed on February 5th, 1933, with the Rev. Henry Irving Kohler as the 
speaker. 

Property Secured 


St. Matthew’s Church, North Hollywood, has purchased a lot on Camarillo 
Boulevard, about 150 feet west of Lankershim Boulevard, the principal thorough- 
fare of the city. The total cost was $1,500. It was cleared of debt on May 15, 
1933, within one year of its purchase. 


The Beverly Hills Community Church has purchased a lot located at Palm 
Drive and Third Avenue. The cost was $1,700.00, of which amount $500.00 
has already been paid. 

Official Acts 


During the year I have issued eight letters to the pastors of the Synod giving 
information concerning the work; pleading for payments on the apportionment; 
making an appeal for the stricken congregation at Long Beach; and seeking to 
stimulate interest in this convention. 


Each quarter blanks for the report of the missions were mailed to the pastors, 
and their replies tabulated. 


On request of the National Lutheran Council I appointed the Rev. Albert 
L. Benze, D.D., and the Rev. J. George Dorn, D.D., on July 26, 1932, as Pub. 
licity Chairmen for the Convention of the United Lutheran Church in America.

Other appointments and official acts are included in the report of the Mission 
Board and Executive Committee, also in the record of installations. 


The Long Beach Disaster 


On Friday, March 10, 1933, as the result of a severe eatthquake our Trinity 
Church, Long Beach, suffered the greatest disaster of any congregation within the 
history of the Synod. Their beautiful church edifice, erected but three years ago 
at a cost of $80,000, representing twenty-five years of devoted service on the 
part of the faithful pastor and his people, was almost totally destroyed. It is un- 
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necessary here to detail the damage which was wrought, for it was contained in 
a letter sent to all of our pastors and also in the ‘‘Lutheran.” Just how great the 
loss will be to the congregation cannot yet be determined, in view of the difficulty 
they have had in securing a settlement with the company holding their earthquake 
insurance. Realizing that outside heip must be secured to enable the congregation 
to rehabilitate itself an appeal was issued to the congregations of the Synod, also 
to the entire Church through the ‘‘Lutheran.’’ The response has been lamentably 
small, totalling today but a little over $500.00. The congregation is heroically 
carrying on, having secured the use of an unoccupied frayie church edifice. The 
sympathy of the entire Synod goes out to our afflicted brethren. In their suffering 
all suffer. In order that the church edifice may be restored it will be necessary for 
the congregation to receive far greater outside aid. It may be necessary that this 
body take action in regard to this. 


Congregations 


Apart from the mission congregations but two of our Churches have pre- 
sented any report to the President of their activities and progress for the past year. 


Sacramento, St..John’s, the Rev. Charles F. Oehler, D.D., pastor. This old 
" congregation has taken on new life and increased its membership by 39 during 
the past three months. The Senior Luther League was reorganized with 22 mem- 
bers, and an Intermediate League with 18 members organized, Notwithstanding 
a severe strain due to a bank failure attendance and interest in the work of the 
congregation is increasing daily. 


San Francisco, St. Matthew's Church. The roof of the church has been 
reshingled at a cost of $450.00. On April 2nd, the pastor, the Rev. Herman 
Gehrcke, fittingly celebrated the fortieth anniversary of his ordination to the 
Gospel ministry. Notwithstanding present conditions the work of the congrega- 
tion has been moving steadily forward. 


Beverly Hills, Community Church. With the death of the pastor, the Rev. 
Jesse W. Ball, this work was threatened with destruction. At the request of the 
Mission Board of the Synod the Rev. Thomas Estell became acting pastor. An 
application for aid was made to the Board of American Missions, but due to their 
financial condition aid could not be granted. The Board of American Missions 
recommended that the Synod defer calling a pastor for the time being. hoping 
that future conditions would enable it to take a more favorable action with regard 
to this field. 

Recognizing the fact that unless a pastor could be secured for the field it 
would have to be abandoned, the congregation on their own initiative, although 
they notified the President of the Synod of their intention and in return were noti- 
fied that no assurance of aid from the Board of American Missions could be given, 
extended a call to the Rev. Guy L. Hudson, of Richmond, California. The one 
called was also notified that no assurance of any support apart from that which 
the congregation offered could be promised. In faith Pastor Hudson accepted the 
call. and in faith he is carrying on the work. Under his ministration it is making 
splendid advances. 

When a later request for aid from the Board of American Missions was re- 
quested for this congregation, that Board saw fit in its action to censure the Synod 
of California for permitting a call for a pastor. The entire question of the author- 
ity of a Board of the Church over a congregation is raised in this matter and 
demands some action by this body. This congregation was not a mission of the 
Board when the pastor was called. It had not been on the funds of the Board but 
was a project carried on by the Field Missionary. Upon his demise it was related 
only to the Synod. By what authority can a Board dictate to a Synod as to 
whether a pastor may be called to a self-supporting congregation? - A subsequent 
request for aid does not change the original status of the congregation. 

The Chairman of the Committee on the State of the Church has presented 
to me a table indicating that improvements for, various amounts have been made 
by several congregations, but no information is at hand to indicate what these 


improvements were, hence they cannot be named. 
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Official Visitors 


At a Conference of Board Secretaries of the United Lutheran Church in 
America a representative of the Parish and Church School Board, and a repre- 
sentative of the Foreign Mission Board were delegated to represent all of the 
Boards of the Church. Information has been received that due to financial condi- 
tions there will be no representatives present. The Board of Foreign Missions has 
designated the Rev. W. Theodore Benze, missionary in India, who is now on our 
territory to present the cause of Foreign Missions. 


A communication from the President of the Pacific Synod, the Rev. Daniel 
D. Kistler, informs me that be together with the Rev. Milton J. Bieber, D.D., 
acting president of the Pacific Seminary, will represent that body at this convention. 


A few days ago I was informed that the Rev. Ellis B. Burgess, BNO IbIL. Dy. 
formerly officially connected with the Board of American Missions, has been dele- 
gated by that body to visit this Synod and to confer with the Mission Board con- 
cerning this work. He expects to be on our territory about the fifth of June. 


Matters Pertaining to the United Lutheran Church in America 


The President of the United Lutheran Church in America has requested that 
the facts pertaining to the exact condition of that body and its various Boards be 
ptesented to this Synod. Inasmuch as it is too lengthy to be included in this report, 
I shall request that a time be set for its presentation. 


The following item is of concern to this body (See Min. U.L.C.A. P. 453): 
It reads as follows,—‘‘That a Seminary on the Pacific Coast be supported by the 
Pacific and California Synods.’’ The Board of Education was requested to approach 
the constituent Synods and theological seminaries with reference to the question of 
approving the program indicated in the recommendation. 


Several communications have been received from the Executive Secretary of 
the Board of Education, the Rev. Dr. Gould Wickey, pertaining to this resolution, 
suggesting that the entire matter might be discussed by special committees appointed 
by the Synods concerned, their conclusions to be presented to the Synod at some 
subsequent convention. This program has been assented to by the President of the 
Pacific Synod who presented such a recommendation to his body. 


I recommend, therefore, that a special committee of three be appointed by 
this Synod, to meet with a like committee from the Pacific Synod, for a compre- 
hensive study of the entire matter, and to make plans for the accomplishment of 
the result sought by the Convention of the United Lutheran Church in America, 
and to report their findings and plans to the next Convention of this Synod. 


I further recommend that the Executive Committee be directed to include in 
the Budget for the next year sufficient to defray the necessary expenses’ of this 
Committee. 


The report of the President of the United Lutheran Church (pp. 22, 449) 
and the Report of the Committee on Moral and Social Welfare (pp. 407ff) 
were referred to the Synods for consideration. 


It recommend that these reports be taken up by the Conferences of this Synod 
at their next meeting and be made the subjects for discussion. 


_ The Statistical and Church Year Book Committee (pp. 484, 485) present a 
series of recommendations to the constituent Synods pertaining to records and re- 
ports which demand consideration. 


I recommend that they be referred to the Executive Committee to be put into 
effect in so far as it is possible for it to be done in this Synod. 


A recommendation of the Committee on Army and Navy Work (p. 174) 
contains a suggestion to Synods pertaining to this work. 


I recommend that it be referred to the Executive Committee for consideration 
and adoption, if they find it advisable. 


OF THE SYNOD OF CALIFORNIA 13 


‘ The following recommendations coming from the Board of American Mis- 
sions (pp. 339 and 371) were adopted. Inasmuch as they have direct reference to 
certain problems in the work of this Svnod I quote them in full— 


: es That in view of the increasing use of benevolence for current expenses 
in certain local congregations to the great detriment of all mission causes, we request 
the Convention to appeal to Synodical authorities to take urgent measures to 
change this situation. 


a1), That the United Lutheran Church go on record as urging on the part 
of congregations and organizations to pay their apportionments in full. 


___ “7. That in view of the evil influences upon our missions, which are for- 
bidden the use of questionable methods of financing, the United Lutheran Church 
commends scriptural giving as the only approved method. 


“8. That in view of the waste of benevolent funds in the duplication of 
effort in overlapping Synods, we request the United Lutheran Church to encour- 
age steps looking towards the elimination of such overlapping. 


I recommend that these resolutions be considered by this body, and that action 
be taken making them directly applicable to this Synod. 


The Apportionment for 1933 for the Synod of California is (p. 54) 
$11,756.00 a reduction of $3,555.00 below 1932. 


At the Seventh Convention of the United Lutheran Church in America a 
Committee on Plan of Appertionment was authorized. This Committee reported 
at the Eighth Convention (page 89). The report was referred to the constituent 
Synods for their consideration at their next annual convention. The report is too 
long for inclusion in this report, yet this Synod must give consideration to it, 
take some action and report to the Committee on Plan of Apportionment. 


I recommend that a special committee be appointed to study the proposals 
of the Committee, and to report with recommendations to this convention, 


The Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church at a meeting held 
April 27, 1933, instructed the officers of the Church, in the interests of economy 
to communicate with all constituent Synods, and to secure, if possible, unanimous 
agreement to reduce delegate representation to the 1934 U.L.C.A. convention by 
50%. The following resolutions are submitted embracing this request :— 

“Be it resolved, First, That, without the surrender of any of its constitu- 
tional rights to representation in the conventions of the United Lutheran Church 
in America, and solely in the interests of economy, this Synod will certify for 
attendance upon the 1934 convention of the United Lutheran Church in America 
only 50% of the number of delegates to which it is entitled under the constitu- 
tion, provided every other Synod in the United Lutheran Church in America 
agrees to exactly the same reduction in representation by the adoption of this same 
resolution, and this action will not be binding until official notification has been 
received to the effect that this proviso has been met. 

Second, That the Secretary of this Synod is hereby instructed to report imme- 
diately to the Secretary of the United Lutheran Church in America what action 
has been taken upon the resolution to reduce representation in the 1934 conven- 
tion of the United Lutheran Church in America. 


I recommend the adoption of these resolutions. 


The National Lutheran Council 


A communication was received from the National Lutheran Council pre- 
senting the great need for continuing the relief which has been afforded through 
this body to our Lutheran brethren in Russia and other lands. On May 3rd, 
1933, an appeal was issued to all pastors. I commend this appeal to our con- 


gregations for whatsoever aid they can afford. 
Yosemite National Park Church 
Last year an appropriation was made to the Yosemite National Park Church, 
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a religious agency recognized by the United States government. Several of our 
pastors conducted services within the Park during the past year, and others are 
on the program for 1933. Our aid in supporting this agency should be continued. 

I recommend that the Executive Committee include the sum of $25.00 in the 
budget for this year for this work.

Board of American Missions 


Your attention is called to certain actions of the Board of American Mis- 
sions, also certain attitudes which I deem it necessary to be considered by this body 
for suitable action. 


The Board of American Missions as constituted at present is composed of 
twelve clergymen, four of whom are connected with educational institutions of 
the Church, holding no pastorate. Three members are from what might be termed 
mission territory, only one being located west of the Mississippi River. 


According to the rules of the Board no pastor serving a mission is eligible 
for election to its membership, nor is any pastor of a mission eligible for election 
to a Synodical Mission Committee. Within the past year an expansion of this 
rule has been-made, and this Board has decreed that any congregation, even though 
it be self-supporting, which has an unpaid loan from the Church Extension 
Funds is accounted as a mission. Thus the pastor of such a congregation is no 
longer eligible for election to this Board or to the Synodical Mission Committee. 
The result of this action is that the three members of the Board of American 
Missions who are located in what might be termed mission territory, have been 
notified that with the October meeting of the Board they may be removed from 
its membership. 


Inasmuch as these clergymen were elected by the United Lutheran Church 
in America at a regular convention of that body, the right of the Board to remove 
them, under a self-created arbitrary rule, should be protested. In fact, the action 
of this Board in accounting as a mission those congregations which are self-sup- 
porting, but have an unpaid loan from the Church Extension Funds, should also 
be protested. 


In addition to the above facts the Board of American Missions, which is a 
servant of the Church, which is constituted of Synods, is assuming authority over 
the Synods and the actions of the Synodical Mission Committees. In the recent 
necessity for a readjustment of mission funds, of which the Synods are not only 
cognizant but concerning which they have a more adequate understanding of local 
necessities than the Board, this Board acting as a super-Church, especially through 
its Committee on Review, has assumed authority to dictate to Synodical Mission 
Committees. When such Mission Committees failed to act in perfect accord with 
the Board, they have been subjected to rebuke. 


A specific instance in the attitude of the Board has been evidenced in its 
refusal to renew the Church Extension Loan of one of the congregations of this 
Synod on a claim of unpaid apportionment. When their attention was called to 
certain facts, they refused to acknowledge them. By their refusal they have im- 
perilled the existence of one of our congrecations. 


In view of the action and attitude of the Board of American Missions I deem 
it expedient for this body to memorialize the Board of Adjudication of the United 
Lutheran Church in America to determine certain matters. 


First—Does the Board of American Missions have authority to adopt rules 


and regulations which deny any pastor the right to serve on Boards of the Church, 
and Committees of a Synod; 


Second—Does the Board of American Missions have authority to control 
the mission work of a Synod, or do that which might imperil the existence of a 
pe cin congregation, although it may have an unpaid Church Extension 
oan}; 

Third—lIs a Board of the Church, under the provisions of the poli 

' D , ur polity of the 

United Lutheran Church in America, required to submit the rules for its govern- 
ment to the United Lutheran Church in America for its approval.

Conclusion 


Brethren, with the adjournment of this convention I will have completed a 
second term as President of this body, each term being for a period of two years. 
Under the providence of God both of these periods of time presented problems of 
unusual character, the first an internal difficulty within the Synod; the second, 
an external difficulty due to the conditions of economic distress. During all this 
time I have sought to perform the duties of the office faithfully, and my physical 
and mental powers have been strained to the utmost. It has been my privilege to 
be a member of this body fourteen. years. four of which have been given unstint- 
edly to its welfare. The time has come for me to lay down such responsibilities, 
and at least for the present to decline to accept any further responsibilities in con- 
nection with the work of the Synod of California. ; 


I thank the brethren for their confidence in me, for the hearty support which 
they have given me. I can say that in all that I have sought to do my sole aim 
has been for the glory of God in Christ Jesus through the Synod of California of 
the United Lutheran Church in America. I acknowledge and confess my faults and 
blunders before you this day. I crave your forgiveness for anything in which I 
may in any manner have been hasty or unjust. I pray God’s blessing on you and 
on the Synod which is so dear to our heart. I bespeak for my successor a spirit of 
hearty cooperation and support.

STATISTICIAN’S REPORT 


Twenty reports out of thirty-six from congregations were received ‘on time, 
and were a revelation of the following facts, which indicate the influence of the 
depression in the church as well as in the world. 

Two congregations were lost from our roll. There was a decrease of thirty- 
five in baptized membership and one hundred fifty-nine in, communing member- 
ship, but an increase of five in confirmed membership. 

Due to the depression there was a decrease in Church property valuations of 
$73,473, a portion of which may be accounted for in view of the loss of two 
congregations, General indebtedness was reduced $3,696.00. 


Apportioned benevolence paid $8,502, a decrease of $4,582 over payment 
of previous year. Unapportioned Benevolence $15,058 or a decrease of $8,611 
over the previous year. Total expenditures $146,154, a decrease of $55,066 
over the previous year.

SECOND SESSION 
Friday, May 26, 1933, 9:00 A. M. 


The Convention was called to order by the President. 

The Roll was called. 

Matias were conducted by the Rev. H. A. Anspach, Chaplain. 

“Christ Our Advocate,’ was the theme and the text was from 1 John 2:1. 

The Minutes of the First Session were read and approved. ‘ 

The Committee on Reference and Counsel presented additional report which 
was adopted. 


The Report of the Executive Committee was received and on motion adopted 
seriatim. 
REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


There were but four meetings of the Executive Committee during the past 
year much of its work being carried on by correspondence, all actions being subse- 
quently ratified at a regular meeting. 


In view of the fact that the Trustees of the Synod were not elected by that 
body at its last convention, the members of the Executive Committee were made 
the Trustees of the Synod. 


Having received a gracious invitation from the First English Lutheran 
Church of Los Angeles, the Rev. D. R. Huber, D.D., pastor, to hold the 1933 
Convention in their church, it was accepted unanimously. The time of the con- 
vention was set for May 25-29, 1933, which is over a Sunday, providing that 
a, vote be, taken of all pastors giving approval to the time. The President took 
such a vote and found that but two were opposed to it, giving as their reason 
that they did not desire to close their churches upon that day. 


Committee appointments made by the President were presented, and with a 
few suggested changes were adopted for inclusion in the Minutes of the Synod. 
It was also decided to set the number of the printed minutes at 1,500 copies. 


Item No. 1—The Synodical Mission Board referred to this Committee a 
proposal of the Inner Mission Society of Los Angeles to rent the Stumpf property 
for the sum of $35.00 per month beginning with September Ist, 1932: In 
accordance with the action of the last convention of the Synod the Executive 
‘Committee was authorized to “‘rent, lease or sell the Stumpf property,’’ agreement 
was made to rent this property with the proviso that the Inner Mission Society 
must maintain the upkeep of the building and grounds. At a later date this 
Society notified this Committee that they would be unable to carry out their 
original plan of opening the Home for the Aged, and the property remained idle. 


_ The Stumpf property and its care was placed in the hands of a special com- 
mittee consisting of Mr. F. M. Runkle and the Rev. J. E. Hoick, and subse- 
quently was rented at a monthly rental of $39.00 net. 


In regard to the property owned by the Synod in Sierra Madre the Rev. Dr. 
John M. Ziegler made known the fact that the holders of the mortgage of $7,500 
against this property had offered to accept $5,000 in full payment of their claim, 
providing the Synod would make payment by October 1, 1933. This offer was 
accepted and the Presidents of the Conferences appointed a committee to dévise 
ways and means for procuring the necessary amount. 


The congregation of Grace Church, Richmond, gave the Synod a note for 
$138.50 in payment of the advance made to them for the moving expenses of 
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their pastor from Seattle in 1930. No payment has been made on this note. 
Realizing the financial condition of the congregation your Committee offered to 
settle the entire obligation by accepting the sum of $70.00, providing this is paid 
by the first of April. This congregation has failed to meet this, and are still in- 
debted to the Synod for the entire amount. 


The disaster which befell Holy Trinity Church, Long Beach, was seriously 
considered by this Committee. A largely attended meeting heard with profound 
sorrow the details of the catastrophe from Dr. Ziegler. It was resolved to make 
an appeal to the Church at large in behalf of the stricken congregation, and secure 
its presentation in the ‘“‘Lutheran.’’ Such a statement, with the endorsement of the 
Executive Committee and the President of the Synod, was prepared by a committee 
consisting of Dr. Ziegler, Dr. Yerian, and Pastor Hoick, in cooperation with the 
pastor of the congregation, the Rev. D. J. Snyder, D.D., and his Church Council, 
and appeared in a later issue of the Lutheran. The report of the Treasurer of the 
Synod will indicate the response thus far. 


Item No. 7—The financial condition of the Synod came in for consideration 
at each meeting of the Committee. In view of the fact that many of the congre- 
gations have paid no apportionment, that others have paid but one or two months, 
while a small minority have met their obligations in full, the indebtedness of the 
Synod has become a matter of serious concern. In view of the serious financial 
situation within many of our congregations we did not feel justified to exercise 
pressure upon them. We do deem it expedient to state that several of the congrega- 
tions have made no effort to meet the apportionment, and have made no response 
to appeals for an explanation. 


Item No. 2—The President informed the Committee that the attorney for 
the estate of the Rev. Jesse W. Ball, Ph.D., had notified him of a bequest of 
$1,500.00 to the Synod, and that the executots were unable to transmit this 
amount to the Synod at the present time. These executors offered to transfer a 
certain piece of property situated in Los Angeles to the Synod providing the Synod 
was willing to assume a mortgage of $3,000 which rests upon it, or pay off the 
mortgage. A Committee consisting of F. M. Runkle and the Rev. J. E. Hoick 
was appointed to secure full information concerning the proposal, also the possi- 
bility of securing a renewal of the mortgage which becomes due in July, 1933. 


The proposal of the heirs to the Jesse W. Ball estate that Synod accept a 
piece of property in settlement of a $1500.00 bequest was not considered advisable 
at this time because the proposal involved the assumption of additional mortgage 
indebtedness of $3000.00. 3 


Applications of the Rev. W. O. Zahlis, Manitoba Synod, the Rev. M. H. 
Stine and Sydney Batemen, M.D., East Pennsylvania Synod were approved for 
acceptance into our Synod. 


Item No. 5—-This Committee refused to recommend the reception of the 
Rev. E. Stephen Simonoff, not wishing to involve the California Synod in work 
carried on by the applicant because of its lack of coordination with Hebrew work 
under our United Lutheran Chutch. 


Item No. 3—The application of Mrs. Laura Schindel for a widow's pension 
was approved and report made to the Executive Committee of the U. L. C. A. to 
take special steps before the Pension Board of the U. L. C. A. on her behalf. 


Item No. 4—-Recommendation is made that the Inner Mission Society of 
Los Angeles and the Church Extension Society of Los Anceles be made a com- 
ponent part of the California Synod and subject to the authority of Synod in its 
actions. Question is raised as to the advisability of supporting students for the 
ministry who are not attending Lutheran Institutions. 


Application of the Rev. E. L. V. Dozer, with a letter of transfer from the 
Pittsburg Synod. Motion that we recommend action be deferred until such time 
as Rev. Dozer complies with requests of Synod. Copies of Minutes: Only a 
summary of action to be granted the entire minutes to be of record in the Pro- 
tocol, and edition limited to eight hundred (800) copies. 
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Budget: The following budget was adopted.

A proposal from the Pacific Synod questioning whether there is any possi- 
bility of the California Synod assisting in conserving the present assets of the 
Pacific Seminary centered in the present property at Seattle. Resolved: We appre- 
ciate the necessity of conserving the assets of the Pacific Seminary but in view of 
the fact that the whole problem of a Seminary on the Pacific Coast is in the hands 
of a committee of six, appointed equitably between the Pacific and California 
Synods, we deem it advisable to refer to this committee, under the approval of 
the Executive Committee, the rendering of such ad-interim assistance as may be 
necessary to conserve the property.

It should also be noted that these societies do not simply meet for the material 
and social but a goodly part of their meetings is occupied in devotional service.

SYNODICAL SUNDAY SCHOOL SECRETARY’S REPORT—1933 


Fathers and Brethren: 

“Real spiritual knowledge,’ says Saduh Sundar Singh in his book, ““With 
and Without Christ,’’ comes only through prayer and meditation, because God 
then speaks to man in the secret chamber of the heart and there we hear His ‘‘still, 
small voice.’’ Micht we say that prayer is a habit or quality of life that is pleasing 
to God and so transparent that men may see God through us? This high habit 
of living in Christ’s Name, i. e., in His spirit, continually experiencing the presence 
of God (see ‘Brother Lawrence, The practice of the Presence of God’’) and living 
for Him and to please Him alone may be said to be the end of all our Christian 
educational endeavor. 


That our present endeavors, as well as past, have not been adequate goes 
without necessity of repetition. Our church school scholars need that the material 
(which should be of the very best available such as the Christian Life Course for 
all grades) for study be extensively supplemented by personal and personalized 
assistance rendered them to enable them to live a quality of life pleasing unto God 
and bring happiness to themselves. Christocentric study material and Christo- 
centric life teachers are the two needs. 


The preparation of these teachers is a life long task (as long as theirs and 
yours). As an aid in this work may I suggest that for those who cannot get their 
teachers to attend Leadership Training classes and the like, that the following 
might wisely be made the subject of extensive study during the monthly or prefer- 
ably bi-monthly or even weekly Teacher Meetings; ‘Teaching Religion”’ by 
A. J. W. Meyer, ‘“‘The Story of Jesus’’ by M. Hadwin Fischer, ‘Bible History’ 
by Price and Robertson, ‘“Training the Devotional Life’’ by Weigle and Tweedy. 


An observation: It is easily forgotten that the teacher can often go to school 
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to his pupils and can in so doing the better teach them. Pupils need to answer more 
of their own questions. 

Christianity can only be successfully propagated as each Christian becomes 
a “‘proliferating’’ cell. The testimony of Christian experiences is our best selling 
point. And the exchange of Christian experiences is our best aid to advancement. 
In view of this, I offer the following recommendation: ‘ 

That each conference have a committee consisting of one pastor and two 
church school superintendents whose duty it shall be to arrange local and, if 
possible, conference meetings of church school superintendents and workers at 
least quarterly for the exchange of ideas, and for the presentation of new methods 
and ideas and materials. :

THIRD SESSION 
Friday, May 26, 2:00 P. M. 


The President called the Convention to order. 

The Secretary called the roll and twenty-one clergy and seven lay delegates 
recorded their presence. 

The Chaplain, Rev. H. A. Anspach, conducted the devotions using as his 
theme: ‘‘Confident Faith’’ and the Scripture was from I Samuel 17:32-47. 


Minutes of the Second Session were read and approved. 
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The Committee on Reference and Counsel called attention to the order of 
business. 


The report of the Tellers was received and the Rev. Henry Irving Kohler 
and Mr. J. A. Sende, were declared elected on first ballot to the office of Secretary 
and Treasurer respectively. 


The first and second ballot resulted in no election for the office of President. 


On motion the balloting for President was confined to the three highest, 
which resulted in the election of the Rev. John Edward Hoick, who was declared 
elected. 


The report of the Synodical Mission Board was read by Rev. Mark O. Heller. 


ANNUAL REPORT—SYNODICAL MISSION BOARD—1933 


Immediately following adjournment of the last Convention of the Synod 
the Synodical Mission Board met in the First Church, San Francisco. The Rev. 
Mark Owen Heller was elected Secretary. 


The first item of major importance for the consideration of the Board was 
the necessity for recommending further financial assistance to St. Paul’s Church, 
Santa Monica, which. was threatened by foreclosure due to delinquency in interest 
of $5,700. The bank promised to remit the interest providing a payment of 
$10,000 was paid on the principal and interest guaranteed for a period of two 
years. ~The Synodical Board endorsed an appeal to the Board of American Mis- 
sions for an increased Church Extension loan of the amount demanded, and a 
loan for the interest which was to be included ultimately in the loan to this con- 
gregation. Adjustment was eventually made by the Board of American Missions 
advancing $5,600 on the principal, and guaranteeing the payment of $2,000 
upon the interest for a period of two years. 


A survey of the missions of the Synod is herewith presented including any 
special action which may have been taken concerning them: 


Alameda, Christ Church—The Rev. John R. McClellan presented his resig- 
nation effective June 30, 1932. Mr. Herbert Hillerman, a student at the Western 
Seminary was endorsed as supply pastor for the summer months. In October a 
call was issued to the Rev. Erwin T. May which was accepted and he began his 
work on November 15. In the few brief months of his pastorate splendid ad- 
vancement has been made. There has been a numerical growth in the congregation, 
a Luther League has been organized, and the Sunday School has greatly increased 
in enrollment. This congregation paid its apportionment in full. 


Alhambra, Grace Church—This mission is rapidly approaching the place 
of self-support. The basement of the church has been partitioned off into sep- 
arate classrooms to provide adequate facilities for the growing Bible School. 


Fresno, First Church—Under the inspiring leadership of the pastor, the 
Rev. J. L. Sawyer, the hopes which this Board has had for this work are being 
realized. A gain of 22 in confirmed membership, a gain of 37% in the Sunday 
School, the organization of a Young Women’s Missionary Society and of a Boys’ 
Club give indications of the progress. Improvements to the property include 
painting the church edifice, re-shingling the roof, re-painting the interior furniture, 
all at a cost of $214.00. New hymnals to the number of 100, with orchestration, 
have been secured at a cost of $60.00. This congregation pays its apportionment 


ute and has for its slogan, ‘‘Christ pre-eminent. We pay our apportionment 
in full. 


Gardena, St. John’s—The earthquake of March 10th did damage to the 
church edifice to the extent of approximately $500.00. This fact was communi- 
cated to the Board of American Missions. Your Board vigorously protested a 
suggestion coming from the Divisional Secretary of the Board of American Mis- 
sions that this work be abandoned. Under the leadership of Dr. Yerian the work 
is advancing even though greatly handicapped through the unemployment of its 
members. We are pleased to commend this congregation for being in the select 
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group of congregations paying their apportionment in full. 


_ Los Angeles, Bethany—lIn order to relieve the overcrowded building, two 
preaching services have been held for the past year. This is also a congregation 
which pays its apportionment 100%, and in addition to that fact is accumulating 
a building fund. For a time there was uncertainty as to the location, but after 
prayerful consideration it has been decided to remain in the present location and 
erect a building equipped for the growing needs of the congregation. Plans for the 
building have been prepared and have received the endorsement of the U. L. C. A. 
Committee on Church Architecture. This Board endorsed an application for a 
loan of $5,000 from the Church Extension funds. 


North Hollywood, St. Matthew’s Church—This mission deserves special 
notice by the Synod. Its membership has increased by 27, and gifts have poured 
in upon it by its devoted members. Included in these are two brass altar candle- 
sticks, oil candles, twelve hardwood pews and a piano. With faith and courage 
one year ago they determined to secure a permanent location, and on May 15th 
the last payment of $1,500 was made on a piece of property on a main thorough- 
fare just west of Lankershim Boulevard. The first anniversary of the organiza- 
tion was observed Nov. 27, 1932. The mid-week service shows an average 
attendance of 41. The apportionment was paid 100%. 


Oakland, St. John’s—Upon the request of this Board the Board of Amer- 
ican Missions rescinded a previous action which would have denied them any of 
the funds of the Board unless there would be a change in pastors. The pastor 
has been rendering active and consecrated service, but this Board believes that the 
character of the work on this field is such that the language should be either 
German or English, and not the use of both languages. That there is room for 
a distinctively English work in this territory is unquestioned. 


Phoenix, Ariz., Grace Church—'‘Our attendance never was better, and our 
prospects are bright,’’ are the words of the pastor. The financial problem has been 
a difficult one to solve in this congregation. Due to reduction in income the pastor 
has had his salary greatly reduced, and the congregation is dependent upon volun- 
teer organists. This Board made an appeal to the Board of American Missions 
for a small Interest Grant to enable them to meet their interest obligations. The 
President of the Synod visited the congregation in October and was delighted with 
the beauty of the church edifice, and with the prospects which the congregation 
faces. Although carrying the expense of a heavy mortgage indebtedness this con- 
gregation maintains a splendid record of 100% paid on apportionment. 


Richmond, Grace Church—Located in an industrial community this con- 
gregation has suffered great financial difficulties. In February, 1933, the pastor, 
the Rev. Guy L. Hudson, resigned. The Rev. M. L. Stine, D.D., was secured as 
supply pastor for a period of two months, and endorsed to the Board of American 
Missions. This Board also endorsed the Rev. George H. Hillerman, D.D.. to the 
Board of American Missions, to take charge of this work beginning with May 15, 
1933, and continuing until the congregation is more firmly established finan- 
cially, or a permanent pastor is secured. 

A suggestion from the Divisional Superintendent of the Board of American 
Missions that Richmond and Alameda be combined in one parish was disapproved 
by this Synodical Board, for it meant the destruction of both congregations, 


Sacramento, First English Church—The past year has been the banner year 
in the recent history of this congregation. There has been quite a numerical 
growth, and the financial obligations have been met. This is another of the 100% 
apportionment congregations. The District Luther League of the Northern Con- 
ference with 150 present was entertained last October, and International Standard 
Leadership Training School was held in this church this spring. The pastor is 
one of the teachers in this Training School. An assistant pastor came to the parish 
on September 28th in the person of a son, William Carl, born to the pastor and 
Mrs. Clarence F. Crouser. 


San Francisco, Temple—lIn the face of many disappointments, Pastor H. F. 
Schmidt has continued his efforts to secure a combined parish house and parsonage. 
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More than $1,000 in cash is in the bank, and a loan of $2,500 has been promised. 
Ground for the first unit of this building has been broken, the Synodical Mission 
Board having endorsed the project. The Board of American Missions, owing to 
their depleted funds, were not able to grant a loan. We honor this pastor and his 
people for their courage. 100% apporticnment paid is also the commendable 
record of this congregation. 


Sanger, St. Paul’s Church—The President of the Synod met with the Church 
Council of this congregation and canvassed the entire situation. The Church 
Council, after congregation action, appealed to the Synod for aid for a period of 
at least two years in order that the work might not perish. This appeal was 
endorsed by this Board and application made to the Board of American Missions . 
for aid. This was granted and a call was issued to the Rev. W. O. Zahlis, of 
Craven, Saskatchewan. The call was accepted and he has entered into the work. 
The results already are quite noticeable for within less than two months the mem- 
bership has increased by 17, a Luther League with 30 members has been organ- 
ized and the Sunday School reorganized with 45 scholars. The fact that English 
services have been introduced in the evening, and this is the first time that the 
language of the land has been used in this church, speaks well for the future. The 
pastor has also organized classes in both English and German for religious instruc- 
tion. A serious situation confronts this pastor. His salary totals only $700, of 
which amount the congregation contributes $450. Due to the inability of the 
Board of American Missions to meet its salaries for missionaries, Pastor Zahlis 
and his large family have literally lacked for the necessities of life, often times going 
hungry. This is a pitiable condition in rich California. We ask, can anything be 
done to relieve this distress. 


Santa Barbara, Grace Church—The Board of American Missions made a 
proposal that all missions twenty or more years old should be disbanded. Along 
with other Synodical Mission Committees and Boards we protested this arbitrary 
rule, for it would have meant the total abandonment of this congregation. The 
proposal was later on withdrawn. The congregation is holding its own, and the 
self-sacrificing pastor and his helpmeet have volunteered to carry on with this 
work somehow in order that it may continue to maintain itself. At all hazards 
this Synod must see to it that this congregation is maintained. for the community 
in which it is located demands a Church connected with the United Lutheran 
Church in America. This congregation has a fine record of annual apportionments 
paid in full, true also for the past year. 


The following recommendations for aid for the year 1933 were adopted 
and transmitted to the Board of American Missions:

} Grants, as requested, were made to all of these congregations with the excep- 
tion of Beverly Hills. The Board recommended the discontinuance of this work 
with the end of December. In the meantime, following the death of the Field 
Missionary, the Rev. Thomas Estell was appointed as supply pastor. Realizing 
that the work in this important community should not and dare not be abandoned 
the congregation was encouraged to carry on, although no assurance of aid from 
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the Board could be given. This placed them in the category of a self-supporting 
congregation. With the approval of the President of the Synod and this Synodical 
Mission Board the Rev. Guy L. Hudson was called as pastor. In faith he accepted 
the call. Following his acceptance another appeal was made to the Board of 
American Missions for aid, but it was refused on account of the financial condi- 
tion of the Board. 


The following renewals of loans from the Church Extension funds were 
recommended, the Board now demanding the renewal of such loans annually: 

Alhambra, Grace Church, in the amount of $4,000. 

Berkeley, St. Michael's Church, in the amount of $1,650. 

Glendale, First Church, in the amount of $500.00. 

Gardena, St. John’s Church, in the amount of $3,000. 

Los Angeles, St. Paul’s Church, in the amount of $2,925. 

Oakland, St. John’s Church, in the amount of $2,500. 

Richmond, Grace Church, in the amount of $5,000. 

For some unknown reason there was no demand for the renewal of loans 


to St. Paul’s Church, Santa Monica, and the Hollywood Church, and your Board 
is unable to understand why this discrimination. 

All renewals were granted with the exception of St. Michael’s Church, 
Berkeley, and that was refused on the claim that the apportionment has not been 
met. This Board adopted a vigorous resolution requesting that the implications 
in the Board of American Missions action be changed, but they have refused to 
do this. In their action they have made evident an unhappy attitude towards one 
of our congregations which may result disastrously unless it is rescinded. We 
believe that the Synod should take some action in this matter. 


The following interest grants were authorized: 
Richmond, Grace Church, the sum of $180.00 annually. 
Phoenix, Arizona, Grace Church, the sum of $200 annually. 


A grant to the former has been made but we have no information concern- 
ing the latter. 

Because of the depleted income of the Board of American Missions in recent 
months the request was made of this Board that they designate certain mission 
which might be discontinued. The Board, feeling that ground already gained 
should not be lost, unanimously proposed a readjustment in appropriations of 
the Board of American Missions to work in this Synod. This readjustment would 
have meant a reduction of not less than $2,000 in the salaries of the missionaries 
of the Synod. 

At the April meeting of the Board of American Missions action was taken 
whereby reductions are equalized in their appropriations to the work of the Board 
both in the executive and field force. 


Information received that Dr. Ellis Burgess as special representative of the 
Board of American Missions, will arrive May 29, for the purpose of making a 
day by day visit of inspection to each mission congregation. 


The Church Extension Society of Los Angeles was given the approval of 
this committee to pay $500.00 of its funds to the Beverly Community Church 
in fulfillment of an agreement between the two congregations, the same pertaining 
to the purchase of a building site. 


Taken from Board of American Mission Minutes Mceting Held April 20, 
1933, and Included in These Minutes for Information. 
Because of present financial stringency (summarizing sense of two para- 
graphs in the report) : 
“We recommend the adoption of the following general rule effective May 1, 
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1933: All pastors receiving salaries exceeding $900 without parsonage from 
sources other than the Board of American Missions, and all pastors. receiving $600 
and parsonage from sources other than the B. A. M., will, for the present, receive 
no further allotments. It is understood that this action is a temporary measure 
made necessary by the present emergency. As soon as the benevolent funds of 
the Church make it possible, our Board will most eagerly, restore its salary list 
to the normal level.

semi-annual meetings of the Board. 


RESOLVED: We are in hearty accord with the spirit and motive prompt- 
ing this proposal to the Board of American Missions, but we purpose instead, 
that every necessary procedure be followed in order that just as speedily as possible _ 
a representative from this Pacific Coast, a member of either the Pacific or Cali- 
fornia Synods, shall be accorded the privilege of attending the Semi-Annual and 
Annual meetings of the Board of American Missions, with voice in its proceed- 
ings, the expense to be met from the transportation fund set aside for this purpose 
by the Board of American Missions, until such time as a member of either of these 
bodies is officially elected a member of the Board.

which he is pastor. A motion requesting temporary aid through the Inner Mission 
Society and from congregations in otder to meet the imperative need of St. Paul’s 
pastor at Sanger, was made and carried. On motion the Treasurer, Mr. J. A. Sende, 
was authorized to wire the Rev. Dr. Ellis B. Burgess, on deputation by the Board 
of American Missions, requesting if possible his presence with us in our closing 
sessions on Monday, May 29, 1933. 

The Rev. Paul L. Miller, Sunday School Secretary, brought information 
concerning the work of the Parish and Church School Board. 

Dr. Dorn introduced the Rev. Daniel D. Kistler, President of Pacific Synod, 
who was presented by Dr. Hillerman, and accorded the usual courtesy. 

As a special order Dr. H. F. Martin, President of Midland College, Fremont, 
Nebraska, was heard in the interests of the College.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


Pursuant to recommendations adopted at the 1932 Convention of Synod, your 
committee during the past year, through the treasurer of Synod remitted to Mr. 
Orval Awerkamp $200.00; to Mr. Henry Opperman $100.00; to Mr. Milton 
R. Guest $100.00; to Mr. Elwyn A. Judd $150.00. 


In addition to the synodical appropriations there was granted to Mr. Opper- 
man, on request of your committee, by the Laymen’s Movement, the sum of 
$200.00. Midland College granted a $100.00 scholarship to Mr. Milton Guest. 
The Board of Education granted our request for transportation of our students. 
We regret to report that word was received in January, from President Martin of 
Midland College, that Mr. Milton Guest had suddenly departed. We have had 
no direct word from Mr. Guest. 

Mr. Orval Awerkamp this year completed his seminary work in Chicago 
Theological Seminary at Maywood, Illinois. Mr. Henry W. Opperman and Mr. 
Herbert Hillerman have completed the Seminary Course at Midland Theological 
Seminaty, Freemont, Nebraska. 

The notes held by Synod from Frederick Maurer and Frederick Weisenborn, 
were returned to them as synod ordered. 

Your committee recommends: 

1. That Mr. Elwyn Judd be granted the sum of $200.00 for the coming 
year, on condition that he attends an accredited educational institution of our 
U. L. C. and that the Luther Leagues be solicited for a gift of $100 of this 
amount.

The report of the Committee on State of the Church was presented by Dr. 
Weaver, with summary of 100% paid on Apportionment congregations. On 
motion the report was adopted. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Reports from thirty-three out of the thirty-six congregations indicate that 
attendances are increasing in twenty-two churches, total accessions 651. Morn- 
ing Services are held in all of our Churches and thirteen have Vespers in addition 
to Luther League Services. 

Fifteen of our pastors report that they are receiving their salaries regularly 
which is a remarkable record, if they mean also in full. The benevolence record 
is not so good. Only four churches in the north and five in the south have met 
their apportionment. All of these are missions. They are: Christ Church, Ala- 
meda; First, Fresno; First, Sacramento; Temple, San Francisco; St. John’s, Gar- 
dena; Bethany, Los Angeles; St. Matthew's, North Hollywood; Grace, Phoenix; 
and Grace, Santa Barbara. The reasons given by others for not paying benevo- 
lence quotas in full are: ‘‘Depression,’”’ ‘‘Unemployment,’’ “‘People haven't it,”’ 
“Interest and Debt Obligations which must be met,’’ “‘Needed all to meet local 
needs,”’ etc., etc. 

Total receipts on apportionment for 1931 were $10,219; in 1932 only 
$8,205, a decrease of $2,014 while the actual payments made by Treasurer of 
Synod on U. L. C. apportionment totaled only $3,301. 


The following churches have paid less than 10% on apportionment: Sanger; 
Los Angeles, First; Pasadena, Trinity; while the following have paid nothing: 
Santa Monica; San Bernardino; Redlands; San Francisco, First; and Oakland. 
First. 
If other Synods have done as poorly as we, is it any wonder that our mis- 
sionary work is suffering for lack of support? 


Lutheranism languishes when ministers and members mark time in a Fabian 
policy which is disobedience to the ‘““Go Ye’’ of our Lord Jesus Christ.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STUDENTS’ WORK 


The Luther Associates of the Luther Clubs of Southern California were 
formed on October Ist, 1932, by a group of Lutheran lay people and clergymen, 
representative of the American, Danish, Norwegian and United Lutheran Synods. 
They established this organization with the purpose of fostering and supporting 
the work of Luther Clubs in the colleges and Universities in Southern California, 
in both an advisory and a financial capacity. 


The officers of the organization were named after the election of a Board 
of 21 representative lay men and women and clergymen. The Board has had a 
number of meetings at the call of the chairman to determine points concerning 
student responsibility and financial matters. 


A budget set at two thousand dollars was the one named by the Board to 
take care of the colleges and universities in all Southern California. Some churches 
of all the synodical groups have responded to the need by taking out memberships 
through individuals or some of the internal church organizations (Sunday 
Schools, Ladies’ Missionary Societies, Brotherhoods, etc.). The memberships in 
the organization of the Luther Associates have ranged from five dollars to any 
sum the individual or organization desired to give. 


Reports submitted reflect the activities at the following universities and col- 
leges: 

(1) Untversity of California at Los Angeles: 

The semester’s work started with a dinner meeting given by the women of 
the Luther Associates, at which 50 of the 85 students enrolled were present. There 
was a student musical program and a talk by a well known clergyman. 

The regular meetings of the Luther Club at this institution are: 

Weekly Bible Study each Wednesday afternoon at three. 

Regular Conference Hours with the student officers and secretary—for the 
Luther Associates—each Tuesday P. M. 

- Monthly General Meeting for all the Lutheran students at this campus, at 
the dinner hour. 


(2) Los Angeles Junior College: 

A well rounded program of social and religious activities. 

The regular meetings of the Luther Club are as follows: 

Regular Weekly Conference Hours with student pastor on Wednesdays from 
11:30 to 1:00 o'clock. 

Regular Weekly Forum Meetings. 


(3) University of Southern California: 

A series of Luncheon meetings held twice monthly on Monday Noons are 
the meetings around which the Club revolves. At each of these meetings some 
pastor or faculty member of the school is asked to give a short talk, and the 
students have an opportunity for a brief social period for the remainder of the hour. 


(4) Untversity of California: 

The work has been carried on very successfully during the past year. There 
were about 180 Lutheran students enrolled, and the organization has directly 
contacted approximately sixty per cent of these. Monthly meetings are held and 
inspirational talks are given by pastors from the different Lutheran bodies, also 
by faculty members affiliated with the Lutheran Church. According to the ex- 
pression of the student religious workers on the campus the Luther Club is one 
of the most efficient and effective religious groups engaged in student work. There 
is a sympathetic cooperation between all Lutheran Bodies in this work, and its 
officers represent different Lutheran synods. 


The State College of San Jose has an enrollment of a little more than 2600, 
but only 43 students are registered as members of Lutheran Churches. Of these 
the great majority are members of local churches and are more or less active in 
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them. Efforts are made to contact the others and get them interested in the activ- 
ities of the young people of some one of the five Lutheran Churches of the city. 


The work among the Lutheran Students of Stanford University has been 
given over to the pastor of the Augustana Church in Palo Alto. We have no 
definite knowledge of what is being done. 


A few Lutheran students are registered in the Collége of The Pacific in 


Stockton but nothing definite has been done. : 
The Committee.

Biennial Convention of the United Lutheran Church, Philadelphia, Pa., October 
12-19, 1932, which was adopted. 


REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE EIGHTH BIENNIAL CONVENTION 
OF THE U. L. C. A. 


The Eighth Biennial Convention of the U. L. C. A., held in the beautiful 
historic city of Philadelphia, from October 12th to October 19th, 1932, opened 
Wednesday evening in the Church of the Holy Communion. — President Knubel 
preached the sermon which was followed by the administration of the Lord’s 
Supper by the officers of the U. L. C. A. Thursday morning, J. Hampton Moore, 
Mayor of Philadelphia, extended a hearty welcome to the city of Brotherly Love. 
Dr. James Kinard, President of Newberry College, South Carolina, responded. 


Reports of various committees followed: Ralph H. Long reported that 
N. L. C. was continuing to serve well in the interests of, and for the sake of the 
Lutherans of America. The Layman’s Movement for Stewardship was presented 
by Arthur P. Black who reported an outstanding record of achievement in the 
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benevolent program of the church. The Board of Education reported vocational 
guidance given to 30,000 students; the establishment of a new institution to be 
known as Grace Lutheran College for Women is in process of development. A 
plot of 189 acres in metropolitan Washington, D. C., has been purchased as a 
site for the college. Recommendation was made to decrease the number of Theo- 
logical Seminaries by consolidating the institutions covering the same territory. 
The Boards of American, Foreign, and Inner Missions reported balanced budgets, 
but they sounded a note of warning concerning the decreasing receipts for benevo- 
lence, which, if continued, would cripple the work in the next Biennial. The 
Committee on Evangelism pointed out that the weakness of the Lutheran Church 
Evangelism lies largely with the laymen and that the membership must be informed 
as to the need of enlisting the interests of non-church people in the Gospel of 
Jesus Christ and the relationship of the church to God. The Committee on Social 
and Moral Welfare recognizes the fact that Moral Regeneration and Social Healing 
are primary, practical tasks of the Church, and sought to point out the means 
which the Church commends for this task. 


The following officers were elected for the ensuing Biennial: Dr. F. H. 
Knubel, President; Dr. W. H. Greever, Secretary; Dr. E. Clarence Miller, Treasurer. 


A characteristic of the Convention was a spirit of seriousness which seemed 
to pervade the delegates in view of the many serious problems which confronted 


the Church in this time of unrest.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON RESOLUTIONS 


_ 1. In view of the growing practice by our churches of using money con- 
tributed for benevolences for local purposes, we hereby call attention of pastors 
and church councils to this unethical practice, so damaging to all benevolent 
causes, and born altogether of selfishness. 


2. In this time of financial depression we observe an increasing slackness 
on the part of Christian people in the support of all the work of the church, but 
especially of benevolences. Remembering the example of our Lord, the great need 
of those less fortunate than ourselves, the express commands and rich promises 
of God, we exhort our congregations to faithfulness in giving according to their 
ability, and charge the pastors of congregations to read this, and the foregoing 
resolution, to their people in a public service, and that copies of the same be sent 
by the secretary of Synod to the secretaries of the various congregations. 


3. That the treasurer of the Synod be and hereby is instructed henceforth 
to segregate the proper ratio of portion of every dollar of apportionment money 
received, and to use such portion as rightfully belongs to the United Lutheran 
Church for no other purpose than for our obligations to the United Lutheran 
Church, such segregated funds to be remitted monthly. 


4. That we have heard with interest and pleasure the stirring presentation 
by Dr. H. F. Martin, president of Midland College, of the subject of Christian 
Education. We recognize Midland College as peculiarly the child of the Church, 
because founded directly by the Church and fostered by the Board of Education. 
As our nearest Church College we accept its claims upon our prayers and our 
support, both with students and money. We earnestly recommend that in con- 
nection with the observance of Reformation Sunday as the day of prayer for 
colleges, a systematic effort be made by the Executive Committee to secure the 
payment throuch offerings of the special apportionment of five hundred ($500.00) 
dollars voted by Synod for Midland College. 


5. That we record our appreciation of the cordial and generous hospitality 
of the pastor and people of the First Lutheran Church of Los Angeles in their 
entertainment of this convention of Synod. This church is a landmark in the 
history of the Synod of California, inasmuch as the Synod was organized here, 
and the congregation has ever been a staunch and loyal supporter of the Synod’s 
work. Nothing seems to have been left undone that could have contributed to the 
success of this convention. We would ecpecially acknowledge the fine support of 
the organist and choir. and the fine social hour sponsored by the ladies of the 
church on Friday evening. It is further recommended that the pastor read these 
expressions of our sentiments at the next Sunday morning service. Also that the 
Committee on Claims be directed to include in its report a suitable testimonial to 
the caretaker of the building for his extra labors.

After the formal opening, Mrs. M. O. Heller conducted the 
devotional hour on the subject, ‘“The Witness of Anna,’ Luke 2:21-38, closing 
with prayer. 


The roll was called for the reception of credentials, after which Mrs. David 
Huber welcomed the convention and Mrs. John Hjort responded. 


Reports of officers were then given, several adding interesting and helpful 
remarks. 


PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Members of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod of California: 


Again by the providence of God we are permitted to assemble in our annual 
convention. For forty-one years the faithful women of our Churches have gath- 
ered thus to recount their efforts for the extension of God’s Kingdom, and to 
receive new inspiration, that the work of the Women’s Missionary Society may 
go forward and that the last command of our Lord,—‘‘Go ye into all the world 
and preach the Gospel,’’ may be fulfilled. 


It is not necessary for me to go into detail concerning the work of the pact 


year for the reports of the Officers and Department Secretaries will tell of our 
success or failure.

News Bulletin 


__ Shall we have a ‘‘News Bulletin” is a question which this convention must 
decide. The Executive Board of the United Lutheran Church Society after each 
meeting sends out what they term a ‘‘News Flash,”” which is intended to go to 
each Society through a Synodical Society Bulletin. Local news of our Societies 
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would also be included. Such a publication issued each quarter would prove an 
inspiration to all, 


The Baltimore Convention 


Your delegates, Mrs. H. J. Weaver and the President, report a most inspiring 
Convention in Baltimore last fall. They have appeared before the Conference 
Societies and many local Societies giving a full report of its happenings. 


A revised Constitution was presented to this Convention which is to be acted 
upon finally at the Convention in 1934. As there are many changes in the Con- 
stitution it devolves upon our Synodical Society to consider these changes, and 
make recommendations concerning them. This should be acted upon at this Con- 
vention. 


The Synodical Special 


I am sorry to report that offerings for our ‘‘Synodical Special’’ fell far short 
of our anticipations. When we realize that many local societies in some strong 
churches support a missionary as their ‘‘Special,’’ it would seem that an entire 
Synodical Society such as ours could and should endeavor to meet the small 
amount requested for this purpose. It is recognized that we are living in times of 
financial distress, but the small sum of ten cents a month certainly can be met by all. 


In view of the objection to our present plan, and in view of the great need 
for our own Synod in its earnest endeavor to establish a home for the aged, I 
recommend that this object be made our “‘Synodical Special’ for this year and 
that we endeavor to secure not less than $500.00 to aid in clearing this, the Sierra 
Madre property, from indebtedness. This is Inner-Mission work. 


Thank-Offering 


What was said of the “‘Synodical Special’ applies also to the Thank-Offering. 
The recommendation comes from the General Thank-Offering Secretary that (1) 
Societies give a fair trial to the plan of receiving quarterly in February, May, 
August and November, but that this plan is not to detract from the inspiration 
of the public Thank-Offering Service in November; (2) the Thank-Offering 
year be understood to coincide with the fiscal year of the United Lutheran Church 
Society which ends June 30. These two recommendations were adopted at the 
Baltimore Convention. 


In view of the condition of our treasury, I would recommend that merely 
a summary of the reports given at this Convention be included in the printed 
minutes, thus ¢reatly reducing the cost of the printed Minutes. 


The Program Committee for this Convention consists of Mrs. J. E. Hoick, 
Mrs. Wieman and the President. The chairman has labored diligently in providing 
the splendid program which is before you. She recently wrote that “‘fear, death 
and disaster’ had entered into the making of the program for this year. 


These are indeed troublous times, but we must go forward, for back of the 
dark cloud of fear God still stands, and. as in the years past, we know the conse- 
crated women of our Church will share the Presence and the Blessing of the 
Master Himself with men, women. and children of all lands. One of our pastors 
recently said, ‘“The judge of the Universe measures us not by the triumph that 
we have achieved, but by the triumphs we would achieve if we could, not by the 
contributions we really make, but by the contributions we long in our hearts 


to make.” 


It may b> of interest to this Convention to know that it has been my privilege 
in company with my husband, to bid God-spzed to Miss Elvira Strunk when sh? 
sailed for her field in China: also to welcome and spzed on their way homeward 
Misses Helene Harder and Mary Heltibridle of our Japan Mission. and Miss Alice 
Nickle of out India Mission: also to welcome the Rey. and Mrs. F. H. Heins and 
their three children from Japan. 


For two years it has been my privilege to be President of this Society. The 
service has been a joy to me. I desire to express my thanks to all the other officers, 
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chairmen of committees and members of the Societies for the beautiful cooperation 
which they have given me.

COMMUNION SERVICE 


The Ministers and Lay Delegates together with the Officers and 
Delegates of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of California assembled in the First English Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, Oakland, California, Rev. Mark Owen Heller, Pastor, Tuesday, 
May 29, 10:00 A. M., for the annual Holy Communion observance. 


The President of Synod, Rev. John Edward Hoick, assisted by the 
Secretary, Rev. Henry Irving Kohler, conducted the service of Confession 
and Absolution. . Rev. David R. Huber, D.D., pastor of First English Luther- 
an Church, Los Angeles, and President of the Southern Conference, preached 
the sermon on the theme, “The Means of Grace,’ choosing as his text, 
“For by grace are ye saved through faith; and that not of yourselves: it is 
the gift of God.” Ephesians 2:8. Following the sermon the order of 
service including the administration of the Holy Communion and the 
benediction by the President of Synod concluded the service. 


SPECIAL ORDER

Brethren of the Synod of California: 

As we assemble in our Forty-Third Annual Convention, it is with 
profound gratitude to God for His kind and loving care during another 
year. Although it has been one of the most critical years in the history 
of the Nation, a year of unemployment and financial complications, yet 
our churches have been supplied with the means of grace, and progress 
material, numerical, and spiritual has been made. I submit herewith an 
account of my official acts, and a statement of the condition of the work

Accessions 


September 29, 1933, the Rev. James J. Raun, having received and 
accepted a call to the pastorate of St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, San 
Francisco, presented a letter of transfer from the Kansas Synod, and his 
name was placed on our Synodical roll. 

May 25, 1934, the Rev. Delmar L. Dyreson, having accepted the call 
to the First Lutheran Church of San Diego, presented a letter of dismis- 
sion from the Illinois Synod, and upon recommendation of the Executive 
Committee, his name was placed on the Synodical roll. 


Letters of Transfer 


February 2, 1934, a request came from the Rev. H. W. Opperman for 
a Transfer from the California Synod to the Pacific Synod, which was 
granted. 
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May 25, 1934, a letter of Transfer was granted to the Rev. John ie 
McClellan in order that he might identify himself with the Ministerium 
of Pennsylvania. 

Deaths 

On Sunday evening, May 28, 1933, during one of the closing sessions 
of our last anntal soa outian: the soul of the Rev. Louis Steck Axe, the 
pastor of the First Lutheran Church of San Diego, departed this life. 
Funeral services were conducted in the Church, and were in charge of 
your President, the Rev. David R. Huber, D.D., the Rev. H. J. Weaver, 
D.D., and the Rev. H. I. Kohler assisting. The interment took place in 
Greenwood Cemetery, San Diego. 

Monday, May 14, 1934, the Rev. George Bayard Young, D.D., en- 
tered into life eternal. He gave nine of the best years of his life to the 
upbuilding of our Lutheran Church on the Pacific Coast. Funeral serv- 
ices were held in St. Paul’s Lutheran Church of Los Angeles in which 
the following participated: Rev. H. I. Kohler, Rev. W. H. Derr, Rev. 
D. R. Huber, the President of Synod; Rev. J. G. Dorn, D.D., and Rev. 
H. J. Weaver, D.D. The interment took place in Rose Hills Memorial

Resignation 


On February 5, 1934, the Rev. Erwin T. May presented his resig- 
nation as pastor of Christ Lutheran Church, Alameda, to take effect 
February 28, 1934. 


Calls Accepted 


February 1, 1934, the Rev. G. Herbert Hillerman, having accepted a 
call to the pastorate of Grace Lutheran Church, Richmond, entered upon 
his duties as pastor. 

April 25, 1934, I received a letter from the Rev. Delmar L. Dyreson 
stating that he had received and accepted a call to the pastorate of the 
First Lutheran Church, San Diego. 


Installations 


On Sunday evening, October 8, 1933, the Rev. James J. Raun, D.D., 
was installed pastor of St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, San Francisco. The 
services were in charge of the Rev. William E. Crouser, D.D., president 
of the Northern Conference. The Rev. George H. Hillerman, D.D., 
delivered the charge to the congregation, and the Rev. Ernest A. Trabert 
addressed the pastor. Rev. W. E. Crouser, D.D., conducted the Instal- 
lation ceremony. 


February 11, 1934, the Rev. G. Herbert Hillerman was installed as 
pastor of Grace Lutheran Church, Richmond. At the morning service, 
the sermon to the congregation was given by the Rev. G. H. Hillerman, 
D.D., father of the pastor-elect. At the Vesper service, the sermon to 
the pastor was preached by the Rev, James J. Raun, D.D., and the Rev. 
W. E. Crouser, D.D., performed the official act of installation. 


Pension Board Appeal 


Complying with the action of Synod, an appeal was made to the 
Executive Committee of the United Lutheran Church in America for 
such a modification of the rules governing the Pension Board, that Mrs. 
Laura C. Schindel could receive the pension of a minister’s widow. The 
legal committee of the Executive Committee to which the appeal was 
referred made the deliverance that under its charter, the Pension Board 
could not grant the requested relief. 


Sierra Madre 


In accordance with the action of last Synod, the proposed plan of 
settlement on the basis of $5,000 cash was approved. Steps were imme-

diately taken, therefore, to launch the campaign to secure the necessary 
funds. After conference with the heirs of the Blumer Estate. the time of 
settlement was so modified that the sum of $1,000 was to be paid on or 
before October 1, 1933, and the remainder by July 1, 1934. To safeguard 
the negotiations, a committee composed of Mr. F. C. Noel and Mr. 
Clarence Runkle was appointed to have oversight of the business details. 


Three stages have marked the developments. First: the effort to 
secure $1,000 cash by October 1, 1933. In this effort, the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Society responded splendidly by contributing $500; the Inner 
Mission Society of Los Angeles contributed $250; the Mary and Martha 
Circle of the First Church, Oakland, $100; the Luther League of Southern 
California, $50, and a good friend of the cause, $100, thus the first one 
thousand dollars were ready in time for the needed payment. 


The second step was a promotional effort to better acquaint the 
people with the entire project. A well attended basket luncheon was 
held on the grounds September 17, and joint rallies were conducted in 
different churches on September 24. Four thousand descriptive folders 
were printed, charts were prepared, and addresses given at both the 
Northern and Southern Conferences, 


The third stage of the campaign has been the ingathering of pledges 
and cash contributions. In the Northern Conference, this practical phase 
was placed in the hands of the Inner Mission Committee under the 
guidance of the Rev. E. A. Trabert. In the Southern Conference, the 
Inner Mission Committee with Dr. Weaver as chairman, has had charge 
of the ingathering. Rev. Orval Awerkamp was requisitioned to present 
the project to the congregations in Southern California upon a commission 
which is to be based on collections. As a result of his efforts, approxi- 
mately a thousand dollars in pledges have been received, which are pay- 
able before July 1, 1934. f 

Not all of the necessary funds are yet in sight, but time still remains 
to retrieve our opportunity in the acquisition of this property. But it 
can only be accomplished by a united and a heroic effort. Under the 
head of recommendations, I am proposing a plan; the question is: “Will 
we make the effort?” 

The Golden State Lutheran 


A resolution was passed at the last meeting of Synod, “That if found 
feasible the Executive Committee of Synod together with the Executive 
Committee of the Woman’s Missionary Society of the Synod cooperating, 
be authorized to issue a monthly bulletin promoting the work of the 
church among our congregations.’’ Accordingly a publication was begun 
in July last year. Since that time ten issues have been distributed, in 
seven of which the Missionary Society has had a separate page. Alto- 
gether, two hundred or more copies have been issued each month. Each 
issue had from five to nine pages. A total of 12,850 pages, containing 
special messages from Synodical officers or committees, announcements, 
church news, and items of interest have been sent out. All ministers on 
our Synodical roll, the congregational vice presidents, secretaries, treas- 
urers, and delegates to our last convention have received copies; also 
presidents of Missionary societies, young women’s societies, light brigades. 
In addition, copies have been mailed to the officials of the United Lutheran 
Church, the Board of American Missions, the Lutheran, and exchanges. 
The cost has averaged about $4.75 for each issue, and covers the expense 
of paper, postage, stencils, ink and envelopes. The publication of the 
paper has been a considerable task, but it has been a labor of love, and 
we desire to express sincere thanks for the words of appreciation which 
have been so frequently expressed. It is hoped that the Synodical finances 
may improve during the coming year, so that ultimately a sufficient 
number of printed papers may be distributed in our churches and that 
each home may have a copy. This matter is one of importance and should 
receive thoughtful consideration at this convention. 


10 FORTY-THIRD ANNUAL CONVENTION 


Economy Measures 


At the beginning of the year 1933, there was an overdraft in our 
Synodical Treasury amounting to $2,584. In order to husband our re- 
sources, various steps have been taken to hold our expenditures down to 
the lowest limit. Early last year, a group of men was organized to spend 
a day or two in caring for our tract of land at Sierra Madre, with the 
result that the saving of the customary expenditure of $35 was effected. 
The olive crop at Sierra Madre was harvested in part, the olives were 
preserved and sold by ladies of different churches and the funds turned 
over toward the liquidation of the indebtedness. Then, too, following 
the precedent of the preceding administration, the Home Mission and 
the Executive Committees held sectional meetings. Identical items were 
considered by one section, and later ratified by the other. During the 
past five years, the average annual expense incurred in the meetings of 
these two committees has been about $175. This year the travel expense 
has been exactly $15.95. This plan of procedure has entailed much travel, 
and necessitated considerable correspondence, but we are happy to note 
in the Treasurer’s report that our deficit has been reduced to $1,390.42; 
that all funds collected for the U.L.C.A. have been promptly remitted; 
the note to the Church Extension Society amounting to $100 has been 
paid; that $1,600 has been paid on the Sierra Madre obligation, and the 
balance remaining in the Synodical Treasury is over $700. 


Our Synodical Constitution 


For the printing of the new Synodical Constitution we are deeply 
indebted to Dr. E. P. Schueler under whose supervision the work was 
done. We are also indebted to Dr. Schueler for about six dollars for the 
expense which he incurred. This expense was to be paid by a special 
levy on the congregations. Most of them have paid their obligations, a 
few have not, although reminded of their debt. Efforts will be continued 
to collect the same. This new Synodical instrument has some features 
which if. complied with in the spirit of hearty cooperation will greatly 
promote the effectiveness of our organization. In the light of recent 
legal deliverances, the Synod of California is not an association of inde- 
pendent congregational units. In a legal sense, it is a federated organiza- 
tion closely bound together by ties that are strong and enduring. This is 
a truth that has been indubitably settled. In a spiritual sense the Synod 
of California is not only an organization, it is an organism—a body of 
which the Lord Jesus Christ is the head, and we the members thereof. 
With this ideal, let us labor together. 


Our Apportionment 


Our apportionment for the year 1933 amounted to $17,659, on which 
the Treasurer of Synod received $7,578, or approximately 43%. Special 
mention ought to be made of the five congregations which paid the full 
amount, namely: North Hollywood, Bethany, Los Angeles; Phoenix, 
Arizona;. First Church, Fresno, and St. Paul’s, Fresno. . Every congre-_ 
gation paid something. A number made their best effort to aid in the. 
work. A few have fallen far below what they have been-accustomed to do. 


Congregational Constitutions 


For the unification of the work of Synod and in conformity with 
Sec. III B of the Constitution, a copy of the Constitution and the Charter 
of each congregation ought to be in the archives of the Synod. 


The First English Lutheran Church of Los Angeles 


The First English Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, the Rev. D. R. 
Huber, D.D., pastor, won a complete victory in its seven years of liti- 
gation with Rev. W. S. Dysinger, D.D., and his supporters over the right 
to the name, organization, and property of the Church, when the Supreme 
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Court of California rendered its final decision on May 3, 1934, terminating 
the whole case. 


The controversy arose out of an attempt by the group headed by 
Dr. Dysinger to withdraw the Church from the Synod of California in 
September, 1926. The remainder of the congregation protested the at- 
tempted withdrawal, and petitioned Synod for recognition as the lawful 
congregation. After a hearing, the Synod declared a decree, granting 
recognition as the lawful congregation to that portion of the congregation 
which remained loyal to it. This decree of the Synod of California was 
later affirmed by the Commission on Adjudication of the U.L.C.A. The 
congregation then called Dr. Huber as pastor. Dr. Dysinger’s group 
refused to yield the Church’s name and property, despite the Synodical 
decree, and at the Synod’s instruction, the Church commenced civil action 
in July, 1927. 

At the first trial, the judge disregarded the Synodical decree, and 
gave the name and the organization to the defendants, headed by Dr. 
Dysinger, and ordered an equal division of the property between the two 
groups. This judgment was reversed on appeal. 

In the second trial, judgment went entirely in favor of the Church 
as recognized by Synod. In a second appeal, taken by the defendants, 
the Supreme Court on May 3, 1934, affirmed the second judgment. This 
finally ends the case. 

Certain fundamental principles are established by this action that 
vitally affect the whole United Lutheran Church. The policy of the 
Church is “Federated” or “Associated” as distinct from “Independent” 
or “Congregational.” This means that in case of congregational schism 
the civil courts merely ascertain which faction remains in connection 
with the general church government and awards that portion all the prop- 
erty and civil rights. It means further that the relative sizes of the two 
factions is immaterial; the loyal prevailing, regardless of how small a 
minority of the original congregation it constitutes. It means that the 
decrees of the upper Church Courts, the Synods and the Commission 
on Adjudication, on ecclesiastical matters are binding on civil courts, 
and will be enforced by the civil courts. Thus the power and authority 
of the Synods and the U.L.C.A. are materially strengthened, and the 
prestige of the whole Church greatly increased. 


Anniversaries 


The Twentieth Anniversary of St. Michael’s Lutheran Church, 
Berkeley, the Rev. E. A. Trabert, pastor, was observed September 24-Octo- 
ber 1, 1933. The first day of the celebration was called “The Day of Re- 
membrance,” when the first pastor, the Rev. Harvey M. Leech, narrated 
the history of the organization; Wednesday evening, September 27, was 
“The Day of Fellowship and Thanksgiving,’ when your presiding officer 
was privileged to bring greetings to the gathering. Addresses were also 
given by the Rev. Mark O. Heller and the Rev. Carl O. Lundquist of the 
Augustana Synod. Friday evening, St. Michael’s Day, was observed by 
an Anniversary Dinner, when the Rev. G. H. Hillerman, D.D., brought 
the message. The climax of the celebration came on Sunday, October 1, 
which was designated “Home Coming and Communion Sunday.” 


On Sunday, October 8, 1933, the Rev. Charles F. Oehler celebrated 
the forty-third anniversary of his pastorate in St. John’s Lutheran Church, 
Sacramento. During his ministry at Sacramento, Dr. Oehler has married 
1,850 couples, conducted 2,100 funerals, and baptized 1,500 children. 

December 3, 1933, St. Matthew’s Lutheran Church, North Hollywood, 
celebrated their second anniversary. This congregation, under the capable 
leadership of Pastor Spirer, has made notable progress, A double lot 
on a main thoroughfare has been secured, plans for the new church edifice 
have been drawn and have been approved by the Board of Architecture, 
considerable equipment has been secured, and actual building operations 
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are now under way. Dr. M. H. Stine spoke at the morning service, and 
Dr. Huber and the President of Synod addressed the evening audience. 

Monday evening, February 5, 1934, Dr. and Mrs. J. George Dorn were 
felicitated by the congregation of the Hollywood Lutheran Church in 
honor of their Silver Wedding Anniversary, and the seventh anniversary 
of their coming to Hollywood. Greetings were extended by Dr. C. W. 
Magegart, Dr. R. Warren Mottern, Dr. David R. Huber, and by the 
President of Synod. Greetings and gifts were received from many friends 
and from the congregation, and a program of music and refreshments 
concluded the occasion with hearty expressions of good wishes to the 
honored family. 

February 22, 1934, Grace Lutheran Church, Phoenix, Arizona, the 
Rev. H. A. Anspach, pastor, celebrated their twentieth anniversary. Dur- 
ing this score of years this congregation has made a notable record. A 
commodious and churchly house of worship has been erected, 225 com- 
municant members have been gathered in, $12,000 has been contributed 
for beneficence, $3,500 for local objects, and over $8,500 for all purposes. 
Grace Church, Phoenix, has the enviable distinction of paying its appor- 
tionmert 100%. 

The week beginning May 13, 1934, was the occasion for the celebra- 
tion of the Silver Anniversary of the organization of the First Lutheran 
Church of San Bernardino. Under the capable leadership of Pastor 
Schuchard and his family, this congregation is growing in numbers and 
influence. Recently the interior and the exterior of the Church has been 
repainted, the floors recarpeted, and the building renovated. On Sunday 
morning, May 13, the Rev. H. J. Weaver, D.D., delivered an historical 
address, and in the evening, Rev. Orval Awerkamp spoke. On Wednes- 
day evening at the Jubilee Banquet, the Rev. A. E. Isham and myself 
gave addresses to a record breaking attendance of members and friends 
of the congregation. 

On Thursday evening, May 24, 1934, the members and friends of the 
First Lutheran Church of Los Angeles assembled for a festival of thanks- 
giving and rejoicing because of the successful termination of their lengthy 
litigation over the possession of their church home. A sumptuous repast 
preceded the meeting in the auditorium of the church when addresses were 
delivered and inspiration gathered for the future development of this 
pioneer Lutheran Church in the great city of the Southwest. 


Improvements 


The first unit of a combined parsonage and Parish House for Temple 

Lutheran Church, San Francisco, was dedicated on Sunday, August 13 
1933. The building is said to be the most complete parsonage within the 
bounds of Synod, and is enriched with every modern convenience from 
electric refrigeration to gas furnace. The pastor’s study is on the first 
floor and is of sufficient size to accommodate mid-week meetings or the 
assembly of smaller groups. The service of dedication was performed by 
the Rev. W. E. Crouser, D.D. The Bay Cities pastors participated in 
the festive occasion. 
_ The First Lutheran Church of Oakland has been recarpeted, and the 
interior and exterior repainted, new plumbing installed, and the grounds 
so improved and beautified that this centrally located church edifice has 
been made attractive. We congratulate both pastor and people upon 
their enterprise and their hearty cooperation. y 

On Tuesday afternoon, March 13, 1934, the re i 
Lutheran Church of Fresno was damaged by fire PRS ee nee 
$500. Insurance settlement on a favorable basis enabled the church to 
be placed in even better shape than before. In addition, the auditorium 
has been refitted and redecorated, velvet chancel drapes two pulpit chairs 
hymn and Sunday School register boards have been added and the use- 
fulness and beauty of the otherwise humble house of worship enhanced 
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The National Lutheran Council 


In March, a request was received from the Secretary of the National 
Lutheran Council asking that a time be set aside for the ingathering of 
an offering for the continuation and expansion of this agency of the 
Church. Inasmuch as local efforts fer special offerings at Easter time, 
and the Sierra Madre campaign were being pressed, it was not deemed 
advisable to recommend a special offering for the National Lutheran 
Council at that time. However, this work is worthy of our cooperation, 
and if it please Synod, a later date may be designated. 


Conclusion and Recommendations 


And now, Brethren, as I give an account of the ecffice with which 
you entrusted me one year ago, may I give expression to the splendid 
cooperation with which the office has been supported. The duties of the 
Synodical Presidency, while exacting at times, have nevertheless been 
an opportunity for service, and if in some way I have been able to advance 
the interests of the Church and the Kingdom, I shall feel that my labors 
have not been in vain. For the continued advancement of the work, I 
submit the following recommendations: 


1. That the second Sunday in November be designated as the oc- 
casion for the ingathering of an offering for the National Lutheran 
Council. 


2. That the Constitution Committee be instructed to secure from 
each congregation of Synod, a copy of its Constitution and Charter. 


3. That the Executive Committee be authorized, in case the Synod- 
ical finances warrant, to issue our Synodical publication printed and dis- 
tributed amongst our congregations so that each home shall have a copy. 
The expense to be borne by the Synodical treasury, the women of the 
Missionary Society cooperating. 


4. In regard to Sierra Madre, I recommend: That Sunday, June 17, 
1934, be set aside this year as Home for the Aged Day, when the entire 
project shall be stressed in all our churches, and offerings received for 
the work and pledges paid. : 

That the sum of $700.00 be appropriated from the Synodical Treasury 
to be applied on the reduction of the Sierra Madre obligation. 


That the Executive Committee and the Trustees of Synod be author- 
ized to refinance the present indebtedness on or before July 1, 1934, by 
the method deemed most advisable.

On motion by Dr. Huber, the report of Necrologist was referred 
back to the committee so as to make arrangements with the Woman’s 
Missionary Society Convention for a joint Memorial Day Service to be 
held on Wednesday, May 30, when the report will be heard and a fitting 
service for our departed members be conducted. 


It was moved that we continue to hear reports until 4:30 P. M., and 
adjourn. 


Mr. Wm. B. Scheehl presented the following report: 


REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION COMMITTEE 


Fifteen congregations have received Home Mission aid during the 
past year. Of these two have become self-supporting—Grace Lutheran 
Church, Phoenix, Arizona, and Grace Lutheran Church, Alhambra. One 
new congregation, Beverly Hills Lutheran Church, has been taken on 
the funds of the Mission Board, making 12 mission congregations now 
supported by the Board of American Missions. The following is a resume 
of the business transacted by your committee. 


A. The Administrative 


_Seven meetings have been held during the year. Pursuant to the 
policy of economy, four of these meetings have been held in sections, the 
business transacted by those members living in one conference being 
ratified by the members in the other conference; two joint gatherings of 
all members have been held, and one has been held in the Southern 
Conference, the members in the North expressing their views by corre- 
spondence. In detail these meetings have been: May 29, 1933—Imme- 
diately after the adjournment of Synod the- entire committee met in the 
First Lutheran Church, Los Angeles, when we had the privilege of the 
presence and counsel of the Rev. E. B. Burgess, the special commissioner 
of the Board of American Missions. Meetings were held with the men 
of the Northern Conference as follows: June 13, 1933, in the Whitecotton 
Hotel, Berkeley; August 20, 1933, in St. Michael’s Lutheran Church, 
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Berkeley; “September 26, 1933, and May 10, 1934, in the First Lutheran 
Church, Oakland. The identical business was considered by the mem- 
bers of the Southern Conference in gatherings held in the First Lutheran 
Church, Los Angeles, on the following dates: June 16, July 10, October 
2, 1933, and May 22, 1934, so that a majority approved of each step taken. 


At the meeting held May 29, 1933, Dr. Burgess explained the 4-3-2 
Rule whereby: 


“Congregations, if ten years of age, shall be given a maximum 
of four years to become self-supporting; fifteen years of age, a 
maximum of three years of support; twenty years, a maximum 
of two years.” 


Whereupon, the following action was taken by the Synodical Com- 


mittee: 

5 RESOLVED: That the Synodical Committee is of the 
opinion that a strict enforcement of 4-3-2 Rule on the territory of 
this Synod would work hardship to our Synodical activities, but 
that its operation as a guiding principle would be helpful. 


RESOLVED: That the Synodical Committee in taking the 
above action is motivated by the desire to cooperate fully in every 
particular with the Board of American Missions in planting the 
Church upon the Pacific Coast. 


RESOLVED: That the Synodical Mission Committee of 
the Synod of California respectfully suggests to the Executive 
Committee and the President of the United Lutheran Church in 
America that the Home Mission work on the Pacific Coast would 
be greatly stimulated if a representative Pastor on the Coast were 
nominated a member of the Board of American Missions. 


At a subsequent meeting the following suggestions made by Dr. 
Burgess were approved by the Synodical Committee: 


1. That the Home Mission Committee of the Synod of California 
will organize no new mission, without first submitting a careful survey 
of the field to the Board of American Missions and securing its consent. 

2. That the President of the Synod of California will not send a 


guest preacher to a vacant mission with his recommendation until after 
he is approved by the Executive Secretary of the Board of American 
Missions. 

3. That the Executive Secretary of the Board on receipt of such a 
request for approval, shall at once assume responsibility for the reply by 
air mail or telegram, giving three things: first, approval or disapproval of 
the candidate; second, the amount of salary approved; and third, the 
amount of salary to be appropriated by the Board. 

While these methods of administration were suggested, they have 
not yet been accepted by the Board of American Missions. 


B. Financial 


The Synodical Committee approved the extension of the following 
Church Extension loans: 


St. Michael’s Berkeley, for a balance due on a loan of $1,650 to De- 
cember 31, 1934, provided the Board cancels all interest up to December 
31, 1934, and provided the congregation pays $250 on the principal on or 
before January 2, 1934. 


Hollywood Lutheran Church, for an extension of its loan of $4,350 
to December 31, 1934, the congregation having agreed to pay $350 on the 
principal before December 31, 1934, provided the Board cancels all interest 
to December 31, 1934. 
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The application of St. Paul’s, Los Angeles, for a renewal of the 
Church Extension loan of $2,900 without interest to December 31, 1934, 
with the agreement that $25 shall be paid on the principal before De- 
cember 31, 1934. 

The Committee endorsed a loan of $1,750 from the Church Extension 
Board to St. Matthew’s Lutheran Church, North Hollywood, for a period 
of five years without interest. A 

Also an Interest Grant of $200 to Grace Lutheran Church, Phoenix, 
Arizona, for the year 1934. 

An Interest Grant of $180 to Grace Lutheran Church, Richmond, 
California. 

A loan of $500 was made to Temple Lutheran Church, San Francisco, 
in harmony with the adjustment made by Dr. Burgess. 

The Committee endorsed the request of Trinity Lutheran Church, 
Long Beach, for a loan of $5,000 and a gift of $2,000 for the reconstruc- 
tion of its church edifice destroyed by the earthquake. This application 
was reinforced by Synodical and Conference resolutions and an urgent 
appeal by the President of Synod. However, the Board replied: “We 
regret that we cannot recommend action because of the impossible and 
unreasonable conditions imposed by the bank.” 


C. The 1934 Budget 


As a result of decreased receipts, the Board of American Missions 
found it necessary “to require a uniform reduction of 30% of all Synodical 
budgets.” In making up the budget for the missions of Synod for 1934 
in compliance with this mandatory decree, the following applications and 
grants were allowed:

Bethany, Los Angeles, organized 1926; confirmed membership, 125; 
Rev. H. I. Kohler, pastor; aid on salary, $600; the congregation to pay 
$1,375, without parsonage. 

St. Matthew’s, North Hollywood, organized 1931; confirmed mem- 
bership, 77; Rev. E. N. Spirer, pastor; aid on salary, $800; the congrega- 
tion to pay $420, without parsonage. 

Grace, Richmond, organized 1924; confirmed membership, 108; Rev. 
Herbert Hillerman, pastor; aid on salary, $620; congregation to pay $600.

REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


Six meetings have been held during the year, and following the 
precedent of last year, sectional meetings have been held in the interest 
of economy. A resume of the business considered follows: 

I. Matters referred to the Executive Committee. 

a. Army and Navy Chaplains. As no such officials are connected 
with our Synod, and in view of the information received that the Lutheran 
laymen have this work as one of their objectives, no definite action was 
deemed necessary at this time. 

b. Regarding the request of the Statistical and Church Year Book 
Committee. The commendable progress being made in this line is such 
that no action was deemed necessary. 

II. the first meeting was held June 16th, 1933. The list of com- 
mittees was submitted and after conference and necessary changes, was 
approved. The invitation of the First Lutheran Church of Oakland to 
hold the 1934 Convention in that Church, was accepted. 

The contract for the printing of the minutes of Synod was awarded 
to the Jensen Printing Co., of San Diego. 


20 FORTY-THIRD ANNUAL CONVENTION 


The Treasurer was authorized to have stationery printed. The work 
of printing the Synodical Constitution was placed under the supervision 
of the Rev. E. P. Schueler. 


August 29, 1933. The publication of the Synodical Bulletin was 
authorized, and the expense for the printing of the July and August issues 
amounting to $8.35 was allowed, also the following claims: Jensen 
Printing Company for advance copies of the Treasurer’s annual report, 
also the parochial tables, $8.00; insurance on the Stumpf property, $25.00; 
Joint Seminary Committee travel expense, $19.25. 


Plans were made for a luncheon and rally in the interests of the 
Sierra Madre Campaign. 


On motion it was deemed inadvisable on account of present obli- 
gations to support a campaign for the Pacific Theological Seminary. 


September 29, 1933. The following bills were ordered paid: Jensen 
Printing Co., $274, for printing minutes; $7.65 to the Secretary of Synod 
for distribution of minutes; $2.65 to Dr. Oehler for expense in attending 
Home Mission Committee meeting; $1.95, expense of the Committee on 
Evangelism; $5.53 for Monthly Bulletin.

The President of Synod, in cooperation with the Inner Mission Com- 
mittee, was authorized to arrange with Orval A. Awerkamp to work in 
the interest of the Sierra Madre property campaign. 


A request from Mrs. A. E. Bernheim, Pasadena, seeking Synodical 
release from certain property interests, was received and the following 
motion adopted: “That in the judgment of the Executive Committee this 
matter is not within the jurisdiction of this Committee, and that the re- 
quest be referred to the Synod of California for consideration.”

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PARISH AND 
CHURCH SCHOOLS 
Fathers and Brethren: 

During the past year the event of greatest interest was the visit of 
the Rev. C. H. B. Lewis, Field Secretary of the Parish and Church School 
Board, with various groups and churches in the California Synod. Those 
who heard him and incorporated his suggestions into their programs have 
been greatly benefited. 

I wish to thank Dr. Trabert for his arrangement of the itinerary in 
the North and commend those responsible for the remarkable meetings 
in Sacramento for their enthusiastic efficiency. 

Your particular consideration is requested for the following items: 

1. A program of Parish Education is being developed for the Synods 
and will be presented to the Synodical Committee on Parish Education. 

2. The comprehensive plan is now in the hands of a spceial com- 
mittee for revision. 

3. During the past twelve months the Board received only $8,000 
On apportionment. 

The Augsburg International Uniform Series is being revised and 
the first changes will appear in the October, 1934, quarterlies. 

The Christian Life Course has been completed and more than 
400,000 copies are being distributed quarterly. In October of this year 
the first three-year cycle will have been completed. Those who have not 
incorporated this course fully into their Church School program should 
very promptly consider doing so this fall. 

The Christian Life Course deals with religious education in terms 
of enablement for Christian Living. 

The Japanese Lutheran Church, at its request, has been granted the 
privilege of printing the entire course in Japanese. 

6. A new Lutheran Leadership course is being prepared. It will 
provide texts on two levels. The first of the series will be ready for use 
this October. In the interest of a great advance in religious education 
(see U.L.C. Executive Board communication to the Synod) subscribe for, 
read and study the 100% improved Parish School Magazine. 

7. Above all (based on questionnaires and personal inquiries), I feel 
that our greatest need is for more thorough praying and Bible studying 
Church School teachers. I believe that the securing of more private 
Bible study on the part of our teachers holds the key to the use of the 
Church School as our most successful means for evangelism.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


The vital need of man is God, and, reverently speaking, God needs 
man; and He has made every effort to secure him, culminating in the 
Cross of Calvary and the resurrection from Joseph’s tomb. He has 
continued His entreaties by the Holy Spirit operating through the be- 
liever. No other way has been provided to reach the world, and yet the 
Church has been negligent in prosecuting its Divine commission, while 
the world has been indifferent, if not hostile, to the message of grace. 
The demand today, as ever, is to arouse the Church that it may meet the 
challenge. Your Committee has made approaches to the pastors of the 
Synod, asking for suggestions how best to accomplish this end, and 
proposing some programs for trial. Only a small percentage of the 
pastors made any response to these appeals, so that consequently there 
is no data from which to make a comprehensive and reliable report on 
the status of Evangelistic effort in the Synod, although we are convinced 
that our pastors generally have as their chief concern the giving of the 
good news of grace and salvation to the people in an effective manner. 
In contact with the people of the congregations we have discovered a 
real desire to secure a more thorough understanding of the Word. We’ 
are persuaded that what is needed, and what is also desired by the mem- 
bers of our congregations, is a righty divided Word, under the instruction 
of a specially prepared teacher. The call is not for any high pressure 
evangelism, but for a clear, pointed presentation and application of the 
Word. 

We would recommend, therefore, that the Synod instruct its incoming 
Committee on Evangellism to arrange for such special studies by the 
pastors themselves, or with the assistance of some qualified Lutheran 


teacher.

REV. G. BAYARD YOUNG, D.D. : 
Rev. G. Bayard Young, D. D., was born at Esperance, New York, 


October 24, 1873. He shook mortality’s dust from his immortal robes Ke 


and triumphed in death Monday, May 14, 1934 at 8 p. m. 

_ “At evening time it shall be light,’’ was in truth a blessed reality. ie 
His scholastic attainments and natural ability qualified him as a Ke 
preacher, writer and lecturer and having traveled at large including 
Europe and Asia during the time he was teacher in Robert College, Ke 
Constantinople, Turkey, and later. following his marriage, with his Ie 
bride, they visited the Holy Land and other interesting places. 

He was graduated from Hartwick Seminary in 1902 and served Ke 


congregations at Ramsey, New Jersey, the Church of the Redeemer; 
Brooklyn, N. Y., St. Matthew’s, for twenty-one years, and as a mem- 
ber of the Near East Commission he served in the countries of Egypt, 
Turkey, Palestine and Mesopotamia, following the World War. In 
1925 he became pastor of the First Lutheran Church, San Diego, 
where he remained for three years and accepting a call to the Cen- 
tral Lutheran Church, Seattle, Washington, where he remained until 
1930, when he received a call to the St. Paul’s Lutheran Church of 
Los Angeles, where he served faithfully until his transfer to the 
Church Triumphant ‘in heaven above named.”

The committee recommends that the proper authorities of Synod make the 
request to said Board as indicated by the Southern Conference.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STUDENT WORK 
(Southern Conference) 


The Student Work in the Southern Conference has progressed in an 
encouraging manner, and we feel that it is forging to the front and aiding in 
holding our Lutheran students true to the Faith. 

The Lutheran Associates have been carrying on in a very creditable man- 
ner, They have aided the work in many ways; such as dinners, teas and 
social gatherings. They have also had the cause of the Student Work pre- 
sented at church gatherings. Their zeal and encouraging support has given 
an impetus to the work. 

Student Secretary Appointed 

Miss Eleanor Magnussen was appointed Lutheran Students Secretary, 
and she has been pushing the work with great zeal and ability. Much of the 
success of the work is due to her service. She is making great sacrifice for 
the work and her remuneration is very small, but her interest in the work 
has been the incentive to push the work with vigor. 


Dr. C. P. Harry’s Visit 

During the Fall Dr. C. P. Harry, Secretary of the Board of Education, 
made a visit to the Coast and visited the various institutions and organiza- 
tions. He met with and spoke to a number of the Lutheran Student bodies, 
as well as with many outside of the immediate student organizations. He 
had the privilege of presenting the work at the meeting of the Fall Confer- 
ence, and inspired that body greatly by his earnest talks. His presence was 
a great inspiration to the whole student body. He gave a new impetus to the 
work. 

Lutheran Students’ Regional Conference 

This was one of the first Regional Conferences held here on the Coast. It 
comprised the colleges of the Coastal States. About fifty delegates were 
present. It was counted as one of the outstanding gatherings of the Lutheran 
students. 

Dr. Harry made a special visit to the Conference and became the guiding 
spirit of the sessions. This Conference made history in the Lutheran Stu- 
dents’ work of the West Coast. 


Special College Activities 
University of California at Los Angeles—The Lutheran Club is a very 
active one and is doing splendid work among the Lutheran students. They 
are real live wires, and are keeping the work moving. They hold their meet- 
ings every week. A weekly Bible class has been conducted with a large 
attendance. i : ; 

University of Southern California—Special attention is being given to the 
work in this institution. It receives sympathy and encouragement from the 
leaders of the University. Various social and religious activities are being 
carried on, also addresses to various bodies. The work has a very bright 
outlook here. a ' 

Los Angeles Junior College—In this institution they have a very inter- 
esting Luther Club with lots of pep. They hold a weekly Forum of Campus 
Problems which is unique in its subjects and ideas. They frequently have 
Sunday afternoon teas with stirring speakers. And they have many social 
features. 

The student pastor meets with students every Wednesday for an hour 
to advise and counsel those who attend this hour. The work in this insti- 
tution is very encouraging. Miss Magnusson has her office in building— 


Newman Hall—of this institution. 


Church Visitation 
The various Lutheran churches are being contacted either by Miss Mag- 
nusson or other speakers, who create interest in this work and in many cases 
secure financial help for the work. 
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Social Activities 

Among the activities to secure an interest in and hold the Lutheran stu- 
dents closer to the work besides the religious activities are a number of social 
events. Beach parties, mountain hiking, college socials and events that will 
interest the students and give them recreation from the grind of college 
plugging—these have contributed to the work. 

We would plead for a more lively interest of the Synod in this all im- 
portant work. Unless the church is alive to the danger that threatens the 
student body of the nation, and makes every effort to hold the Christian stu- 
dent to the “Faith of the Fathers,’ the deadly influence of evil and discon- 
tent will undermine the faith of our young people. Let us not fail in our 


duty in this matter.

REPORT OF STUDENT WORK COMMITTEE 
(Northern Conference) 

Organized student work is carried on at the University of California at 
Berkeley, which has approximately 165 Lutheran students in attendance. Of 
this number more than 90 have been contacted individually. The Luther Club 
of the University has made great progress during the year, and instituted the 
plan of sending out deputations to the churches of different Lutheran bodies. 

The pastor of the First Lutheran Church of Fresno has made the effort 
to inaugurate the work at the Fresno Junior College, but has met with little 
success. In San Jose the pastor of Grace Church has been able to make con- 
ee with students at the San Jose Teachers College, but there is no organized 
work. 

There are a number of Junior Colleges in the territory of the Northern 
Conference and the Synod should take steps to plan for some definite work 
amongst them. The Board of Education stands ready to give counsel and 
support to such work if once inaugurated. 


In view of the fact that there are no Lutheran Church schools in Cali- 
fornia, and the young men and young women of. our congregations are attend- 
ing the State institutions, the Church must follow them and minister to their 
spiritual needs if she is to retain her hold on them.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Rev. Mark C. Heller read the report of the Committee on President’s 
Report, Dr. D. R. Huber, presiding, and motion prevailed to receive and con- 
sider the report seriatim. 

We commend the President of our Synod, the Rev. J. E. Hoick, for his 
concise and well-written report pertaining to his own activities and matters 
directly concerned with the welfare of our Synod. In reviewing this report 
and noting the results attained, we express our gratitude to God for His 
Divine guidance in giving us a leader, in this critical period of stress and 
strain, whose calm judgment and wise counsel lends confidence to the entire 
personnel of our Synodical organization. Deserving of special mention are 
(1) the program of financial economy, and administration of the Synod’s 
funds, resulting in a reduction of the Synod’s indebtedness by about $1200 or 
nearly 50% of the total, and the regular monthly remittance of funds assigned 
to the treasury of the U.L.C.A.; (2) the promotion program looking to- 
ward the speedy clearance of all indebtedness on the Sierra Madre property, 
with results that have been beyond the wildest dream of the most imagina- 
tive, in that $1600 has already been contributed in cash and another $1000 
will be made available before July 1 in unpaid pledges and in further con- 
tributions from congregations who have not reported to date; and (3) the 
effort at making the Golden State Lutheran a source of real information to 
every pastor and congregation on Synodical affairs throughout the year. 

We note the four recommendations made by our President to this Con- 
vention, and this committee would move their adoption, with the further 
recommendation that the sum of $700 be inserted -in the blank space designed 
by the President for the purpose. 

Items Nos. 1, 2 and 3 were adopted. 

Item No. 4, following a general discussion in which a number of the 
brethren took part, was unanimously adopted by a rising vote. Report adopted 
as a whole. 

Synod adjourned with prayer by Pastor H. F. Schmidt.

tributed during the last year $250.00 to the Sierra Madre debt and dis- 
tributed over $300.00 to needy Lutherans. 


We hope that a similar Society may be organized in the Bay region 
to do works of loving service to God’s poor. We commend the Mary and 
Martha Circle of the First Lutheran Church of Oakland, for splendid 
work done and recommend that similar circles be organized in all of our 
churches. 


We have concentrated our efforts on raising money on the Home for 
the Aged debt, codperating with the President of Synod who has reported 
the aim, methods and results so far.

RESOLUTIONS 
Resolved: : 
(1) Whereas, the Grace Lutheran Church of Richmond, California, 
is indebted to the California Synod in the amount of $1600.00 as evidenced 
by two notes, plus accrued interest on this amount, and whereas these 
notes are now past due and no payment has been made on the principal or 


the interest, 
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The Executive Committee is authorized to arrange for and accept a 
new note for the amount of the principal and with the same terms as the 
two notes now held and upon receipt of such new note to waive payment 
of the unpaid interest which has accrued to date. Carried. 

(2) That the Executive Committee of the Synod make an approach 
through the proper channels seeking to secure representation on the Board 
of American Missions on the Pacific Coast. Carried. 

(3) “Attuned by reason of the year’s keen anticipation, Synod finally 
came to the realization of our First Church, situated at the very center of 
the far-flung suburban city of Oakland. The pastor and members had 
ready for Synod a church adorned as a bride for her groom! All renovated 
inside and outside. We tread on soft modernistically designed carpets; 
we admired the landscaping about the edifice, which stands on a corner 
lot, a proof of a first rate type of mind on part of the founders. These 
amenities together with the sunshine and the welcome, imparted serenity 
to the pleasant days of our session. Synod, therefore, desires to express 
sincere appreciation to the pastor, the council, the ladies, and the entire 
membership, and requests the resolution to be read at a public service of 
the congregation.” Carried. 

(4) That this Synod designate the Rev. George H. Hillerman, D.D., 
as Synodical Bible Teacher, (with title Bible Study Teacher) without 
salary, and recommend him to our congregations for the conducting of 
Bible Study Missions or Bible Conferences. Carried. 

(5) That we heartily endorse the Lutheran Unity program of the 
Lutheran Men’s Alliance of Los Angeles. Carried. 

(6) That the Synod of California herewith endorse Midland College 
as its Institution; that we recommend to our young men and women the 
opportunities it affords and that we endeavor to raise $500.00 in this 
Synodical year in support of the institution on the basis of former 
appropriation. Carried.

STATE OF THE CHURCH REPORT 


_ Thirty-five blanks were sent out and thirty returned—a fine record in 
view of the fact that reports went out so late. 


Twenty-eight reported 50% increase in attendance, while 50% re- 
ported stationary attendance. 


Seventeen report one service only per Sunday, and ten report two 
services for the major portion of the year. 


Nine report regular mid-week services all the year, others part of 
the year. 

Family worship is not extensively observed. In fact few of the pastors 
have the knowledge at hand and approximate from five to twenty per cent. 

Festival Days are generally observed, with Holy Communion occasions 
from four to fourteen, or an average of six per annum. 

About one-third of the congregations plan for a two-year course in 
catechetical instruction with nineteen out of twenty-eight using the Chris- 
tian Life Course in the Sunday School, with an attendance of Sunday 
School pupils at church service from five to one hundred per cent. Ap- 
uEOnnately fifty per cent of Church Council members attend the Sunday 

chool. 

About one-half report difficulty in holding the young people. 

Ten good Brotherhood organizations were reported in the Synod. 
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_ Practically all congregations use the Duplex envelopes but only two- 
thirds report successful Every Member Canvass for securing their annual 
budgets and only fifty per cent send out quarterly statements with 
regularity. 

k The contributions for current expenses exceed those for benevolences 
in all the congregations with five reporting an equal number contributing 
to both, and one reporting a greater number contributing to benevolences. 

Sixteen report remitting monthly benevolence receipts to the Synodical 
Treasurer. 

Replies indicate that at the present time church records are being well 
kept, though in some cases records formerly were poorly kept and much 
information about congregations is, therefore, not now available. 

Properties appear for the major part in good condition, and are satis- 
factorily insured. 

One congregation average is thirty-nine per cent male membership. 

THE COMMITTEE. 


The Minutes of the concluding session were read and approved. 


THE PRESIDENT OF SYNOD SPEAKS 


President John Edward Hoick addressed the Synod, expressing grate- 
ful appreciation in recognition of past codperation and challenged us to 
future loyalty and service in the year to come. Suggesting as a slogan: 
“One is your Master and ye are brethren.” 

On motion, Synod adjourned, using the prescribed form for the closing 
of Synods in the “Occasional Services.”

The Women’s Society joined the Synod for the Holy Communion 
Service at 10 A. M., in the First English Lutheran Church, 16th and Grove 
Street, Rev. Mark Owen Heller, pastor. 


Tuesday Afternoon, May 29th. 


The Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod of California convened 
in the Swedish Lutheran Church, Oakland, at 1:30 P. M., with the Presi- 
dent, Mrs. J. E. Hoick, in the chair. There were 65 present, 35 delegates 
and 30 visitors. The Opening Service was conducted by the president, 
and the convention was then declared open. 

At the request of the president, who had also been chairman of the 
program committee, the secretary brought the program to the attention 
of the convention for action. On motion the program was accepted. 

Seven new organizations were received at this time: Five Young 
Women’s—Gardena, St. John’s; Oakland, First; San Bernardino, Y. W. 
and Junior Y. W.; Redlands, First; and two Light Brigades—L. A. First, 
and Sacramento First. 

Devotions—“The Light Prophesied,’ Isa. 9:2-9, conducted by Mrs. 
E. A. Trabert. 

After the roll-call, the address of welcome was given by Miss Rosa 
Flathman, greetings from the Augustana Conference by Mrs. V. G. Ogren, 
President of the Northern District, and the response by Mrs. E. N. Spirer. 


The yearly reports of the officers then followed: 


PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


Members of the Woman’s Missionary Society of the Synod of California: 
Dear Co-workers :— 

“If we walk in the light, as he is in the light, we have fellowship one 
with another.” In the seclusion of our homes we have conducted our 
synodical work by communications, one with another, for a period of 
twelve months. Now, as we are assembled in annual convention, may the 
fellowship of this gathering be blessed and may a joy fill our hearts as 
we recount our experiences, each woman for the task she was assigned as 
officer or secretary and each delegate for her society. We trust you have 
come hither prayerfully, in the spirit of the Great Missionary, our Lord 


and Master. : 
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A Distinction 


Last year we learned through statistics published by the General Sec- 
retary that our Synodical ranked second among the thirty-one Synodical 
Societies in the United Lutheran Church, with 20% of the communicant 
membership of our churches belonging to the Woman’s Missionary Society. 
Older and larger Synodicals claim a percentage of seven, ten or fifteen. 
This year it was made public at the January meeting of the General Execu- 
tive Board that California had risen to first place. Not that our member- 
ship has increased very much, but the Synodical formerly holding first 
place has somewhat decreased. This is something we can justly be proud 
of and it speaks of loyalty and devotion on the part of our workers. After 
having climbed to this enviable position, what shall we do about it? It 
will mean.something to maintain it, but I would suggest that we strive for 
even a better and large Synodical with a membership of 1000. Some of 
our societies have had good results with membership campaigns recently, 
working with the best known instruments: prayer, faith, a cordial invita- 
tion and the visitation department. ~ 

De Amicis says of Holland that “it is an odd country. Everything in 
it seems to be playiri< ac nide-and-seek. The facades of the houses hide 
the roofs, the trees hide the houses, the city hides the ships, the dykes 
hide the canals, the fog hides the fields, the dunes hide the sea.” Ina 
similar way many women hide behind one excuse and another when invited 
to work with us, but patient effort is very often crowned with success. We 
are living in times that demand heroism, fearlessness, industry and con- 
tempt for ease. If there are christian women who resign themselves to 
the ornamental, the cultural or the social activities of life, they are not 
proving adequate in this day of opportunity. We crave educated women 
for our missionary societies and the Master is calling them for service. 

If Christ is the Light of the world, if He is the supreme need of the 
world today, what greater purpose or resolve could one have than to 
propagate christianity? It is not enough to pray and remain idle. 
Myconius, a German theologian and friend of Martin Luther, did that and 
dreamed of a great field of standing corn with one reaper trying to harvest 
it all. The lone laborer was spent and exhausted, but still persisted in his 
task. He recognized his old friend Luther. “It is not enough that I 
should pray,” he said when awakened, “the fields must be reaped,” and he 
went out and shared his friend’s labors in the reformation period. 


Our Funds 


Notwithstanding the fact that this year has been most difficult for 
every one financially, we have exceeded the total amount of the previous 
year with our contributions. The Sierra Madre Fund, our “special” for 
the Synod, reached the perfect mark of $500. Your officers commend you 
for this splendid achievement and are deeply grateful for the codperation 
of all, you have lived up to the motto of the present day, “We do our part.” 

The Voluntary Offering for our Rocky Boy Mission of $200 is nearly 
complete, we will finish it this quarter. Because of the historical back- 
ground of our own state, we should take a lasting interest in this work 
for the Indians. 

The Paper 


Just before Synod closed last year it was decided to issue a monthly 
bulletin, “with the Women’s Missionary Society codperating.” We had 
taken no action regarding this matter and I therefore issued two circular 
letters during the summer until our Executive meeting was held in the 
fall and we had the opportunity of considering the project. We found 
that with little expense we could have a page in “The Golden State 
Lutheran.” For seven months you have had the privilege of perusing the 

pink page” in the paper and we trust you have been benefited and our 


work has been advanced thereby. It has been a big task, but important 
and necessary. : 
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Young Women’s Work 


Momentum has been given to this department this past year by the 
organization of numerous societies and we might befittingly call it a record 
year. We hope this movement will spread throughout our Synodical and 
the young women in every congregation eventually find themselves 
organized. 

Our Loss 


With the going of Mrs. N. N. Harter from scenes of earth to the 
realms beyond, we are bereft of one of our Executive Members, our Box- 
Work Secretary. We desire to pay tribute to her faithfulness for five years 
in this capacity and will leave the events of her life for the Historian to 
record, 

Activities 

On June 16th an Executive Committee meeting was held at the home 
of the President with 11 members present and letters from those absent. 
Plans for the launching of the Sierra Madre Fund were made, after mes- 
sages from the east giving favorable sanction to the “special” were read. 
The stationery for the officers and department secretaries was given out 
that day. 

Early in July we learned of the brief visit of Miss Mette Blair, mis- 
sionary on furlough from India. A union meeting was announced and 
was held on Sunday afternoon, July 16th, in the First Church of Los 
Angeles. About sixty people were present. Miss Blair gave an interest- 
ing address, stressing chiefly the work among the blind in India. She left 
for the east immediately after the service. 

During August we corresponded with Miss Louisa A. Miller, another 
missionary on furlough from India, then in Woodburn, Oregon, regard- 
ing her coming to California. After receiving replies indicating her 
readiness to be present at our Conferences in the fall, I turned the matter 
over to the Conference Presidents. 


September 17th was Rally Day for the Sierra Madre project and 
several hundred people gathered on the property for a basket luncheon. 
Speeches were made and your President responded for the Synodical So- 
ciety, urging upon the women present to take active participation in the 
campaign and help raise the $500 we had promised Synod. 

October 3rd I sent a letter of sympathy in the name of our Synodical 
to Miss Flora Prince, our General President, whose esteemed father had 
just passed way. 

October 12th it was my privilege to attend a banquet given by the 
Y. W. of Bethany Church, L. A., when also the opportunity to speak to 
them was afforded. 

October 26th greetings were extended by your presiding officer to the 
Southern Conference in session at St. Paul’s Church, L. A. A letter of 
greeting was also sent to the Northern Conference. 


An Executive Committee meeting was held October 26th after the 
first session of the Southern Conference; 11 members were present with 
cards from absentees. The following decisions were made: to take a page 
in the Circular Letter issued by Synod, the same to cost $1.00 per month; 
to have convention report blanks printed for the delegates’ use; to make 
Voluntary Offerings for the Rocky Boy Mission during the March quarter, 
to be our “special” for the General Society; to have delegates send cre- 
dentials to the Recording Secretary before the convention in May, 1934. 

In January a card shower was sent by the members of the Executive 
Committee to our beloved Treasurer, Mrs. John Hjort, who was seriously 
injured in an accident. We are grateful to God for her recovery. 

The first Monday in March the Executive Committee met at the home 
of the President. Nine members present (one lacking for quorum) and two 
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visitors, The resignation of Mrs. Harter was received. Mrs. D. Edward 
Wright was appointed Assistant Box Work Secretary. Matters pertaining 
to this convention were discussed, our “special” for the coming year and 
other projects. a ' 

During March and April we had the privilege of having Rev. and Mrs.

April 19th your President extended greetings on behalf of our Synod- 
ical to the W. M. S. of the Augustana Conference in session in Los An- 
geles, Bethel Lutheran Church entertaining. 

Also, April 20th I attended, as the guest of Mrs. E. C. Bentz, the 15th 
anniversary of the Glendale Federated Missionary Society, and was called 
upon to say “a few words,” congratulating this organization on its 
splendid achievements. 

It was my pleasure to be present at the May Fiesta of the Y. W. M. S. 
of the Southern Conference held at Alhambra, and to felicitate and com- 
mend the young women for the work done in the Conference the past six 
months. 

Floral tributes were sent in the name of the Synodical Executive 
Committee to the funeral of Mrs. N. N. Harter in April and the funeral 
of Dr. G. Bayard Young in May. 

The total number of cards, personal letters, and pages for the W. M. 
S. for the paper containing messages this past year is 1600.

As we assemble in the 44th Annual Convention of our Synod, it.is with 
commingled feelings that we review the work of the past year. There have been 
problems and perplexities, and yet, there has been progress; we have had trials, 
and yet there have been triumphs; sacrifices and withal successful service. 

A general survey of the work of Synod reveals the fact that the progress has 
been both material and spiritual. Four church edifices have been or are in pro-

cess of erection. Debts have been reduced, a bothersome mortgage has been 
obliterated, and the totals of our Statistician indicate growth and progress in 
almost every item. For all this we thank God and take courage. 


In the care of the Churches, your President has given unstintedly of time 
and effort. The fact is that no one except those who in recent years have filled 
this office, can appreciate the insistent demands that are made upon the executive 
officer of Synod for conferences and correspondence. 

I herewith submit a detailed statement of my official acts, and the status of 


the work of Synod. 
Resignations 


July 22, 1934, the Rev. Edward P. Schueler, D. D. presented his resignation 
as pastor of Grace Lutheran Church, Santa Barbara, to take effect September 
30, 1934. 

December 14, 1934, the Rev. G. Herbert Hillerman resigned as pastor of 
Grace Lutheran Church, Richmond, Calif., to become effective February 28, 1935. 


January 16, 1935, the Rev. W. H. Derr tendered his resignation as pastor 
of Trinity Lutheran Church, Pasadena, Calif., closing his pastorate Easter 
Sunday, April 21, 1935. 

Calls Accepted 


December 29, 1934, the Rev. Erwin T. May accepted the call to the pastorate 
of Grace Lutheran Church, Santa Barbara, Calif., and began his work January 
1, 1935: 

Under date of April 25, 1935, Mr. Orval Awerkamp informed me that he 
had received and accepted a call to the pastorate of Grace Lutheran Church of 
Richmond, California. 

Installation 


On Sunday evening, January 27, 1935, the Rev. Erwin T. May was duly 
inducted into the pastorate of Grace Lutheran Church, Santa Barbara, the 
President of Synod conducting the services. 


Ordination 


Having received and accepted a call to the pastorate of Grace Lutheran 
Church, Richmond, California, Mr. Orval A. Awerkamp presents himself for 
ordination at this convention of Synod. The program has been readjusted, so 
that this impressive service will be held on Thursday evening. Dr. H. J. Weaver 
will preach the ordination sermon. 


Corner Stone Laying 


On Sunday, September 16, 1934, the corner stone of St. Matthew’s Lutheran 
Church, North Hollywood, was laid with impressive ceremonies. Addresses were 
delivered by the Rev. E. A. Trabert, D. D., the Rev. David R. Huber, D. D., and 
the President of Synod. The Pastor of the congregation, the Rev. Edward N. 
Spirer, conducted the liturgical service and officiated at the laying of the corner 
stone. : 

Sunday, February 10, 1935, the corner stone of Bethany Lutheran Church, 
the Rev. Henry Irving Kohler, pastor, was laid. Addresses were given by the 
President of Synod, and the Rev. David R. Huber, D. D. The following ministers 
participated in the services: The Rev. J: George Dorn, D. D., the Rev. Edward 
N. Spirer, the Rev. G. L. Hudson, and the Rev. H. J. Weaver, D. D. The pastor 
of Bethany, the Rev. H. I. Kohler, officiated at the formal ceremony of laying 
the corner stone. 

Church Dedications 


_ Rebuilt and restored, and made more beautiful and substantial than ever, 
Trinity Lutheran Church, Long Beach, Calif., the Rev. Daniel J. Snyder, D. De 
pa hie yeep on Sunday, June 24, 1934, with special services at 11 A. M. 
an . M. 

Reconstructed under the supervision of Mr. F. M. Thresh, a member of the 
congregation, along the same lines as the original church with the single omission 
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of the lofty tower, with walls reinforced with steel and concrete pillars and 
binders, the reconstructed edifice stands as a monument to the courage and 
devotion of a loyal pastor and people. 


At the morning service, the President of Synod delivered the sermon. At 
the dedicatory service in the afternoon, the-Rev. David R. Huber, D. D., spoke 
and the following pastors took part: The Rev. J. George Dorn, D. D., the Rev. 
H. J. Weaver, D. D., Rev. John A. M. Ziegler, D. D., while the formal dedicatory 
service was conducted by the pastor, the Rev. Daniel J. Snyder, D. D. 


April 7, 1935, the remodeled, enlarged, and beautiful Bethany Lutheran 
Church, Los Angeles, the Rev. Henry Irving Kohler, pastor, was dedicated. Upon 
approaching the edifice, one would scarcely recognize the former structure, so 
completely has it been transformed. The facade has been elevated so as to give 
an imposing appearance. On either side of the centrally locafed arched entrance 
are spacious rooms. The one on the right hand is the pastor’s study; on the left 
is a room for minor meetings. Three massive trusses have supplanted the former 
roof supports, and a spaciousness has been added to the auditorium, which 
measures 31x90 with inclined floor and a seating capacity of 225. Above the 
chancel is a large arch of artistic proportions, which, with the two smaller arches 
above the chancel choir, together with the carpeted floors, comfortable pews, and 
pipe organ, give the auditorium a rea! churchly atmosphere. 

The social room, 41x54, has been placed at right angles to the auditorium, 
and so connected by folding doors that 300 additional seats may be added, making 
a total seating capacity of 550. 

Pastor Kohler and his loyal people are to be congratulated upon the im- 
provements, which have been made in a very economical manner. 

At the morning service, the Rev. Edward P. Schueler, D. D., the organizer 
of the congregation, preached the sermon; and in the afternoon, the Rev. S. H. 
Yerian, D. D., the first pastor of the church, gave the message. The pastor of the 
congregation conducted the dedicatory service. The following ministers partici- 
pated: Rev. J. George Dorn, D. D., the Rev. Edward Wright, the Rev. James 
P. Beasom, Jr. Greetings were extended by the President of Synod, the Rey. 
W, H. Derr, the Rev. G. L. Hudson, the Rev. Edward N. Spirer, the Rev. George 
Schuchard, and the Rev. William Dentler. 

Dr. Herbert J. Weaver, delivered the Vesper sermon, when the two manual 
pipe organ was dedicated by the pastor. The Bethany choir furnished music for 
the occasion. 

St. Matthew’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, North Hollywood, Rev. E. N. 
Spirer, pastor, is nearing completion. This edifice is located on Camarillo Boule- 
vard, one hundred and fifty feet west of Lankershim Boulevard. It will have a 
spacious auditorium, well located Sunday School room, also splendidly equipped 
kitchen, pastor’s study, and ladies’ parlor. On account of the donation of material 
and labor, this building will have tiled vestibule and sanctuary, art glass windows, 
oak flooring, and many other innovations which ordinarily enter into the con- 
struction of a building costing ten times the actual outlay. The dedication day 
has been set for Whitsunday, June 9, 1935. 

Despite the depression, the devoted members of Beverly Hills Lutheran 
Church, under the leadership of their aggressive pastor, the Rev. G. L. Hudson, 
will soon have a church home of their own. It will be Early American archi- 
tecture, and is located on the northeast corner of Doheny and Alden Drive, one 
block south of Beverly Boulevard. The ground floor is 44x72 feet, and it will 
have an auditorium with seating accommodations for 225 people, three class 
rooms, pastor’s study, ladies’ parlor and kitchen. The progress of the Beverly 
Hills Church has been made possible by the earnest and consecrated efforts of a 
loyal and growing group of people, who are giving of toil and talents in the 
erection of their church home. All labor is being donated. In addition the fol- 
lowing gifts are assured: Altar, pulpit, lectern, baptismal font, candelabra, 
cross, and communion vessels. The building will represent an actual cash outlay 
of approximately $1,500, but could not be duplicated for less than $4,500. 
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Church Improvements 


First Lutheran Church, Glendale, Rev. Paul Luther Miller, pastor, re- 
decorated the exterior and refinished the front of their church and Sunday 
School rooms to comply with Mission architecture, at a cost of $359, exclusive 
of donated labor. Also added new Sunday school class rooms in the church 
balcony and basement for the Men’s class and Juniors respectively. 


Bethel Lutheran Church, San Jose, the Rev. Emil Meyer, pastor, expended 
$800 in making repairs to their Parish House, consisting of a new roof, new 
paint, and extensive alterations. 

Temple Lutheran Church, San Francisco, the Rev. H. F. Schmidt, pastor, 
expended $275 in repainting and repairing the church edifice. 

St. Mark’s, Lés Angeles, Calif., purchased sixty copies of the revised edition 
of the Common Service Book. 

St. Luke’s, Huntington Park, the Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, D. D., pastor, 
installed a pipe organ in their house of worship on February 3, 1935. The in- 
strument is a two-manual Wickes organ, manufactured in Highland, Illinois, and 
is the gift of the Luther League of St. Luke’s Church. 


The First Lutheran Church of Oakland, Calif., the Rev. Mark O. Heller, 
pastor, dedicated an outstanding improvement on Sunday, Sept. 9, 1934. Under 
the direction of Mr. C. T. Gutleben, by profession a construction engineer, and 
secretary of the church Brotherhood, the men of the Brotherhood arranged a 
“Church Garden,” in which a hitherto unused !ot adjoining the church has been 
converted into a rustic setting. The ‘‘Garden’’ is divided into two distinct 
sections. The fore part adjoining the street is graced by a pool and fountain, 
lawn, shrubbery and flowers. Separated by a hedge, is the rear section, with 
huge fireplace and arbors, with accommodations for class rooms for the growing 
Sunday school. The church Garden is admirably fitted for social gatherings, 
formal assemblies, and monthly meetings of the church organizations. 


At an enthusiastic congregational meeting of St. Michael’s Lutheran Church, 
Berkeley, Calif., the Rev. E. A. Trabert, D. D., pastor, held on March 25, 1935, 
steps were taken to remodel the residence adjoining, owned by the congregation, 
for use as a Parish House. The dwelling will be admirably adapted for various 
social gatherings as well as affording additional accommodations for their growing 
Sunday School. This is considered the most forward looking step which has been 
taken in several years. 


The First Lutheran Church, Fresno, the Rev. J. L. Sawyer, pastor, was the 
recipient of several fine gifts during the past year. Among these items were 18 
choir chairs, valued at $70, sixteen tailored choir robes costing $106.50, also a 
wardrobe for the choir robes. In addition, the property was beautified by the 
addition of street curbing and other improvements, payment for which was made 
by individuals or organizations. 

The Hollywood Lutheran Church acquired church school maps, tables, 
partition screen, files and roller case, also awnings and inter chancel and vestibule 
phone, at a total cost of $250. 

The Grace Lutheran Church, Phoenix, Arizona, improved their property 
by the planting of Italian cypress trees, palms and shrubbery. 


Anniversaries 


St. Mark’s, San Francisco, the Rev. J. J. Raun, Ph. D., pastor, celebrated 
the 40th anniversary of the laying of the corner stone of their edifice on O’Farrell 
Street, Sunday, July 24, 1934. Special addresses were given by the pastor, Dr. 
Raun, and by the Rev. Herman Gehrcke. A quartet which sang at the service 
40 years before, rendered a selection at the anniversary service. 


December 4, 1934, St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, Los Angeles, observed the 
30th anniversary of its organization. During this period, five pastors have 
ministered to the congregation. An historical address was given by the Rey. 
C. W. Maggart, D. D, At the fellowship service, the Rev. H. J. Weaver, D. D., 
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the Rev. J. Herman Olsson, and the Rev. David R. Huber, D. D., delivered 
addresses. 


_ _. The eighth anniversary of the pastorate of the Rev. J. George Dorn, D. De 
in the Hollywood Lutheran Church on Sunday morning, February 3, 1935, was 
celebrated with addresses by the Rev. C. W. Maggart, D. D., the Rev. R. Warren 
Mottern, Litt. D., and the Rev. A. O. Soholm, all of whom are members of the 
congregation. 


The 40th anniversary of the organization of St. Matthew’s Lutheran Church, 
San Francisco, the Rev. Herman Gehrcke, pastor, was commemorated February 
10-13, 1935. Organized in a small structure on Eleventh street, between Market 
and Mission, by Pastor Gehrcke, this congregation has continued to develope 
under his efficient and capable leadership until it has a well located and splendidly 
equipped structure with a large and loyal membership. Anniversary addresses 
were delivered by the Rev. W. E. Crouser, D. D., and the Rev. A. Jatho, and in 
addition Pastor Gehrcke gave an historical address. The church was beautifully 
decorated, and special musical numbers were rendered by a quartet which sang 
at the first service 40 years before. 


On October 7, 1934 First Church, San Diego, observed its forty-sixth anni- 
versary. The outstanding work of the year was in the field of evangelism. Both 
the men’s and the women’s organizations formed committees on evangelism. The 
recommendations of the committees on evangelism of the United Lutheran 
church, the California synod, other synods and other congregations were intently 
and carefully studied and as the needs demanded were put into effect. Through 
the abundant blessing of Almighty God upon these humble but earnest endeavors 
one of the largest classes in the congregation’s history was confirmed, the Sunday 
school had a most excellent year, the Lenten services were among the best attend- 
ed and the church membership increased over thirty per cent. In her forty-sixth 
year First Church has constantly sung, “Praise God, from whom all blessings 


flow.” 
The Golden State Lutheran 


Seven numbers have been issued during the year. The size of the paper has 
depended upon the amount of the material to be printed. The seven issues have 
represented a total of approximately 30,000 pages of mimeographed material. 
The entire cost for the past synodical year has been $36.45, toward which the 
sum of $9.80 has been contributed by the Synodical Missionary society and 
others, making the net cost to synod $26.65, or an average of $3.80 per issue. 


During the year, various synodical bulletins have come to our hands, and 
they are on exhibition in the Sunday School room. The cost of these publications 
varies from $10 to $25 per issue. At no distant date the Synod of California 
should issue a monthly publication to be distributed among our congregations 
so that each family shall have a copy. 


Our Finances 


In the year 1931-1932 our synodical receipts dropped from the preceding 
year 20 per cent, so that only 40 per cent was raised on the apportionment. 
During 1932-1933, and the year following, there was a slight increase, which, 
though not great, was a hopeful indication because of the specific efforts that 
have been put forth in clearing off the Sierra Madre indebtedness. As a result of 
the payment of some of these synodical obligations, the apportionment for the 
coming year will be materially reduced. According to the estimate made by the 
executive committee, our budget will be cut over $2,000 for the next year, thereby 
reducing the per capita apportionment from $4.20 to $3.50. For this we are all 
very happy. 

The Sierra Madre Home For The Aged 


At the time of our last meeting of Synod, we were still lacking about $1,500 
of the amount needed to pay off the indebtedness on the property. With the 
coming of the first of July, came also the necessity for closing up the deal if we 
were to avail ourselves of the discount of $2,500 on the purchase price. 
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By the authorization of Synod, your synodical officers borrowed on a corpora- 
tion note the sum of $1,400 with which to complete the sum needed to secure 
release of the mortgage, and thereby complete the transaction. 


This phase of the campaign having been attended to, unremitting efforts 
were put forth to pay the bank obligation of $1,400, and thereby liquidate the 
entire obligation. This has been finally accomplished. Grateful acknowledge- 
ment is made to the Synodical Missionary society for a contribution of $300, and 
to the Inner Mission society of Los Angeles for a gift of $100. 


The entire obligation has been cancelled, and the tract of land is now the 
unemcumbered property of the Synod of California. That there be no cessation 
in our efforts, to carry out the plan for a Home for the Aged, a resolution is pro- 
posed which it is hoped will meet with your favorable action. 


Signatures to the Synodical Constitution 


Inasmuch as the new Constitution directs that, ‘‘every minister receiveP 
into the synod, and every candidate who is ordained by the synod shall sign the 
constitution at the time of his admission into the synod,’’ and inasmuch as no 
proper provision was available for the execution of this part of the constitution, 
the Rev. E. P. Schueler, D. D., was directed by the executive committee to pre- 
pare a suitable volume to preserve in permanent form such constitution and 
signatures. The volume is now ready for use. 


Official Communications 


Pursuant to the action of last Convention of Synod (page 26), the president 
of synod conveyed to the proper authorities the resolution: ‘‘That the synod 
ask of the Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church in America, that 
all contributions of the Board of Education. for work among students, or any 
other work on the territory of the Synod of California, be made through the 
Synod.”’ 

In reply the Secretary of the Board of Education states: “It will be a 
pleasure for our Board to co-operate with the synodical authorities. Of course 
you realize that the Augustana Synod makes a small contribution to our Board 
so that we may serve their students. It is a question whether we should route 
their money through one of the synods of the United Lutheran Church.” 


Under date of April 12, 1935, the Secretary of St. Mark’s Lutheran Church 
of San Francisco, the Rev. J. J. Raun, Ph. D., pastor, stated that at a meeting 
of their church officers held April 4, 1935, the following resolution prevailed: 


“Resolved that St. Mark’s Lutheran church invites the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of California, U.L.C.A., to hold its annual 
convention in this Church in 1936.” 


Conclusion 


And now, brethren, in giving an account of the responsibilities with which 
you entrusted me, it is with grateful recognition of the many mercies vouchsafed 
unto us both individually and collectively. The days have been difficult, the 
duties at times have been arduous, and yet we praise the great Head of the Church 
for the things which have been accomplished for and by Him. Personally, it has 
been a pleasure to have thus been privileged to serve my Lord and Master, and 
I return to you the trust committed unto me not only with gratitude to God, but 
also with appreciation of the courtesy and co-operation accorded me. 

Much important business is to be transacted. Many vital matters must be 
considered during these convention days. ‘‘Be ye all of one mind, having com- 
passion one of another, love as brethren, be pitiful, be courteous.’’ In all our 
deliberations and decisions, may we be guided by the Spirit Divine, and may 
all be done to His honor and glory. 


Recommendations 


For the betterment of the activities of Synod, the following resolutions are 
presented: 
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1. That The synodical Inner Mission committee be authorized to secure 
competitive plans for the landscaping of the Home for the Aged grounds, with 
provisions for water, sewer, light and gas; also for the planting of proper trees 
and shrubs, the laying out of drives, and the location of buildings; and to offer 
for the best plan submitted and selected, the sum of $50 as a reward. 

2. That in case the synodical finances permit, the executive committee be 
authorized to continue the publication of the Golden State Lutheran in a regular 
printed form, and in such quantities that each family of our synod may have a 
copy. 

3. That immediately after the close of the morning session today, the mem- 
bers of synod affix their names to the synodical constitution in the book prepared 
for this purpose, and that the order of signing be in accordance with the date of 
entrance into the ministry. 

4. That the invitation to the synod to meet in St. Mark’s Lutheran Church 
of San Francisco in 1936 be accepted with thanks.

Report of Committee on President’s Report - 


The president’s report presents in brief the history of the Synod of California 
during the past year, telling of the work as well as the struggles of our churches 
through another year of financial and spiritual depression. These strenuous 
times have called for courageous efforts and unusual sacrifices, and we commend 
the fine spirit of those congregations which in the face of great difficulties were 
engaged in improving their property, rebuilding damaged property or even 
erecting new houses of worship. Next to the help of God, to the undaunted 
efforts of our president is due the cancellation of all indebtedness on our valuable 
Sierra Madre property, and we rejoice as a synod that this has been accom- 
plished. ; 

And we commend his foresight and leadership in urging, even at this time, 
the improvement and beautification of the premises, preparing them for the 
purpose for which they were acquired, the housing and homing of our aged people. 

Four recommendations are presented pertaining to the welfare and progress 
of our synod and therefore worthy of acceptance and we move that they be 
considered seriatim. -

A special request of Committee on Reference and Counsel that the hearing 
of the report on Student Work, and that of the Transportation Commissioner, be 
set for the afternoon, was on motion granted. 

The annual report of the Executive Committee was distributed in printed 
form, and a motion by Dr. Weaver, that the report having been printed in the 
Golden State Lutheran, and being before the Convention again in printed form, 
the reading of same be dispensed with, and only the supplementary report in- 
cluding the budget for 1935-1936 with the recommendations be read, was carried.

In accordance with the action of Synod, Dr. E. P. Schueler, was authorized 
to prepare a register for clergy signatures to the Constitution and By-laws of the 
Synod, at a cost not to exceed $5.00. ; Res 

tter referred to the Executive Committee designating the title to 
Soom he Minutes covering the work of Dr. G. H. Hillerman, to be “Bible 
Teacher.” The same on motion was adopted. 

The traveling expenses of Executive Committee members living in the north, 
amounting to $25.10, and a bill for $14.10 printing in connection with the Sierra 
Madre campaign, on motion were ordered paid. 

The following resolution was upon motion unanimously adopted: Resolved, 
That the trustees of the Synod of California hereby authorize the President and 
Secretary of said trustees to sign a note for a sum not to exceed $2,000 to refinance 
the Sierra Madre debt. 

On motion, Messrs F. C. Noel and E. A. Morrison were appointed a com- 
mittee, and authorized to secure, if necessary, acceptable endorsers to the afore- 
said note. 


August 13, 1934— i 

A special meeting of the Executive Committee was called at the request of 
the Committee on Ministerial Education to consider their approval of Joseph 
William Inslee, a member of the First Lutheran Church of Glendale, California, 
who applied for aid in preparing himself for the ministry. On motion, an approp- 
riation of $100.00, was made. The Rev. J. L. Sawyer and Mr. Wm. B. Scheehl, 
who were absent, gave in writing their approval. No other business was transacted 
at this time. 


November 27, 1934— . 
A memorial from the council of St. Michael’s Lutheran church of Berkele 
was received and considered. 


The following action was taken: ‘‘That two pastors from the Northern 
Conference and two from the Southern Conference be appointed, whose duty it 
shall be to meet and in the spirit of fair co-operation discuss with church councils 
or congregations who shall invite them, the needs of our Lutheran Church in 
keeping with our constitutional rights and obligations severally in meeting those 
needs. Dr. E. A. Trabert, Rev. J. L. Sawyer; Dr. H. J. Weaver and Rev. H. I. 
Kohler, were appointed.” ; 

At the request of the secretary of the Home Mission Committee, on motion, 
the purchase of a minute book was ordered. 


The report of the treasurer of Synod was received and ordered printed in the 
next issue of the Golden State Lutheran, together with supplemental briefs by 
the president, the secretary and the treasurer, for the purpose of stimulating 
support of our Synodical program and a one hundred per cent response to the 
benevolence budget. 

The president of Synod was authorized to continue negotiations with the 
Pacific Synod in securing, if possible, the Rev. F. W. Otterbein, of North Austin, 


Chicago, to deliver a series of addresses in connection with our next annual 
convention of Synod. 


The resignation of the Rev. George H. Hillerman, D. D., as chairman of the 
Committee on Evangelism was received and on motion accepted, and the Rev. 
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H. A. Anspach was designated as chairman, and the Rev. Paul L. Miller, elected 
to fill the unexpired term. 

_The resignation of the Rev. Mark O. Heller, as chaplain of the Synod, was 
received and on motion accepted. 

On motion, the treasurer was authorized to pay to the Yosemite Park 
association the sum of $25.00, the Synod’s pledge for the year 1932. 

In keeping with the request of the secretary of the Yosemite Park association 
a suggested list of ministers as guest preachers for the summer of 1935 was 
submitted. 

__ On motion, the treasurer was authorized to make such payments as funds 
will permit on the Sierra Madre note at the next interest payment date.

April 9, 1935— 

A meeting of the Synodical Executive Committee was held on Tuesday 
April 9, 1935, in the First Lutheran Church, Los Angeles, at 2:30 p. m. The 
meeting was opened with prayer by the president of Synod. All members were 
present with the exception of Mr. Wm. B. Scheehl, who was excused. 

On motion, the Rev. Charles F. Oehler, D. D., was elected as fraternal 
delegate to the annual meeting of the California Conference of the Augustana 
Synod, to be held in St. John’s Lutheran Church, Sacramento, May 1-5, 1935. 

On motion, the following appointments were made for Dr. J. F. Seibert 
during his visit to Southern California: Sunday morning April 28 at St. Mat- 
thew’s Lutheran Church, North Hollywood; Sunday afternoon at 3:00 p. m. at 
Rally to be held in Bethany Lutheran Church, Los Angeles. 

On motion, the itinerary of Mr. Harry Hodges, representative of the United 
Lutheran Church to the Synod of California May 14-16, was left to the president 
of Synod. 

A request was received from Rev. Baron A. McLean, relative to work in 
Grant National Park, and on motion the matter was referred to Synod for action. 

On motion, following the treasurer’s report, it was resolved: “That all 
monies from congregations designated for auxiliary purposes, such as the Women’s 
Missionary society, payments on principal or interest on church extension loans 
from the Board of American Missions, should be sent direct, and not through 
the treasurer of Synod.

On motion, Hotel Reynolds was designated the convention headquarters for 
the convention in Riverside. 

On motion the declination of the Rev. E. A. Trabert, D. D., as a member of 
the special committee to counsel with congregations relative to unpaid appor- 
tionment, was acknowledged. ; 

The synodical budget for 1935-1936 was submitted, and on motion was 
approved after revision, to be submitted to the coming convention of Synod. 

A delegation from St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Los Angeles, together with 
the Rev. James P. Beasom, Jr., was heard in regard to the desirability of the 
continuance of the present arrangement of pulpit supply. 

The following motion was adopted unanimously : Resolved. That we appre- 
ciate the communication of the Rev. James P. Beasom to the president of Synod 
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asking the approval of the Executive Committee of his acceptance of a call to 
continue part-time service as supply pastor of St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Los 
Angeles; and’ while we recognize the splendid work done by Rev. Mr. Beasom 
during the past year, yet in consideration of the best interests of St: Paul’s con- 
gregation, the Executive Committee cannot approve the continuance of the 
present arrangement for supply pastor beyond the first of September, 1935. 

Rev. Dr. Bogstad, superintendent of the Sunset Home for the Aged, located 
at Eugene, Oregon, was presented at this time and gave an interesting report 
of his work. 

A tentative draft of the report of the Executive Committee was read, and on 
motion it was approved for presentation to the synodical convention.

REPORT OF THE PARISH AND CHURCH 


SCHOOL SECRETARY 
Fathers and Brethren: 


_ During this past year the Parish and Church School Board has issued three 
of its elementary Leadership Training text books. These include “My Life,” a 
study of the personal worker’s life; ‘‘My Pupils,”’ a study of pupil nature and 
needs and how to meet them; ‘‘My Bible,” a synthetic study of the basis of all 
Christian instruction. Shortly to be issued is the text ‘‘My Church,” which will 
eon the series of four study books necessary for a certificate of accomplish- 
ment. 

These study books are arranged on the basis of five one hour class periods 
and ten hours of home study. It is also possible to receive credit in these courses 
by home study if one enrolls with the Board in advance. There is now no longer 
any adequate excuse for not properly training every church school worker. 


During the past year your secretary has taught two classes in this series, one 
for an individual congregation and one for the churches of the Los Angeles area. 
Two other classes are now being organized, one of which is to be led by a layman. 
Such communications as were received by your committee were duly answered. 


_ The Lutheran congregations of Sacramento united in conducting a leadership 
training school at the First English Lutheran church. The Rev. Clarence E. 
Crouser was chosen as dean, and Miss Pauline Olson of the Augustana Synod 
Church taught Course No. 2, with an enrolled student body of nearly thirty. 
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We heartily recommend to each pastor that at least two of these first four 
elementary texts be introduced by them for the use of their church school workers 
and, in fact, all church leaders, during the coming year.

REPORT OF LUTHER LEAGUE ADVISORS 
Northern Conference 


_The District Luther League of the Northern Conference of the Synod of 
California during the past year has carried out the duties and functions usually 
pertaining to its organization. This includes financial gifts for ministerial edu- 
cation, the National Luther League objective, Sierra Madre, etc. 

There were two manifestations during the past year that point to the likeli- 
hood of further definite advancement. The first was seeking for, on the part of 
the Leaguers themselves, a more spiritual emphasis at the district conventions. 
The second has been the increasing number of joint meetings between the local 
leagues, pointing to a desire for closer co-operation between the leagues in the 
district. 

RECOMMENDATION: That the pastors do all in their power to foster 
the deeper spiritual development, and the desire for greater co-operation between 
the Leagues, not alone for the development of the District as such, but also for 
the development of their own churches.

Southern Conference 


The Luther League is the answer of the church to’the ever increasing danger 
of losing our young people to the church. 

Our accelerated modern life, with its ever multiplying activities, demands a 
corresponding celerity of life within the church, if we would hold our position 
and keep our youth interested. 

The greatly increased participation of young people in all other affairs of 
life demands a corresponding opportunity for articulation in the affairs of the 
church, if we would keep them within the fold. 

The youth of to-day want a proper understanding and recognition of their 
ability, with opportunity for expression and demonstration. 

As a result, where the Luther League is at work, there is where you find 
proportionately the young people. 

The District Luther League, therefore, is the final analysis of the spiritual 
and social life of every congregation, so far as it concerns the Conference which 
it represents. 

It is gratifying to report as your advisor, that good-will, harmony, co-oper- 
ation and progress have dominated throughout the year. 

The efficient, consecrated leadership of Miss Mary Thorgrimson, president, 
has developed a better system of business. Plans are under way for a joint Luth- 
eran Rally with the American Lutheran Conference District League, to be held 
in August at some nearby camping ground for the purpose of conference in the 
interest of all Lutheran young people. 

The innovation of an attractive printed ‘“‘Loud-Speaker,” the official Luther 
League district paper, edited and published by Robert W. Tish and staff, is a 
meritorious production. 

All of the Quarterly Conventions held during the year were inspirational and 
of high order. The November meeting was outstanding, with Dr. Mary E. 
Markley, Washington, D. C., Educational Secretary of the United Lutheran

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOYS’ WORK 


A decade of the St. David’s Lutheran Camp for boys of the Southern Con- 
ference has passed. Many interesting tales of camp life could be told, which can- 
not be given in this report. 

The first camp numbered six boys and three teachers. It was necessary to 
hike six miles to the location of the camp, and to pack the provisions on burros. 

This was a real outdoor camp, where it was necessary to sleep out under the 
trees, cook on improvised stoves, and rustle for wood to keep the fires going. 

Five years the camp was held at Hogee’s, in the big Santa Anita canyon. 
After that the camp changed its location to the California Lutheran Camp 
Grounds at Mt. San Gorgonio, 

Here the camp was located, after the first year, in a well-equipped lodge 
with accomodations for fifty people. 

St. David's Camp purchased a membership in this California Lutheran 
Camp project for $500, which gives us the use of the building for a period of ten 
years, after which we are to have perpetual privileges for ten-day periods each 
year. Two hundred and eighty-three boys have attended the camp during these 
ten years. In 1931 we entered into a co-operative agreement with other Lutheran 
Synods, for holding joint camp periods for boys and girls. 

The camp for boys was conducted in 1934 from June 26 to July 5th, with 
an enrollment of seventeen.

_ The Student Work Committee for the Northern Conference has not func- 
tioned during the past year, due to the fact that the present plan of operation of 
this Committee as provided in the By-Laws of the Synod fails to effect what such 
a Committee is assumed to execute. 

The only organized student group is that of the University of California at 
Berkeley. 

St. Michael’s Lutheran Church of Berkeley is credited with receiving $200 
per year for this work from the Board of Education, but the pastor or congre- 
gation in reality receives nothing. The total amount is expended for the conduct 
of the Lutheran Student organization. This group contacts approximately 90 
or more of the 150 Lutheran Students. 

As a student pastor, and a member of the Student Work Committee from 
the North, I would recommend that the entire plan of the Synod in regard to 
Student Work be reorganized under the present By-Laws: 

I submit the following recommendations as pertains to the organization of 
this work:— 

(1) That there be one Student Work Committee for the entire Synod. This 
Committee shall not contain any of those now termed ‘‘Student Pastors.’’ 

(2) That this Committee be charged with the receipt and disbursement of 
all funds as designated by the Board of Education, and also from all other sources, 
and it shall receive reports from all student pastors or churches receiving aid 
from the Board. 

(3) That this Committee shall represent the Synod of California in any and 
all co-operative student activity, such as other Lutheran groups, or agencies 
such as the University Religious Conference in Los Angeles, and they shall 
designate the representatives of the Synod in such groups. 

(4) That they determine the budget for such work.

Due 
to the limit placed on the transfer of German monies to foreign countries, the 
support of the German missions has been curtailed from 50 to 90 per cent, The 
brethren of the synod are urged to make special appeals in behalf of the mission 
fields of our German fellow Lutherans.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LETTERS AND PAPERS 


The Rev. Delmar L. Dyreson, presented the report as follows: 

Your Committee on Letters and Papers received a communication addressed 
to the Synod of California, from an organization known as the Church of the 
Sequoia, formed under the direction of the California Church Council, which has 
for its object provision for regular services during the summer season in Sequoia 
and General Grant National Parks. The directors of the organization will repre- 
sent the various protestant groups and one from the Roman Church. «+ 

The cost of maintaining this work will be provided by the California Church 
Council, park offerings, donations from the Roman Church, and voluntary 
offerings from the various church groups. 

We recommend that the Synod of California enter into the arrangement in 
order that the Lutheran Church may also have the privilege of participating in 
these services, which are of great benefit to the multitudes who enter these 
National Parks and desire the privilege of attending church services. 

We further recommend that the sum of $10.00 be appropriated for this 
purpose. 

THE COMMITTEE. 


The report with the recommendations was on motion adopted. 


THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


The Rev. H. A. Anspach presented the report as follows: 

Your Committee calls attention to the splendid report of the Committee on 
Evangelism of the United Lutheran Church in America, and presents the follow- 
ing recommendations of the Committee which were adopted by the Savannah 
Convention (See U.L.C. Minutes, pages 215-218). 

1. That the Church adopt and commend to Synods these major emphases 
in the presentation of Evangelism throughout the year: (a) During the autumn 
months until the end of the year, the intensified consecration of active com- 
municants and the reclamation of the lapsed; (b) From January through Pente- 
cost, winning the unchurched; (c) From Pentecost to September, the nurture of 
souls in the kingdom through educational evangelism. 

2. That the evangelical usage of the family altar be heartily endorsed and 
its diffusion throughout the church spurred. 

We urge our pastors to secure and distribute throughout their congregations 
the booklets on devotions prepared by the Stewardship committee of the North- 
west Synod, or other similar devotional helps. 

With the Inner Mission Board of the United Lutheran Church, ‘‘We are 
convinced that the preaching mission while aggressive is nevertheless conserva- 
tive, and enables our congregations to present to the community the true doctrine 
of our Faith, and that it serves to strengthen the faith of our own people.” 

We most heartily endorse the work of Rey. George H. Hillerman, D. D., and 
commend him to our congregations for preaching missions. 

We Recommend: 

(1) That the Synod authorize the committee to have cards printed, (Gov- 
ernment Postal) for distribution to the pastors by which they may secure infor- 
mation as to the number of family altars in their respective congregations, and 
also thereby further the setting up and maintenance of such family altars. 

(2) That the Conference arrange for “round tables”’ on evangelism to the 
end that pastors might be strengthened in the technique of evangelism and 
rendered better able to recruit and train lay evangelists.

Your Committee pursuant to instructions handed us at the last meeting of 
Synod addressed to every congregation of synod a request for a copy of its Con- 
stitution and of its Certificate of Incorporation, to be deposited in the Archives 
of the Synod in accordance with the requirement of the Constitution of Synod. 
The following churches have complied: 


NORTHERN CONFERENCE—Berkeley, St. Michael’s; Fresno, First; 
Oakland, First; Oakland, St. John’s; Richmond, Grace; Sacramento, St. John’s; 
San Francisco, First; San Francisco, Temple. 


SOUTHERN CONFERENCE—Beverly Hills, Lutheran; Los Angeles, 
Bethany; Los Angeles, First; Los Angeles, Hollywood; Los Angeles, St. Mark's; 
N. Hollywood, St. Matthew’s; Pasadena, Trinity; Phoenix, Grace; Riverside, 
Trinity; San Diego, First; Santa Barbara, Grace; Santa Monica, St. Paul’s. 


Of the above list, eight churches failed to include a copy of the certificate of 
incorporation asked for, viz: Sacramento, St. John’s; San Francisco, First; 
Beverly Hills, Lutheran; Los Angeles, First; Los Angeles, Hollywood; Los 
Angeles, St. Mark’s; Pasadena, Trinity; Riverside, Trinity; San Diego, First; 
Santa Monica, St. Paul’s. 

For a nominal fee, any church may secure from the office of the Secretary of 
State at Sacramento a photostatic copy of its Certificate of Incorporation. A 
typewritten copy of this would serve the purposes of Synod. . 

It is to be hoped that the churches not yet complying will soon be heard 
from. 

If it is within the province of your committee we would suggest to one or two 
of the churches heard from, the urgent need for a revision of their Constitutions, 
to bring them into harmony with the new order of things dating from the merger. 

Your Committee has given earnest consideration to the amendment to 
the Constitution proposed a year ago (see page 26, Minutes) and is not prepared 
to recommend its adoption. A term-of-service qualification for the ballot is 
opposed to the Lutheran idea of the parity of the Ministry.

_ Miss Nona M. Diehl, promotion secretary of the Women’s Missionary

“One in Spirit.’’ 

The choir featured special music, with a solo, ‘The Holy City,” by Mr.

A reception followed in the Parish House, with delicious refreshments served 
by the ladies of Trinity Church. 


SEVENTH SESSION 


Thursday, May 16, 1935, 9:00 A. M. 

The Session opened with the devotions, by Rev. J. L. Sawyer, chaplain. His 
chosen theme, ‘‘Understanding the Faults and Failures of Others,’ was based 
upon the Gospel of John, 8 : 1 - 11. 

The Rev. H. A. Anspach, offered the prayer. 

The Secretary called the roll and read the minutes, which were corrected and 
approved. 

The Committee on Reference and Counsel called attention to the order of 
business for the day. 

Congratulations and felicitations were accorded Dr. John A. M. Zeigler, on 
his recent passing of the eightieth milestone of his earthly pilgrimage. 


REPORT ON THE MINISTERIUM 


The following recommendations of the Ministerium were presented: 

(1) A letter of dismissal from the Pacific Synod, of Rev. J. P. Beasom, re- 
ceived by the president of Synod and referred to the Examining Committee. 
Citing the Constitutional requirements of the Synod of California, to wit: Article 
seven, A—Section III the ministerium recommends that, ‘‘in view of the fact 
that Rev. Beasom, has not received or accepted a regular call to a pastorate or 
to special service either of the Synod or of the United Lutheran Church, he be 
advised to continue his clerical membership within the Pacific Synod until such 
a time as he receives and accepts a call of a congregation within the Synod of 
California, or to some special service of the Synod or of the United Lutheran 
Church in America on this territory.”’ 

(2) In consideration of the fact that J. Ernest Messer has completed his 
preparation for the Gospel Ministry, has been examined and approved by the 
Examining Committee of the Synod of California, and has received, accepted, 
and served a special field of labor in the bounds of the Synod, we recommend that 
he be ordained to the Gospel Ministry on Thursday May 16, 1935. 

(3) Moved, that the Secretary of Synod be instructed to advise Rev. E. O. 
Hoffmeister, who failed to comply with the action of the Synod, one year ago, in 
keeping with Constitutional provisions, that he deposit his Ordination papers 
with the Synod within one month from date; incase of his failure to do so, that 
his name be dropped from the roll of the California Synod, and publication of the 
action follow. ' 

Recommendation (1), adopted.

Recommendation (3), adopted. 

The report as a whole was adopted. 

The tellers reported on the election of President. The Rev. Earnest A.

FRATERNAL DELEGATE HEARD 


The Rev. E. E. Breitwieser, pastor of First Lutheran Church, Ontario, was 
introduced as the fraternal delegate of the California District of the American 
Lutheran Church, and brought greetings and solicited prayers for God’s help in 
bringing the various branches of the Lutheran Church to a better understanding 
of and closer co-operation with each other, 


Motion prevailed that a fraternal delegate be chosen from the Synod to bear 
greetings to the California District of the American Lutheran Church at its 
next meeting. 


REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION 
COMMITTEE 


Eight meetings have been held during the year at which the missionary 
operations and opportunities of Synod have been given careful consideration. 
Eleven congregations have been on the funds of the Board of American Missions, 
and altogether progress has been attained. The First Lutheran Church of Sac- 
ramento, Rev. Clarence F. Crouser, has become self-supporting; St. Matthew’s, 
North Hollywood, under the guiding hand of the Rev. Edward N. Spirer, has 
erected an imposing and churchly house of worship at a cost that for completeness 
and inexpensiveness, has set a mark that will be difficult to duplicate; Bethany, 
Los Angeles, has continued to grow under the ministry of the Rev. Henry Irving 
Kohler, and has so completely. remodeled and enlarged its former church edifice 
that it has practically a new house of worship. In addition, steps have been taken 
for a new church edifice for the Beverly Hills congregation, the Rev. G. L. Hud- 
son, pastor. 


These eleven mission congregations have added more than $11,000 to their 
assets without a corresponding increase in their liabilities, and in most cases have 
set a record in the payment of the apportionment; and while attention has been 
paid to their materials interests, they have made a net increase of 122 to the 
communicant roll of Synod. 


The Work in Detail 


Alameda. At the last meeting of Synod, the recommendation was made that 
the church at Alameda call an acting pastor to maintain the organization, and 
that the Board of American Missions be requested to continue its support pending 
a re-survey and possible re-location of this work. 


Immediately after the Synodical convention, an offer to buy the Alameda 
church property was received, and at a congregational meeting held Tuesday 
evening, June 19, 1934, action was taken to accept the offer of $3,000. Mean- 
while the Board of American Missions instructed its legal representative in Cali- 
fornia to look after the Board’s interests. The sale was consummated, and as the 
equity of the Board totaled more than the proceeds of the sale, the only articles 
salvaged for the Synod were the communion vessels, a number of choir robes, 
and parish hymnals, which are in the custody of the Rev. E. A. rabert’) D&D): 


The sale of the property did not of necessity close the work at Alameda. The 
continuance of its support was dependent upon the re-survey which was com- 
mitted to the Home Mission Committee of the Northern Conference. At a sub- 
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sequent meeting of this committee the following action was taken: ‘‘That it is 
the sense of the Committee that we close our home mission work in Alameda.” 


Assurances have been received from the executive secretary of the Board of 
American Missions that the proceeds from the sale of the Alameda property will 
be placed in a “special fund”’ to be used in the development of other work within 
the bounds of our Synod. 


The Canvass of New Fields 


Stockton, Calif. At the urgent desire of the Home Mission Committee of 
the Northern Conference, ‘‘that a canvass be made of Stockton, and if favorable 
conditions are found that the Board of American Missions be requested to support 
this field instead of Alameda,” request was made of the Board that an appropri- 
ation be made to care for the canvass. Accordingly the Board granted the sum 
of one hundred and fifty dollars for this purpose. The Rev. J. E. Messer and the 
Rev. Orval A. Awerkamp were delegated to make the canvass. 


The young men spent one month in Stockton, California, making a thorough 
house to house canvass and reported a sufficient number of unattached Lutherans 
to warrant the passing of the following resolution: ‘‘Resolved, That in view of the 
attitude of the men of the Northern Conference and the reports relative to the 
canvass, that we recommend to the incoming Home Mission Committee favorable 
consideration of mission work in Stockton.” 


Tucson, Arizona. Encouraged by the splendid results which have attended 
our Home Mission efforts in Arizona, and alert to the opening of other fields in 
this State, Home Mission Committees in the past have made mention of the 
city of Tucson as the next locality in which to open up work in Arizona. To do 
this the Board appeared ready, and approval was given by your committee to 
make the canvass. The Board of American Missions made an appropriation of 
$150 for this preliminary work, and the Rev. H. L. Bosserman was delegated to 
make the canvass. 

After a three months canvass, the following resolution was adopted: ‘“‘Re- 
solved, that the Home Mission Committee, in consideration of the reports at 
hand relative to the canvass of Tucson, Arizona, recommends to the incoming 
Home Mission Committee favorable consideration of the field in Tucson, Arizona.” 


Our Missionary Budget 


Toward the latter part of the year your committee was notified that on 
“account of the decrease in receipts, the budget for the Synod of California would 
have to be limited to the sum of $6,000. The following appropriations were 
therefore recommended: 

Beverly Hills, Calif., organized 1930, Rev. G. L. Hudson, pastor; aid on 
salary $840, reduction of $60. 

First Church, Fresno, Calif., organized 1917, Rev. J. L. Sawyer, pastor; aid 
on salary $480, reduction of $120. 

St. John’s, Gardena, Calif., organized 1924, Rev. S. H. Yerian, D. D., 
pastor; aid on salary $600. 

Bethany, Los Angeles, Calif., organized 1926, Rev. Henry Irving Kohler, 
pastor; aid on salary $500, reduction of $100. 

St. Matthew’s, North Hollywood, Calif., organized 1931, Rev. Edward N. 
Spirer, pastor; aid on salary $800. 

Grace, Richmond, Calif., organized 1924, (vacant); aid on salary $620, with 
parsonage. 

First Church, Sacramento, Calif., organized 1890, became self-supporting. 
Rev. Clarence F. Crouser, pastor. 

‘ Grace, Santa Barbara, Calif., organized 1906, Rev. Erwin T. May, pastor; 

aid on salary $450, with parsonage. 

St. John’s, Oakland, Calif., organized 1922, Rev. Rudolph R. Arps, pastor; 
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aid on salary $240. The congregation agrees to become self-supporting December 
31, 1935. ; 
Temple, San Francisco, Calif., organized 1917, Rev. Henry F. Schmidt, 
pastor; aid on salary $600. : ; 
St. Paul’s, Sanger, Calif., organized 1906, Rev. W. O. Zahlis, pastor; aid 
on salary $180, with parsonage. 


Interests Grants 


Your committee has received and given approval to the following petitions 
for interest grants during the year 1935: 


Grace Lutheran Church, Richmond, Calif., an interest grant ‘of $180. 
Grace Lutheran, Phoenix, Arizona, an interest grant of $200. 
Total Home Mission aid on salaries and interest grants, $5,690. 


The following congregations have made request through your Committee 
for the renewal of loans made to them by the Board of American Missions: 
Hollywood, Phoenix, Alhambra, Berkeley, Grace church, San Jose, and Gardena. 
Hollywood and Phoenix churches report a reduction of their principal owed to 
the Board, during the year.

Dr. Sylvanus H. Yerian, presented the following report: 


THE REPORT ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


In accordance with the instructions of the 1934 convention of Synod, your 
committee through the treasurer of Synod remitted to Robert R. Miller, a mid- 
dler at Mt. Airy Theological Seminary, and Elwyn L. Judd, a senior at Midland 
College, each $200. The Board of Education paying their traveling expense to 
the extent of $65 (the amount required to attend the nearest institution, in keep- 
ing with the policy of the Board). 


Following the 1934 convention of Synod, Joseph W. Inslee, of Glendale, 
Calif., made application through your committee for aid to attend Mt. Airy 
Seminary, should his own funds not materialize. Your committee was pleased 
with the spirit of this young man, together with the hearty recommendation of 
his pastor, and recommended him to the Executive Committee of Synod. He was 
accepted. During the vear 1934, he required only his traveling expenses to the 
amount of $32.50, which was paid by the Board of Education. The treasurer of 
Synod however, was instructed to remit to him $100 for the present semester. 


_ The spirit and work of all our young men is of high grade and eminently 
satisfactory. Mr. Judd, on account of not receiving the additional aid of $100 
from Midland College, which was requested at our last convention and at that 
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time promised by the president of the institution, could not see his way clear to 
continue during the present semester and graduate at this coming commence- 
ment. 

Your Committee accordingly recommends: 


1, That Robert R. Miller and Joseph W. Inslee each be granted $200 for 
the coming year. 

2. That we grant Elwyn L. Judd $iC0 to finish his collegiate work at Mid- 
land, graduating one year tence. 

3. That we request the Northern and Southern District Luther Leagues 
each to contribute $50, toward the Ministerial Education fund. 

4. That we request of the Board of Education the accustomed traveling 
expenses for each student.

EIGHTH SESSION 


Thursday, May 16, 1935, 2:00 P. M. 
The convention chaplain conducted the devotions, using as his theme, 
“Compassion.’”’ The Scripture was Mark 8 : 1-9. Dr. W. E. Crouser, offered 
the prayer. 
The Minutes were read and approved. 


Dr. Dorn moved that the report of the Executive Committee, including the 
proposed budget, be approved. Carried. 


Dr. W. E. Crouser, read the report of the delegates to the United Lutheran 
Church Convention, as follows: 


REPORT OF DELEGATES TO THE UNITED LUTHERAN 
CHURCH CONVENTION, SAVANNAH, GEORGIA 


Your delegates to the ninth biennial convention of the United Lutheran 
Church held in Savannah, Georgia, October 17-24, 1934, present the following 
report. 

3 For the first time, the convention was held in the sunny South, but it was 
particularly appropriate because the year 1934 marked the 200th anniversary of 
the Salzburger settlement in Georgia. This anniversary had been celebrated 
earlier in the year by the rendition of a very interesting pageant. For the benefit 
of the convention delegates and visitors, this pageant was repeated by a large 
group of people, the descendants of the original settlers upon the grounds of the 
Jerusalem Lutheran Church at Ebenezer, Georgia, thereby adding much joy to 
the proverbial Southern hospitality. 

Your delegates recognize the fact that to give even a meager account of the 
reports of the fifteen Boards and the seventeen committees, together with the 
reports of the officers, the speeches delivered, and the business transacted during 
the nine crowded days of the convention, would require more than the limits of 
our convention program would allow. Those who desire an exhaustive statement 
must be referred to the official minutes of the convention. However, a few of the 
outstanding items will be given at this time. 


BOARD REPORTS. Foreign Mission progress despite the decreased con- 
tributions was encouraging. The unparalelled opportunities in our mission fields 
should challenge the church to greater activity. 


Home Mission work has been slowed up, and the budget of missionary 
operations was decreased 30%. 
The Board of Education made earnest efforts to unify and standardize the 
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educational institutions, and presented an extensive study on Ministerial Educa- 
tion, stressing the fact that with the present over-supply of ministers, students 
for the ministry should be chosen with greater selectiveness. 


The Parish and School Board is doing a most helpful work in elevating to 
higher standards parish education. Numerous courses of study are being pre- 
pared by these specialists in religious education, with which all of our pastors 
would do well to become acquainted. 

The Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief reported that 278 retired 
ministers, 58 disabled ministers, 558 widows, 142 children and 3 missionaries or 
a total of 1,036 had received aid during the last biennium. Of these, there are 
in the Synod of California 16 retired ministers, 2 who are disabled, 11 widows and 
2 children, who received grants totaling $7,900 during 1934. Much interest was 
manifest in the report of this Board. But it was most encouraging to learn that 
although the returns from invested funds had decreased in common with all 
vested securities, yet a net rate of income of 434 per cent had been realized on 
their investments. 


MATTERS FINANCIAL. Receipts on the apportionment which rose to 
a peak in 1926 and sank to a low level in 1930, showed an increase of 9 per cent 
during the past year. The Foreign Board, which at the last biennium had a 
deficit of $192,966, reported that the obligation had been reduced to $166,338. 


Relative to the proposed change in the apportionment system, it was stated 
that the opinion was wide-spread throughout the church that it would be a serious 
mistake to make any change at the present time. The budget for 1936-1937 was 
adopted, calling for an apportionment of $2,000,000. 


One of the recommendations of the Executive Committee, relative to a 
further centralization of the affairs of the church, aroused strong opposition, 
resulting in the referring of the recommendations to a special committee, and 
the following resolutions were finally adopted: 


es is desirable that the synods work toward the elimination of such 
items in their synodical budgets as are for work committed to the U.L.C.A. 


2. All items in synodical budgets for educational and inner mission insti- 
tutions and activities should be the lowest figure needed to preserve the healthful 
life of such institutions and activities; but funds for deficits or for desired expan- 
sion should be secured through sources other than the synodical apportionment. 


3. Inasmuch as the addition of new items or objects to synodical budgets 
greatly endangers the whole financial structure of the U.L.C.A., it is therefore 
recommended that synods make no such additions without conference with 
general church officials. 


MEMORIALS. From the Texas Synod relative to the admission of women 
as congregational representatives, which had been presented to a special com- 
mittee for study, brought forth a majority and a minority report. The consid- 
eration of this question aroused such extended debate that the entire matter was 
referred to another special committee for further study and report. 


LUTHERAN CHURCH UNITY. Eight constituent Synods presented 
memorials that action be taken for union of the Lutheran Church bodies in 
America. During the consideration of the report of the committee on memorials 
Dr. Brandelle of the Augustana Synod brought greetings, to which Secretary 
Greever in a facetious and yet forceful manner made response. At a later session 
Dr. Hein of the American Lutheran Church made an address, and Dr. Knubel 
responded. Dr. Jacobs, chairman of the committee on memorials, presented a 
series of resolutions inviting the Lutheran Church bodies in America to confer 
with a view of establishing closer relationships, and directing the president to 
appoint a commission, of which he is to be chairman and in which the laity of the 


church shall be represented to conduct any discussions that ma

SPECIAL FEATURES. Each evening, meetings of a general character 
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were held. Those who attended the communion service on Wednesday evening 
will not soon forget the impressiveness of the occasion. The communion cup 
presented by Muhlenberg to the Salzburger settlers was on the altar during this 
service. 


On Monday evening the 400th anniversary of the translation of the Bible 
by Dr. Martin Luther was observed. Dr. J. A.W. Haas delivered a masterly ad- 
dress, and Dr. George William Brown, secretary of the American Bible Society, 
brought greetings. 

On Friday morning at 11:30 a half hour was spent under the direction of 
Dr. Abdel Ross Wentz in meditation and prayer for ‘‘the Lutheran Church 
throughout the World.’”’ Again on Monday morning, Dr. Gerberding conducted 
a similar service on the theme, “The Church Councils of our Congregations.” 

The Memorial Service in recognition of the passing of 124 ministers was 
deeply impressive. 


OTHER ITEMS. Mention should not be neglected of the splendid exhibits 
of the Board of Publication, the Home Mission Chart scintillating with hundreds 
of tiny electric lights, each one indicating a mission station of the U.L.C.A. 
Opportunity was offered also for extended conferences with the Home Mission 
and Educational authorities relative to the work of the church on the territory 
of our Synod, and we believe that these conferences will be conductive to a better 
understanding and a more aggressive program in our State. 


The next convention will be held in Columbus, Ohio, in 1936.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON STEWARDSHIP 


Dr. W. E. Crouser presented the report of the Committee on Stewardship, 
with the following recommendations: 

1. That each congregation in Synod appoint or elect from its membership 
a stewardship secretary as recommended in the resolutions of the Savannah 
Convention. 

2. That the Committee on Stewardship for the coming year be instructed 
to arrange for and conduct local schools on Stewardship among our congregations 
in accordance with the resolution of the Savannah Convention. (See Minutes 
of U.L.C.A. 1934, page 514). 
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3. That the inside of the back cover of the printed Minutes of this conven- 
tion, be given over to the Committee on Stewardship for the set-up of such 
schools. 

4. That the Committee on Stewardship be charged with the procurement 
and circulation of the books in the Laymen’s Movement library, for the benefit 
of the congregations of this Synod. 

5. That all pastors and congregations be requested to make a thorough 
study of the tithe as the scriptural minimum of financial stewardship; and that 
each pastor report annually to the Synod, through this committee, the number 
of tithers in his congregation. 

6. That this Synod request the Stewardship Committee to make a com- 
prehensive report to our next convention on the advisability of the apportionment 
of each congregation being fixed at the tithe (one tenth) of its current income. 

7. Recognizing that stewardship programs are best understood where the 
Bible is best known and understood, we commend the program of the Evangelism 
Committee for more family worship as the first step in stewardship. 

8. We recommend that each pastor include in his course of catechetical in- 
struction a study of the program of the U. L.C.A. benevolence.

Lutheran Church at 10:00 A. M. 


FIRST SESSION : 


Tuesday Afternoon, May 14, 1935. 


The Women’s Missionary Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
California convened in Eden Lutheran Church, Riverside, Calif., at 1:30 p. m., 
with the President, Mrs. J. E. Hoick, in the chair. There were 70 present; 48 
delegates and 22 visitors. The opening service was conducted by the President, 
and the convention was declared open. 


Devotions (Unity with Purpose-Neh. 2: 11-18) were conducted by Mrs. 
E. A. Trabert. 


Delegates’ credentials were then read. 


Miss Nona Diehl, National Young Women’s Secretary, was introduced and 
given the privilege of the floor. 

Four new organizations were received; one Young Women’s, Riverside, 
Trinity; and three Light Brigades, Huntington Park, St. Luke’s; Riverside, 
Trinity; and Santa Monica, St. Paul’s. 

Mrs. W. F. Poat welcomed the convention, and Mrs. O. A. Elmquist brought 


greetings from the Augustana Conference. Mrs. J. L. Sawyer responded to 
these greetings. 


The yearly reports of the officers followed. 
PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS 


Members of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Synod of California: 
Dear Sisters in Christ— 


One more year of time is added to our history. One year can bring manifold 
blessings from God on high. One year can present advantages and opportunities 
untold. One year can chronicle idle moments with vain efforts. One year can 
record loving service with fruitful results. The latter is true for you who have 
stood shoulder to shoulder with the officers of our Synodical, and we wish to 
testify to your fidelity. You have abided by our theme, ‘“‘One in Service,’ in 
every way. 


Nehemiah 4:19 contains a text applicable for us in the California Synodical— 
“The work is great and large, and we are separated upon the wall, one far from 
another.’ Just as Nehemiah and his co-laborers recognized the great task of 
building the wall around the city of Jerusalem, so we here on the west coast of 
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America, as we labor to build up the ‘‘wall” of spiritual truth and salvation, for 
the protection of immortal souls, realize that the work is great and large, and that 
we are far apart as we engage in the task. This is a fact we will all admit when 
much must be accomplished by correspondence followed by lengthy trips to con- 
ventions. But though far apart, we can with ‘“‘United Effort‘ serve effectually. 


_ Why is it that Christian women Jove missions. Is it becaus* they gain some- 
thing thereby? True, we will grant that there is a benefit derived from a study 
of world conditions and a cultivation of the practice of giving, but underneath 
this there is the real interest in thousands of sisters on the other side of the world 
in a lost and pitiable condition. It has been said that ‘‘The brightest banner in 
Christendom is that which bears the legend ‘Women and children first.’ The 
darkest ‘Stain is that it is applied to less than a third of the women of the world.’ 

Christianity needs no apologetic other than the place it assigns to women; the 
non-Christian religions have no severer condemnation than the degraded con- 
dition of their women.” 


_ Christ was lifted up for all races and peoples, and He bids us “‘go and tell” of 
His redeeming love. It is possible to ‘‘go”’ by a study of the needs, by intelligent 
prayer and by consecrated gifts, if we cannot ‘‘go’’ in person. 


Sierra Madre—Rocky Boy 


For the past two years we have specialized in specials. You will rejoice to 
know that the entire obligation of $5,000 for the property, assumed by Synod, at 
Sierra Madre has been entirely obliterated. Of this amount we promised $500, 
then $300, or a total of $800, which has been met in full. In addition we have 
given $200, then about $100, for Rocky Boy, making a total of $1,100 in specials 
for the two years. 

The General Convention 

It was a great body of consecrated women of the United Lutheran Church 
which met in Dayton, Ohio, Sept. 30-Oct. 3, 1934. They came from the four 
corners of the world. Your delegates appreciated to the fullest extent the privilege 
of being there to hear the fine reports, inspirational addresses, and enjoy the 
feast of good things physically, mentally and spiritually. 


Silver Anniversary 
The W.M.S. of the Northern Conference passed a distinctive milestone last 
fall, when twenty-five years since organization was reached. The celebration 
was held in St. Michael’s Lutheran Church, Berkeley. Your President regretted 
exceedingly her inability to be present, since she called the women together in 
San Jose for the organization of the Conference in 1909. A letter of greeting was 
the only method of extending congratulations. 


The Constitution 


A committee to revise the constitution was appointed at the close of the con- 
vention last year, namely; Mrs. A. E. Atkins, Mrs. Iva A. Baltzly, Mrs. G. H. 
Hillerman and Mrs: John Hjort. In November Mrs. Atkins resigned as chairman, 
and Mrs. Baltzly assumed the task of preparing the amendments which will be 
presented at this convention. 


The Visitation of Miss Nona Diehl 


Since January, 1934, there has been much correspondence and many details 
wrought out for the coming of Miss Diehl to the coast. We are happy indeed 
that she is with us in convention today, and following this convention she is 
scheduled to speak fifteen times in fifteen days here in California. We are grateful 
to all the other synodical organizations which co-operated in making her intinerary 
possible. 

Activities 

June—The first work for the new synodical year was to make an appeal for 
a travel fund for a young woman to go to Dayton. It was met with favorably 
and in September Mrs. Annabel Grey went east to attend the General Y.W’s. 
Congress. 
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July—The stationery was sent out—1200 sheets and envelopes to women, 
500 to Y.W., 25 women in all were supplied. 

On the 11th of the month it was the privilege of the President to attend the 
monthly meeting of the society of St. Luke’s, Huntington Park, and give a report 
of our convention held in Oakland in May. 


The 13th day of this month was given over to the Lace work with Mrs. Guy 
Hudson and Mrs. Geo. Wieman checking the Lace consignment for our Synodical. 


August—On the 18th day of August a picnic for the Y.W. of the Southern 
Conference was held in Sycamore Grove. Games, good fellowship and an ap- 
petizing out-door meal afforded pleasure to the 28 Y.W. and their sponsors and 
the presiding officer who were present. 


September—The outstanding event of the fall was the General Convention 
which took us from our own work for a time to get a world-wide vision. 


Cctober—We felt enriched by also attending for a few days the convention 
of the United Lutheran Church in Savannah, Georgia, after a five weeks’ stay 
in the east. 


November—A brief Executive Committee meeting was held in Glendale 
November 8, to make arrangements for the coming of Dr. Mary Markley, 
Board of Education Secretary. The same evening a formal report of the General 
Convention was given by your President at the meeting of the Southern Con- 
ference in the First Church of Glendale. 


The 19th of the month was designated as the time for a union meeting of our 
missionary women in the First Church, Los Angeles, with Dr. Mary Markley 
as guest speaker. This meeting was called at her request. The weather was 
threatening, but 50 women were present from eight of our churches. The ladies 
of the First Church were most hospitable, and the reception which followed was 
greatly enjoyed. 

Your official delegate had been requested to bring ‘‘Greetings from the 
Dayton Convention” to the ministers assembled in Southern Conference at 
North Hollywood, and endeavored to fulfill this task to the best of her ability 
during the time allotted. This was also on the 19th of November. 


November 20th an informal report of the General Convention was given at 
the monthly meeting of the Y.W., society of St. Mark’s, Los Angeles, and again 
at the Thank-Offering meeting of the Women’s society of St. Mark’s, which was 
held at 1041 Leighton Ave., November 22. 


In the early fall a promise had been given to speak at the Thank-Offering 
meeting of the society of First Church, Los Angeles, and this was fulfilled Dec. 6 
after a sumptuous turkey dinner with the members of the congregation. 


January—The first duty of the year 1935 was to install the newly-elected 
officers of the Y.W., society of St. Mark’s, which was an honor for the Synodical 
President. 

The evening of the 14th of this month was spent in conferring with the 
Y.W., Executive Committee of the Southern Conference, at the home of Mrs. 
Annabel Grey in Alhambra. 

On the 18th of the month we called together for luncheon Mrs. Chelson, 
Mrs. Frey, Mrs. Hudson and Mrs. Grey. These women were at that time ap- 
pointed to serve on the program committee for this convention, with Mrs. 
Scheehl assisting in the north, and the President as chairman. 


_  February—On February 8th an evening of business and social hour was en- 
joyed with the Y.W. Conference officers, presidents and secretaries of the Y.W. 
societies of the Southern Conference, at the home of Mrs. Elsa King Frey in 
Hollywood. Twenty-two were present. 


February 14 an invitation from the Bethany Women’s society was responded 


to. This meeting was held in the new church, and again the Dayton Convention 
was our theme. 
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March—The first Monday a synodical Executive Committee meeting was 
held at the home of the President, with 12 members present. Mrs. Atkins’ resig- 
nation as statistician was read and accepted with regret. The secretary, Mrs. 
Scheehl, was authorized to write Mrs. Atkins a letter of appreciation for her 
eight years of service in this capacity. Plans for this convention were made and 
Miss Diehl’s itinerary completed. Mrs. Elsa K. Frey was appointed to finish 
out the year as statistician. Pot luck dinner was served, and the only regret was 
that distance prevented perfect attendance of the members of the Executive 
Committee. 


March 7, at the regular meeting of the Long Beach society, the General Con- 
vention was for the seventh time reported by your delegate. Though oft retold, 
interest and enthusiasm for this great gathering did not wane, I assure you. 


A pril—A card of sympathy on behalf of the Synodical Executive Committee 
was sent to Mrs. D. E. Wright upon the death of her beloved mother. 

April 26th in the evening it was my pleasure to entertain the Y.W. officers, 
presidents and secretaries of Y.W. societies of Southern Conference, at my 
home. Arrangements for the two banquets to be given this week and other 
matters of interest were discussed. Eighteen were present. 

_ During the week-end of April 26-27, 200 programs for the convention were 
mailed and distributed. 

This past year seven issues of ‘‘The Golden State Lutheran’’ have been sent 
out. Our part consisted of eight ‘‘pink pages” of 3,210 copies altogether. In 
place of the W.M.S. page in the last issue, a letter was mimeographed and dis- 
tributed with the convention programs. In addition 150 personal letters and 
cards have been typed. 

Recommendations 


(1) That we have the Rocky Boy Mission for our “special” this coming year. 


(2) That we go back to our former plan of contributing for the ‘‘special’’ in the 
June quarter. 

(3) That each society, Women’s and Young Women’s, contribute $1.00 a year 
toward a fund for sending a young woman to the General Y.W. Congress, 
the same to be gathered in the September quarter each year for the three 
years between General Conventions, the same to be called the Y. W. Trien- 
nial Travel Fund. 

Conclusion 

It was our very great privilege last fall, one Sunday afternoon in October, to 
listen to the rendition of Mendelssohn’s oratorio, ‘‘Elijah,’’ in the magnificent 
Riverside Church in New York City. The climax of this oratorio is reached when 
the contest on Mount Carmel between Elijah and the prophets of Baal is de- 
scribed in musical terms. The followers of Baal call loudly to their god, but there 
is no answer. Then Elijah, with calmness and assurance, prays to the true and 
living God, and his request is instantly complied with. Thus we heard portrayed 
in music the difference between serving a false and the true God. It is long ages 
since Elijah’s time, and yet down to our modern day, all through the thousands 
of years since then, people in the world have worshipped false gods. Some of 
these worshippers are not in a heathen land, but in America. Christ is not en- 
throned in many hearts. Are we as missionary promoters doing all we possibly 
can to propagate the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ and His teachirigs? 

The past two years have been arduous ones for your President, but happy 
years in the performance of duties in which you also have aided. For your 
cheering words, your earnest prayers and your encouraging attitude I hereby 
express my deep gratitude and appreciation.

THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


“Grace to you and peace from God our Father and the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 
Fathers and Brethren:— 


By the mercy of our God and Father we are permitted to assemble 
in this old historic St. Mark’s Church for our Forty-fifth Annual Con- 
vention. The fact that this congregation, after a noteworthy history of 
over three-quarters of a century, now becomes part of this body lends a 
deep significance to this Convention. 


Looking over the work of the Synod for the past year, it must be 
evident to all of us that there has been no great advancement made. 
The Church is passing through trying times. The external opposition 
to its progress is growing more bold; within, there is a lowering of 
the tone of sincerity on the part of many of its members. Loyalties and 
ideals are being treated with indifference. Faithful pastors are laboring 
diligently in season and out of season, yet their labors seem to be futile. 


What a call for the Church today to know its faith, to stand in that 
faith, and to witness boldly to the faith. It is my sincere hope that this 
Convention will not waste its time upon the more or less trifling details 
of the business administration of the Synod, but give itself to a soul- 
searching study of ourselves as Christian pastors and laymen, and of the 
great unfinished task the Lord of the Church has laid upon us. That this 
might be accomplished we have provided in our program for a series of 
addresses by an eminent man of God, the Rev. Paul H. Roth, D. Ds 
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and for devotional periods by our Synodical Chaplain which should pro- 
voke us to serious thought. 


In giving an account of my stewardship as President of this Synod I 
shall endeavor to be as brief as is consistent with completeness. In 
the service of the Synod I have visited twenty-two of the pastors and 
congregations, out of the thirty-six in the Synod. To maintain a close 
contact with the various interests involved in the administration of the 
office I have written over one thousand letters, and travelled approxi- 
mately ten thousand miles. 


The following is a summary of my official acts, to which are added 
all such matters as concern the work of the Synod.

The pastor, having received a formal 
call from this congregation, was installed on the same day by the Presi- 
dent of the Synod who delivered the charge both to the congregation and 
the pastor.

Applications for Membership 


On March 7, 1936, a letter was received from the Secretary of 
St. Mark’s Evangelical Lutheran Church of San Francisco, making formal 
application of the congregation to be received into the Synod of Cali- 
fornia. A copy of the Constitution of the congregation was also presented. 
if quote from the application the following words: “It is with deep 
gratitude to God that we experience the pleasure of bringing this, the 
oldest Lutheran Church on the Pacific Coast, into the organized body 
of the United Lutheran Church. We are convinced that it shall be a 
blessing to St. Mark’s, and on the other hand we pray that St. Mark’s 
may prove a blessing to the Synod.” 


On May 7th, 1936, our newest mission the Evangeli 
B » Ov E gelical Lutheran 
Church of the Holy Trinity of Tucson, Arizona, informed me through 
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the Secretary of the Church Council, that at a congregational meeting held 
in January it was unanimously decided to make application to be received 
into the Synod of California. A copy of the Constitution has been pre- 
sented to the Executive Committee. 


Dedications 


On June 9, 1935, the unique but thoroughly churchly edifice of St. 
Matthew’s Church, North Hollywood, the Rev. Edward N. Spirer, pastor, 
was dedicated to the glory of God and the service of humanity in the 
presence of a multitude which filled the edifice, many others standing 
at open doorways and windows outside. 


The service was opened with the presentation of a sun dial in honor 
of the Kiwanis Club, which had been of great aid and service to the 
congregation. The dedicatory sermon was preached by the Rey. Milton 
H. Stine, D. D., Ph. D., and a message of inspiration was given by the 
Rey. John Edward Hoick. Others taking part in the service were the 
Rev. David R. Huber, D. D., and the Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, D. D., as 
well as leading citizens of the community who lauded the work of the 
pastor, to whose genius and building experience the keauty of the 
building and its substantial character are a testimony. 


The building is English Cathedral in architectural style, of rein- 
forced concrete and frame stucco with composition roofing. Leaded 
glass windows with ecclesiastical emblems enhance the beauty of the 
structure. The entrance leads to a tiled narthex to the sides of which 
are a Mother’s room equipped with a public address system, and the 
pastor’s study fully equipped. The nave is 40x55 feet with expcsed 
rafters and trusses, and there are hardwood floors throughout. The Edu- 
eation building is joined to the rear of the nave and includes full facilities 
for the work of Christian education. It also is equipped for social 
purposes. 


The total estimated value including furnishings is over $20,000, of 
which a balance of less than $4,000 remained unpaid at the time of the 
dedication. 


On December 1, 1935, the church edifice of St. Paul’s Church, Sanger, 
the Rev. W. O. Zablis, pastor, was rededicated after extensive improve- 
ments which practically doubled the capacity of the building. An entire 
new foundation was placed and a transept erected providing for an en- 
larged chancel and choir stalls. The interior improvements included 
new pews, altar, lighting system and heating. 


In the morning the Rev. J. ©. Bitter delivered the sermon, and in the 
afternoon the Rev. Herman Lucas delivered the dedicatory address after 
which Pastor Bitter performed the act of dedication. By special appoint- 
ment of the President of the Synod, the Rev. O. H. Gruver, D. D. pre- 
sented the greetings of the Synod. 


The total cost of the improvements was $2,500 of which about $1,500 
was secured before the werk was inaugurated. 


On Luther’s Birthday, November 10, 1935, the Parish House of 
St. Michael’s Church, Berkeley, was set apart for its work. The address 
for the occasion was delivered by the President of the Northern Con- 
ference, the Rev. W. E. Crouser, D. D. Others assisting in the service 
were the Rev. M. O. Heller, the Rev. O. H. Gruver, D. D., and the Rev. 
V. G. Ogren of the Augustana Synod. The act of dedication was per- 
formed by the pastor. 


The Parish House adjoins the church with which it has been con- 
nected by a wide built-in passage way, and is composed of six large rooms 
advantageously arranged for the work of the Primary Department of the 
Chureh School, and for the social activities of the congregation. The 
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total cost of remodelling the building was approximately $300, which 
had been provided for by the Sunday School before the work was started. 


Anniversaries 


Only the following anniversaries have been reported to me: 

October 14 and 15, 1935—The Forty-fifth Anniversary of the pastorate 
of the Rev. Charles F. Oehler, D. D. in St. John’s Church, Sacramento, 
was observed in connection with the sessions of the Northern Confer- 
ence. At the Anniversary service the Rev. W. E. Crouser, President 
of the Conference, delivered the address. One of the features of the ob- 
servance was a banquet in honor of Dr. and Mrs. Oehler. 

December 1 to 8, 1935, the Forty-fifth Anniversary of the organiza- 
tion of the First English Evangelical Lutheran Church of Oakland was 
observed with a series of very significant and well attended services. 
In the observance the pastor, the Rev. Mark Owen Heller, was assisted 
by three former pastors—the Rev. O. H. Gruver, D. D., the Rev. W. EH. 
Crouser, D. D., and the Rev. Harvey M. Leech. On the evening of De- 
cember 4th a banquet was held at which time the President of the Synod 
brought the greetings of that body. 

In the year 1895 there were five of the clergy of the Synod ordained 
to the office of the Holy Ministry. But one of these is still in the active 
pastorate, namely the Rev. Henry F. Schmidt, pastor of Temple Church, 
San Francisco. On August 25th, the fortieth anniversary of his ordina- 
tion was observed with a special service. 


On April 25, 1936, the Tenth Anniversary of the organization of 
Bethany Church, Los Angeles, the Rev. Henry Irving Kohler, pastor was 
observed in the church edifice, enlarged and transformed a year 2go. 
This congregation came into being through the activity of the Rev. E. 
P. Schueler, D. D., Fieid Missionary of the Southern Conference. The 
following year the Rev. S. H. Yerian, D. D., became pastor and a tem- 
porary place of worship was secured on South San Pedro Street. The 
present pastor entered into the work six years ago and the growth has 
been consistent year by year. In 1935 the former temporary structure 
was incorporated in a new edifice with adequate facilities for the large 
Church School. The Rev. J. M. Francis, D. D., was the guest speaker 
at the anniversary service. 


Congregations 


; The following items concerning material progress or improvements 
in the congregations of the Synod have been reported to me: 


Alhambra, Grace Church, the Rev. D. Edward Wright, pastor, reports 
new choir robes and pulpit gowns, costing $125.00, were consecrated to 
their sacred use on September 29, 1935. 


Gardena, St. John’s Church, the Rev. G. Herbert Hillerman, pastor, 
held a special service on July 28th, 1935, marking the payment in full of 
the first mortgage of $2800. In addition to this accomplishment, which 
was achieved while the Rev. S. H. Yerian, D. D. was pastor, the base- 
ment of the church was finished, rest rooms installed, and a complete 
equipment for social purposes provided. The Primary and Junior Depart- 
ments of the Church School are now housed here. 


Hollywood Church, the Rev. J. George Dorn, D. D., pastor, announces 
the renovation of both interior and exterior of the church building, en- 
largement of the small Parish House to provide adequate room for the 
young people’s department of the church school, and new lighting sys- 
tem and office improvements. The total cost was $2,000. A debt-retiring 
program was conducted in January which has practically provided for the 
entire interest-bearing indebtedness of $12,800. 
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This congregation is laying plans for the observance of the fifteenth 
anniversary of its organization from May 29 to May 31. Amongst the 
speakers will be Dr. O. D. Baltzly, of Omaha, with whom the pastor 
was associated in Kountze Memorial Church before coming to Hollywood. 


Huntington Park, the Rev. Herbert J. Weaver, D. D., pastor, has se- 
cured new pews and made other improvements costing $850.00. “All paid 
for’ is the pastor’s word. 

North Hollywood, St. Matthew’s Church, the Rev. Edward N. Spirer, 
reports that interested friends and admirers of the pastor in the commun- 
ity have presented him with an automobile. 

Los Angeles, St. Paul’s Church, the Rev. J. Ernest Messer, pastor, is 
reroofing and redecorating the parsonage, most of the work being done by 
the men of the congregation. 

Long Beach, Trinity Church, on Easter Sunday marked the twenty- 
eighth anniversary of the Rev. Daniel J. Snyder as pastor. In these years 
831 members have been received, two churches built, and one rebuilt. 
In 1933 the beautiful edifice erected in 1928, was completely wrecked, 
together with the parish house adjoining. These buildings have been re- 
built and the indebtedness reduced by $14,000. In these years the con- 
gregation has contributed $27,508 for benevolences and $230,252 for all 
purposes. 

Oakland, St. John’s Church, the Rev. R. Arps, pastor, has installed a 
new heating system. 

Sacramento, St. John’s Church, the Rev. Henry W. Opperman, pastor, 
has completely renovated the parsonage and modernized it. It is reported 
that an automobile has been secured for the pastor. At the end of the 
year when the former pastor for forty-five years, the Rev. C. F. Oehler, 
D. D., relinquished his work, there was resting a balance of over $500.00 
in the congregational treasury. 

San Diego, First Church, the Rev. Delmar L. Dyreson, pastor, reports 
the baptism of twenty children at Haster. This congregation observed 
the 48th Anniversary of its founding on March 17. Although hundreds 
have come and gone during these years, the membership has been prac- 
tically stationary, indicating the transient character of the population 
of Southern California. 


St. Paul’s Church, Santa Monica 


On Sunday, May 29, 1927, the beautiful gothic edifice of St. Paul’s 
Church, Santa Monica, was dedicated to the glory of God in the presence 
of a great multitude from the entire Los Angeles area. It had been 
erected at a cost, including the property and furnishings, of approximately 
$100,000. To complete the structure a bank loan of $45,000 was secured, 
and the Board of American Missions loaned a total from the Church Exten- 
sion Funds of $15,000 which was later on increased to $25,000. 

On March 10th, 1936, the bank holding the first mortgage foreclosed, 
due to the failure of the congregation to meet its obligations. With 
Easter Sunday, April 12, the services of the congregation were discon- 
tinued within the beautiful edifice. 

It is a most deplorable fact to report to this body, but the report 
must be made. The reasons assigned for this disastrous situation as 
they have been advanced are many. Those who administered its affairs 
were carried away by the spirit of the times and plunged into debt with 
the reckless abandon that characterized the commercial and business 
world before the crash of 1929. The advice, counsel and warning of more 
prudent minds was ignored. 

One of the lamentable facts in connection with the situation was 
the refusal of this congregation to cooperate in the work of the Synod 
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by endeavoring to meet its obligations to the Synod, which may in part 
explain the ultimate result. 

During these years of financial difficulty the congregation has 
declined to seek the counsel of the Synod except when their distress 
became so acute that there was nothing else to do. Upon two occasions, 
at the plea of the Synod, the Board of American Missions sought to ex- 
tricate them from their precarious situation. 

I am informed indirectly that the congregation has rented a Seventh 
Day Adventist Church on Wilshire Boulevard of the city, in which they 
will continue to conduct their services and carry on their work. 

As I view the matter there is nothing for this body to do about it, 
although I am convinced that had this congregation sought cooperation 
with the Synod and its officers, and had the congregation been willing 
to take. the Synod into its confidence and sympathetically labored with 
it, the entire situation might have been averted. 

The real losers in this entire disaster, apart from the congregation, 
is the Board of American Missions. 

The question forces itself upon our mind,—Where is the weak point 
in the control of the congregations and their injudicious acts by the 
Synod and Church as a whole? 


Lutheran World Service 


An appeal has been issued by the Lutheran World Convention for 
the sum of $51,870 for the support of our Church in Russia, the Ukraine, 
other parts of Europe, and the German Foreign Missions. America is 
expected to provide at least one-half of the total amount. The month of 
May has been set as the time for gathering this sum. The appeal should 
move us. 


Lutheran Day at San Diego 


In cooperation with other Lutheran bodies, the Synod of California 
endorsed September 1, 1935, as ‘Lutheran Day’. The Rev. Delmar L. 
Dyreson, pastor of the First Church of San Diego, as chairman of the 
local committee, carried out the aim of the day admirably. The speaker 
was the Rey. Zenan M. Corbe, D. D., Executive Secretary of the Board 
of American Missions. Such a day should be observed again in the 
fall of the present year. Comments from over the nation declare it to 
have been the outstanding religious feature of the California Pacific 
International Exposition. 


Yosemite and Seauoia National Park Churches 


To provide religious services in these national parks for thousands 
of vacationists, there have been formed, under government consent, 
National Park churches. The organization includes those from all church 
bodies including the Roman Catholic. For several years this Synod has 
made an appropriation of $25.00 a year for the Yosemite Park church, 
and in 1935 an appropriation of $10.00 was made for the Sequoia Park 
church. I have received an invitation from the superintendent of the 
Yosemite Park church for the Synod to elect a member of the Board of 
that body. The meetings are held in Fresno, California. 


Golden State Lutheran 


Two issues of the Golden State Lutheran have been distributed in the 
congregations of the Synod during the past year. In addition to this 
I have sent several letters to the pastors of the Synod, and one addressed 
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to the church councils. This publicity has been of value to the Synod. 
More frequent issues of the Golden State Lutheran should be provided for. 


The Visit of Dr. Corbe 


From September ist until late in the month the Rev. Zenan M. 
Corbe, D. D., executive secretary of the Board of American Missions, 
visited the territory of the Synods on the Pacific Coast. Various con- 
ferences with him were held both in the Southern Conference and in the 
Northern Conference. Under the guidance of the Rev. John Edward 
Hoick he was given the opportunity to visit all of our missions in the 
south, also many congregations which are the fruit of mission work. In 
the north the President of the Synod was his guide. It is only by such 
personal contact of the officials of the church and its boards that an 
adequate understanding can be secured of the conditions which we face 
in the work of the church on the coast. Whether such an understanding 
has been secured can only be determined by future actions pertaining 
to the work in which we are vitally concerned. 


Official Representatives 


Several months ago I was informed that the Conference of Secretaries 
of the United Lutheran Church in America had assigned the Synod of 
California to the Board of American Missions and the Inner Mission 
Board. Representatives of these Boards were to visit us, counsel with us, 
and present the causes of the church to us. Within the past ten days 
I have been informed by officials of these Boards that due to the distance 
neither would be able to send representatives to us. I wrote in protest 
declaring that the farther the Synod is located from the headquarters 
of the church and its boards, the greater the necessity for personal 
contact through official representatives of the church. The reply was one 
indicating that it was a matter of small moment. 


The Evangelical Fellowship 


Within the past year there was organized a group of evangelical 
pastors of positive faith in Northern California for the purpose of holding 
conferences for pastors which would present the positive truths of our holy 
faith. The pastor of St. Mark’s Church and the President of the Synod 
were invited to unite with this group which stands for just those things 
for which we as a church stand. This Synod should endorse such a 


movement. 
Miscellaneous 


The Lutheran has made an appeal to me to present its claims to 
the Synod for a wider circulation within the bounds of the Synod. 

I make no reference to the finances of the Synod in this report. 
They will speak for themselves in the treasurer’s report. It is a sat- 
isfaction to know that not only is the Synod entirely out of debt, but 
that there is a balance on hand. 

I have requested the Pacific Synod to send us a fraternal delegate 
to this Convention. It was our privilege to be represented at the con- 
vention of that body in 1935 by the Rev. George H. Hillerman, D. D. 

A conference of the presidents of the constituent synods of the United 
Lutheran Church was held in Columbus, Ohio, on January 7 and 8, 1936, 
largely for the purpose of considering matters pertaining to the ministry. 
Owing to his recent recovery from an illness, and the very large expense 
involved, your President was unable to attend. 
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On October 24 and 25 it was my privilege to spend two days in 
Phoenix, Arizona, as the guest of Grace Church, to aid them in con- 
ducting an institute on stewardship and evangelism. 


The Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for Stewardship, which provides 
the literature and plan for the annual visitation, reports that 31 of our 
36 congregations made use of their literature during the fall of 1935. 
This is the largest number making use of this material. 


Information has reached me that there are 38 pensioners of the 
Board of Pensions of the United Lutheran Church living on our terri- 
tory, of whom 20 are retired ministers and 18 widows. It might be 
well for us to determine how many of these are identified with congre- 
gations within the Synod. 


In connection with this it may be of interest to know that there _ 
is still outstanding on our territory, on subscriptions for the campaign 
fund conducted by the Pension Beard, the sum of $7,450.00. With eco- 
nomic recovery, steps should be taken to stimulate congregations to 
meet their obligations made in all sincerity. 


A Word in Conclusion 


Brethren of the Synod of California, with the adjournment of this 
convention I shall definitely and finally step out of the office of Presi- 
dent of the Synod. For five years, at different times, I have sought to 
serve God in this office. Some of these years have been exceedingly 
trying, due to the serious problems which confronted us. In these years 
I have uniformly received the hearty support of the great majority of 
the members of the Synod. I thank them for their help. 


Permit me to state with positive conviction that no man can care 
for the responsibilities which this office imposes upon him, and at the 
same time attempt to do the work required of him as the pastor of a 
congregation. It is from them he receives his salary, and it is not fair that 
they should be deprived of his services. 


The Synod of California has made but little advancement not only — 
during the past year, but for many years past. Measured by its oppor- 
tunities we may almost term its work a failure. It is not due to the 
faithlessness of the pastors, for our pastors are faithful and diligent. 
It is because we do not have the leadership and inspiration and direct 
guidance and supervision of a head. This Synod needs, and ultimately 
must have if it is to advance, one who can devote all of his time to its 
work. Until provision is made for a true bishop and pastor of all of us 
pastors, under Him Who is the Bishop of souls, it will not and cannot 
ee adequately as a union of those who seek to promote the Kingdom 
of God. 


Recommendations 
The following recommendations are offered for your consideration: 


Ue That this Synod elect a member of the board of directors of the 
Yosemite Park national church, who shall also represent us on the board 
of aya of the Sequoia national park church. (No expense is involved 
in this). 

2. That the Golden State Lutheran be issued regularly during the 
year 1936 bi-monthly in the months of June, August, October, December, 


February and April, and that an editor be elected by this convention to 
serve for the year. 


: 38. That we go on record as deploring the false economy which is 
indicated by the failure of the United Lutheran Church in America 
through its boards to be officially represented at this convention. The

Synod of California, although numbered amongst the smaller bodies 
within the United Lutheran Church in America, in view of its position 
on the frontiers of the church, should receive the same consideration 
as is given to other and larger synods. 

4. That our Committee on Evangelism and Stewardship be charged 
with enlisting the interest of pastors and congregations in “The Lutheran”, 
the official organ of the United Lutheran Church of America, to the end 
that both clergy and laity may become better informed concerning the 
faith and the work of the church. 

5. That we direct the Executive Committee to renew the study 
made several years ago of the matter of providing for a full-time Presi- 
dent for the Synod of California.

COMMITTEE ON PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Your Committee wishes to commend the president for his faithful 
service to the office, to which he has given much time, strength and pains- 
taking care, with unflagging zeal. 

As to special recommendations our action was as follows: 

Item 1. That this Synod elect a member of the board of directors 
of the Yosemite Park national church, who shall also represent us on 
the board of directors of the Sequoia national park church. 

Item 2. The value of the Golden State Lutheran to the work of the 
synod is beyond question, and we recommend the adoption of this item, | 
with the proviso that the frequency of publication be left with the Execu- 
tive Committee, dependent upon the state of the treasury. Also, that 
editorial responsibility be laid upon the president of the synod, with 
authority to appoint his assistants. 

Item 3. Your committee recommends its adoption. We deplore the 
absence of official representatives of the U.L.C.A. at the convention. In 
addition we recommend that the date for the next convention of the 
synod be left to the Executive Committee in order that after corres- 
pondence with the Rocky Mountain and Pacific Synods, an itinerary for 
official visitors to all three bodies may be arranged at the least possible 
expense. 

Item. 4. We recommend its adoption. 

Item 5. Your committee recommends that the synod look with favor 
upon the suggestion, and that the Executive Committee be requested, 
after due consideration, to bring before this body at its next meeting its 
advice on the subject of a full-time paid presidency.

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Membership totals, baptized, confirmed and communicant, all show 
increases. Sunday school enrollment is practically stationary. The valua- 
tion of church property shows a decided mark-down. Congregational 
expenses increased over 1934 by $3,074, and payments on apportion- 
ment by $558.

THIRD SESSION

The Executive Committee report was read, and on motion referred 
back to the committee for completion. 


Report of The Committee on Minutes of Synod 


Dr. Geo. H. Hillerman, chairman, presented the report, which discussed 
certain blemishes and inconsistencies in the printed minutes of the last 
convention. It was ordered that only the recommendations offered should 
appear in these minutes. 


Recommendations: (1) That the Protocol shall contain the complete 
and full minutes of the convention and shall be the official record. (This 
to be a standing resolution). 

(2) That the printed minutes shall contain only the actual busi- 
ness transacted, without specifying each step, in order to save printing: 
this digest to be submitted to the Executive Committee for approval before 
printing. 

(3) That the public meeting of the Synodical Women’s Missionary 
Society shall not be recorded as a session of the Synod. 


(4) That the minutes of the Ministerium shall be recorded separately 
from those of the Synod.

_ Reports received from twenty-two pastors indicate the activities of 
their various women’s organizations, and confirm the united support of 
women’s aid and missionary societies respecting the work of their con- 
gregations, contributing to the budgets, reducing debts and cooperating 
with church councils in a highly commendable way.

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Rey. Erwin T. May presented the following report: 
REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


We are glad to say that half of the pastors report the attendance at 
services has increased, even though the remainder report no change. Many 
pastors report that they have visitors attending their services who belong 
to no church. Evening services are held regularly or through a part of 
the year in about half the churches. There has been reported no change 
in family worship. 

All festival occasions of the Lutheran Church are observed faith- 
fully. The Sunday Schools are increasing in size, especially in the 
Bible classes for adults. However it is still a great problem to keep 
the young people with the church. We find that Brotherhoods are few, 
but where they exist, they are a great help to the congregation. 

The church finances are in better condition than they were last 
year, but a considerable number of the members contribute only to the 
support of their local church, and not with equal zeal to benevolence. 
Apparently quite a number of churches do not carry enough insurance 
on their buildings. 

On the basis of these findings we recommend to the pastors of this 
Synod: 

1. To put forth their best efforts to increase the attendance at 
services. 

2. To emphasize family worship as much as possible. 


3. To pay special attention to students for confirmation by regular 
instruction in addition to Sunday school instruction. 


4. To reach families who are not members. 


5. To lay before their members the duty of contributing equally to 
the support of the local church and to benevolence. 


6. To convert the hearts of our young people. 
7. To have a men’s organization wherever possible. 
8. To have adequate insurance for all church buildings.

Rey. Paul Luther Miller presented the following report: 
REPORT OF THE SYNODICAL CHURCH SCHOOL SECRETARY 


Fathers and Brethren: 

During the past synodical year your secretary worked on two major 
parish education projects. The first was the observance of September 
as Parish Education month. This we find was given general observance, 
although not to the extent suggested by the Parish and Church School 
Board. Toward the end of this month materials will again be sent to 
you with a suggested program for the observance of this coming Sep- 
tember as Parish Education month. The special emphasis will be upon 
Cooperation in Parish Education, the slogan suggested for the month 
being, “Multiplying Our Power’. There are three things that stand 
out on the basis of past experience in the observance of this program: 
(1) A series of sermons on the subject; for it is the cumulative effect of 
the series of sermons which really impresses the necessity of a real 
education program upon the mind of the whole membership. (2) The 
use of a series of letters on the subject. And here let me suggest that 
the letters be rather short and strive to stimulate the reader to read 
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the enclosed printed leaflets, etc. (3) The installation of the church 
school workers at a public service. The service suggested by the board 
is excellent and may, if you so desire, be altered to emphasize some 
particular need of your local church school. We include in ours the 
reading in full of the contract which our church school makes with 
its workers. To these three we really ought to add the holding of a 
public promotion service for the church school. I feel that we would 
have taken a long step forward in making our, people parish-education 
conscious if these suggestions were carried out one hundred per cent. 


The second project was that of cooperation with the Parish and 
Church School Board in making a survey of Parish Education. We re- 
gret that we are unable to report more than 50% response from our 
pastors to date. And since the material first went to the board offices 
we have not as yet been able to use the material to present a report 
of the survey in our Synod. But as soon as the reports come to us we 
will send out a digest of the findings. One phase of very worth while 
parish education which is largely overlooked is the Vacation Church 
School. We hope that more will undertake this work this year. Once 
properly begun I’m sure it will be continued. 


The following items of information are respectfully called to your 
attention: (1) The Board is preparing a series of elective courses for 
use in the Young People Department. These courses will include such 
topics as Stewardship, Missions, Worship, Life Service, the Christian 
Home, etc. Several of these texts will be ready for use in the fall. (2) 
The Augsburg Uniform Lesson series will appear in a new revised form 
this fall. (3) To make the Cradle Roll material of more service, a series 
of letters and cards is being prepared. These will be of real assistance 
in the Christian nurture of the child by the parents. (4) The new lead- 
ership course now has six textbooks available in the more elementary 
series: My Life, My Bible, My Pupils, My Work, My Preparation, and 
My Materials. In the advanced series four texts are ready, including 
Studies in the Old and New Testament, Improving our Leadership, and 
Human Nature. 


In connection with these leadership courses may I suggest that they 
are not only to be used for church school teachers, but a real effort should 
be made to enlist people from every department of the congregation for 
their study. As a general course we heartily recommend My Life as 
being of particular value, as well as My Bible. We are sorry that we 
cannot report a general use of these materials, for by the records of the 
board only three congregations gave courses during the year. The mate: 
rial is valueless if unused. 


Recommendations: 


(1) That every congregation in the Synod make a special effort to 
hold at least one leadership training class during the year. 


(2) That an effort be made to organize district associations for the 
purpose of cooperation in conducting leadership training classes, to pro- 
vide for conferences of inspiration and for the discussion of mutual 
problems. 


(8) That our Church schools be encouraged to contribute to the 
general benevolence of our church.

Motion prevailed that the report of the Executive Committee be the 
first order of the next session. 


Adjournment was taken. The Rev. S. T. Himes offered prayer. 


FOURTH SESSION 


Wednesday, May 13, 2:00 p. m. 
The convention chaplain conducted the devotions, reading the Gospel 
according to Matthew 23:5-15. The subject of his meditation was, “Small 
Enemies of Usefulness.” 
The minutes of the third session were read and approved. 


The Rev. Clarence F. Crouser presented Rev. V. G. Ogren, fraternal 
delegate from the California Conference of the Augustana Synod. 


The President of Synod responded to his greeting. 


The Rev. Dr. Bayless was introduced and given the privilege of the 
floor as representative of the American Bible Society. 


The Secretary presented the following report: 
REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of the Synod of California held seven meet- 
ings during the year. In order that the expense of these meetings might 
be kept to a minimum sectional meetings were held in the Northern 
and Southern Conference, all actions being submitted for approval to 
the entire Committee: 


The following is a summary of the actions of the Committee: 


In June the President submitted the list of appointments for the 
standing committees of the Synod, which was approved. At the Sep- 
tember meeting the Rev. Guy L. Hudson requested to be relieved of 
the chairmanship of the Inner Mission Committee, and the Rev. Her- 
bert J. Weaver, D. D., was appointed in his stead. 

The Golden State Lutheran, discontinued in printed form several 
years ago, was authorized to be issued as the Committee might decide 
with the Rev. E. P. Schueler, D. D. as editor, to be assisted by the presi- 
dents of the Conferences. Subsequent to this action the President of 
the Synod became the editor, and was assisted by Dr. Schueler, who 
became the publisher. Dr. Schueler was also awarded the contract for 
the printing of the minutes of the Synod. 

The Sierra Madre property of the Synod was placed in the hands of 
the Inner Mission Committee, who were authorized to go forward with 
the promotion of a landscaping contest for which the sum of $50.00 was 
included in the budget for the year. 

The Stumpf property has presented somewhat of a problem to your 
Committee. In order that there might be direct oversight concerning it, 
the Rev. D. R. Huber, D. D., and Mr. F. M. Runkle were appointed a 
special committee charged with such oversight. At the request of the 
Committee the Treasurer was authorized to list this property amongst 
the assets of the Synod at a valuation of $2,200, which is the assessed 
valuation. This property is rented to Japanese who, without author- 
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ization from your committee, used it for school purposes. A protest being 
received from residents of the community, and fearing also that the 
Synod might be held liable for any damage as the owner of the property, 
a special committee, consisting of the members of the Executive Com- 
mittee from the Southern Conference, was authorized to investigate and, 
should the investigation warrant it, demand that the use of the property 
for school purposes be discontinued, and that the rent be paid in full or 
the property vacated. They subsequently reported to this Committee that 
their demands had been met. 

At the 1935 Convention of the Synod the sum of $300 was included 
in the budget for Ministerial Education. One of those desiring aid un- 
fortunately failed to apply so as to have the necessary amount for his aid 
included in the budget. The Committee having charge of this work 
made an appeal for aid for Mr. Ray Anderson, a student at Mt. Airy 
Seminary. After much correspondence concerning his college standing, and 
securing very commendatory statements concerning his personality and 
work, your Executive Committee, from funds in hand, decided to grant the 
request, making an appropriation first of $50.00, but later increasing 
it to $100.00. This Committee also went on record as requiring the 
completion of a college course before any student seeking aid from it 
may undertake work in the Theological Seminary. 


The Rev. J. L. Sawyer, Statistician of the Synod, having resigned from 
that office due to his removal from the territory of the Synod, the Rev. 
E. P. Schueler, D. D. consented to take over the duties of this office. 


The office of Advisor for the Luther League of the Northern Confer- 
ence also having been vacated by the removal of Pastor Sawyer, the 
Rev. Clarence F. Crouser was appointed in his place. 


The names of the following were added to the roll of the Synod, 
they having presented transfers from other constituent Synods of the 
United Lutheran Church in America: 


The Rev. Homer L. Bosserman, from the Synod of New York. 
The Rev. Henry W. Opperman, from the Pacific Synod. 
The Rey. George P. Kabele, D. D., from the Pacific Synod. 


The following congregations have made formal application for ad- 
mission into the Synod of California. Your Committee, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Constitution of the Synod, have carefully 
examined the Constitution of these congregations and find them in har- 
mony with our Constitution. Therefore we recommend the reception of 
these congregations, viz: St. Mark’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, of 
San Francisco and Holy Trinity Evangelical Lutheran Church, of Tuc- 
son, Arizona. 


The President of the Synod was authorized to attend the Conference 
of Presidents held in Columbus, Ohio, in January, the travel expense 
to be borne by the Synod, as well as a grant of a $3.00 per diem for 
maintenance. Unfortunately the illness of the President immediately 
preceding this conference prevented his attendance. 


The preceding convention of the Synod directed the President to 
enter into correspondence with the Pacific Synod in the effort to se- 
cure a guest speaker for this Convention. The President took up this 
correspondence and the result has been that in cooperation with our 
sister Synod in the north we have been able to secure the presence of 
the Rev. Paul H. Roth, D. D., president of Northwestern Seminary, Min- 
neapolis, Minn. He will deliver four addresses, one being under the 
auspices of the Women’s Missionary Society. We are pleased to announce 
that transportation was secured for practically his entire journey. 


Manifestly many matters came before this Committee which called 
for no action but pertained to the activities of the Synod. Certain ques- 
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tions of a nature which involved the prestige of the Synod could not 
be ignored. When our attention was called by a number of the mem- 
bers of the Synod to the fact that two of the pastors of the Synod, wholly 
without authority of the Synod or its Executive Committee, had taken 
part in an installation service in a congregation having no connection 
with the Synod, nor of any part of the Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
we, aS a committee, recorded the fact that their action was in violation 
of the spirit and principles of our Constitution. 


When one of the congregations of the Synod sought the consent of 
this Committee to call a pastor on part time service, believing that this 
would work to the injury of the congregation and the Synod, we declined 
to give permission. 

At each meeting of the Committee the President submitted a report 
of his activities, also of matters requiring the consideration of the Com- 
mittee. The Treasurer, also, presented a detailed report of the finan- 
cial status of the Synod. In this connection we desire to state that 
the administration has been most economical, in fact it has been so 
economical that the deficit of the Synod was entirely cancelled with the 
end of 1935, and a substantial balance remained in the Treasury. 


Having learned that a few of the congregations of the Synod are 
failing to make adequate provision for their pastors, in meeting their 
promised salaries, the President of the Synod was authorized to draw 
up suitable resolutions to be sent to each Church Council within the 
Synod. We deem these resolutions and thé conditions which they imply 
and set forth of such importance that they should be incorporated in 
this report, that they may be before the minds of the members of our 
congregations. We herewith present them:- 


WHEREAS, It has come to the attention of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California that there are con- 
gregations within the Synod which have discontinued the payment of 
a definite monthly salary to their pastors, and are allowing them only 
a certain percentage of the total income of the congregation for his 
support; and 

WHERBAS, These congregations, in conformity with the policy of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church, called their pastor and he accepted 
the call upon the basis of a definite salary, which was a contract be- 
tween the congregation and him; and 


WHEREAS, by the practice of allowing the pastor only a certain 
percentage of the income of the congregation there has been a violation 
of the original contract for the support of the pastor; and such practice 
always leads to a reduction in the giving of the congregation; and further 
such practice indicates a disrespect for him whom God has called to 
minister the Word of life in the congregation; and such practice sets 
an ethical standard even below that of the world of business; Therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED, That we, the Executive Committee of the Evangeli- 
eal Lutheran Synod of California, protest against such a practice as 
being contrary to the spirit and cultus of the Lutheran Church, and 
tending to bring it into contempt; and 

RESOLVED, that we call upon all congregations following this 
reprehensive practice to restudy their financial obligation to the 
ministry of the Church, and to make a recanvass of the membership of 
the congregation at once, thus providing for a definite monthly salary 
for their pastor; and further, 

RESOLVED, that a copy of these Resolutions be sent to the Secretary 
of the Church Council of each congregation within the Synod of Cali- 
fornia, with the added statement that no pastor affected by them has 
ever made a statement or appealed to this body. 
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In accordance with Constitutional provisions, as found in the Min- 
utes of 1935, pages 20, 21, your Committee had an examination made of 
the investments and securities as shown in the balance sheet as of De- 
cember 31, 1935, of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California in 
connection with the audit of the Treasurer’s books for the year 1935 
by F. W. Larsen and R. S. Peterson, and the documents evidencing 
ownership of the same were found in order and without any change 
since examination was made on May 11, 1935. = 

Due to the fact that the Treasurer reports a balance of approximately 
$1,300 in the Synodical Treasury with all bills paid, we recommend to the 
Synod the setting apart of $1,000, thereby creating a building fund for 
the Home for the Aged at Sierra Madre. 

A year ago, action on the request of Mrs. A. HE. Bernheim was de- 
ferred for one year. A communication was received concerning this 
during the year. We recommend that the Synod of California determine 
that it cannot see its way clear to release its claim. 


The Church Council of St. Michael’s Lutheran Church, Berkeley, pre- 
sented a series of resolutions to your Committee, going on record as pro- 
testing against the election of the pastor of their congregation, or of any 
congregation of the Synod, as its President, and closing with the following 
resolution: 

RESOLVED, That we believe that the Evangelical Lutheran Synod 
of California should take steps to secure a full-time President in order 
that no congregation may lose the active service of its pastor and that 
the work of the Synod may be prosecuted effectively. 

In harmony with this resolution we recommend to the Syned the 
consideration of the enforcement of Art. III, Section 1, 2, of the Con- 
stitution. We are of the conviction that it is possible to do this with 
an increase in the apportionment of but 50c per capita. 

Invitations for the next annual convention of Synod have been re- 
ceived from Grace Church, Phoenix, Arizona, and St. Matthew’s Church, 
North Hollywood. 

The late lamented Rev. Jesse W. Ball, Ph. D., made a legacy to the 
Synod. Due to depressed real estate values the shrinkage of the estate 
was great, and the heirs were unable to meet the amount designated. A 
proposition has been made to us whereby the Synod would receive an 
amply secured trust deed for $900, payable $25.00 every three months 
plus interest at 7 percent, and $300 cash. We recommend it be accepted.

; (b) That the Synod does not see its way clear to release its claim 
in keeping with the request of Mrs. A. E. Bernheim. Carried. 

(c) Regarding the late Rev. Jesse W. Ball’s legacy to the Synod, a 
substitute motion made by Dr. David R. Huber, referring the matter to 


the Executive Committee for further investigation with power to act 
was carried. 


(d) RESOLVED, that in keeping with a series of resolutions pre- 
sented to your Committee from the Church Council of St. Michael’s 
Lutheran Church, Berkeley, protesting against the election of the pas- 
tor of their congregation or of any congregation of the Synod as Presi- 
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dent of the Synod, we believe that the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
California, should take steps to secure a full-time President in order that 
no congregation may lose the active service of its pastor and that the 
work of the Synod may be prosecuted effectively. 

On motion this resolution was deferred until the hearing of the re- 
port of the Committee on President’s Report. 

(e) Invitations for the next annual convention of the Synod re- 
ceived from Grace Church, Phoenix, Arizona, also from St. Matthew’s 
Lutheran Church of North Hollywood. 

Motion prevailed that the time and place of the next annual*meeting 
of the Synod be left to the Executive Committee. 


The report was adopted as a whole.

REPORT OF THE INNER MISSION COMMITTEE 


The special work committed to us was the securing of plans for 
the landscaping of the site for our Home for the Aged in Sierra Madre. 
With the able assistance of Rev. D. Edward Wright, your committee 
herewith submits a plan for landscaping, and floor plans for a one 
story frame building with rooms for sixteen guests and the necessary 
rooms for administration. 

In ‘addition locations for nine or more bungalows facing a central 
open court are indicated. 

1. Your committee recommends that Mr. Edwin Westberg, archi- 
tect, be given the award of $50.00, for these pians and that they be 
adopted as our general plan for the development of the site. 

2. We recommend that funds be secured by donations for the 
erection of the main building, and that permission be given to congrega- 
tions and individuals to build bungalows on uniform plans approved by 
the Executive Committee of the Synod. 

3. Be it further resolved, that the trustees of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of California be and are hereby authorized to sell the 
Stumpf Hospice property located at E. Third and Mathews Streets, Los 
Angeles, for such an amount as seems to the majority of the trustees 
of Synod a reasonable sum—said amount to be set apart for the proposed 
administration building or for a bungalow sacred to the memory of 
Catherine Stumpf. 

Organized Inner Mission activities for relief of needy have centered 
in Sacramento, Oakland and Los Angeles. The outstanding gifts of the 
I. M. S. of Los Angeles, was the sending of nine cartons of warm cloth- 
ing and bedding to needy Lutherans in Canada. The Mary and Martha 
Circle of the First Church of Oakland have continued their local bene- 
factions and have contributed another fifty dollars to the Home for 
the Aged. While the Lutheran Relief Society of Sacramento has made 
a record second to none as revealed in the appended report, which shows 
that $2131.99 has been disbursed in the past eight years, besides clothing 
and provisions. Let us as churches and communities go forward in every 
good gift, word and work.

Rey. Daniel J. Snyder presented the following report: 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


I. The chairman of the committee, Dr. S. H. Yerian, made a trip 
to Omaha, Nebraska, in February, in the interest of Ministerial Educa- 
tion. At the conference of representatives from the Synods, problems 
were discussed and views exchanged. The fact was impressed upon our 
representative that the greatest efficiency in the administration of Min- 
isterial Education was developed in Synods where the committee or at 
least the chairman was continuous and where the members of the com- 
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mittee could frequently contact the students and occasionally visit the 
institutions where the students attended. 

II. In compliance with the instructions of the 1935 Convention of 
Synod, your committee, through the treasurer of Synod, remitted to 
Robert R. Miller, a senior, and to Joseph W. Inslee, a middler at Mt. 
Airy Theological Seminary two hundred dollars each, and to Elwyn L. 
Judd one hundred dollars to finish his collegiate work at Midland. 

Raymond F. Anderson, a junior at Mt. Airy Theological Seminary, 
was granted one hundred dollars. The Board of Education paid the 
traveling expenses of our students. 

Satisfactory reports have been received from Joseph W. Inslee and 
Raymond F. Anderson and application has been made by each of these 
two young men for two hundred dollars aid for 1936-1937. 

No information has been received concerning the future plans of 
Elywn L. Judd. 

Ill. A request from Rev. M. O. Heller for one-way transportation 
on behalf of Paul H. Wolpert, a member of the First English Lutheran 
Church, Oakland, who, having expressed preference for entrance to 
Muhlenberg College, Allentown, Pa., and having filed all necessary cre- 
dentials to enter the freshman class this fall, was received. The request 
is made with the understanding that Mr. Wolpert will remain in the 
east during the entire period of his college course, and that no fur- 
ther appropriation for transportation will be necessary. 


IV. Your committee recommends: 


1. That Joseph W. Inslee and Raymond F. Anderson be granted 
two hundred dollars each for the coming year. 

2. We recommend that the Board of Education be requested to 
pay the one-way transportation of Paul H. Wolpert.. 

3. That we request the Northern and Southern Districts of the 
Luther League each to contribute fifty dollars to Ministerial Education 
fund. 

4. That we request the Board of Education to pay the accustomed 
traveling expenses for each ministerial student.

Rev. D. Edward Wright presented the following report: 
REPORT OF ST. DAVID’S LUTHERAN CAMP 


Twenty boys answered the roll call of the 1935 St. David’s Camp. 
We were glad to welcome many of the boys who had attended our camps 
before and we were glad to see so many new boys. The camp program 
was similar to that of other years. 

Rey. W. H. Derr conducted the Bible class hours in his usual capable 
and interesting manner. The boys were given daily opportunities in God’s 
great out-of-doors, for swimming, boating, fishing, mountain hiking, 
baseball and many other sports. Captain E. T. May was in charge oi 
all these activities, and proved himself an efficient and popular leader 
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with the boys. There is no question about it that we have an excellent 
place for the boys to spend a profitable and inspiring vacation. 

For eleven years the Southern Conference of the California Lutheran 
Synod has conducted a summer camp for boys. There is no question 
but that it has come to mean much in the life and work of some of our 
congregations—but there is little question that it may become a still 
greater power and influence in most of our congregations.

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Dr. Trabert presented the following report: 
REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STUDENT WORK 


Your Committee on Student Work, of which the President of the 
Synod was requested to act as Chairman, has made a thorough study 
of work amongst students beyond High School grade, in conformity with 
the resolutions adopted by the Synod at the 1935 convention (see page 
25, minutes of 1935). 

We find that student work is being conducted in the Northern 
Conference only at the University of California at Berkeley, under 
the direction of the Rev. Earnest A. Trabert, D. D., pastor of St. Michael’s 
Church. In this work there has been brought about cooperation with 
the student pastors of other Lutheran bodies located in Berkeley. The 
Lutheran student enrollment is approximately 150, of whom more than 
one-half are directly related to the Luther Club. An appropriation of 
$200 towards this work, to be expended through St. Michael’s Church, 
has been made by the Board of Education of the United Lutheran 
Church in America. 

The Chairman of the Committee has sought to enlist interest in 
Lutheran students in other institutions of higher learning in the north. 
It has been found that at Stanford University there are about 50 Luth- 
eran students, and large groups at Sacramento and Fresno Junior Col- 
leges. Local pastors have thus far been unable to contact these students. 


The situation in the Southern Conference presents an entirely dif- 
ferent picture. In the Los Angeles area all such work is being conducted 
under the auspices of the University Religious Conference, which is 
an organization including all religious groups. No individual congre- 
gation is charged with the care of our students. A group of men and 
women interested in the students have formed what they call the Luther 
Associates, which has as its objective provision for the spiritual care 
and guidance of Lutheran students in the University of California at 
Los Angeles, the University of Southern California and Los Angeles 
Junior College. This group has sought to assign men as student pastors 
in order that our Lutheran students might not be neglected. The chair- 
man of the committee, as well as two other members, has met this group 
and sought to work out a plan whereby they may become definitely in- 
corporated in our plan. Through our efforts this body is now in the process 
of becoming the official representative of all Lutheran bodies. 


The matter of financial support of this student work, and the hand- 
ling of the finances, has been a serious problem for the committee. 
According to the resolution adopted last year all funds for student 
work on the territory of the Synod of California are to pass through 
the treasury of the Synod of California and to be disbursed by the 
committee. On the other hand the Board of Education includes in its 
budget certain definite amounts for the individual work, and is not 
disposed to place any menies unassigned in the hands of the Synod or 
its committee. There is a reason for this in view of the entirely dif- 
ferent character of the conduct of the work in the north and in the 
south. In the north one congregation is responsible; in the south it is 
not in the hands of any congregation, nor can it be according to the 
present set-up. 

In view of this situation there should be a distinction made between 
the work in these different localities. The north should remain as it 
is, and in the south there should be set up by the Synod a committee 
from the Southern Conference to represent the Synod in this work. As 
your committee views it, this is the only solution at the present time. 

Within the past year there have been further developments in the 
Southern Conference by the fact that a Lutheran student organization 
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formed in San Diego under the leadership of the Rev. Delmar 
reece pastor of the First Church of that city. There are also 
possibilities that such work will be inaugurated at Santa Barbara 
and in other colleges in the vicinity of Los Angeles. This fact lends 
weight to the view that the work in the south should be maintained 
through the Southern Conference, for thus alone can it be handled 
adequately. 


In view of the statements made, and other facts which might be 
educed from them, your committee is convinced that there should be 
certain changes and amendments made to the resolutions adopted in 
1935. Resolution One, which relates to the Student Work Committee 
of the Synod, conforms with the By-Laws of the Synod (Section IX, 7) 
and should remain. The functions of this Committee would be exactly 
what the By-Laws indicate. 


For the balance we recommend that all be rescinded and the fol- 
lowing substituted: 


(2) That the work with students in the University of California 
at Berkeley be committeed to St. Michael’s Lutheran Church of Berke- 
ley, California, in accordance with the action already taken by the Board 
of Education of the United Lutheran Church in America, which places 
the student work in charge of the local church wherever that is possible. 


(3) That the work with students in the territory of the Southern 
Conference be committed to a committee from the Southern Conference 
who shall represent the Synod of California in any and all cooperative 
student activity, such as other Lutheran groups, or agencies such as 
the University Religious Conference in Los Angeles. 


(4) That the group known as “The Luther Associates” be accepted 
as the organization through which the committee of the Southern Con- 
ference may work, providing this group is formed of official representa- 
tives of the Lutheran bodies interested. 


(5) That the budget for this work be determined in the Southern 
Conference by this committee, and in the north by the congregation un- 
der whose auspices the work is being conducted. 


(6) That all monies for this work from the Board of Education shall 
be transmitted through the Treasurer of the Synod of California and be 
disbursed by him as indicated by said Board of Education upon recom- 
mendation of those charged with this work, i. e., the committee from 
the Southern Conference, and St. Michael’s Church in the north. 


(7) Work having been inaugurated at the State Colleges in San 
Jose, San Diego, and Fresno, that application be made to the Board of 
Education for the sum of $100 for this work, to be administered by the 
Student Work committee. 


Your Committe further desires to report that there has been re- 
ceived for the work in the south the sum of $100, with another $150 
promised before June 30. The former amount was allocated to three 
student pastors, and the latter amount is still to be allocated by your 
committee. In the north thus far there has been received $150, with 
the promise of $50 more by the end of June. 


Your Committee has made application to the Board of Education of 
the United Lutheran Church in America for the sum of $450.00 for the 
work in the south for 1936-1937, and that the Board request the Augustana 
Synod to secure an appropriation of $50. St. Michael’s Church of Berke- 
ley has made application for $300 for the same period of time for the 


work in the University of California at Berkeley and at Stanford 
University. 
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_ We regret the length of this report, but it is the result of a yeai’s 
serious study, and we believe that if it is adopted it will eventually 
work great advantage to our service in behalf of Lutheran students.

With You” formed a fine homily for his closing message. 

The roll was called and the minutes of the morning session read and 
adopted as corrected. 

Dr. D. R. Huber and Mr. George P. Herrick were nominated as mem- 
bers of the Home Mission Committee. They were elected. 


Rev. William E. Crouser, D. D., presented the following report: 
REPORT OF HOME MISSION COMMITTEE 


At the beginning of the Synodical year there were ten missions under 
our care. Two of these, namely St. John’s Church, Oakland, and St. 
Paul’s Church, Sanger, became self-supporting. 

One new mission was received, Holy Trinity Church, Tucson, Arizona, 
and one congregation, St. Paul’s Church, Los Angeles which had become 
self-supporting several years ago was again placed upon the mission 
rolls to receive aid for the year 1936 only. ; 

Two pastors of our missions resigned during the year, the Rev. J. 
L. Sawyer, of the First English Church of Fresno, and the Rev. S. H. 
Yerian, D. D., of St. John’s Church, Gardena. The place of the former 
was filled by the calling of the Rev. G. P. Kabele, D. D., and of the 
latter by the calling of the Rev. G. Herbert Hillerman. 

The following appropriations were made, upon recommendation of 
your Committee, by the Board of American Missions: 

Beverly Hills, organized 1930, the Rev. Guy lL. Hudson, pastor; 
aid on salary $780, a reduction of $60. 

Fresno, organized 1917, the Rev. G. P. Kabelle, D. D., pastor; aid 
on salary $360, a reduction of $120, the congregation to become self- 
supporting with December 31, 1936. 

Gardena, organized 1924, the Rev. G. Herbert Hillerman, pastor; 
aid on salary $600, until December 31, 1936, when the work is to be 
reviewed. 
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Los Angeles Bethany Church, organized 1926, the Rev. Henry Irving 
Kohler, pastor; aid on salary $450, a reduction of $50. 

Los Angeles, St. Paul’s Church, organized 1914, the Rev. J. Ernest 
Messer, pastor; aid on salary $300, for one year only, ending December » 
31, 1936. 

North Hollywood, St. Matthew’s Church, organized 1931, the Rev. 
Edward N. Spirer, pastor; aid on salary $600, a reduction of $200. 

Richmond, Grace Church, organized 1924, the Rev. Orval A. Awer- 
kamp, pastor; aid on salary $620. 

San Francisco, Temple Church, organized 1916, the Rev. Henry 
F. Schmidt, pastor; aid on salary $540, a reduction of $60. 

Santa Barbara, Grace Church, organized 1906, the Rev. Erwin T. 
May, pastor; aid on salary $400, a reduction of $50, until December 31, 
1936, when the work is to be reviewed. 

Tucson, Arizona, Holy Trinity Church, organized 1935, the Rev. 
Homer L. Bosserman, pastor; aid on salary $600. 

An interest grant of $180 was made to Grace Church, Richmond. 


Plans for the amortization of Church Extension loans have been 
adopted by the Board of American Missions. Under this system congre- 
gations having unpaid loans are divided into four classes: 


Group A. Privilege of renewal for three years upon an annual 
payment of 4% to be credited on principal; the other 
to be charged to interest. 


Group B. Privilege of renewal for three years upon an annual pay- 
ment of 10% of principal, such payment to be credited 
on principal. 

Group C. An annual payment of 2% on principal. In case the con- 
gregation is unable to do so, then notes covering the 
amounts of the notes becoming a part of the principal. 


Group D. AlIl congregations that are hopelessly insolvent. 


Acting under this plan the following congregations have asked for 
a renewal of their loans under the group designated, and their requests 
have been approved by your committee. 

St. Michael’s, Berkeley, $1300, group B. 

St. John’s, Gardena, $3000. 

Grace, Alhambra, $3275, group A. 

St. Luke’s, Huntington Park, $1000, group A. 

First Glendale, $500, group C. 

Grace, Phoenix, Ariz., $9900, group C. 

Grace, Richmond, $5730. 

St. John’s, Oakland. 

St. Paul’s, Sanger. 

Bethany, Los Angeles, $2500, no interest. 

Hollywood, Los Angeles, $3900. 

Grace, San Jose $1750, group A. 

Temple, San Francisco, $250, increase. 


A new loan of $2000 to Holy Trinity, Tucson, Ariz., was requested 
and approved upon formal application. 


A Survey of the Missions 


Beverly Hills. The new edifice which has been under construction 
for nearly a year is being used regularly for worship, although not yet 
completed. The delay has been occasioned by the fact that the work 
is being done by the members of the congregation, to dedicate the build- 
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ing without any indebtedness. Advice has been given this congregation 
to dispose of the property now owned by the congregation, and to pur- 
chase the rented site upon which their present edifice is located. There 
has been a marked advance in this work since worshipping at the 
present location. 


Fresno, First Church. For a brief period somewhat stunned by the 
removal of their former pastor to take up special work for the Board of 
American Missions, the congregation is rallying solidly to the support 
of the present pastor. There has been a marked increase in the mem- 
bership, and plans are already under way looking towards an adequate 
church edifice. 


Gardena, St. John’s Church. Following the resignation of the pas- 
tor, the Rev. W. H. Derr was appointed acting pastor by your committee. 
When a call was issued to the Rev. G. Herbert Hillerman, and ac- 
cepted by him, the officials of the Board of American Missions declined to 
endorse him as a missionary pastor, although this Board had already 
included an appropriation of $600 for this work for the year. Your 
committee insisted that he be endorsed and adopted resolutions pertain- 
ing to the same which have been forwarded to the Board. No reply has 
been received from the Executive Secretary. It is the purpose of your 
Committee to stand their ground on this, believing that they are the 
ones to decide who shall be pastors of the congregation within the 
Synod rather than the Board of American Missions or its officials. Since 
the coming of this pastor to the field there has been distinct progress. 

Los Angeles, Bethany Church. Few comments are required in 
regard to this work. It is going forward to a marked degree. The time 
is rapidly approaching when it will be able to assume its own support. 

North Hollywood, St. Matthew’s Church. The record made by this 
mission will long stand in the history of the Synod as an inspiring example 
to others. In the brief period of its existence, under the inspiring and 
untiring leadership of its pastor, the congregation has acquired a 
property valued at $20,000, with an indebtedness of only $3,000. 

Richmond, Grace Church. After several years of uncertain progress, 
and oppressed by the weight of debt, this mission is now moving forward. 
They have made a payment of $280 on the principal of their dett,. 
brought the interest up to date, and improved the interior of the church 
by the labors of the men of the congregation. The Haster attendance 
reached nearly 200, with a record communion of 72. 

San Francisco, Temple Church. Located in an industrial community 
which has been feeling the effects of unemployment seriously, the 
pastor of Temple Church has given much of his time to typical inner 
mission work. The question of seeking aid for it from the Inner Mis- 
sion Board of the United Lutheran Church in America has been con- 
sidered. The congregation is included among the linguistic missions 
of the Board of American Missions, which is incorrect. 

Santa Barbara, Grace Church. From time to time your mission 
committee has been called upon to labor vigorously to secure support 
from the board for this work in view of the fact that it is now thirty 
years old, and still a mission. There have been signs of real progress 
during the past year.. With the consent of the President of the Synod, 
after conferring with members of the committee, a price has been 
placed upon the property. Should it be sold there will be a relocaticn 
which will change materially the character and progress of the work. 

Tucson, Arizona. Due to the illness of the pastor the progress 
anticipated in this work has not been evident. The fact that work 
can only be done for a period of nine months in this field, due to the 
extreme heat of the summer months, means that intensive work is 
required. Certain problems have arisen due to misunderstandings 
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within the congregation that will require the serious consideration 
of the new Home Mission committee. 

Los Angeles, St. Paul’s Church. Since the death of the late la- 
mented Dr. Young the work of this congregation has been carried on 
with difficulty. Unwisely advised, they sought to secure the services 
of a part time pastor, but the Executive Committee of the Synod in 
cooperation with the Mission committee forbade It. Mates in e980, 
after several weeks supply work by the Rev. J: Ernest Messer, he was 
called to become pastor. The income of the congregation having de- 
creased greatly, and a number having become disaffected, it became 
necessary to secure aid for the year 1936 from the Board of Ameri- 
can Missions. Since the advent again of a permanent pastor the work 
has taken on new life and we may anticipate a distinct advance during 
the current year. 

Stockton. The field was canvassed under the direction of the 
former committee. The matter now is in the hands of the Home Mission 
Committee of the Northern Conference for action. A fund of about $75.00 
is available for the inauguration of a Sunday School. 


The report was adopted. 


Rev. Edward P. Schueler, D. D., presented the following report: 
REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION 


An unfiinished task of this committee is the procurement from each 
congregation of the Synod of a copy of its constitution and of its articles 
of incorporation, according to the resolution of Synod (See recommenda- 
tion 2 of President’s report, minutes of 1934, page 13.) To date, after 
two years of faithful and courteous effort, your committee reports 18 
congregations as having fully complied with the Synod’s requirement, 
6 as having partially complied (one or the other of the two documents 
being furnished), and 11 congregations yet derelict. A few of these last 
have given reasons for their delay. 


The returns in hand are ready for filing with the Archivist, and 
will be turned over to the new Committee on Constitution.

Since the last meeting of Synod, the Northern District Luther 


League has held a spring rally at the First E i 
ee 3 J rs nglish Lutheran Church 
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Last fall the annual convention of the District League was held in 
Fresno with a goodly number of our young people present. The tone 
of the meetings was inspiring. Our young people are thinking deeply 
along spiritual lines. 


At present, the constituent Leagues of the Northern District num- 
ber 10. Seven of these are senior, and 3 are intermediate. These Leagues, 
however, only represent 7 congregations. Less than one-half of the 
churches in Northern Conference are reporting Luther League work, 
and yet the League is the recognized and official organization of the 
United Lutheran Church in America for work among its young people. 


The 10 Leagues have a combined membership of a little over 150. 
Beside the regular work. contributed by the young people to the local 
church by these Leaguers, they are assisting in our Synodical Work 
by the contribution of money to the work of ministerial education, to 
the work of erecting the church and community center at T’ai Tung 
Chen in China, by giving at least their quota toward the $10,000 ob- 
jective for this biennium. 


Our Northern District League is working on a Banner Point program 
which divides the work into three major divisions: Local work, Educa- 
tional work, and Missionary work. Points are awarded the League 
that can qualify in the following fields: Church attendance, regular 
contributions through the duplex envelopes, regular devotional meet- 
ings, regular socials and business meetings, a net increase in member- 
ship, joint meetings with the older children of the Church school and 
the confirmation classes, national and district dues paid on time, 
goodly representation at the conventions of the District League, daily Bible 
reading, subscriptions to the Lutheran and the Luther League Review, 
assisting the pastor in any line of work which may be properly classed 
as Inner, Home, or Foreign Missionary in character, and emphasis on 
the call to life service. 

Your Advisor would be remiss in his duties were he to neglect 
mentioning the splendid work being done by the executive officers of 
the District. The incumbent officers are: Mr. Emil Sass of St. Mark’s, 
San Francisco, who has served faithfully for three years as president; 
Mr. Elvin Hansen of First Church, Fresno, who is vice-president; Miss 
Emilie Waggoner of First Church, Sacramento, district secretary, and 
Mr. Harold E. Carlson, also of First Church, Sacramento, treasurer. 

Your Advisor wishes to acknowledge his joy, which is that of the 
Northern District League, in the assurance that in August we will 
have the Rey. Paul M. Kinports, executive secretary of the Luther 
League of America, at our convention. 

Your Advisor recommends that the cause of the Luther League be 
stressed in the communications of the President of the Synod, and 
that every pastor in Synod do his utmost to further the cause of Christ 
by interesting his young people in the Luther League of America.

A revised constitution, made necessary by the extended activities of 
the organization, has been worked out by the executive board and will 
be presented for consideration at the annual convention—taking place at

Three district meetings were held so far during the present year. 
The first at San Diego, in connection with the Exposition Lutheran

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


The recommendation adopted as part of last year’s report, which 
provided for gathering statistics on family altars throughout the Synod 
by the distribution of a postcard form, after due consideration and with 
the approval of the president of the Synod, was disregarded as imprac- 
ticable, and all things considered, not well designed to further the cause 
of evangelism. 

Complying with another recommendation of last year, the commit- 
tee urged and cooperated with the officers of the conferences to the end 
that round-table discussions on evangelism be conducted, and the ccm- 
mittee urges that such round-tables be continued from year to year. 

We again recommend the wide-spread use of such devotional book- 
lets as those prepared by our publication house and by the Northwest 
Synod. 

We commend for study the articles on evangelism which appear in 
the Lutheran from time to time, and call special attention to an article 
by Dr. W. C. Davis in the issue of March 19, 1936, as being of unusual 
merit and practical value. 

Both the presence and messages of Dr. Roth are most stimulating 
and heartening in these times of unrest and uncertainty, and we heartily 
appreciate the same, and urge that the plan of bringing in an outstanding 
preacher of our church as guest speaker for each convention of Synod 
become a fixed practice. 

Finally, brethren, may we again remind you that our Lord was 
much in prayer, and that from frequent long and lonely vigils He went 
forth to proclaim the truth with fearlessness and power. All great leaders 
in the church have been men of power because they were men of prayer. 
May we not forget nor forsake this source of strength and courage, but 
may we be much with Jesus.

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Rev. Paul L. Miller presented the following report: 
REPORT OF STEWARDSHIP COMMITTEE 


Fathers and Brethren: 

The stewardship committee is happy to report that a gain of two 
was made in the number of pastors and congregations using the litera- 
ture of the Lutheran Laymen’s Movement for the every member visitation. 
Thirty of our congregations this year as against 28 last year conducted 
an every member visitation using this aid. While we rejoice over the 
gain, which the active interest of the President of Synod largely made 
possible, we are of the opinion that there is no reason for there not be- 
ing 100% use of this proven method for aiding financial as well as 
spiritual stewardship. 


In accordance with the resolutions of last year an effort was made 
to set up stewardship conferences in both the north and the south. A 
program for a conference, to include a Saturday afternoon and Sunday, 
was set up, but owing to lack of available time and personnel the pro- 
gram was not carried out. We feel that largely this was due to insuffi- 
cient advance preparation. If we were to have a date set aside early in 
October or even during the last week of Parish Education month this 
type of a conference could be conducted with great profit. It might even 
be combined with one on evangelism to enhance its appeal. 


In regard to benevolence and the suggestion that instead of a definite 
apportionment each congregation should tithe its current income, ex- 
clusive of specials, we find that, adding the present current expense and 
apportionment paid, the tithing income would show a 20% gain over the 
average apportionment paid during the last five years. While we rec- 
ognize that there are many hurdles for such a plan of operation to sur- 
mount, we feel that such a procedure would set a proper example to 
congregations and individuals within the congregations relative to the 
tithe as a minimum of financial stewardship. While we have no specific 
recommendation to make regarding adoption or rejection of this plan 
we do feel that the study of it should not be dropped and that it should 
be made a matter of study for congregations and conferences without 
the necessity of Synodical resolution. 


Recommendation: In view of the incomplete accomplishment of the 
objectives set up last year, we recommend that the stewardship committee 
be charged to continue along the lines suggested in last year’s report.

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PRESIDENT’S REPORT 


Members of the Women’s Missionary Society of the Evangelical Lutheran 
Synod of California— 


Dear Co-Workers: 

By the providence of a kind heavenly Father we are here assembled 
for our Forty-fourth Annual Convention to record the events in another 
chapter of our book of history. 

Have we attained the high ideals set for our Society? The reports of 
our officers, department secretaries and local societies will reveal to 
us what has been accomplished. The sum total of what they report 
is made up entirely of what each one of us as an individual has done. 

I would have you note very carefully the report of our Statistical 
Secretary. Amongst other facts it discloses the following significant 
figures. In 1933 we had enrolled 750 women in our Societies, 136 young 
women in that department of our work, and 294 children in the Light 
Brigade. Contrast with this the figures for 1935—now we report 563 
women, 204 young women, and 354 children. Every department secre- 
tary should study this statistical report. She should also communicate 
with each local society at least once a year, thus stimulating them to 
greater activity. This reminder of the obligations of the _ societies 
means much for the expansion and development of our work. 

In 1933 our thank-offering amounted to $1,435, and in 1935 it 
had dropped to $1,073. The thank-offering is not the expression of the 
duty of thanksgiving, but is the privilege of expressing our thank-living. 
If there are societies which have not as yet adopted the quarterly thank- 
offering plan, we urge them to try it for one year at least. It works ad- 
mirably, and gives the general society the use of this income for the en- 
tire year. 

Our Life and In Memoriam departments deserve our heartiest sup- 
port. In 1933 the life membership income totalled the sum of $360, 
and the in Memoriam amounted to $175. In 1935 the former was $450 
and the latter but $70. I am sure that all will agree with me when I 
say that these two departments are most potent factors in aiding our 
General Fund. They are the thermometer by which the rise and fall 
of our interest is indicated. 

I call your attention to our Young Women’s travel fund—the sum 
of one dollar a year from each society for a period of three years will 
enable us to send one of our young women to the next general con- 
vention in 1937. The establishment of this fund was decided upon at 
our last Convention, but many of our Societies have failed to transmit 
their dollar. They are urged to do so without fail. 

Some of our societies during the past year determined to provide 
an in Memoriam fund for Mrs. Julia Harpster, the wife of one of our 
pioneer missionaries in India and to whom the synodical society owes 
much. I sent a communication to each society requesting them to aid 
in this. I regret to state that thus far the funds are insufficient for 
this purpose. It is to Mrs. Harpster that we owe the India Lace indus- 
try. Let us endeavor to complete this fund during this convention. 

We have heard much within the past year of the General Society’s 
special, known as the Missionary Advance. We will hear much more 
during the current year. God is the great missionary need of the 
hour. The need of God is as great in the world today as it was when 
our Lord said to His disciples, “Go ye’; and the promise, “Lo, I am 
with you always,’ means just as much now as it did then. The need 
of our Church in the homeland is as great as it is in distant lands. The 
Missionary Advance means to make every member of the Church mis- 
sionary-minded, to go out and bring men and children as well as women 
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into a personal relationship with Jesus as their Lord and Saviour. Our 
work is to begin with our own societies. If we can make our women 
so missionary-minded that each one would bring one new member into 
our societies we would double our numbers, and recover the great 
losses we have suffered during the years of the depression. It would 
mean more, for with increased membership we could have our own 
representative on the Executive Board of the General Society. Further 
meanings would be more pews filled in our churches and larger funds 
in our treasuries. Recently I had the pleasure of entertaining Mrs. T. 
A. Jansen, the representative of our coast synods on the General Board, 
as she was on her way to a meeting of the Executive Board. She agreed 
with me that this Missionary Advance is today the real task of the 
women of the church. 

Our Young Women’s Societies call for our earnest and sympathetic 
support. At the Young Women’s Congress held in Baltimore in 1932 
there were gathered in the banquet hall one evening 1,250 young 
women. These are the tomorrow of our society. Some of the leaders of 
today at that time were asked, “How does this gathering impress you?” 
Some of the answers received were the following: “The church and 
the world are still safe’, “The Women’s Missionary society will not 
die,’ “Here are the leaders of the next thirty or forty years,” “Here 
is the third generation ready to take up the burden from older shoul- 
ders and carry on for Christ’s sake”. God bless cur young women cf 
the Congress as life opens before them and they come to full leader- 
ship in the conventions of the Women’s Missionary Society of the United 
Lutheran Church. 


Two questions are asked of the Young Women’s missionary so- 
cieties, the first, “Does the world need Christ today?”’; the second, 
“Should you take part in the Missionary Advance program of the Wo- 
men’s Missionary Society?” The second question will be answered by 
the answer to the first question. 


During the past year two of our missionaries sailed for their post 
by way of San Francisco, both of whom were entertained in our home, 
Miss Lydia Reich and Miss Frieda Strecker, both of our China mission. 


During the month of October it was my privilege to visit the Mis- 
sionary society of Grace Church, Phoenix, Ariz., and the newly organ- 
ized society of Holy Trinity Church, Tucson, Ariz., our youngest mis- 
sion. Two weeks ago I was privileged to meet with the young women 
of the First Church, Fresno. 

We are happy today to welcome two new societies into our mem- 
bership, St. Mark’s Missionary Guild of St. Mark’s Church, San Fran- 
cisco, also the newly organized Society in Tucson, Arizona. This is really 
a notable occasion, welcoming a society from the oldest Lutheran Church 
on the Pacific Coast, and from the youngest congregation within the 
Synod. 

In preparation for this convention I appointed the following program 
committee: Mrs. William B. Scheehl, our secretary, Mrs. D. J. Snyder, 
our vice-president, who aided me in arranging the program. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


¥ I submit the following recommendations for your consideration and 
action: 


als That the Christian women of this Convention make an earnest 
effort to interest every member of our congregations in missions, and 
that the women of the Missionary societies include in their sphere of 
interest the whole program of the whole church. 
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2. That a copy of the report of the Statistical Secretary be sent to 
the Synodical President prior to the Convention. 

3. That every Department Secretary interest herself in the report 
of the Statistical Secretary. 

4. That the synodical special remain the same as last year, namely 
our work in Rocky Boy, Montana. 

I wish to express my gratitude to all who cooperated so heartily 
with me during the past year.

SOUTHERN CONFERENCE REPORT 


The twenty-ninth ‘convention of the Southern Coneference of the 
Women’s Missionary Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
California was held October 25-26, 1935, in St. Matthew’s Lutheran 
Church, North Hollywood, the Rev. Edward N. Spirer, pastor. 


The president, Mrs. G. Bayard Young, opened the first session at 
9:30 a. m., with 88 in attendance. There was a total attendance of 326. 
Credentials were received from 17 Women’s societies, 4 Light Brigades 
and 2 Young Women’s societies. The roll call was answered by 4 officers, 
9 department secretaries, and 42 delegates. 


The devotional theme was from Joshua 13:1—‘‘There remaineth yet 
much land to be possessed’. This challenge seemed to permeate every 
session and after the close of the convention we felt that we had been 
renewed in spirit, and that we should go home to our several churches 
and live the Christ life in such a fascinating and beautiful way that 
“Others” might know Him and serve Him too. For after all, those out- 
side the fold read only the Gospel according to You. 


The text was found in John 10:16, “And other sheep I have which 
are not of this fold; them also I must bring and they shall hear my 
voice, and there shall be one fold and one shepherd”. Mrs. Marion Hay 
of Hollywood had the first devotional, stressing the thought of 
“Others”. Mrs. David Huber of Los Angeles stressed the ‘‘Winning” 
and the “Teaching” in the second devotional period, and Mrs. Knute 
Rinde of San Diego closed with the thought of “Unity” in one fold 
and one shepherd. 

Mrs. Young in her report spoke of the Missionary Advance move- 
ment and said only 8 per cent of our women are in the Missionary so- 
cieties. She urged us to enlarge our memberships and to organize 
Young Women’s groups and Light Brigades, and to build up the Luth- 
eran Women’s Work subscription list. 


Mrs. Yerian reported 1600 women in attendance at the Summer 
School of Missions and asked for expressions from some of those who 
attended. From these testimonies we gathered that all who enjoyed 
the privilege of attending the summer school found it to be a great 
source of information and inspiration for the work of the coming year. 


64 FORTY-FOURTH ANNUAL CONVENTION 


The Panel Forum of Department Secretaries proved a novel and 
instructive manner of presenting our work. Very interesting and beau- 
tiful posters and exhibits illustrated each department, and after each 
report questions were asked and answered. Mrs. W. H. Keighley had a 
beautiful Mexican exhibit of unusual curios, and also Light Brigade 
hand-work on Mexico. Mrs. Evald Dimski, our magazine secretary, 
had a chart which gave the comparative size of the societies, member- 
ship and subscriptions. Six societies were given as 100 per cent, 2 
others were over 80 per cent, and the rest of us would rather she had 
not told us how far we had fallen short of our opportunity. We all 
resolved to do something about it, and I hope we have not forgotten to 
get this thrilling missionary information to more families of our church. 

In the evening Mrs. J. E. Hoick gave a remarkable “Study of South 
America” in her charming and thorough manner. It held us spell 
bound, and her description of that land of hospitality, beauty, charm and 
greatness was so complete that we gained much to help us appreciate 
our sisters in that other America. 

On Saturday morning the Panel Forum was concluded with the 
report of 15 Light Brigades with an approximate membership of 350. 
Their offerings for the year were $115. 

Mrs. Spirer called attention to the study books and urged the women 
to make good use of the free literature. 

Mrs. H. J. Weaver reported 5 study classes and 7 reading circles, 
and 4 women on the honor roll: Mrs. Elsa King Frey, Hollywood; Mrs. 
E. N. Egge, Mrs. Dozer and Mrs. McElroy, of Bethany, Los Angeles.

After presenting the gavel to Mrs. Frey, Mrs. Young made a gift to 
the Conference of a wood block which came from Africa, to be used 
with the gavel. Mrs. J. E. Hoick thanked Mrs. Young for this gift, 
after which it was accepted by the Conference with thanks. 


The music throughout the sessions was beautiful, and on Friday 
evening the choir of St. Matthew’s gave a lovely anthem and the Luther 
League a very impressive pageant, “The Illuminated Cross”. Solos were 
sung by Mrs. Florence Goyette, Mrs. Elsa King Frey, Mrs. W. J. Dick- 
son of Mr. Ralph Beach. 

An invitation to meet in First Church, Los Angeles, next year was 
received and accepted. 


Our meeting closed at noon and was followed by the Young Women’s 
Session.

NORTHERN CONFERENCE REPORT 


The 26th annual convention of the Northern Conference of the 
California Synodical Women’s Missionary Society met in Sacramento 
October 15-16, 1935, in St.. John’s Ev. Lutheran church, the Rev. Chas. 
cH Oehler, D. D., pastor. This meeting was held jointly with the 41st 
convention of the Northern Conference of the Synod. We assembled with 
the Conference for the opening Communion service on the morning 
of October 15, the Rev. Orval A. Awerkamp preaching the sermon. 
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The Women’s Conference opened its sessions at 1:30 p. m. Mrs. 
J. L. Sawyer, the president, presided. Our Conference theme was, “Think 
on these things”, Phil. 4:8-9. 

Devotional periods were conducted by Mrs. P. J. Kramer, Mrs. 


E. A. Trabert, and Mrs. C. F. Crouser. Thirty-five delegates and visitors 
were present. 


The department chairmen gave their reports, using the synodical 
book of posters. 

The officers gave their reports. The treasurer reported $29.04 in 
the treasury. The Conference sent a box to China. 

Mrs. W. E. Crouser spoke on the work at Mt. Hermon. 

A playlet was presented, ‘“‘The Woman Who Turned Back.” 

A dinner was served to all delegates, honoring the 45th anniversary 


of Dr. Oehler as pastor of St. John’s church. This was followed by 
evening worship, with Dr. W. E. Crouser as the speaker. 

Music was featured both days. 

The society representatives gave their reports at the second morning 
session. : 

The Young Women conducted the second afternoon session. A dra- 
matization was given, entitled “The Fountain of Youth.” 

The delegates voted to change the constitution, giving the societies 
one delegate for every ten members, or fraction, instead of twenty 
members, ministers’ wives to have voice and vote though not elected as 
delegates. 

The following officers were elected: Mrs. J. L. Sawyer, president; 
Mrs. P. J. Kramer, ist vice-president; Mrs. M. O. Heller, 2nd vice-presi- 
dent; Miss Rose Flathman, secretary; Mrs. C. F. Crouser, treasurer. 

Mrs. Sawyer resigned as president, owing to her removal from the 
synod. The executive committee filled the vacancy by electing Mrs. P. J. 
Kramer as president. 

“Plans were discussed for Northern Conference work, and also for 
the convention which is to be held in San Jose in October. 

By a unanimous vote, the conference made Mrs. Emil Meyer a 
Life Member.

Mrs. Samuel T. Himes very carefully described the ‘Missionary 
Advance,” explaining its benefits to all phases of our church work. Dis- 
eussion on the subject was opened by the president, who was followed 
by Mrs. J. E. Hoick, Mrs. John Hjort and Mrs. Iva A. Baltzly. 

Mrs. Anna Nettelman sang two solos—“The Lord is my Light,” and 
“T’ve Done my Work.” 

Mrs. Mark O. Heller presented a most inspiring paper on “The 
Deaconess Work,” marking the one hundreth anniversary of the origin 
of this work. 

The report of the Executive Committee was read. This report recom- 
mended that we complete the Harpster Memorial. Upon motion this 
recommendation was adopted. 

Mrs. Emil Meyer reported that the Indian Association of San Jose 
is sending one hundred dollars to the Rocky Boy mission. She thanked 
the members of the Northern Conference for making her a life member.

A delightful dinner was served to the Women’s Missionary Society 
and the Synod of California by the members of St. Mark’s Church, both 
the dinner and the program following being greatly enjoyed by all 
present.

The reports of the officers and department secretaries were read and 
accepted.

STUDENT WORK 


You will be interested to know that pastors are finding the student 
census more and more valuable. This is indeed a real service to the 
church. Students reported, 7661, an increase of 766 over the total of 
33-34 and an increase of 1154 over ’34-’35. The proportion of the 
congregations reporting is gradually growing as a result of persistent 
efforts. Every year more of our congregations become “Education 
Conscious.” Such co-operation will help both the home congregation 
and the congregation in the college center to keep in touch with the 
student. 


The little folder, “So You are a Nurse”, indicates a further awaken- 
ing on the part of the church to the necessity of rendering service to 
our nurses, student and graduate. In the census for 734-35, 669 student 
nurses were reported. In the census 735-36, 700 are reported. Can we 
not remember these girls long enough to report their names? 


The scope of our student work is staggering. Take this message 
home to your pastors. See that your student census is taken immed- 
iately after the school term begins. Your secretary sent out student 
census blanks to 36 of our congregations in the Synod. Of these 16 
had to be reminded a second time; and of these, 8 a third time. This should 
not be necessary. I am sorry that it was impossible to do any promo- 
tional work for this department other than take the census and tabulate 
the same for our general student secretary. Of the 36 congregations 
in the California Synod, 21 reporting students, there are 52 men and 
63 women, a total of 115. 
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Let us face the facts in our student work. Where are your stu- 
dents that are reported within the scope of your congregation? Are 
they in church? Are they active? No, why not? You say our need 
is trained leadership to hold them. If keen students who are friendly 
to the church have their religion intellectually stifled in the atmos- 
vhere of college, their suffocation may be due to fumes from the 
church leadership. The church has a mission to the learned as well 
as to the ignorant; to the strong, as well as the weak; to the rich as 
well as to the poor. The importance of distinctive religious work 
among the men and women who will be future leaders in thought and 
life can no longer be questioned. To hold them to the church and to 
her Lord is the church’s solemn duty. If the church of the future is to 
sing with intelligent enthusiasm, “Like a mighty army moves the 
Church of God.” then must the church of the present develop and con- 
serve leadership.

A gift of $5.00 towards the Harpster Memorial was received from 
Mrs. Benze, therefore the Convention decided to make this a full Me- 
morial of $25.00. 


Ten dollars was appropriated as remuneration for the Treasurer. 


The invitation to hold the next convention in Grace Church, Phoe- 
nix, Arizona, was accepted. 


There were 37 present at this session and an offering of $4.61 was 
received. 


The minutes of the final session were read and approved. 
The President conducted the closing devotions and declared the 
Convention adjourned.

REV. ROBERT EMORY MOCK 


Robert Emory Mock was born in Newmanstown, Pa., November 1, 1890. 
He received his preliminary education in High School and the Albright Acad- 
emy, and attended Gettysburg College and Seminary, from which he grad- 
uated in 1918. He served several churches in the east, and for three years 
taught in the academy of Wittenberg College. 

In the interest of his health he sought a milder climate, and in July, 
1926, became pastor of Grace Lutheran Church, Phoenix, Arizona, The re- 
sult of his ardent labors was the erection of the present church edifice, one 
of the most beautiful of the city. But his own failing health necessitated 
his resignation, becoming effective on September ist, 1930. Afflicted with 
tuberculosis, he sought by the rest cure, both at home, and at St. Luke’s 
Sanatorium, to regain his health, but to no avail. The Lord called his 
faithful servant home, on the afternoon of June 8, 1935. 

The last rites were conducted from the church which stands as a tribute 
to the man who spent himself in the work of his Master, building up a strong 
congregation and erecting a temple of worship. 

Surviving him are his wife, a teacher in the suburban Longview School; 
a son, Robert Olinger, 15; a daughter, Rosemary, 9; his mother, of Rich- 
land, Pa.; three brothers and three sisters, all living in the east. 


REV. HENRY CHRISTIAN FUNK 


Rey. Henry Christian Funk, Ph.D., N.D., was born in Staunton, IIL, 
April 28, 1865. He was educated at Carthage College and Hamma Divinity 
School. He was ordained by the Central Illinois Synod October 14, 1894. 

He began his ministry at Queen City, Mo., and subsequently served Holy 
Trinity Church at St. Louis, the churches at Nokomis, IIl., Oregon, IIl., 
and Shelby, Ohio, where he was pastor for seven years. He followed a call to 
Sacramento, Calif., and after a pastorate of five years was elected to the 
office of superintendent of missions for the Synod of California. He gave 
five years to this work and then accepted a call to the First Church of Glen- 
dale. During this successful pastorate of eight years the beautiful new 
church and commodious parsonage were erected. He closed his active min- 
istry as pastor of Zion Lutheran Church, Medford, Oregon. Dr. and 
Mrs. Funk then returned to Glendale to make their future home. The 
church at Glendale honored him by electing him pastor emeritus. Following 
a stroke suffered two weeks previously, he passed away on the 2nd of 
January, 1936, at the age of 70 years, 8 months, and 4 days. 

The burial service was held on the Epiphany of our Lord, January 6, 
in the First Lutheran Church of Glendale, the church he loved so well, 
and where he had labored so faithfully. 

Surviving him are his widow, Julia T. Funk; two daughters, Mrs. C. 
A. Majory, Pasadena, and Mrs. E. C. Dickey, Glendale; and two sons, 
Harold T., and Wilbur P. Funk, of Glendale. 


REV. HERMAN F. W. GEHRCKE 


The Rev. Herman F. W. Gehrcke, pastor of St. Matthew’s Ev. Luth- 
eran Church of San Francisco, was called to his eternal reward on March 
25, 1936. He was born in Hildesheim, Germany, October 15, 1863. In 
this quaint and ancient city he spent his boyhood, and finished his studies 
in the Gymnasium Andreanum. He graduated with high honors from the 
Teacher’s College at Verden, and accepted a government position as_prin- 
cipal near Lueneburg. But his ardent desire for the ministry caused him 
to pursue his theological studies at the University at Goettingen, under 
the tutelage of his cousin, the late Superintendent Otto Gehrcke. 

The turning point of his career came in 1891, when he received a call 
from St. Mark’s Lutheran Church in San Francisco, Rev. J. Fuendeling, 
pastor, to become assistant pastor. He considered it as a call from_ God. 
He arrived in the fall of 1891. A year later he was licensed by the Synod 
of California, in 1893 ordained by Synod in the German Lutheran Church 
in Sacramento. Rev. C. F. Oehler preached the ordination sermon. Three 
years later Rev. Gehrcke organized a new mission, St. Matthew’s Church, 
occupying a small rented frame building on Eleventh street between Market 
and Mission. Good progress was made, but in the great earthquake and fire 
of 1906 the church was utterly destroyed, and the congregation impoverished 
and dispersed. 

With unswerving faith and courage the pastor at once began to gather 
the remnant of his fold, and led them to erect the present large and beau- 
tiful church edifice on a lot previously acquired, on Sixteenth and Dolores 
streets. Here he labored faithfully, until, after a time of sickness, he was 
gathered unto his Lord and Savior. : ; 

Pastor Gehrcke was a man of sterling character, deep piety, and earnest 
conviction, consecrated to the service of his Master, and loyal to the doc- 
trines of the church he loved. Next to his church he was devoted to his 
family and home. He was a fearless preacher of the word of God and of 
the eternal gospel of salvation in Christ Jesus. Surviving him are his widow, 
Martha Gehrcke, a son, Albert, and a daughter, Mrs. Helen Conradi.

The Golden State Lutheran 


Inasmuch as our synod has no definite policy in regard to the Golden 
State Lutheran only three publications have been issued. A number of letters 
have been mailed to pastors and congregations of the Synod. A definite policy 
of publicity should be adopted. This should be studied in line with the 
Promotional Plan adopted by the Columbus Convention of the U. L. C. A. 

As a Synod we rejoice in the liberal response manifested in our churches 
to the Ohio Flood Relief Appeal. 

Your president also calls the attention of Synod to the fact that St. Paul’s 
Church, Los Angeles, Rev. J. Ernest Messer, pastor, is pioneering in Oriental 
Mission Work in his own parish. The Synod should come to a full realization 
of the tremendous field of service knocking at our doors. In cooperation with 
the Board of American Missions a definite program of labor should be per- 


fected. 
Conclusion 


Your president has no recommendation to make. Our problems will not 
be solved by resolutions. Only reconsecrated efforts, only a “living sacrifice” 
brought by pastors and layfolk alike is acceptable unto God. Spiritual gains 
are at our doors, but no gains can be made without real spiritual investments. 
May we become more deeply conscious of our sacred stewardship.

REPORT OF THE STATISTICIAN 


Year Ending December 31, 1936 
Fathers and Brethren: 


The Statistical Assembly Sheets, posted on the Bulletin Board in the 
vestibule of the Church, together with this report, constitute the official report 
of your Statistician for the year 1936. 


Blanks from the various churches were, on the whole, in good shape, when 


they reached this office. However it was necessary to return some reports for 
more accurate figures. 


The deadline for the return of Statistical Blanks, as set forth in the 
Synodical Constitution, is January 20. More than half the blanks came in 
after this date, with three churches requiring a third notice as of February 
15. Your Statistical Secretary would urge a more prompt return in order that 
an accurate report might be made to U. L. C. A. headquarters on time. 


An analysis of the Synodical figures follows: 
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Total Membership shows a decrease: 


Baptized 1.3% 
Confirmed 1.1% 
Communing 1% 


This decrease is due entirely to readjustment of membership rolls. 

Actual gains in membership show healthy increases, with the exception 
of members received by confirmation, where a loss of 45 is shown. This is 
difficult to reconcile with the increase in catechumens of 177. 

Losses by death are fewer, but losses otherwise, bear out the above state- 
ment re membership decreases. 

It would appear that Sunday Schools are not reaching the young, with 
the figures showing a net loss of 121 scholars. Also our young people are not 
going to college, with 106 less reported than last year. 

Two new men’s organizations are reported, but a loss in membership of 
67. Women’s organizations show a loss of 2 and a loss of 89 members. 

A gratifying report is the substantial increase in Young People’s work— 
6 new societies and 167 new members. 

Valuation of church property is down nearly 10%, due to the loss of 
property in Santa Monica. 

A healthy sign is the decrease of more than 45% in indebtedness and the 
increase in total expenditures of $144,465, the last figure being $22,000 more 
than the total expenses for all congregations last year. 

Apportionment payments show an increase of $503 over last year, with 
unapportioned Benevolence showing an increase of $689.

In view of the fact that within a few years, the Synod will observe the 
Jubilee Anniversary of its organization, the inquiry is made: “Ts it the desire 
of the Synod that the history shall be put in printed form for that Anniver- 
sary? Furthermore, does the Synod authorize and direct the publication of 
the history?”

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REPORT OF THE NECROLOGIST 


Rev. Charles F. Oehler, D. D., Necrologist, presented the following report:

During the year following our last Synodical session two of our beloved 
brethren and members of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, one 
a layman and the other a retired pastor, have been called to their heavenly 
reward. Mr. J. A. Sende, C. P. A., Synodical Treasurer for over five years, 
departed this life on June 15th, 1936; and the Rev. Edward P. Schueler, D. D., 
retired from the active ministry, entered into rest on the 9th of February, 1937. 


We Recommend 


1. That a Memorial Service be held by the Synod now in session, the 
Women’s Synodical Missionary Society participating, in respect for our de- 
parted brethren, the Rev. John Edward Hoick, presiding in place of Dr. C. F.

Sende; and Dr. G. H. Hillerman in behalf of Dr. Schueler.

Rev. Arthur M. Knudsen, Divisional Secretary of English Missions of the 
United Lutheran Church in America, presented the work of the Board of 
American Missions. 


Rev. Martin A. Ritzen reported on the work of the Tabitha Home. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Executive Committee, in keeping with the custom and policy of 
economy, confined its meetings in the conferences except when matters of 
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importance required the wisdom and counsel of the entire committee. 


All actions in the sectional meetings were ratified by the entire committee 
either by personal or postal vote before the decision was made a matter of 
record. 


For the purpose of brevity this report covers only matters of importance, 
including recommendations and the budget adopted for the ensuing year. 

Items of expense and bills allowed from time to time during the year will 
be found in the report of the treasurer, therefore, omitted from this report. 

A record of the meetings held and the minutes subsequently approved 
are on file as a matter of record. 


At the June meeting the Standing Committees were approved. 

The printer’s copy of the Minutes prepared by the secretary was examined 
and approved, according to the action of Synod (1936). 

Dr. Edward P. Schueler was awarded the contract for printing same 
including the official stationery and the Golden State Lutheran. 

The estates of the late Jesse W. Ball and Mary E. Winemiller, (deceased) 
involving certain ramifications were referred to Mr. Clarence E. Runkel, 
attorney for the Synod for confirmation and clarification. As a result the 
estate of Dr. Ball has been closed, the Synod receiving in full settlement a 
check for three hundred dollars ($300), to be used in keeping with the specifi- 
cations of the bequest and in accord with the action of Synod. (1936) 

The Mary E. Winemiller estate is still pending in process of settlement. 

In accord with the action of the last meeting of the Synod, the Rev. 
George P. Kabele, D. D., was appointed as a member of the Board of Federated 
Churches of the Yosemite and Sequoia National Parks. 

The matter of a full time president, referred to the Executive Committee 
for further study received consideration and a special committee comprised of 
Dr. Earnest A. Trabert, D. J. Snyder, D. Edward Wright, Messrs. F. C. Noel 
and W. B. Scheehl, were appointed and instructed to report back to the com- 
mittee. 

The sudden death of Mr. J. A. Sende, in June of 1936, vacated the office 
of treasurer. 

Mr. W. B. Scheehl was appointed to fill the unexpired term beginning 
June 17, 1936. 

The secretary was appointed to prepare suitable resolutions for Mr. J. A. 
Sende, and, including a tribute in recognition of the life and work of Dr. John 
Alfred Morehead, whose recent passing also was a loss to world Lutheranism, 
and that a copy be furnished to the bereft families; also that the latter be 
sent to The Lutheran with request that it be published. The same was done 
as ordered and inscribed on the Minutes of the Executive Committee. 

The treasurer was authorized to transfer the funds of the Synod to the 
Bank of America, Oakland, California and to secure a safety deposit box as 
a depository for the valuable documents of the Synod. 

The treasurer was authorized to purchase books and printed blanks for 
use in his work as treasurer. 

The bond for Mr. Scheehl as treasurer was secured by Mr. F. M. Runkel. 

$1.075.00 held in trust as a fund for the Sierra Madre Home for the Aged 
was ordered placed in a savings account. 

For the purpose of a survey in Southwest Los Angeles, looking toward the 
beginning of a new mission, one hundred dollars ($100) was allowed. 

Due to a misprint in the Minutes of Synod the per diem for delegates 
elected to the U. L. CG. A. convention in Columbus, Ohio, was fixed at $3.00 
per day for a period of sixteen days. 

The president was authorized to appoint an auditing committee living in 
the Northern Conference as a matter of convenience to audit the books of 
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the treasurer at the close of the fiscal year. 

For the purpose of convenience and economy and at the request of the 
U. L. C. A., in sending official representatives to our annual convention of 
Synod, the date of our next meeting was changed from May 4-6 to May 11-13, 
1937. 

Rev. John Edward Hoick was appointed as official representative of the 
California Church Council of the southern area. 

The following pastors were received ad-interim—Rev. H. Paul Romeis, 
Synod of Illinois; Rev. Adam Schreiber, Manitoba Synod; Rev. Daniel S. 
Grenier, United Synod of New York, and the Rev. Francis C. Pryor from 
Nebraska Synod. 

Your committee concurred in the sending of Dr. S. H. Yerian on an of- 
ficial visit to Tucson, Arizona, in the interest of our mission, and in the 
appointment of Dr. Yerian and Rev. Dentler for survey work in Southwest 
Los Angeles. 


At the meeting held in April (1937) First Church Los Angeles, Dr. H. F. 
Martin, president of Midland College and Rev. John E. Hummond, D. D., 
made request for approval of the Golden Jubilee of Midland College and 
opportunity to present the pressing bonding indebtedness and a much needed 
boy’s dormitory to the congregations of the Synod at this time in hopes of 
securing financial aid. In accord with the action of Synod at our last meet- 
ing (Minutes of 1936, page 43) the following resolution was adopted: Pursu- 
ant to the action of Synod at the last convention in adopting the recom- 
mendation of the Committee on Resolutions approving Midland College and 
a campaign for aid in building a boy’s dormitory, your committee was un- 
animous in favor of such a campaign and appointed the following, Dr. J. 
George Dorn in the Southern Conference and Dr. Earnest A. Trabert in the 
Northern Conference to cooperate with the representatives of the college in 
arranging for their itinerary and in making appointments with the respective 
congregations. 


At the May meeting held in Phoenix (1937), a request from the Executive 
Committee of Midland College was received requesting 25 cents minimum 
per capita apportionment to be placed in the 1938 budget, and the approval 
of Midland College Golden Jubilee program; also $8,000.00 as a goal from 
the congregations of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California. 


The request was referred without recommendation to this meeting of 
the Synod. 


, The report of the special committee on a full time presidency was re- 
ceived as follows: After renewed study your committee finds it impossible 
to provide ways and means for the support of a full time presidency. 


The president and secretary were authorized to execute the waiver of the 
late Jesse W. Ball estate in satisfaction of all claims having received a check 
in full for $300.00. 


The following recommendations were ordered: 


ile That the receipts derived from the Caroline Stumpf property less 
taxes, insurance and incidental maintenance including the Sierra Madre 
property, be placed in the savings account for the Home of the Aged. 


2 That, the Archives be deposited in the First Lutheran Church of Los 
Angeles, California, Sixth and Shatto Place, and that the Executive Commit- 
tee be charged with the responsibility to have them codified. 


3. That the treasurer be authorized to divide the apportionment receipts 
70-30 between the United Lutheran Church in America and the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of California respectively. 


4. That the apportionment rate of $3.75 per capita, based upon com- 
muning memberships remain the same as the previous year. 


Gh, “lekhn inaye president’s allowance be increased from $300.00 to $600.00 
per annum. (This to cover entire expense account.) 
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; Dr. H. F. Martin was heard relative to the needs of Midland College, ask-

The report was received and considered item by item. 

Items 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, and 6 were adopted. 

The Golden Jubilee was approved. 

Dr. W. H. Greever led in prayer for Sister Anna Heinzman, deaconess, 
ill in the Grand Canyon Hospital; who later died while the Synod was in 
session. Special offering toward her hospital expense, $35.50. 

Dr. W. H. Greever addressed the convention on “The Place of Lutheran- 
ism in American Protestantism.”

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


Your committee has been making a careful study of Beneficiary Ministerial 
Education, both in the Synod of California and as reported in the Minutes 
of the United Lutheran Church Conventions. 

The Board of Education of the United Lutheran Church has been giving 
special attention to this matter, in a survey started in 1929. Progress is 
being made in the matter of working out a plan of operation that will be more 
nearly uniform in the various Synods composing the United Lutheran Church 
in America. 

Blank forms for the use of Synodical committees and students are in 
the process of preparation by the Board of Education. The American Asso- 
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ciation of Theological Colleges and Seminaries is making a study of the 
problems of this field. 

Your committee proposes to keep the Synod of California informed as 
to progress made. No application for aid for the scholastic year 1937-1938 
has been received. Your committee has no recommendation to submit. 

The treasurer of Synod remitted to Joseph Inslee and to Raymond F. 
Anderson the sum of $200.00 each. 

The Board of Education paid the transportation of Paul H. Wolpert to 
Allentown, Pa., and also paid the accustomed transportation of Joseph 
Inslee and Raymond F. Anderson.

- have completely filled the one in use.

WOMEN’S ORGANIZATIONS 


The organized womanhood of our congregations is functioning under a 
number of forms of different names. The Missionary Societies are the most 
numerous, numbering 60 in all. Of these there are 14 Young Women’s So- 
cieties, and 14 Light Brigades. In the number of members in the Women’s 
Societies there has been a gain of 5; in the Young Women’s Societies, a gain 


of 15; and in the Light Brigades, a loss of 46. The total membership is 1149. 
a loss of 26 members during the year. 


Grave discrepancies appear in the Parochial Reports and the Report of 
the Statistician of the Missionary Societies. We recommend that the pastors 
be instructed to see to it that hereafter this item in their reports tallies with 
the reports of the Missionary Societies to their statistician. 

21 congregations have Ladies’ Aid Societies with a membership of 741. 
Apparently 16 of our congregations are giving the ladies no chance to aid. 

, There are 12 Guilds to which 307 women belong but the reports do not 
indicate just what they are gilding. There are 12 other groups with com- 
mendable names and worthy projects that keep 240 women busy. 


In all 105 organizations with a total membership of 2437, or 58% of the 
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reported communing membership of Synod.

REPORT OF BROTHERHOOD COMMITTEE 


The Brotherhoods of the California Synods are at present showing a 
healthy recovery from the slump which was apparent a few years ago. 

Especially is that the case among the larger churches. The attendance 
in some churches is reaching as high as 139. It is encouraging to note 
that these Brotherhoods are working with some worthy object in view. One 
church is concentrating on the educational problem whereas a few of the 
others have undertaken the provision of chaplaincy for our California Luther- 
an Hospital in Los Angeles. 

The Lutheran Men’s Alliance of Los Angeles, the executive committee 
of which contains many of our U. L. C. is growing and is sponsoring several 
worthy enterprises within the church. 

It was addressed by the president of the California Synod at its last meet- 
ing, with an attendance in excess of 200, the meeting taking place at the 
Bethany Lutheran Church in Los Angeles. 

It is the sense of this committee that men are taking a greater interest 
in church work than ever before and that with encouragement from some of 
the leaders in the Laity the Brotherhood work could easily be placed fore- 
most in the organizations of the church.

REPORT OF THE PARISH AND CHURCH SCHOOL SECRETARY 


By Delmar L. Dyreson 
April 14, 1937 


Fathers and Brethren: 


Recommendations. (a) There should be a committee on parish education 
in every metropolitan area where there is more than one United Lutheran 
Congregation. 

(b) Where there is but one U. L. congregation it will be necessary to 
cooperate in local parish education problems with the Lutheran churches of 
other bodies if that be possible. In the event that this is utterly impossible 
there are but two alternatives. The congregation may struggle through its 
problems alone or it may cooperate with the city or county council of reli- 
gious education. We prefer the latter because such councils usually repre- 
sent the more progressive of Protestant groups. 

Obviously the Protestant church schools have common problems. The 
children go to the same public schools, play upon the same playgrounds 
and corner lots, use the same libraries, see the same motion pictures and live 
side by side in their respective communities. Only on Sunday are they separ- 
ated for their Christian instruction. With discriminating forbearance one 
might profit greatly through such common cooperation in dealing with 
common problems. 

The chief problem is in getting children to attend the schools. The Parish 
and Chuych School Board of the United Lutheran Church says, “For the first 
time in the history of our church, the Sunday school enrollment failed to 
increase in 1935 ... Something must be done to see that we increase our 
enrollment in this and future years.” 
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Several types of solutions have been proposed. Week day church schools 
both denominational and undenominational in type, operating on school or 
non-school time have been suggested and experimented with. 

Prof. M. Reu, D. D., Litt. D., of the Department of Theology, Wartburg 
Seminary, Dubuque, Iowa, writes: 

“Unquestionably week day instruction of the individual church type or 
of the denominational-cooperative type will help remedy the deplorable situa- 
tion in which Christian education finds itself at the present time, (1927). 
But even though the public school authorities should be found willing to 
accede to our requests for public school time, one fault still remains: in- 
struction in the secular branches would continue untouched by the Spirit. of 
Christ; and two views of the world, in conflict with each other, would, during 
these years of development, compete for mastery in the soul of the child, 
without the possibility of an adjustment.” (Catechetics p. 196.) 

In the ten years since Dr. Reu wrote these significant sentences, we have 
lived to see the growing maladjustment between the Christian and the Christ- 
less views of the world. 

It is admittedly true that some of the leaders want courses that they used 
when they were children because they are easy. Dr. Harry C. Monroe, repre- 
senting the Federal Council of Churches of Christ in America, points out that 
the editors and publishers, generally, are producing better materials and 
courses than are being used. (c) We advocate the Christian Life Series 
especially for those under confirmation age. We advocate also the Parish 
School, the fine articles in The Lutheran, as well as the suggestions and helps 
that arrive through the mails from time to time from the Parish and Church 
School Board. (d) We recommend a re-reading of the report of the church 
school secretary in the 1936 minutes of the Synod with its helpful suggestions 
and recommendations. 


(e) We recommend leadership education. Our Parish and Church School 
Board in part 3 of the March 24, 1937 report said in relation to leadership 
education, “With all our efforts, very little has been done. Consecrated and 
effective leaders are the only hope of our church.” 


While your secretary would in no wise minimize the importance of leader- 
ship, we feel that the need for a momentous followership is also imperative. 

This report may seem devoid of bright and optimistic outlook but it has 
only revealed shadows which are already present. It has not created them. 
On a per capita basis the California Sunday schools rank exceedingly high. 
The shadows will disappear as the church and its host of consecrated workers 
let the light of Christian education shine into the shadow areas. 


REPORT OF LUTHER LEAGUE ADVISER 
(Northern Conference) 
Reverend Sirs and Brothers: 


The Northern District Luther League is following much the same program 
as was outlined in our report in 1936. The Banner Point Program is still 
the basis by which the leagues of the district are being judged for efficiency. 


_ The work of the District was given impetus by the visit of the Rev. Paul M. 
Kinports, Executive Secretary of the Luther League of America at our annual 
convention which was held in St. Mark’s Lutheran Church of San Francisco 
last August. His inspiring messages, and the revelation of the greatness of 
the work in which we are engaged caused many of the leaguers to return 
to their home leagues filled with a new vision of the Luther League. 


Less than one-half of the churches of the Northern Conferen 
he ce ha 
leagues connected with the District. Mr. Emil Sass, President of the District, 
has freely offered his services to any church desiring to have him come and

present the work of the league to the young people of the church. Your ad- 
viser has been called in consultation with but three pastors during the past 
year regarding league problems. 

We recommend that the cause of the Luther League be stressed by the 
pastors and that this convention of the Synod of California go on record as 
urging the organization of this official organization for the young people 
of each local church. 

Our plans for the future provide for a week-end retreat to be held July 
3lst and August ist at beautiful Mt. Herman, located near Santa Cruz bay; 
and for the annual convention which will be held at First Church, Sacramento, 
during the month of October.

REPORT OF LUTHER LEAGUE ADVISER 


(Southern District) 


BY LAWS: IV, 3. The Luther League Adviser, one for each Conference, 
shall promote the organization and development of the young people’s so- 
cieties of the Synod, rendering every possible assistance to these societies 
within the conferences, and advising and counseling with them concerning 
their actions. 

The above the adviser of the Southern Conference has sought to do. 
He has been present at all executive meetings, unless out of town. He has 
attended all District Conferences and social functions. Conventions were held 
quarterly. They were well attended and a spiritual note prevailed throughout. 
He has attempted to give positive suggestions for the advancement of the 
District League whenever possible. 

The following is a brief report of the District as carried on by the various 
committees: ; 

1. THE WAYS AND MEANS COMMITTEE sponsored a “Chinese Party” 
for the purpose of raising the District quota for the Chinese objective of the 
National League. They also have sold book marks. 

2. THE BUDGET AND FINANCE COMMITTEE has put the handling 
of the District funds upon an up-to-date budget basis. They also introduced 
the idea of alumni memberships in the District at one dollar per year. This 
will enable ex-Leaguers to contribute to the financial support of the District 
and have a voice in the handling of its affairs. 

3. THE ATHLETIC COMMITTEE sponsored a District Basketball League. 
Each league was given an opportunity to play fourteen games. Requirements 
for eligibility in the various teams was rigid. The young man who refereed 
the games remarked, at the victory banquet that, “It was the finest series 
of games that he had ever refereed.” A tribute to the Christian sportsman- 
ship of the players. 

4. THE EXTENSION COMMITTEE has visited practically every league 
in the District during the past year. The president has also been diligent 
in visiting the various Leagues. One new Senior League and three Inter- 
mediate Leagues have been added to the District. 

5. THE EDUCATIONAL SECRETARY has promoted the Pocket Testa- 
ment League among the District Leagues as the objective of her department. 
Fair success was obtained. 

6. THE MISSIONARY SECRETARY has done a considerable amount of 
work in furthering the cause ot the China objective in the District. 

7 THE NATIONAL CONVENTION COMMITTEE was created after the 
District in convention unanimously voted an invitation to the Luther League 
of America to meet in California in National Convention in 1939. This com- 
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j s been doing an excellent piece of work in promoting the convention 
Brie eat ie at National headquarters. This is one of the biggest 
and most forward objectives ever undertaken by the District and deserves 
the support of the whole church. \ 

In connection with the work of the above committee two recommendations 
to Synod are in order: 

(a) That the Synod endorse an official invitation to the Luther League 
of America to meet in Biennial Convention in California in 1939. 

(b) That the Synod include in its budget a “good-will” offering of Fifty 
Dollars ($50.00) to the District Luther League of Southern California to be 
used toward the National Convention Program — said offering to be made 
only if the National League accepts the invitation to California.

Under direction of the Board of Foreign Missions a letter was addressed tu 
the pastors of the Synod, requesting that they present the cause of Foreign 
Mission, appealing for the special offerings to be applied to the debt of the 
Board. The total amount of Specials for 1936 is $97.56. For 1937, $52.27. 

Your chairman was privileged to greet Missionary and Mrs. Chas. H. 
Reinbrecht and family of Kiaochow, China returning to his mission field 
from a furlough, arranging a speaking date for him in St. Mark’s Church 
and with another number of bay area pastors bid him God’s speed on the 
date of his sailing. 


Your committee respectfully suggests that provision be made during the 
Epiphany season in every one of our churches: 


1. To hear about Foreign Missions; 

2. That Foreign Missions be made a subject of special prayers; 

3. That every church and church school offer its members an oppor- 
tunity to share with an offering; : 

4. That, if possible, a union service will be held by church school and 
church, in which the school will carry out a program for Foreign Mission. 
In due time literature will reach you directly from the Board in Baltimore. 

5. Also Pastor R. Arps, a member of this committee, is ready at any 
time to represent our Foreign Mission cause, so near to his heart, at any 
time or place, either with addresses or description of Indian lantern slides. 
He possesses a good many, which he will loan to you free of expense. 

Finally, as a special favor, your chairman asks you for a brief report 
of your efforts and results in behalf of this cause. This will enable him 
to render an intelligent report at the next meeting of Synod. 

Most suggestions above have come to us from the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions acting on authority of the United Lutheran Church in America.

I ask your support, pastors and laymen. This is your camp and an 
important work in the Southern Conference.

REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


By the grace of God we have reached another milestone in our obligation 
to build the Kingdom of God. It is our duty to give an account of our ac- 
complishments in the last year. We are reminded to think of God’s help and 
our own shortcomings. The word we have preached, was a seed of hope, laid 
into the hearts of men; we are not able to see what the harvest will be, but we 
are stewards of the mysteries of God and it is required that they be found 
faithful. 

It is the purpose of the Committee on State of the church to give a 
picture of the present conditions of the 36 congregations within the Cali- 
fornia Synod. We have sent out the questionnaire given us by the United 
Lutheran Church and wish to state that many of the blanks, especially from 
the Southern Conference, were not returned in time. However the final re- 
turns enable us to present the following facts: 


Public Worship 


Ninety per cent of the pastors report that they had an increase in at- 
tendance, about ten per cent state the attendance is stationary. No one 
reported any decrease. 

Sunday services were held regularly in every congregation during the 
mcrning hours. Some congregations have two services on Sunday morning, 
one in German, one in English. 

The English language is generally used in nearly all churches. But four 
pastors report that they use German and English in their morning services, 
three pastors state that they have their Sunday services entirely in the 
German language. Seven congregations of our Synod are using both lang- 


uages. 
Less than half of the churches have regular evening services, about 80 
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per cent use the Common Service Book. 

The attendance in services on Sunday morning varies about from 100 
to 150. Only two pastors report less than fifty people being present. Holly- 
wood Lutheran Church has a combined service with an average attendance 
from 500 to 600. 

Evening services are attended by 20 to 50 people. One pastor reports 
100 present. Some pastors use the evening service for young people, others 
for evangelistic purposes or Bible lectures. 

Midweek services are not held regularly. 

Family worship by the members of the church can only be approximated. 
Quite a few pastors decline to answer this question. The percentage is in 
most of the reports small, only one pastor stating 80 per cent. 


Festival Services 


All festivals of the Lutheran Church are observed. Every pastor reported 
that he had conducted Lenten services with a good attendance, the topics 
being taken from the passion of Christ. 


Lutheran Practice 


In every church from four to nine communions were held, especially in 
Advent, the Holy Week and the Easter season. Some pastors arranged 
communion services at other festival days in addition. Very few have a 
special preparatory service. This service is mostly connected with Holy 
Communion. Some pastors have not answered the question. 

Non-Lutherans are instructed and received either by profession of faith, 
baptism or confirmation. The time for catechetical instruction reaches 
through the entire attendance in Sunday School. Most of the pastors have 
the students for confirmation from one to two years under their instruction. 


The students of the catechetical class are considered as an outstanding 
help to their pastor in contacting the families more closely. 


Sunday School 


Every Sunday School with the exception of three is using the Augsburg 
lessons or the Christian Life series. About 50 per cent of Sunday Schools 
have an adult Bible Class, the average attendance being from ten to twenty- 
five. Four pastors report a greater number of classes with an attendance 
from 200 to 300. 


In churches with combined services all Sunday School students attend 
church, the average being otherwise from 25 to 50 per cent. 


The duplex envelope for the Sunday School is seldom used. 


In a few churches every council member takes part in Sunday School 
work. The average of council members as Sunday School officers is at least 
fifty per cent. 


About half of the pastors report that all Sunday School students are 
baptized, the rest report from five to fifteen children unbaptized. One pastor 


states the amount of unbaptized as 37 children, another one 28 per cent of 
the entire roll. 


The number of parents of Sunday School children not being members 
of the church is very different. While a few pastors give a small amount, 


six pastors state more than 50 per cent, another pastor 60 per cent, two 
pastors write: most of them. 


Very few children baptized in one of our churches attend other Sunday 
Schools, but one pastor reports twenty, another one: too many. 


Church Societies 


There are no Young People Societies of entirely social character. But 
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nearly every pastor feels the difficulty to hold the young people. All kinds 
of remedies are offered. It seems that the pastors feel the responsibility more 
seriously than the young people or their parents do. 

About fifteen per cent of the congregations have a brotherhood, only one 
being affiliated with the Lutheran Brotherhood. Not all pastors consider 
such an organization as a great help. 


No pastor reports an organization not connected with the church. 
Church Finances 


The methods of raising money are in almost all churches the duplex 
envelope system, monthly contributions and free will offerings. However the 
majority of pastors report that the actual amount of expenses of the con- 
gregation is not entirely met in this way. 

Not every pastor makes an every member canvass, those doing so, report 
favorably. 

The contributors for current expenses reach the different congregations 
in the Northern Conference from 20 to 200, in the Southern Conference from 
40 to 200, one congregation reporting 600. 

The contributors to benevolence are in most cases not more than one 
third to one half of the number above. Three pastors report as contributors 
to current expenses and benevolence the same amount. 

Most of the congregational treasurers send the apportionment as it comes 
in. The question of apportionment is for the most pastors still a serious 
problem. Very few report it paid in full. 

The pastors’ salaries were mostly paid regularly every month. The 
salaries speak for themselves. Five pastors in active service within the 
Northern Conference receive less than one thousand dollars a year, the 
rest between $1200.00 and $1800.00, one pastor more. Very few have a par- 
sonage or receive any assistance in paying rent. For the pastors of the 
Southern Conference the average salary seems to be between $1500.00 and 
$1800.00. One pastor states nis salary as $1200.00, all others above this amount. 
Some report that their salaries were not paid in full or regularly. 

Most of the churches agree very willingly that the pastor pays for tele- 
phone, automobile and other expenses connected with the work. Very few 
receive an extra allowance. 

Three congregations report improvements of their properties to the 
extent of $500.00, some between $100 and $200, one $1500.00, and the rest 
nothing. 

The budget for Sunday School, Week Day School and so forth is made 
up by the different organizations. Some congregations give a small amount 
from their treasury. 


Church Records 
The records are reported to be in good shape and safely kept. The 


treasurers and financial secretaries make monthly reports to the council. 
Nearly every church has a bank account. 


Miscellaneous 
Two congregations within the Synod have a full paid parish worker 
besides the pastor. Other helpers like choir director, organist, sexton and so 
forth are paid parttime. 


Only a very few churches report that their buildings are fully protected 
by insurance. The amount is in most cases not more than from 25 to 60 


per cent. 
The general condition of the church properties is considered to be good. 
Besides the Synodical mission work all our churches have taken part in 
local benevolence. Several congregations have made liberal contributions ta 
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our mission fields in Canada. 

The percentage of men within the church is reported to be from 30 to 50. 

Nearly every congregation has a church bulletin published by the. pastor. 

Very few churches pay for newspaper advertisement, 

The first and last question in this report are closely related. The matter 
of maintaining and increasing attendance in services depends on the energy 
and effort expended by the individual pastor. Five pastors report no differ- 
ence, other opinions are equally divided.

Canvass of New Fields 


Los Angeles—A Survey was made in the vicinity of Manchester and 
Western by Rev. J. E. Hoick, Rev. H. I. Kohler, Rev. S. H. Yerian, Mr. E. A, 
Morrison. Upon recommendation of this committee the Rev.’s S. H. Yerian 
and W. J. Dentler were appointed to canvass this section. $100 was voted 
by the Executive Committee for this purpose. 

Result of Canvass—The names of 60 Lutheran families and 70 non- 
Lutheran families (but interested) are in the hands of the president of the 
Southern Conference. 

The President of Synod was authorized to take necessary steps in secur- 
ing a pastor for further work in this field, and a remuneration not to exceed 
$100 per mosth be allowed until a congregation can be organized. 

The Home Mission Committee therefore recommends that Mr. Edward 
Hummon, a Middler in Chicago Theological Seminary, Maywood, Illinois, be 
called for a period of three months beginning June 1st to take charge of the 
organization of this new work. 

One of the serious problems confronting the Home Mission Committee is 
the oriental work in the cities of Los Angeles and San Francisco. 

Rev. J. Ernest Messer, St. Paul’s, Los Angeles, made a survey and reports 
25,000 Japanese in the city of Los Angeles. A small beginning has been made 
in this church with the organization of a Japanese Bible School of 12 mem- 
bers. 

If this work is to be continued with any assurance of success there must 
be a trained leader and financial assistance by the church at large. 

The Home Mission Committee recommends to the Synod the endorsing 
of Rev. Messer’s work among the Japanese in St. Paul’s. The Board of 
American Missions has assured the committee of cooperation in oriental work 
on the Pacific Coast. 

The committee recommends that the Board of American Missions be 
requested to make a complete survey of two strategic mission points in the 
city of San Diego. :

Respectfully submitted, 
CLAIMS COMMITTEE 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STUDENT WORK 
1. SOUTHERN CONFERENCE — 


The Student Work of the Southern Conference, in keeping with the rec- 
ommendations adopted at the convention of Synod one year ago, has been 
carried on in accordance with the action under the supervision of Pastor 
R. D. Lechleightner, of the American Lutheran Conference at the University 
of Los Angeles, and Pastor Henry Irving Kohler, at the University of Southern 
California, and Junior College, Los Angeles, and Pastor Delmar L. Dyreson, 
at the State College, San Diego, California, 


Activities of all types, ranging from social meetings to Bible studies have 
been carried on faithfully by the men in charge. 


We believe that the Lutheran influence on all of our college campuses 
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has never been felt more and through the faithful aggressive work of our 
advisers in cooperation with the Luther Clubs lies the future hope of a far- 
reaching spiritual impression. 


The following Constitution written by Pastor Kohler at the request of the 
Luther Associeties of Los Angeles, corrected and adopted is of interest and 
sets forth the latest status for the future progress of our Lutheran Student 
Work in the Southern Conference, and is recommended for adoption at this 
annual meeting of the Synod. 


2. NORTHERN CONFERENCE — 


In the north our activities have been confined largely to the University 
of California. The work at Berkeley has been placed in the hands of the 
pastor of St. Michael’s Church, of Berkeley, who has been conducting this 
work for over fifteen years by appointment of the Board of Education of the 
United Lutheran Church in America. Work carried on at San Jose State 
College by Dr. W. E. Crouser. 


There is an enrollment of over 13,000 on the Berkeley campus, with 
approximately 165 Lutherans. The organization of Lutheran students known 
as the Luther Club, has personally contacted nearly 60% of these through 
personal interviews or Club meetings. Monthly meetings are held. All Lu- 
theran bodies cooperate with the student pastor in this work, and the monthly 
dinners are provided for by the women of the different Lutheran Churches 
in Berkeley. 

A survey indicates that there has been a larger attendance of Lutheran 
students upon the services of the churches than in any preceding year. From 
time to time outstanding leaders of the various Lutheran bodies have ad- 
dressed the club. 

There seems to be a divided opinion within Synod as to the policy of our 
synodical student work. The question that needs further study is the problem 
of whether student work should be carried on as a sSynodical matter or be 
placed directly in the hands of the local pastor. 


We recommend that the entire subject of our student work be restudied 
in order that a definite policy may be adopted.

LUTHER ASSOCIATES OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
PREAMBLE AND CONSTITUTION 


Pursuant to a group of interested Lutherans representing some of the 
branches of our Lutheran Synods and Conferences of Southern California 
mutually organized and known as the Luther Associates interested in the 
Lutheran Students attending our Colleges and Universities on this territory 
and seeking to aid and promote the work' of the Luther Clubs in connection 
with the work of the Religious Conference for a number of years and in 
keeping with the suggestions coming from a meeting of the American Lutheran 
Conference pastors and students assembled Monday, February 8, 1937, that, 
in order to more effectively work together and for greater accomplishments, 
a larger committee be organized from all Lutheran Synods or Conferences for 
Lutheran Student service in Southern California. It was further suggested that 
this larger committee be composed of one pastor and one layman from each 
Lutheran Synod or Conference including representation from each institution, 
where Luther Clubs have been organized; and that on March 1, 1937, a meeting 
be called for the first Monday in April, 1937. 
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Subsequent to a meeting held on the first Monday in April, 1937 —A 
Committee chosen to draft a Constitution proposed the following which was 
reviewed and improved and adopted in regularly called meeting of the larger 
Lutheran Student Service Committee assembled in the Library of the Cali- 
fornia Lutheran Hospital of Los Angeles, California, April 26, 1937. 


CONSTITUTION 
ARTICLE ONE—ORGANIZATION 


Section I—The Name 


The name and title of the organization shall be The Luther Associates of 
Southern California, in connection with the Colleges and Universities of the 
area herein named. 


Section II—The Polity Basis 


Lutheran bodies connected with Synodical or Conference groups may be- 
come affiliated and cooperative. 


Section III—The Membership 


This organization, known as the Luther Associates, shall consist of the 
following members: One pastor and one layman from each affiliated Synod 
or Conference chosen by the body to which he belongs and one woman from 
each affiliated Synod or Conference chosen by the Women’s Society of the 
body to which she belongs; and advisory members: one student from each 
Luther Club, preferably an officer, from each institution; one or more members 
(elective) when deemed wise and necessity may demand for administrative or 
promotion purposes, elected by the Luther Associates. Memberships shall be 
for one year only, beginning and ending with the fiscal year of the Religious 
Conference. The moral and financial support is to be merited by the Synods 
or Conferences choosing and having representation in the Luther Associates. 


Section IV—Objects, Duties, Powers 


In accordance with the Polity Basis set forth in Section II—Article One, 
and in keeping with the respected rights and privileges of the federated bodies 
of our Lutheran Faith, the Luther Associates is organized: 

1. To aid in the preserving of our true faith and in conserving the unity 
of our youth in departing therefrom during their years of higher education 
in connection with our State Universities and Colleges. ; 

2. To encourage Lutheran and other students to grow in the Christian 
Faith in the blessed assurance that our faith in Christ is the victory that 
overcometh the world. 

3. To quicken, co-ordinate and effectively supervise and direct the natural 


energies, social and religious of our Lutheran students in their educational 
and vocational pursuits. 


4. To stimulate them in their loyalty, devotion and service to their re- 
spective congregations, irrespective of the branch to which they belong. 


5. To solicit and disburse funds, and devise ways and means for the 


accomplishment of the purposes of this organization as set forth in this 
Constitution. 


6. To elect pastor advisers sufficient to meet the need wherever Luther 
Clubs are organized, and to promote Luther Clubs where opportunity may 
demand and to decide the amount of compensation each is to receive. 

Article TWO—MEZTINGS 
1. One-third of the members shall constitute a quorum. 
2. This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two-third vote of 
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the members present at a regular meeting called for the purpose following 
due notice of such alterations or amendment proposed. 


ARTICLE THREE—OFFICERS 

1. The officers of the Luther Associates shall be a President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, a Secretary and a Treasurer. 

2. pthe duties of the officers shall be those generally acknowledged and 
recognized in keeping with such offices. 

3. The officers shall be entitled to receive the neCessary expenses inci- 
dent to the duties imposed by their offices and such remuneration as the 
Luther Associates may determine. 


Referred to the Executive Committee with power to act. 


THE REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION 


Pursuant to instructions given at the nineteen-thirty-six Convention of 
Synod your committee respectfully submits the following amendment to the 
By-Laws of the Synod of California to be added as Item 2 of By-Law V; the 
present By-Law V to be made Item 1, and recommends its adoption. 


V. Conferences 


2. (a) Delegates to the United Lutheran Church in America from the Synod 
of California shall be nominated by the conferences of the Synod at meet- 


ings of the Conferences held during the year preceding the Convention of 4 
the United Lutheran Church in America, if in conformity with the Constitu- * ¥/ 
tion of the United Lutheran Church. — » An grreverdy 


(b) The number of delegates to be eleeted by each Conference shall be 
determined by the Synod on the basis established by the United Lutheran 
Church in America. 

(c) In the event that the President of Synod, elected at the annual con- 
vention, is not one of the delegates thus designated by his conference, the 
delegate of said conference receiving the lowest vote shall be removed from 
the primarii list of said conference to the first place on the secundii. 

Your committee recommends the adoption of these additional amend- 
ments to “By-Law II, Meetings of the Synod”: 

Item 1. Change to read, “This Synod shall meet annually during the 
week following the third Sunday after Easter, or on the call of the Executive 
Committee of Synod.” 

Item 5. Change “January 20th” to “January 31st”. 

Item 7. Repeal the last two sentences, from “(This does not include 
Pullman fare)” to “The necessary traveling expenses”. 

We also give notice of proposed amendment to the Constitution of the 
Ey. Lutheran Synod of California. 

“That Section One of Article One be amended to read: The name and 
title of the body organized under this Constitution and incorporated in ac- 
cordance with the laws of the State of California shall be The Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of California and Arizona, in connection with the United 
Lutheran Church in America.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LETTERS AND PAPERS 


Your Committee on Letters and Papers had referred to it but one com- 
munication. This was from Dr. Harold V. Mather, the General Secertary of 
the Southern California Area of the California Church Council, explaining 
the nature of the organization and work of the Council and requesting a co- 
operative relationship with it by our Synod; and since our Synod covers the 
entire state of California, that five representatives be appointed for each of 
the Northern and Southern Areas of the California Church Council. Or, in 
case our Synod wished to know more about the California Church Council 
before deciding to cooperate with it that the Syncd appoint official representa- 
tives in such numbers as it might desire as observers who are to report to 
Synod at our next convention. 


In view of the official pronouncements of the U. L. C. A. concerning 
external relationships, your committee respectfully recommends that the 
presidents of the Northern and Southern Conferences of Synod act as offi- 
cial observers for the Synod to sit in the meetings of the Northern and 
Southern Areas respectively of the California Church Council, and that they 
report at the next Synodical Convention.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


The business of the church is evangelism. To this end the church was 
founded, for this it continues. That which is the business of the church is 
the business of her constituency, of pew as well as of pulpit. This must be 
stressed constantly for pastors and for laymen. 


It is a wholesome sign that, throughout the church, there is an increasing 
interest in and devotion to the business of evangelism. Round tables, con- 
ferences and institutes have been held in other Synods, where pastors, council- 
men, and key laymen have given themselves to the serious consideration of 
es matter, with encouraging results. Our Synod should not lag behind 
in this. 

Statistics gathered by the Board of American Missions and released under 
the caption, “Percentage of Population in Affiliation with Some Christian 
Church,” reveal that the territory occupied by our Synod is in the lower 
brackets, some in the very lowest. Here, in this territory, the most noisome 
sects seem to flourish like the green bay tree, and their number is legion. 
Here, too, the people are on the move. The transient population is large, and 
presents a real challenge. Do not these facts demand that we give most 
earnest heed to the promulgation of the Gospel in season and out of season 
enlisting the whole church in this cause? 

Your committee presents the following recommendations. 


1. (a) That the Committee on Evangelism be increased to five in number, 
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and that the members of the committee be chosen with reference to strategic 
location on the territory. 

(bo) That the committee be solemnly charged to arrange for an institute 
on evangelism in each conference during the year. 

(c) That the officers of the conferences be instructed to further the work 
of the committee in every way. 

(d) That the auxiliary organizations of the Synod and conferences be 
enlisted in the cause of personal evangelism, and that the officers of the same 
give fullest cooperation to the committee. 

2. That pastors and laymen alike be encouraged to study the U. L. C. 
Committee on Evangelism report, as found in the minutes. 

3. That the family altar continue to be stressed, and such aids as the 
devotional booklet, “Light for Today”, be procured by pastors and congrega- 
tions, and made easily available for as wide distribution and general use as 
possible.

Perhaps the lukewarmness of 
our membership in this all-important and tangible share of our work is 
directly due to the pastors who themselves are not seriously interested in 
Christian stewardship. Perhaps their lukewarmness is due to the lack on the 
part of your committee. We are making no accusations, merely stating facts. 
A letter from the chairman of this committee was mailed to each member 
of the committee seeking suggestions for a possible plan of stewardship educa- 
tion and one of the five addressed had the courtesy to reply. 

We recommend that the resolution committee introduce a resolution that 
will definitely set to work this committee for 1938.

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REPORT OF THE INNER MISSION COMMITTEE 


Our attention has been called to the action of the U. L. C. A. at the 
Columbus Convention in reference to Inner Mission work of the committees 
in the constituent synods and especially to “The study of the needs of Lutheran 
seamen entering our ports and undertake constructive work for their welfare.” 

Our committee has made inquiry through pastors located nearest our 
ports and will report the same to the Board. 

We are happy to report that there have been fewer cases of need during 
the past year, and that so far as we know all needs reported to our churches 
and various Inner Mission Societies have been promptly supplied. 

Three sets of plans for our proposed Lutheran Home to be built on the 
five acre site in Sierra Madre have been considered by the committee mem- 
bers in the South and the best two have been submitted to the Executive 
Committee and the prize of $50.00 has been divided equally between Mr. Edwin 
Westberg and Mr. Peter Ehlers. The plans were accompanied by statements 
signed by Mr. Westberg and Mr. Ehlers that Synod is under no further obli- 
gation when ready to build said buildings. 

1. We recommend, first, that steps be taken, as soon as possible, looking 
toward the financing of the main building. 

2. We recommend that the privilege be given by the Inner Mission Com- 
mittee in conjunction with the Executive of Synod to such person or persons 
as may desire to erect a bungalow or bungalows under such plans as have 
been adopted by the Synod.

We would respectfully request the consideration of the Deaconess Board to 
this suggestion.

The president’s message was heard and referred to the committee on 
president’s message. 
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PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


Members of the Women’s Missionary Society 
of the Synod of California— 


Dear fellow-workers: 


Under the loving guidance of our Heavenly Father we are permitted once 
more to assemble ourselves in conference to write another page in our book 
of history. 

The forty-five years of history of this Society have seen many changes, 
but all of these years have witnessed the loyalty and faithfulness of the 
women of the church in advancing the Kingdom of God throughout the 
world. We have been inspired by one motive, to fulfill the command of our 
Risen Lord and Savior to make Him known to the children of men. 


It is not necessary for me to recount the accomplishments of the past 
year. You will hear all this in the reports which are to be made by the 
officers and department secretaries. All they have to report is simply a 
record of what each one of us as individual members of God’s Kingdom has 
done. 


I call your special attention to the Missionary Advance inaugurated 
several years,ago. At the April meeting of the General Board the following 
recommendations were adopted,—First, that the objective for the Triennium 
be advance in Christian Stewardship; Second, that the Christmas Offering 
for 1937-1938-1939 and 1940 be used for the Triennial objective, or Christian 
Stewardship in all fields; Third, that the undesignated Lenten Offering for 
1938 to 1940 be used for this Triennial objective. Let us keep this objective 
before us during the next two years. 

The General Board has also decided that the Visitation Department, 
which has served so effectively, continue this work. The Annuity Depart- 
ment, which was discontinued due to economic conditions, will be resumed 
directly following the Convention at Buffalo this fall. 

Your special attention is directed to the Treasurer’s Report as it pertains 
to our Synodical Special and the Young Women’s Travel Fund, which have 
not met our anticipations. Many of our societies seem to have overlooked 
the necessity for these funds. By the action of the Executive Committee the 
Synodical Fee was increased from twenty to twenty-five cents per year per 
member. This was found necessary due to the fact that our income was not 
sufficient to meet our Synodical Society’s necessary expenses. It is a pleasure 
to report that many of our societies have responded beautifully to this in- 
crease. 

Our Young Women’s Societies are to be commended for the activity and 
interest which they show in the work in which we are all engaged. Unable 
to meet in connection with this Convention they held their Congress in St. 
Mark’s Church, Los Angeles, on April 17 and 18. I understand that every 
Young Women’s Society was represented, many coming from the North. 
One new society was received, that of St. Michael’s Church, Berkeley. The 
young women are our future. Many of us who are more mature in years 
have carried the burden during the past forty-five years. In the years before 
us our young women must take up this burden to assist in continuing the 
“unfinished task” which our Lord has assigned us. I rejoice in the work of 
our Young Women’s Societies. It has been my privilege to visit many so- 
cieties during the past year, and in none did I find greater sincerity and more 
earnest zeal than amongst our young women. We, who have been most 
active in promoting the work of our Synodical Society, should enlist our 
service in the promotion of the work amongst the young women. 

I have found the report of our statistical secretary most interesting, and 
am confident that you will also when you hear it. It is to be regretted that 
no reports were received from two of our Women’s Societies and three of our 
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Young Women’s Societies and three Light Brigades. I cannot stress the 
importance of a prompt return of reports. When it is realized that we can 
have a representative of our own on the General Board just aS soon as we 
can report a membership of one thousand, the importance of these reports 
may be realized. 

I have but one recommendation to make at this time,—That we continue 
Rocky Boy Mission as our special for the coming year. 

I wish to express my personal appreciation for the faithful work of our 
treasurer, Mrs. John Hjort, also to all others who have served faithfully in 
their places. 

With strife and discord at home and abroad, with floods and cyclones, 
with men’s hearts failing them for fear,—may we, who know our God and 
Father and His love in our Savior, enter the forty-sixth year of our service 
for Him with perfect faith and trust. May each one of us, in our own par- 
ticular sphere and our own particular way, carry on in our Master’s service. 

May God bless us all.

SOUTHERN CONFERENCE REPORT 


The Thirtieth Annual Convention of the Southern Conference of the 
Women’s Missionary Society of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California 
was held October 22 and 23, 1936, in the First English Lutheran Church, the 
Rev. David R. Huber, D.D., pastor. 


The president, Mrs. Elsa King Frey, presided at the five sessions of the 
conference. There was a total attendance of 466. Credentials were received 
from 18 societies, and 11 Light Brigades. The roll call was answered by 4 
officers, 9 department secretaries and 51 delegates. 


The theme of the convention was HITHERTO-HENCEFORTH. “Hitherto 
hath the Lord helped us.” I Sam. 7:12. “That we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and carried about with every wind of doctrine, 
but speaking the truth in love, may grow up into Him in all things, which is 
the head, even Christ.” Eph. 4:14-15. 

Many beautiful thoughts were brought out in the devotions. Women 
serving in Moses’ time, was presented by Mrs. Inez Judd. Mrs. W. E. Lebold 
spoke of Women serving in Christ’s time, Mrs. G. L. Hudson took the theme, 
Women serving Today, and Grace-Esther Frey spoke of Women serving 
Tomorrow. Solos were sung by Mrs. Helen B. Morgan, Mrs. Ruth Wagner, 
and a trio by Mmes. Ryberg, Wagner and Dickson of First Church. The choir 
of First Church rendered a fine number by Bail, “King All Glorious” at the 
evening service. 


We had the great pleasure of having our Synodical President, Mrs. E. A. 
Trabert, present at all the sessions. Several pastors also attended many of 
the sessions and their presence was a great inspiration to the presiding of- 
ficer and co-workers. 


A very beautiful anniversary program was presented, beginning with the 
work of the department secretaries, under the title, “THROUGH THIRTY 
YEARS”. The introduction was given by Mrs. H. J. Weaver, one of the 
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charter members of the conference, who has served many years both as 
president and department secretary. Two five foot numerals, a three and an 
0, in pale pink, stood upon the platform. After the introductory remarks, 
a cream-colored background was fitted into the 0. As the departments were 
called, in the order of their inception, each secretary placed the numeral 
representing the order of her department within the circle of the 0, the first 
secretary placing the hands of a clock in the center. In this manner a most 
clever “Clock of Conference Activities” was shown. As each secretary left 
the platform she walked between the numerals which completed the theme, 
“Through Thirty Years”. 


The next anniversary number was presented by Mrs. J. E. Hoick, who 
organized the conference 30 years ago. She opened a large book which she 
had very beautifully bound and titled, ‘“‘The Service Fold”. This is the 
conference history. It is in three sections; one for the women’s societies, 
the second section for the young women and the third for the Light Brigades. 
As the pages were turned by Mrs. Hoick, each society gave its report and 
described the page. On all these pages were pictures of church, society, life 
members and persons to be particularly honored. Each page was different 
and all were beautiful. Mrs. Annabel Grey described the young women’s 
section and Mrs. Keighley the Light Brigade. 


The entire program was one of exceptional beauty and showed great 
thought and sentiment and was entirely worked out by Mrs. J. E. Hoick 
who received many expressions of thanks for her splendid work as program 
chairman. 


Recognition was given to all past presidents by presenting them with 
corsages. 


Mrs. Yerian called upon Mrs. Annabel Grey to give her impression of 
the Interdenominational School of Missions and it was a real testimonial 
to the educational and informational value of the school which was attended 
by 969 women this year. 

The book review, “A Preface to Racial Understanding”, was presented in 
a vivid way by Mrs. E. D. Gaylord of the Southern California Council of 
Federated Church Women. 

Mrs. Evelyn Bigsby gave a very interesting story about the negro spiritual, 
“Steal Away”, and then sang it in a very beautiful way. 

“What the Negro Has Contributed to the World” was the subject of the 
splendid address given by Mrs. Iva A. Baltzly. This was followed by the 
reading of the “Emancipation Proclamation” by Mrs. R. L. Reser. 

The Vesper service of the third session was conducted by Dr. Huber. A 
special offering was received and the money given to make the Southern 
Conference a Life Member. Mrs. Marian Hay then presented a Life Member- 
ship to the young women of the Southern Conference. 

One of the “treats” of the convention was the wonderful trip we took 
with Dr. S. H. Yerian, through the Luther land. He described Luther’s Oak 
in Wittenberg, and Luther’s birthplace and home and the church in which 
he was baptized and where he preached. This was very interesting and en- 
tertaining as told in Dr. Yerian’s inimitable way. 

An expression of gratitude was extended Mrs. Paul Hoffman for her 
splendid services as secretary. 

The report of the nominating committee was received and the secretary 
ordered to cast the ballot. This was done and the following officers were 
voted into office. President, Mrs. Elsa King Frey; vice-president, Mrs. Edward 
N. Spirer; secretary, Mrs. Howard D. Bauer; treasurer, Mrs. Perry A. Queal. 

The conference received and accepted an invitation to meet in Hunting- 
ton Park, in St. Luke’s Church, in 1937.

15. San Diego, First Church—Debt reduction on parsonage amounting 
to $268.00. 

16. San Francisco, St. Mark’s—New set of Trimm Excellophone hearing 
aids installed. 

17. San Francisco, St. Matthew’s—New carpet, pulpit, and altar redecor- 
ated at a cost of $200.00. 


Recommendations 
In view of the incomplete and unsatisfactory reports on the Anniversary 
Appeal be it recommended: 


1. That the Anniversary Appeal be continued within the synod during 
the calendar year. 


2. That the president of synod appoint a director to supervise this im- 
portant appeal of our Board of American Missions.

Sacramento, Calif., May 11, 1938, 9:00 A.M. 

Synod called to order by the president.

Minutes of the First, Second and Third Sessions read and approved. 

Report of Committee on Reference and Céunsel, with time limits set, 
was adopted. 

The Secretary read the following: 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of the Synod has held six meetings since the 
last Synodical Convention. Four of these meetings were held in San Francisco 
cisco, one in Los Angeles, and one on the eve of the 1938 Convention in 
Sacramento. 


A record of the meetings held and the minutes subsequently approved are 
on file as a matter of record. Items of expense and bills allowed from time 
to time during the year will be found in the treasurer’s report and are, there- 
fore, omitted from this report. 

The standing committees as printed in the minutes of the 1937 convention 
were approved at the first meeting of the committee. 

The South Los Angeles News was awarded the contract for printing of 
the minutes of the 1937 convention. 

Dr. G. H. Hillerman was authorized to secure the necessary synodical 
stationery. 

Four issues of the Golden State Lutheran were authorized, publication 
dates to be September 15, December 1, February 1, and April 25th. The Rev. 
J. E. Hoick was appointed editor. His inability to serve led to the appoint- 
ment of the Rev. Henry W. Opperman to the office. 

The action of the Phoenix Convention regarding the salary of the president 
and proceeds from the Stumpf property was interpreted as beginning with 
the synodical financial year; ie., from July 1st to June 30th. ; 

President J. J. Raun was authorized to attend the Convention of Synodical 
Presidents in Harrisburg, Pennsylvania, in December. His necessary traveling 
expenses and a per diem of $4.00 were allowed. 


Upon request of qualified members of the St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, 
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Santa Monica, the Executive Committee appointed a Commission of Three to 
investigate the existing conditions within that congregation. The following 
commissioners were chosen: President J. J. Raun, the Rev. J. E. Hoick, and 
Mr. D. M. Lingie. The secretary of Synod was authorized to call a special 
session of Synod in Los Angeles, on October 5th to hear the report of these 
commissioners. The meeting was cancelled after conditions had righted 
themselves in the congregation. 

A new filing cabinet was secured for the Archivist, and placed within the 
First English Lutheran Church of Los Angeles. 

The resignation of Dr. Hillerman as Luther League Adviser for the 
Southern District was accepted. The Rev. James P. Beasom was appointed 
in his place. 

The resignation of Dr. G. H. Hillerman as President of the Southern 
Conference vacated the office of Second Vice-President of Synod. The Secre- 
tary was instructed to write a letter expressing the regret of the committee 
that ill health had made the resignation necessary. The appreciation of the 
committee was expressed to Dr. Hillerman for his faithful service to Synod. 

The sum of $250 was contributed the Southern District Luther League for 
use in preparing for the Luther League in America Convention in Long 
Beach, 1939. A request for permission to canvass the churches of Synod for 
additional funds for this purpose was approved. 

The proposed amendment to the U. L. C. A. Constitution was recommended 
to the Synod for its approval. 

The appreciation of the committee was expressed to the Rev. W. H. 
Derr for his faithful care of St. Paul’s Church, Santa Monica, during its 
unfortunate experience. 

The following pastor was received ad-interim: the Rev. James Prince 
Beasom, from the Pacific Synod. 

The Yosemite National Park Church was requested to rotate the guest 
speakers for the summer months among the members of Synod, the Exe- 
cutive Committee being willing to cooperate in the selection.

REPORT OF THE PARISH AND CHURCH SCHOOL SECRETARY 


M 
Fathers and Brethren: 5 GAA 
The outstanding event in parish and church school work for the Synod 
was a visit of the Rev. C. H. B. Lewis, D. D., Field Secretary of the Parish 
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and Church School Board. The entire California area was carefully covered 
and the general reception was good. 


In comparison with other synods the California Synod on a per capita 
basis ranks about average in the objectives achieved. Parish education month 
is generally observed. Definite efforts toward improvement in personnel, 
literature, standards, and equipment, is being made. Indications are that 
all the congregations are endeavoring to broaden the scope of their educa- 
tional ministry within the respective communities. Some progress has been 
made in increased enrollments. The book, “The Guide and Standards in 
Parish Education” may be purchased from the United Lutheran Publication 
House for twenty cents. About twenty of our congregations are using it at 
present, which is an increase over last year. We hope that by 1939 all will 
be using it. If the pastor has a copy he may loan it to his officers and 
teachers or he may reproduce excerpts from it in his church bulletin. The 
Five Year Program of the Parish and Church School Board is clearly out- 
lined in this publication. It is suggested than any pastor, officer, or teacher, 
desiring further information on the subject of parish education write Dr. S. 
White Rhyne, 1228 Spruce Street, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, and ask to be 
placed on the mailing list to receive all literature sent out by the Board. 
This literature is costly and is usually only mailed to the Parish and Church 
School Secretary of each synod, but the Board is happy to send it to others 
provided there is a desire for it. 

We believe that one of the most powerful contributions toward the im- 
provement of the whole program of the church can be made through Chris- 
tian education. 

Recommendations. (a) That “The Guide and Standards in Parish Edu- 
cation” be brought into universal use at once so that all may receive the 
blessing and advantage of the first year. (b) That all congregations using 
the plan have a mid-year check-up with their workers on efforts and achieve- 
ments with the plan. (c) That the magazine “The Parish School” be brought 
into wider use. (d) That at least one parish and school convention be held 
in each conference of Synod during the coming year.

The Luther League Adviser of the Northern Conference presented the 
following: 


REPORT OF THE LUTHER LEAGUE ADVISER 


(Northern District) 

The Luther League marches forward ever in the spirit of youth, the spirit 
of activity. Activity, we believe, directed in the interest of the church and 
Christ. 

In the past, it was the custom to hold a spring meeting in the form of a 
convention and later as a rally, but this has been discontinued for several 
years. However, it was thought to be a good practice for Leaguers to have 
contact with each other more often than once or possibly twice a year, thus 
it is planned to hold a rally this spring; St. Mark’s League of San Francisco, 
being host and the date, May 21st and 22nd. The adviser is to bring the 
message during the banquet. 

Last year a retreat was held at Mt. Hermon for the first time and found 
to be exceedingly inspirational and so successful that it was the concensus 
of opinion that this meeting should become an annual event. There were 
twenty-seven in attendance and five leagues represented; Rev. F. C. Pryor, 
Oakland, being the chief speaker. Another such retreat is being planned for 
a week-end presumably during the early part of August. 
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At the last convention, which was the next to the largest held in the 
north, there was a new group represented in the presence of members from 
the League of St. Paul’s Church, Fresno. This is a newly organized group 
that has not as yet come Officially into the district. All indications are that 
they will. There are also two Intermediate Leagues just organized this year 
that will in all probability join the district in the near future. One is that 
of St. John’s, Sacramento, and the other, First Church, Sacramento. 

Last year the convention was held in the First Church, Sacramento, with 
an unusual amount of interest manifest. The 1938 convention will be held 
at St. Michael’s, Berkeley. 

The Banner Point Program has been revised and is now on trial in its 
new form, but is still the standard for League activity and accomplishment. 
The National League supports a three fold program; i.e., Education, Mission- 
ary, and Life Service. 

Material is readily available regarding any of this work. For those in- 
terested—in addition to the regular officers formerly elected or appointed, 
there are three additional ones; namely, Intermediate Secretary, Missionary 
Secretary, and a Sustaining Membership Chairman. 

The District Paper, “The Microphone”, is being published regularly and in 
a more detailed manner than before. St. John’s, Sacramento, has had charge 
of the publishing for the first half of the year and St. Mark’s, San Francisco 
will assume publication the remaining half. 

The National League is stressing the “Review” this year, with the result 
that we have several Leagues subscribing for the first time. This is likewise 
true of individuals. 

The Missionary project for the biennium is receiving good support. It is 
believed this is partly due to the fact that its objective, the Konnarock School, 
Virginia, is located in the United States. It is yet too early to give definite 
results, however.

The Luther League Adviser of the Southern Conference presented the 
following: 


REPORT OF THE LUTHER LEAGUE ADVISER 


(Southern District) 


The Southern District Luther League followed the seven departmental 
program which was outlined in the 1937 report. 

During the past year, the District has had the able direction of the Rev. 
George Hillerman, D. D., as adviser. The District sustained a great loss when 
Dr. Hillerman was forced to leave this work upon the advice of his physician. 

The President of Synod appointed the present adviser to assist in the in- 
terim. Since this appointment, three goals have been stressed: 

1. The deepening of the spiritual life of the District. 

2. The extension of the various levels of the Luther League program. 

3. Preparation for the 1939 National Convention. 

The National Convention Committee has met regularly and has carried 
on an outstanding piece of work for our Synod. 1939 will bring the leaders 
of our U. L. C. A. Youth Program to California. Hundreds of Luther Leaguers 
from the various Synods of our Church will be our guests. To make this 
convention a success, this committee has raised $1,563.60 in pledges of which 
$791.60 has been paid in cash to date. $500.00 must be paid to the Executive 
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Committee of the Luther League in America by July 1, 1938. 


We wish to express our appreciation for the contribution of $250.00 from 
the Synod of California and for the contribution of $22.50 from the Northern 
District. 


We believe that this year provides our Synod with an excellent oppor- 
tunity to stress our Luther League program. We, therefore, recommend that 
the Synod of California make plans for such action. 


To make possible the payment of $500.00 to the Luther League of America 
by the first of July, we request that the Synod underwrite $250.00 of the 
amount to be repaid by the District as the pledges are met.

REPORT OF STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Thirty-eight questionnaires were sent out’ and twenty-seven returned. 
Replies were received from two others, but no reports. 


Congregations 
Twenty-seven report 3778 communing members. Twenty-four report an 
increase in attendance; three neither an increase nor decrease. Twelve report 
two services per Sunday the greater part of the year; fourteen only one service, 
but in most of these fourteen the Luther League devotional meetings take 
the place of the Vespers. 


Church Schools 
Seventeen Church Schools use the Christian Life Course, the others 
mostly use the International Bible Lessons. The Schools have from one to 
eight adult classes with attendance ranging from five to three hundred. 
The percentage attending Public Worship ranges from 3% to 95%. ‘Two 
hundred seventy-six church school scholars were confirmed during 1937. 
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; Church Societies 

Forty-four Young People’s Societies are reported with an increasing at- 
tendance and a deepening of spiritual interest. Thirty-nine Missionary So- 
cieties are reported with a membership of 659. Thirteen churches have 
Brotherhoods with an enrollment of 477. 


Church Finance and Records 

Nearly all congregations raise money through the Every Member Canvass 
and by use of Duplex Envelopes. There appears to be a larger liberality to 
Current Expense and for Benevolence. One congregation (Phoenix, Arizona) 
reports 151 contributors to Current Expense and 151 to Benevolence. Ben- 
evolence in most congregations is remitted to the Synodical Treasurer month- 
ly. Only seven congregations provide parsonages. Pastor’s salaries range 
from $620.00 to $4,000.00 annually. In most parishes the pastor provides house, 
automobile and telephone while the majority of congregations provide the 
pastor’s office supplies. Improvements to church property amounted to 
$14,308.00 and debt reduction to $9,080.00. Replies indicate that church records 
are being well kept and that the majority of church properties are adequately 
covered by insurance. 


Summary 
Some discouragements to church work are noted such as “Church at- 
tendance stationary’, “Salary not paid in full”, etc. But over against these 
are many signs of encouragement such as “Peace and harmony in the con- 
gregation”’, “Church School growing”, “Increasing attendance and offerings’, 
“Communicant roll increased by forty”, “Debts all paid”. Most hopeful of 
all, in the majority of reports were found this note: activity in Young People’s 
work is increasing and there is a deepening interest in things spiritual. These 
and many other like expressions of encouragement should make us deeply 
thankful to God for His all-wise guidance and should hearten us all to go 
forward determined to do His will, remembering ever the words of our Risen 
Lord, “As My Father hath sent me, even so send I you.”

REPORT OF INNER MISSION COMMITTEE 


We hereby express our appreciation of the visit of Rev. C. E. Krumbholz, 
Executive Secretary of the Board of Inner Missions, giving to us information 
and inspiration. 

Reports from all the pastors show that during the year 1937, 330 families 
were aided by local congregations, 154 garments were given locally besides 
2250 pounds of warm clothing sent to sufferers in Canada and that $1057.00 
was contributed to the less fortunate, besides unknown contributions of mem- 
bers to Community Chests and the Red Cross. 

We recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 

1. That an Inner Mission Committee be appointed by each pastor. 

2. That recognition be given to any inter-church Lutheran Inner Mission 
Society already organized or that will be organized whose* constitution may 
be approved by the Executive Committee of Synod. Such L. I. M. Societies 
shall report annually to Synod through the I. M. Committee of Synod. 
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3. Your Committee feels that the time is at hand when decided steps 
should be taken toward the establishing cf our Home for the Aged in Sierra 
Madre. 

We would therefore propose that our Building Fund in trust be augmented 
to a point where buildings can be started; that Inner Mission Month, October 
15 to November 15, or any time between September lst and December 31, 1938 
be appointed for the raising of subscriptions in every one of our congregations 
for the inauguration of this worthy but long delayed. purpose of building 
cottages and a home for the aged. 

Further resolved that a building committee be nominated, two members 
from the Inner Mission Committee, and three from our congregations, to 
ccnsider the plans at hand, to select from them, or from others that may 
be submitted, buildings most suitable, and to let the contracts to the lowest 
bidders, as soon as enough funds are available.

The Home Mission Committee of the Synod of California met for organiza- 
tion and business in St. Matk’s, San Francisco, on May 27, 1937. George H. 
Hillerman was elected secretary. Three other meetings were held during the 
year; two in San Francisco and one in Los Angeles. 


Appropriations for 1938 

The following are the appropriations to the missions, together with the 
reduction from the previous year: Gardena, St. John’s, $500.00, reduction 
$100.00; Los Angeles, Bethany, $250.00, reduction, $50.00; Los Angeles, Beverly 
Hills Community, $680.00, reduction, $100.00; Los Angeles, St. Paul’s, $200.00, 
reduction, $100.00; North Hollywood, St. Matthew’s, $540.00, reduction, $60.00; 
Richmond, Grace, $800.00, no reduction; San Francisco, Temple, $420.00, re- 
duction, $60.00; Santa Barbara, Grace, $300.00, reduction, $100.00. Total ap- 
propriation, $6932.00. Total reduction, $988.00. 

Two of these missions, St. Paul’s Los Angeles, and Grace, Richmond, also 
provide houses for the pastor. 


Special Items 
TUCSON, ARIZONA: The mission was re-opened by order of the Board 
ef American Missions with its missionary, Rev. M. J. Bieber, D. D., in charge. 
NEW FIELDS: The attention of the Board of American Missions was 
called to several fields as promising places for new work. A canvass was made 
of East Inglewood, Los Angeles and Vallejo, by the Board’s agents, but no 
report has been made to this Committee regarding the findings. 
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SANTA MONICA, ST. PAUL’S: After the retirement of Dr. Soldan from 
this field, Rev. W. H. Derr was designated as pastor in charge. The congre- 
gation provided for his expenses and a special appropriation of $100.00 was 
made to him from the Synodical treasury on the recommendation of this 
Home Mission Committee. Other matters relative to the Santa Monica situa- 
tion appear in the President’s Report. 

Rev. George H. Hillerman resigned as secretary of the Committee which 
resignation was accepted on March 22, and Dr. C. F. Oehler was appointed 
secretary pro tem until the meeting of the Synod.

REV. AUGUST BAHR 


Rev. August Bahr was born August 6, at Geyerswalde, Ger- 
many.

REV. THOMAS A. ESTELL 


Rev. Thomas A. Estell was born near Columbus, Ind. on the 
31st of December, 1856. From the age of nineteen he followed the 
carpenter trade, for thirteen years, and during this time was 
married to Emma A. Klayer. From this union one daughter was 
born, but both his wife and daughter preceded him in death... 
Following a growing desire to serve God in the gospel ministry, 
he entered Wittenberg College, and having graduated, in 1892, 
he entered Hamma Divinity School and graduated with the de- 
gree of B. D. in 1895. He was ordained by the Synod of Miami, and 
during his years of ministry served several congregations in the 
Middle West. In 1930 he retired from the ministry and went to 
live with his grandaughter, Mrs. Paul Knepper in Los Angeles.

REV. HENRY WIEMKEN 


Rev. Henry William Wiemken was born February 13, 1875 
in Oldenburg, Germany. After graduating from the Brecklum 
Seminary, he and his wife, Magda, began their missionary careers 
as head of an orphanage for Armenian children saved during the 
Turkish massacre in the 1890’s.

The Rev. Francis C. Pryor, pastor of the First Eng- 
lish Lutheran Church of Oakland, of which our brother was a 
member at the time of his passing conducted the final rites. 
Dr. Oscar H. Gruver, of Berkeley, and the Rev. Lorimer of Oak- 
land, with Dr. John R. Broyer, of San Francisco, assisted. The 
deceased leaves his wife, three sons and four daughters. He 
died in the Lord, he rests from his labors and his works follow him.

THE COMMITTEE 


The report was adopted. 
The Committee on Evangelism presented the following: 


REPORT ON EVANGELISM 


Charged with a specific program by the last convention of Synod, (see 
Minutes of 1937, pages 36-37) your Committee began early in the Synodical 
year to follow out its directions. 

Based upon this, a tentative outline for our campaign was submitted 
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to a few of the pastors for criticism and suggestions and was afterwards 
presented to the conventions of the two Conferences for discussion and 
modification. 


This program embodied the following features: 


1. Monthly. Prayer. Topics. Cards announcing a definite subject for 
prayer each Sunday morning have been issued each month, with the request 
that all pastors use them just before entering the chancel. Replies indicate 
that as many as 96% of the pastors have used these cards. These monthly 
topics have been arranged by the following ministers: William E. Crouser, 
Howard A. Anspach, George H. Hillerman, Herbert J. Weaver, John E. Hoick, 
J. George Dorn, Orval Awerkamp, and Clarence F. Crouser. 


2. Dr. Pehlman’s Ministry. Contact was made with the pastors, the Sun- 
day School Superintendents, and the lay-delegates to the Phoenix convention, 
advocating the employment of Dr. August Pohlman, chairman of the Com- 
mission on Evangelism of the U. L. C. A., for a series of meetings in the 
interest of Evangelism. The recommendation was very generously and 
generally received. Since February 20th, Dr. Pohlman has been speaking in 
our churches and excellent reports of his faithful labors have reached us. 
He has served the following congregations: Phoenix, Grace; San Diego, 
First; Pasadena, Trinity; Los Angeles, St. Mark’s, Bethany, Hollywood; Hun- 
tington Park, St. Luke’s; Glendale, First; San Francisco, First, St. Mark’s, 
Temple, St. Matthew’s; Fresno, First, St. Paul’s. Following the convention 
he will be with Richmond, Grace; San Jose, Bethel, Grace; and Berkeley, 
St. Michael’s. 

3. Light for Today. From the Publication House was secured a list of 
the congregations of Synod that were regular subscribers to this helpful 
bcoklet. Sample booklets were then sent to the Superintendents of the 
Sunday Schools and to the lay-delegates to the Phoenix convention of such 
congregations aS were not using them, with the request that the booklets 
be examined and introduced into the congregations. No check up has yet 
been made on the results. 

4. Luther Leagues. The advisers of our two District Luther Leagues were 
requested to bring the subject of Evangelism to the prayerful and careful at- 
tention of our Luther Leaguers at least once a quarter and if necessary to 
arrange and prepare a suitable program for such meetings. So far as we 
know this has not been done. 


5. Institutes on Personal Evangelism. Although we were solemnly charged 
to arrange such Institutes, we have found no opportunity to do so. The 
Anniversary Appeal of the Board of American Missions with its emphasis 
on Evangelism has quite satisfactorily filled the purpose. Both Conferences 
gave generously of their time to the discussion of the subject in their Autumn 
conventions and the interest was keen. 


6. Report of the Commission on Evengelism to the Columbus Convention. 
To secure a wider reading of this valuable document, it was suggested to both 
Conferences that we request the Executive Committee of the U. L. C. AS 
to consider the printing of this report for free distribution. Neither Con- 
ference however took action on the suggestion, so the matter was dropped. 


7. The Anniversary Appeal. The General Committee in charge of this 
National affair appointed the chairman of your Committee to represent them 
in the matter of Evangelism in our Synod. At his request, the Rev. John E. 
Hoick was appointed to serve the Southern Conference. Both he and the 
chairman of your Committee served as key-men, making dates and serving in 
the distribution of such literature as reached us, soliciting the pastors to co- 
operate in the plans of the General Committee. There has been as yet no 
chance to ascertain to what extent the pastors cooperated. 


We wish to express our deep sense of appreciation of the helpful service 
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of the Rev. Hoick and the patient cooperation of the pastors in our campaign. 
Recommendations: 


es That we assure Dr. Pohlman of our sincere gratitude for his faithful 

ministry in our Synod and that he be heard during the consideration of this 
report. 

2. That the Committee on Evangelism be instructed to continue the 
issuance of monthly prayer topics. 

3. That both Conferences be requested to give Evangelism a prominent 
place in their Autumn Conventions. 

4. That pastors be urged to organize groups for instruction in Personal 
Evangelism using such helps as The Multiplication of Usable Personalities. 

5. That the Committee be instructed to secure, insofar as possible, the 
ministry of some one that can continue the special work so nobly begun and 
so acceptably accomplished by Dr. Pohlman.

REPORT OF STUDENT WORK COMMITTEE 


Student work in the Synod has made considerable headway this past year. 
In the Northern Conference the work has been carried on very successfully 
at the University of California at Berkeley. Dr. Earnest A. Trabert in charge. 
There are approximately 280 Lutheran students enrolled. 

Dr. W. E. Crouser reports 53 Lutheran students at San Jose State College. 
He and his young people are carrying on the work. An organization has been 
formed with regular meetings. 

A Lutheran Students’ Association has been formed in Fresno State Col- 
lege, holding weekly noon-day devotional meetings. 60 Lutheran students 
are enrolled. Dr. Geo. P. Kabele, student pastor. 

Miss Hortense C. Hage, acting student secretary of the American Lutheran 
Conference reports that student work has been organized at Stanford Uni- 
versity. 

Southern Conference—The Lutheran Associates-of Southern Conference 
are well organized and doing effective work. This group consists of committees 
from the Synods of the U. L. C. A., American Lutheran Conference, Nor- 
wegian, Danish and the Augustana. Recently a part time student secretary, 
Miss Ruth Anderscn of U. C. L. A. has been appointed to organize new student 
groups in Southern California and to help with student work. 

U. C. L. A. has 126 Lutheran students and Rev. R. P. Leckleitner of the 
American Lutheran Conference has been elected student adviser. U.S. C. 
has approximately 100 Lutheran students with Rev. John E. Hoick adviser. 
For the past few years very little student work has been done here; so this 
has been the hardest to organize. Rev. Hoick has been working faithfully 
this year and reports a good group. 

Los Angeles Junior College, under the direction of Rev. Henry Irving 
Kohler, reports 110 Lutheran students. This group is very active. 

Miss Anderson has organized new groups in the Junior Colleges at Long 
Beach and Pasadena and Glendale. 

San Diego State College, Rev. Delmar L. Dyreson, adviser, reports 42 Luth- 
eran students. The Regional Convention of the Pacific Southwest Regional 
Conference of U. L. S. A. A. was held at San Diego in the early spring, with 
Rev. James P. Beasom and Miss Hage as speakers. 

The Lutheran student groups meet regularly and the members are keenly 
interested in this activity. All reports show improvement in this work in 
California. 

We were very forunate in having such an able and experienced worker 
as Miss Hage. She visited the various colleges and universities and injected 
enthusiasm into the student work. 

The Student Work Committee thanks all pastors who gave so willingly 
of their time and talents in furthering this work.

Tidings from the Triennial Convention held in Buffalo was presented 
by Mrs. Elsa King Frey. 

The pageant, “The Spirit of Pioneer Women” given in the celebration 
of the 100th anniversary of the organization of the first Missionary Society 
of New York, was narrated by Mrs. J. E. Hoick. 

A touching dramatization, ‘“‘The Thank Offering and You”, written by 
Mrs. E. C. Bentz, was given with the assistance of the members of the 
Women’s Missionary Society of Glendale. 

The Home Mission Study Book, “Rebuilding Rural America” was re- 
viewed by Mrs. J. E. Hoick. 

The delegates voted to accept the Constitution as revised by the Com- 
mittee charged with this work. 

A Missionary playlet, “Won’t You Come Into My Parlor” was given by 
the Light Brigade of Huntington Park and Arlene Wizeman of Hollywood.

Held in Hollywood Lutheran Church 
April 30, 1938

A practical discussion on Congress Advancement was given in three parts 
by the following: Mrs. Lillian Steffens of Pasadena, who spoke on “Advance- 
ment in Membership”; Miss Katherine Roedel of Alhambra, who discussed 
“Advancement in Efficiency” and Miss Grace-Esther Frey of Hollywood on 
“Advancement in Spirituality”. The offering (amounting to $7.16) was then 
taken while the hymn, “O Lord of Heaven and Earth and Sea” was sung. 


Mrs. E. N. Spirer, Literature Department Secretary of W. M. S., spoke 
to us a few moments about the literature of our church which she had on 
display.

The nominating committee’s report was read as 
follows: President, Miss Annabel Wright of Alhambra; Vice-President, Miss 
Helen Hjort of Fresno; and Secretary-Treasurer, Mrs. Lillian Steffens of 
Pasadena. Nominations from the floor for president were declared in order 
A motion that the nominations be closed was immediately made, seconded 
and carried. Nominations from the floor for Vice-President were declared 
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open; a motion was promptly made and passed to close nominations. Fol- 
lowing, nominations for Secretary-Treasurer were declared in order. Again 
a motion was promptly made to close nominations and passed. A motion 
was then made that the Secretary cast a unanimous ballot for the report 
as read by the nominating committee. This was cast. 


Mrs. Myles P. Bennett, the outgoing secretary, was thanked by the presi- 
dent for her help in the past year. Miss Katherine Roedel was thanked for 
her help on the programs and Miss Mary Hansen for preparing the song 
sheets. All the convention committees were also thanked. 


A recommendation that the Congress send greetings to Sister Irmgard 
and Sister Ethel from California who are at the Philadelphia Motherhouse was 
made and passed by motion. Mrs. M. P. Bennett was appointed reporter to 
the Lutheran Woman’s Work Magazine. Mrs. J. E. Hoick was thanked for 
her help with the convention poster. : 


Delegates’ reports were given from the following societies: Fresno, Al- 
hambra, Huntington Park, L. A. First, Hollywood Y. W. and Hollywood Y. G., 
St. Mark’s, St. Paul’s, Pasadena, Riverside and San Diego Y. W. Reports 
from the remaining societies were sent in. There were no bills presented. 


The remainder of the afternoon was given to a round table which was 
conducted by Mrs. A. J. Fenner, General Promotional Secretary from Phila- 
delphia, whom we were privileged to have with us. From the discussion we 
gleaned much information and many helpful ideas. 

The missionary benediction was repeated and the afternoon meeting was 
declared to be adjourned. 


At 6:30 P.M. a very delicious dinner was served by the ladies of the 
Hollywood Women’s Missionary Society. During the very enjoyable social 
hour spent at the banquet table, some songs were sung and numerous greet- 
ings given. Beginning these a letter of greeting from Miss Nona M. Diehl 
and a telegram of greeting from the Maryland Y. W. Congress in session this 
day also were read.

A devotional meditation 
on “The Real Fruit” was given by Miss Louise Otto. Scripture, Matt. 7:15-20. 


Miss Helen Hjort, Young Women’s Congress representative to the general 
convention of the W. M. S. held in Buffalo, New York, last: fall, spoke to 
us a few minutes. bringing her greetings. 4 

Following her a beautiful cello solo—‘Largo”, by Handel was played by 
the talented Miss Louise Friedhofer, accompanied by Miss Esther Lindhart.

The Young Women’s Congress has had a busy year, for which we are 
very thankful. 


On January 18th, 1938, I spoke at a dinner meeting at Trinity Lutheran 
Church, Pasadena, and presided as Temporary Chairman for the re-organiza- 
tion of the Pasadena Y. W. M.S. Mrs. G. H. Hillerman is sponsor and Mrs.

REPORT ON WORK AMONG JAPANESE AT ST. PAUL’S 


The Japanese of Los Angeles, according to the census of April, 1930, 
number 21,081. There are 35,000 in the County. Although immigration re- 
strictions have kept the increase in native born Japanese practically static, 
the Japanese are very prolific and second and third generation Japanese 
must have increased in the past eight years. 


They are engaged in gardening, operating vegetable and flower markets 
and in the businesses necessary to the comforts of their own people. The 
American born are entering the professions of medicine, optometry, law, den- 
tistry, etc. 

St. Paul’s is located in the midst of one of the most active colonies out- 
side of the downtown area. The number of Japanese families in Boyle 
Heights has increased from 200 to 2000 in the past ten years. 

A Bible School for Japanese children was organized on January 16, 1937. 
It is conducted on Saturday morning. The average attendance for that period 
has been about six. 


The program consists of a devotional period, a Bible study class, hand- 
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craft and a play period. 


Two splendid young Japanese women, University students, act as volun- 
teer teachers assisted by one of our capable young Lutheran women, Miss 
Grace-Esther Frey. 

; To date the work has been carried on without any outside financial as- 
sistance, except a small offering received at the Southern Conference meeting 
last fall. St. Paul’s Sunday School has purchased the lesson material and the 
workers have purchased the handcraft material as well as contributed their 
time.

Pastors’ Institutes and Councilmen’s Conferences 


Under the promotional plan adopted by the U. L. C. Columbus Convention, 
Pastors’ Institutes were conducted in autumn of last year, one for the Southern 
Conference in Beverly Hills Church, October 25, and one for the Northern 
Conference in St. John’s Church, Sacramento, on October 26. The Rev. Paul 
L. Kunzman, of Vancouver, Washington, came from our sister Synod on the 
Coast and gave us splendid leadership. He was assisted in the first institute 
by the Rev. Clifford B. Holand, and in the second by the president of Synod. 
The attendance was 83% of the active pastors in the south and 50% of the 
active pastors in the north. 

This year, Church Councilmen’s Conferences are being held throughout 
the Church. At the urgent request of the General Committee through Dr. 
Greever and Secretary Black, these conferences have been arranged for this 
Synodical week, with Dr. S. T. Nicholas, official representative of the Executive 
Board of the U. L. C., as leader. One has already been held at Phoenix, one 
will occur on May 3, in the convention church, and one in St. Mark’s, San 
Francisco, on the night of May 5. 


Call to the Ministry 


Attention is directed to the statement on the Call to the Ministry as 
found on pages 65-73, 105, 106, Minutes of the Baltimore Convention, which 
statement as amended was accepted as a guide to the church. 

This statement should be studied by the pastors of our Synod, and by 
several of our Synodical committees; namely, the Committee on Ministerial 
Education, the Examining Committee, and the Committee on Constitution. 

For the information and edification of our people in general with respect 
to the Call to the Ministry, and that the purport of the statement might be 
made as effective as possible, I recommend: 

1. That a special committee be appointed to prepare an abridged state- 
ment for publication in the printed Golden State Lutheran. 

2. That the Committee on Constitution be instructed to study the 
statement accepted by the Baltimore Convention, with a view to preparing 
strengthening amendments to our constitution.

THE REPORT OF THE ARCHIVIST 


During the past year the Archivist has received and filed the plans for 
the proposed home in Sierra Madre as presented to Synod at the Annual 
Meeting in Phoenix, Arizona, May 11-13, 1937 and reported by the Inner 
Mission Committee, page 38 of the printed minutes for 1937. 

There has been received also, two anniversary programs of constituent 
churches. Attention is called to Article III, Sec. 5, of the Constitution which 
states that records and papers “of Congregations of the Synod, which may 
be deemed of historical value to the Synod of California” are to be placed 
in the archives. The Archivist must depend upon individual pastors to supply 
him with such material. 

Upon the authorization of the Executive Committee of Synod and in 
accordance with By-Laws, Article XI of the Constitution, the minutes of 
Synod from 1911 to 1931 were bound in two volumes, (two volumes having 
been bound previously). Another complete year by year file is preserved in 
the Archives...

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE HISTORY OF SYNOD 


Your committee has in its possession historical sketches of a number of the 
congregations, also pictures of ministers and photographs of churches, several 
engravings and charts, that may be used in the printed history of Synod. 

Pending Synod’s final action to publish such a volume, we recommend that 
the Executive Committee purchase for the use of the Committee on History of 
Synod, a loose leaf book into which may be inserted from time to time com- 
pleted chapters of the ultimate printed volume. 

THE COMMITTEE 
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The report was received and action deferred. : 
The Committee on State of the Church presented the following: 


REPORT OF STATE OF THE CHURCH 


Thirty-five churches sent in a report and from these the following has 
been gleaned. About 95% report increased attendance-at the morning worship, 
while seven report a regular evening service with a small attendance. The 
average morning attendance being 105; the lowest being 41 and the highest 
600 for a combined service. Ten report having a mid-week service with an 
average attendance of about 15. All have mid-week services during Lent 
with a fair attendance. It is quite impossible to arrive at even a fair estimate 
of the number of families having family worship but from report only a few. 
Communion services number from 4-17 with approximately 75% of the 
enrollment communing once a year. Methods along the line of special evan- 
gelistic efforts for the most part are confined to preaching services during 
Lent with results reported as “fair”. The Sunday School literature used in 
our schools is uniformly that supplied by the Board. The attendance is about 
0% cf the enrollment. A very small percent of the Councilmen are members 
of the Sunday School ranging from 0-7 in one church, the average being 
about 3, which would indicate that our councilmen are not as vitally interested 
in our Sunday Schools as they might be. The teachers, however, are reported 
as being consecrated workers for the most part. As to the difficulty of keep- 
ing the young people from drifting from the church, the reports are about 
equally divided. It appears that the proximity to either mountains or beaches 
is a contributing factor toward this delinquency. Choirs for the most part are 
quite faithful. Some apparently have difficulty during the summer months. 
The same may be said for the Luther League, reporting from poor through 
fair to very good. Some of the causes given are autos, good California roads 
and weather and worldliness as well as lack of parental cooperation. Yet, 
on the whole our young people make a fairly good showing. One half report 
programs for the organization known as the Children of the Church. Eigh- 
teen, or about one-half, report having either a Brotherhood or a men’s club. 
As to their benefit, the answers are so varied that it would be difficult to 
state. In a few instances they seem to have little to offer, while in others 
the benefits are either social, fraternal and inspirational or a combination 
of both. 


As to methods of raising funds for current and benevolent obligations 
95% employ the duplex envelopes. The response to payments of pledges is 
only fair, ranging from 25% to 100%. The average is about 72%. Two pastors 
failed to report salaries. One of these stated, however, that it was the same 
as that received by a butcher’s assistant. From reports received the average 
is $1620, from a low of $900 to a high of $3000. Twelve congregations furnish 
a parsonage, and about one-half pay office supplies. Four congregations 
furnish cars and upkeep for same. 75% of the members contribute to the 
support of their churches, and three-fifths of the congregations conduct an 
Every-Member Canvass with varying results. The history of benevolences is 
too well known from the treasurer’s report to require tabulation or comment 
except to say that most churches seem to be carrying about all the financial 
burden they are able to carry. About 30% of the congregations have an 
Inner Mission program. Ten pastors report that their work' is less difficult 
due to better cooperation. All report that in their opinion there is a deepen- 
ing of the spiritual life of many of their people.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON EVANGELISM 


An honest attempt was made to execute the directions recommended 
by the last convention of Synod but some of them were found to be impossible. 

The issuance of monthly prayer topics was continued through the year 
with the exception of the vacation period. 

These topics have been used quite generally by the pastors. The results, 
no one can estimate. 

Evangelism was given a prominent place on the programs of both Con- 
ferences in their autumn conventions. 

'The organization of groups for instruction in Personal Evangelism re- 
ceived but little support from the pastors of our congregations and nothing 
worthwhile was accomplished. Contacts both East and West were made to 
secure someone who would be able to serve our congregations in a specis! 
effort to quicken our spiritual life, but without success. Several men were 
suggested and highly recommended but because of the great distance none 
could come to the Coast. 

Acting as the special representative of the Board of American Missions, 
the Rev. Carl Yeager, author of the booklet, The Multiplication of Usable 
Personalities, spent four weeks with certain of our mission congregations in 
the interests of Evangelism. His special mission was to Grace, Santa Barbara; 
St. Paul’s, Los Angeles; and Community, Beverly Hills. An open meeting was 
held in San Francisco and one in Los Angeles. 


Recommendations 


1. That the Committee be instructed to push the organization of groups 
for study in Personal Evangelism in our congregations. 


2. That the Committee be advised to consider the wisdom of arranging 
Preaching Missions in our congregations in which our own pastors shall be 


employed.

REPORT OF DELEGATION TO THE ELEVENTH BIENNIAL 
CONVENTION OF THE UNITED LUTHERAN CHURCH 
IN AMERICA 


The delegates who attended the Eleventh Biennial Convention of the 
United Lutheran Church in America at Baltimore, Md., October 5-12, 1938, 
were: CLERICAL—the Rev. Howard A. Anspach, Chairman, the Rev. Earnest 
A. Trabert, D.D., the Rev. David R. Huber, D.D., the Rev. Henry W. Opperman; 
LAY—William B. Scheehl, H. A. Bedeau, F. C. Noel, Roy M. Kautz. These 
delegates attended diligently upon all the sessions of the Convention, and 
several served upon its committees. 


All sessions of the Convention were held in the Lord Baltimore Hotel 
except the opening service which was held in Trinity Lutheran Church. 
This service, at which 475 clerical and lay delegates communed, was pro- 
foundly impressive. The sermon of the President of the United Lutheran 
Church in America, the Rev. Frederick H. Knubel, D.D., LL.D., on the theme, 
“Gathered Together”, gave the tone of oneness in Christ to the entire pro- 
ceedings of the Convention. 


The Report of the President differed greatly from that of preceding 
conventions for it dealt with the Promotional Plan as projected at the 
Columbus Convention, and set forth in detail the steps which had been taken 
in prosecuting the Plan. The method of advancing the Plan was endorsed, 
and approval given to the President for the wise and cautious manner in 
which he had directed the movement. This is to be a sustained effort and 
not a drive, and demands the cooperation and active interest of the whole 
Church. 


The Treasurer’s Report, although composed of dull figures to the un- 
initiated, is most illuminating, as it expresses the progress of the Church. 
It is interesting to note in this report that during the second year of the 
biennium the Synod of California transmitted more than $2,200.00 more 
than during the first year. 


The Report of the Executive Committee occupies more than fifty-two 
pages in the printed minutes, and includes the matters of major importance 
which came before the Convention. We refer to certain matters which were 
acted upon,— 


First, that work amongst the negroes of the South pe prosecuted, also 
that aid be given to the Synodical Conference which has been carrying on 
this work most effectively for many years; 
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Second, that the action of the United Lutheran Church at the Columbus 
Convention pertaining to the election of women delegates to the meetings of 
Synods be reaffirmed; 


Third, that the work of the Light Brigade and Junior Luther League be 
combined under the name of, “The Children of the Church”; 


Fourth, matters pertaining to the Call to the Ministry were compre- 
hensively presented, and served to clarify a rather complicated situation 
within the Church; it 


Fifth, the merger of the Inner Mission Board, the Committee on Social 
and Moral Welfare, and the Committee on Evangelism, into a Board to be 
known as, “The Board of Social Missions’; 


Sixth, Ecumenical Movements such as the “Universal Christian Conference 
on Life and Work”, “World Conference on Faith and Order”, and “World 
Council of Churches”, were comprehensively presented; 


The action taken upon the matters presented was in thorough harmony 
with the position of the United Lutheran Church, and conserved the rights 
and privileges of that body and its constituent Synods. 

The Report of the Board of Foreign Missions and the Board of American 
Missions indicated the progress the gospel is making at home and abroad. 
These reports should be secured for wide distribution within the congregations 
of this Synod. 

The question of Theological Education has agitated the Church for many 
years. It was temporarily disposed of by the appointment of a Theological 
Education Commission which was instructed to seek ways and means of 
realizing the control of the United Lutheran Church in America in such 
education, with the limitation that such control should not pertain to Semin- 
ary ownership or management. 

The Board of Ministerial Pensions and Relief, which has had an increas- 
ing deficit for many years, prepared and proposed a new plan which would 
be contributory in character. Under this plan those receiving the larger 
salaries would receive the larger pensions. The Convention referred the 
entire plan back to the Board with instructions to prepare a plan whereby 
there would be the payment of equal pensions to all. The newly proposed 
plan should be presented to this Convention for consideration. 

The Commission appointed at the Columbus Convention to study the 
matter of the title of “Bishop” in the United Lutheran Church in America 
presented the recommendation that the study be made through the National 
Lutheran Council, in order that there might be uniformity in the Lutheran 
Church in America. This recommendation was overwhelmingly defeated, 
indicating that it is not the desire of the Church to adopt this title at 
the present time. 

An outstanding report, and the most significant of the entire Convention, 
was that of the Committee on Relationship to American Lutheran Bodies. 
Progress has been made in the understanding between the United Lutheran 
Church in America, the American Lutheran Conference and the Missouri 
Synod, and conferences between representative leaders appointed by these 
bodies will be continued. Out of these conferences came forth a pronounce- 
ment of the United Lutheran Church in America on “The Word of God and 
the Scriptures”, which was unanimously adopted. 

A reference should be made to the transformation which has been wrought 
in the Brotherhood of the Church through its reorganization subsequent to 
the Columbus Convention. Every congregation should have such an or- 
ganization amongst its men, and should affiliate with the national organi- 
zation. 

It is not within the province of this report to present the entertainment 
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provided for the delegates and visitors, the great mass meetings which were 
held, or many minor matters which were considered. All in all this Eleventh 
Biennial Convention held in Baltimore was the greatest in the history of 
the United Lutheran Church.

The Committee on Boy’s Work presented the following: 


REPORT OF ST. DAVID’S LUTHERAN CAMP 
July 12-21, 1938 


The Synod of California has one of the finest sites and best equipped 
camps for our youth in California. The camp is located 30 miles from 
Redlands cn the south fork of the Santa Ana River, in the San Gorgonia 
Mountains, 7200 feet elevation. 

At the last meeting of Synod it was voted to disburse $1000 for the 
erection of a new dormitory. Under the faithful direction of the committee 
composed of Dr. David R. Huber, Rev. W. H. Derr and Mr. F. C. Noel, and 
two advisers, Mr. R. E. Heerman and Rev. D. Edward Wright, the new 
dormitory was completed by the first of July, 1938. Mr. A. J. Spindt, a mem- 
ber of Trinity Lutheran Church, Pasadena, was the contractor. Mr. Luke P. 
Hahn of Grace Church, Alhambra and Mr. Harry Hahn of the First Church, 
Los Angeles, gave their time and means in erecting the new building. The 
dormitory accommodates 40 people. The cost of the building was $1082, and 
through the generosity of the men of the First English Lutheran Church 
of Los Angeles, $85 was turned over for the final payment. This does not 
include the equipment. This building is a great asset to the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Camp. A large pullman wood stove was purchased and placed in the main 
lodge. 

This year marked the 14th camp period for boys conducted by the 
Southern Conference and the first year for the Girls’ Camp, sponsored by 
the Women’s Missionary Society of the Southern Conference. Both camps 
were filled to capacity, and some were turned away on account of the lack 
of room. It is evident that an extra period will have to be arranged in the 
future. 

The Camp program included Bible Study, nature lectures, handcraft in 
leather and wood, sports, hiking and swimming. Both camps had interested, 
cooperative and happy young people, which, added to the beautiful setting, 
made a successful camp year. This year marked the introduction of archery 
under the leadership of Rev. Herbert Hillerman; leather work was a new feature 
this year and the boys made lanyards and bracelets. A new organization was 
started this year at camp known as the Knights of St. David. A special 
overseas cap was designed, which will be used from now on at camp. 

The staff included: Rev. D. Edward Wright, Chief; Rev. E. T. May, Assist- 
ant Director; Rev. W. H. Derr, Bible and Nature Study; Rev. G. Herbert Hitler- 
man, Bible Study and Handcraft; George Wieman, First Church, Los An- 
geles, Hikes, Radio program and Athletics; Frank Larsen, St. Luke, Hunting- 
ton Park, Camp Fire Program, Athletics; Ralph Larsen, Leathercraft; Irven 
Akerson, Chef. 

We were very fortunate in having outstanding supervisors who are young 
people’s specialists, at camp this year. The Synod of California needs never 
regret any moneys expended on work for our Lutheran youth, in providing 
ways and means for recreation in the midst of surroundings that are clean 
moral and religious. ;

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BROTHERHOODS 


All of the churches are reporting progress in their men’s organizations. 
In tne Northern Conference, St. Michael’s of Berkeley has joined the 
National Botherhood. Sacramento, St. John’s, with a membership of 34 is 
also considering a similar move. 

In the South most of the churches are holding regular meetings, and 
St. Paul’s of Santa Monica has held regular monthly meetings with large 
attendances. This brotherhood has upon several occasions donned over-alls 
at its meetings and with picks, shovels, and paint brushes, done much to 
improve the appearance of its church. 

The committee wishes to draw to the attention of the Synod that California 
is one of the very few states without a Synodical Brotherhood. We recom- 
mend that such be organized and that a committee of three laymen and 
two ministers be appointed, such committee to report at tomorrow’s meet- 
ing on the advisability of such action and its affiliation with the National 
Brotherhood.

The Committee on Student Work presented the following: 


REPORT OF THE STUDENT COMMITTEE 


Your Student Work Committee wishes to report its activities during 
the past year. During the year we were favored with a visit from Dr. C. P. 
Harry, Student Secretary of the United Lutheran Church and Pastor Fredrik 
A. Schiotz, Student Secretary of the American Lutheran Conference. Their 
coming was a source of encouragement to us all. Dr. Harry and members of 
the Student Committee drew up a plan designating “The Responsibilities and 
Powers” of the said committee. This plan was presented to the Synodical 
Executive Committee and was approved. There should be no difficulties from 
now on with the work and function of the Student Work Committee. 

Student work has been ably carried on by the following pastors: Dr. 
Earnest A. Trabert has faithfully served as Student Pastor at the University 
of California at Berkeley for 18 years (he is relinquishing the office at the 
close of the school year); Dr. William E. Crouser, San Jose State College, 
San Jose; Rev. Delmar L. Dyreson, San Diego State College, San Diego. 

The Luther Associates, a group of officially elected representatives from 
the Lutheran bodies excepting Missouri Synod, have done good work in Los 
Angeles and vicinity. The student pastors appointed were: Rev. Clifford 
B. Holand, the University of California at Los Angeles; Rev. J. Ernest Messer, 
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the University of Southern California at Los Angeles; Rev. Konrad Koos- 
man, Los Angeles City College at Los Angeles; Rev. James P. Beasom, JY., 
Occidental College, Los Angeles; Rev. A. O. Odegaard, Glendale Junior Col- 
lege, Glendale. 

Some student work has been done at Pasadena Junior College, Rev. 
Norman A. Haas and Long Beach and Fullerton Junior Colleges. 


On advice of Dr. Harry and Pastor Schiotz all student work in the 
Southern section from Santa Barbara to San Diego will be carried on under 
the jurisdiction of the Luther Associates of Los Angeles and vicinity. A part 
time secretary is to be employed. 

Dr. Harry informed the Student Committee and the Executive Committee 
of Synod that the Student Work on the west coast will be sponsored jointly 
by the United Lutheran Church and the American Lutheran Conference. 
We should therefore ccoperate in the ministration of this work. 

Mr. Lawrence S. Horn, a member of the committee, has secured to date 
the number of Lutheran students registered in 52 colleges and universities 
of California. This list will determine where new work shall be started.

Work of the Children of the Church is now under way in conjunction 
with activities of the Women’s Missionary Society.

Cradle roll promo- 
tion and parent education through the nursery packet is strengthening the 
Sunday School work at its source.

school work.

LUTHER LEAGUE OF THE DISTRICT OF SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA 
Rev. J. P. Beasom, Jr., Adviser 


The Luther League of the District of Southern California, Mrs. Lily Han- 
sen Kirkegaard, President, has sponsored and participated in numerous 
young people’s activities. The usual quarterly conventions have been in- 
terspersed with rallies and impromptu meetings to create enthusiasm and 
inspiration for the 22nd Biennial Convention of the Luther League of America 
to be held in the Long Beach Municipal Auditorium, July 6-10th. 

Quarterly Conventions were held in September at the First Church, Los 
Angeles, David R. Huber, D.D., Pastor, at which time Mr. John George Kur- 
zenknabe, President of the Luther League of America was the guest speaker; 
in November at Trinity Church, Long Beach, Daniel J. Snyder, D.D., Pastor, 
with Mr. John Polonsky of Glendale speaking on his experiences in Russia; 
in February at St. Paul’s Church, Los Angeles, J. Ernest Messer, Pastor, at 
which time Rev. Clifford B. Holand of Santa Monica addressed the Conven- 
tion. The Annual three-day Convention was held May 19-20-21 at Holly- 
wood Church, J. George Dorn, D.D., Pastor. The 1938 Annual Convention 
was held at Bethany Church, Los Angeles, Henry Irving Kohler, Pastor. The 
speaker and Conference Leader was Dr. George Gleason, Executive Secretary, 
Committee for Church and Community Cooperation, Los Angeles County. 

On March 4th a delegation of local league workers met at St. Paul’s 
Church for a devotional session with Dr. Carl F. Yeager, of the Board of 
American Missions. 

Executive meetings have been held regularly each month with a record 
of the proceedings being published in the official district publication, The 
Loud Speaker, which, as in past years, has been widely distributed monthly 
throughout the United States and Canada. 

During the past year, the District has met one of its largest per capita 
budgets in its history in addition to the quota assessed by the Luther League 
of America for the Konnarock Medical Center and the Sustaining Membership 
Funds. 

In accordance with the new District Constitution, George Staffins, Chair- 
man, has laid the groundwork for the promotion of the re-enlistment of 
former Leaguers under the Alumni Membership. Noteworthy progress has 
been made in Intermediate activities under the direction of Rev. G. Herbert 
Hillerman, Intermediate Secretary, and Ralph Beasom, President. Rev. J. 
Ernest Messer, Life Service Secretary, has held special meetings in a good 
many of the local Leagues and has presented the work of his department in 
a most interesting manner. A very successful basketball season was com- 
pleted with five local churches participating. 

The objectives of the District for the past year have been to increase 
the League membership and to broaden the devotional programs. George 
Spindt, Educational Secretary, has done outstanding work in acquainting the 
District with the projects of the L. L. of A. and is Chairman of a deputation 
team to promote more interesting and inspirational devotional programs. 


The preparation for the 22nd Biennial Convention of the Luther League 
of America has, of course, occupied the center of attention for much of the 
District activities. Robert Ray Inslee, member of the Executive Committee 
of the L. L. of A. and General Chairman of the Convention, has working 
with him seventeen sub-committees preparing plans for the Convention 
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and the entertainment of the delegates. The devotional program and ar- 
rangements for speakers is being handled through the National Headquarters. 
During the visit of John George Kurzenknabe to the Pacific Coast, this 
Committee sponsored seven nightly sectional meetings for the discussion of 
L. L. problems. This committee has sponsored two trips to San Francisco 
for attendance at Northern California District Luther League Rallies and 
Conventions, and has visited San Diego and the Orange Belt Districts as 
well as the Leagues in the metropolitan area, to enlist the activities of the 
Leaguers in the financial program and the myriad of details incidental to 
the Convention. A goal of 500 registrations has been set for the State of 
California to include, as well as Leaguers, the layity of the Synod. 

_ California has been brought before the attention of the entire United 
Lutheran Church by the excellent articles, photographs, etc., compiled by 
George Steffins, Publicity Chairman. These have appeared in all branches 
of our Lutheran Publications and an extensive newspaper campaign will soon 
be under way. 

The Lutheran Choral Union of Southern California has accepted the 
invitation to participate in the Vesper Service on Sunday evening, July 
9th, at 5:00 P.M. The Intermediate Session of the Convention will be held 
on Friday, July 7th, at Trinity Church, Long Beach, Dr. D. J. Snyder, Pastor. 
All other sessions of the Convention will be held in the $3,000,000 Municipal 
Auditorium. 

A complete, detailed report of the activities of the General Convention 
Committee is now prepared in mimeograph form for distribution to all 
Southern California District Pastors and League Presidents.

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COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


Your committee has received two requests for assistance during the year; 
one from Leonard Vossler, in August, 1938, which request was granted upon 
approval of the Executive Committee. Mr. Vossler, however, changed his 
mind and is now being aided by the Nebraska Synod as a student at Western 
Seminary, Fremont, Neb. Mr. L. G. Kirkegaard has applied for assistance 
but due to certain scholastic and other barriers your committee is not pre- 
pared to recommend an appropriation at this time. We recommend: 

First, that the committee be authorized to grant $250.00 to Mr. Kirkegaard 
when requirements of committee have been fulfilled. 

Second, that Synod instruct the Committee on Ministerial Education as 
regards the matter of choice of institution in which young men aided by 
the Synod shall be educated.

Motion prevailed that the choice of institution be left to the decision 
of the committee.

FIFTH SESSION 


Santa Monica, Calif., May 3, 1939, 2:00 P.M. 

The president called the session to order. 

The roll was called. 

The Alternate Chaplain, the Rev. Robert S. Romeis, led the devotions. 
His theme, “Stand Close” based upon II Corinthians 5:20. 

The Committee of Tellers reported the election of the following officers 
of Synod on the first ballot. 

President—The Rev. Howard A. Anspach 
Treasurer—Mr. William B. Scheehl 
Secretary—The Rev. Clarence F. Crouser 
Statistician—The Rev. Henry W. Opperman 
Archivist—The Rev. J. Ernest Messer 

The Report of the Committee on Reference and Counsel, with time limits 
set was adopted. 

The Minutes of the Fourth Session were read and approved. 

Messrs. C. T. Gutleben and F. C. Noel were elected by a unanimous ballot 
cast by the Secretary to succeed themselves as members of the Executive 
Committee. 

The Secretary cast the unanimous ballot of Synod for Mr. W. E. Lebold 
for the Southern Representative on the Home Missions Committee. 


The Secretary presented the following: 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 


The Executive Committee of the Synod has held five meetings during 
the year 1938-1939. One of the meetings was held in Sacramento, one in San 
Francisco, one in San Jose, one in Oakland, and one on the eve of the 
Synodical Convention in Santa Monica. 

A record of the meetings held and the minutes subsequently approved 
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are on file as a matter of record. Items of expense and bills allowed from 
time to time during the year will be found in the Treasurer’s Report and 
are, therefore, omitted from this report. 


The Standing Committees of Synod as printed in the Minutes of the 
1938 Convention were approved at the first meeting of the committee. 

The Secretary was authorized to secure bids for the publication of 1,000 
copies of the Minutes of the 1938 Convention and to préceed with the print-ng 
and distribution of the Minutes. He was also authorized to secure the neces- 
sary Synodical stationery. 

The protest from the German Women’s Society of St. Mark’s, San Fran- 
cisco, was read, the protestants were heard, and the committee, after prayerful 
consideration, recommended that a pastor with Germanic background be 
secured for that church, with the stipulation that German services were to 
be discontinued. 

A special committee was appointed, as ordered by the Synodical Conven- 
tion of 1938 (See page 34) to negotiate with the present owners of the Cali- 
fornia Lutheran Camp, relative to taking over of the camp by the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of California. The membership of this committee to he 
Pastors Huber, Derr and Mr. Noel; Pastor Wright and Mr. R. E. Heerman to 
serve in an advisory capacity. : 

A special committee was appointed to present the congregations a definite 
Luther League program for the year, as ordered by the Synodical Convention 
of 1938 (See page 19). The membership of this committee to be Pastors C. F. 
Crouser, Awerkamp, Beasom and Brothers E. W. Sass and Robert R. Inslee. 

The President of Synod was appointed Director of the Anniversary Appeal 
with the two Vice-Presidents as his assistants. 

The Secretary was instructed to write to the members of Synod who 
habitually absent themselves from the meetings of Synod without reasonable 
excuse to show reason why their names should not be dropped from the list of 
members of Synod. 

Upon motion, the editor of the Golden State Lutheran is to be reimbursed 
$25 for his time and effort in providing this publication for the Synod. The 
publication dates for the year were set at October 1st, December 1st, Feb- 
ruary 1st and May Ist. 

The Secretary was instructed to express the confidence of Synod in the 
ability of the Rev. James J. Raun, Ph. D., who has been called to the chair 
of Systematic Theology in Northwestern Seminary, Minneapolis. The letter 
to be sent to the seminary, and a copy to Dr. Raun. 

A special committee was appointed to draft a recommendation for the 
Executive Committee to present to the next Synodical Convention relative to 
the holding of bazaars, dinners, raffles, etc., in the churches of Synod. The 
membership of the committee to be Pastors Opperman and C. F. Crouser. 

The Archivist was instructed to accept the bid of $2.00 per volume for 
the binding of the copies of the Synodical Minutes already in the Archives 
as ordered by the Synodical Constitution (By-Law XI). 

Owing to the conflicting dates, and the urgency of the Anniversary Appeal 
of the Board of American Missions, the action of Synod approving the rais- 
ing of funds for the Home of the Aged was tabled. 

The request of the Southern Conference relative to the granting of $250 
for a promotional worker in the Luther Leagues of Synod was referred to 
the Budget Committee of 1939-1940. 

The Rev. Robert S. Romeis was appointed to serve on the Yosemite Park 
Church Board to fill the vacancy occasioned by the retirement of Dr. George 
P. Kabele. 

The President was authorized to secure some suitable container for 
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transporting the properties of Synod in his possession to and from the Con- 
ventions. 

The sum of $50 was set aside for the expenses of the special committee 
arranging the Lutheran Day at the 1939 Exposition on Treasure Island. 

The protest from the Congregation of St. Paul’s, Fresno, was heard and 
the matter was deferred until a translation of the Constitution of the con- 
gregation might be obtained. 

The office of the late F. M. Runkle was to carry on the oversight of the 
Synodical real estate in the Los Angeles area. Pastor Kohler was continued 
as Synodical Overseer of the properties. 

The matter of the Bethel Lutheran Church of San Jose was considered, 
and the President was instructed to communicate with the Secretary of the 
congregation and also with Dr. Corbe relative to the financial interest of the 
Board of American Missions in the property of the congregation. 

A special committee was appointed to work with the Inner Mission Com- 
mittee of Synod to investigate the possible cost of the erection of a Home for 
the Aged. The membership of this committee to be Dr. Weaver and Brothers 
C. T. Gutleben and A. J. Spindat. 

The action of President Anspach was approved in regard to Synodical 
cooperation with the Conference of Social Workers, but re-affirming our 
unwillingness to assume financial obligations in the matter. 

The recommendation of the Board of Education of the United Lutheran 
Church in America relative to the work of Student Work Committee of this 
Synod was considered and approved by the Executive Committee. 

The Luther League advisers were asked to make a study into the matter 
of giving the sum of $250 for the securing of a promotional worker in the 
Synod. They were especially asked to show the need for such a worker, the 
possibility of securing such a worker, and the detailed method of such a 
worker’s procedure. 

A special committee appointed to draft a recommendation regarding 
money-raising methods brought in a report which is herewith presented to 
Synod and recommended for favorable action. 

“We request pastors and church leaders to urge upon 
Christians the need for conscientious avoidance of everything 
that bears any taint of the gambling spirit; to be scrupulously 
careful that all money-raising efforts of their respective con- 
greegations or auxiliary organizations be scriptural and there- 
fore above reproach in this respect.” 

The bid of the General Roofing and Siding Co. of Los Angeles for the 
repairing of the roof of the Stumpf property in the amount of $187.00 was 
accepted. Brother Kohler was continued as Synodical representative in the 
matter and he was instructed to secure the plastering of the ceilings of two 
rooms and the repair of the eaves troughs. 

The insurance on the Stumpf property was ordered renewed through 
the firm of J. E. Thurber with such necessary changes as to give Synod full 
coverage. 

The money received by the pastor of the congregation at Tucson, Arizona, 
for the purchase of a Communion Set was ordered paid to the U. L. P. House 
to apply on account for supplies ordered. 

The receipt of the records of Holy Trinity Church, Tucson, Arizona, was 
acknowledged by the President of Synod. Upon the closing of the accounts 
of the congregation, the name is ordered dropped from the Synodical Roll. 

The Synodical President was authorized to confer with the Council of 
Trinity Church, Long Beach, relative to the $200.00 from the estate of the 
late Mary E. Winemiller.

The report was adopted as a whole. 

The Committee of Tellers reported the election of the Rev. Francis C. 
Pryor to the Home Mission Committee. 

The Home Mission Committee presented the following: 


REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION COMMITTEE OF THE 
EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF CALIFORNIA 


The Home Mission Committee of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
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California was called together for organization and business at the close of 
the annual convention of Synod in First Lutheran Church of Sacramento, 
May 12, 1938, by President-elect Rev. Howard A. Anspach, who offered prayer. 
Henry Irving Kohler was elected Secretary. 


Meetings Held During the Year 


J Five regular meetings were held, four in the North and the final meet- 
ing in the South, on the evening prior to the opening of the 1939 Convention. 


Matters for Special Consideration and Action 


TUCSON, ARIZONA: Your committee, after reviewing the report and 
giving prayerful and careful consideration to all the correspondence from 
time to time, including the resume of the work of Dr. J. M. Bieber, under 
the direction of the Board of American Missions, took action referring the 
further development of the work in Tucson, to the wisdom and discretion 
of the Board of American Missions. 

SOUTHWEST LOS ANGELES, “Morningside Addition” following a can- 
vass by a committee of Synod and later a canvass by a committee appointed 
by the Board of American Missions, reporting “No field for the beginning of 
a mission”. Your committee making a comparative study of the reports, 
took action referring the reports to the Home Mission Committee of the 
Southern Conference for further study, and as a result the following action 
was taken: “The Home Mission Committee of the Southern Conference rec- 
ommends to the Executive Committee, that the budget for the coming year 
1939-1940 provide for promoting mission work in metropolitan Los Angeles 
in such areas aS we deem virgin for new mission opportunity and enterprise.” 


Appropriations for 1939 


BETHANY, LOS ANGELES, Rev. Henry Irving Kohler, pastor, by unani- 
mous action of the congregation on October 23, 1938, decided to become self- 
supporting on January 1, 1939 (One year before the designated time.) Dr. 
John E. Hoick, was appointed to draft resolutions of congratulations and 
felicitations to the pastor and congregation and that the same be recorded in 
the minutes of the meeting under date of November 16, 1938. 

BEVERLY HILLS LUTHERAN, Rev. Guy L. Hudson, pastor, $600.00, 
reduction of $80.00. 

GRACE, RICHMOND, Rev. Orval A. Awerkamp, pastor, $750.00, reduc- 
tion of $50. 

GRACE, SANTA BARBARA, Rev. Erwin T. May, pastor, $200.00, reduc- 
tion of $100.00 

ST. JOHN’S, GARDENA, Rev. G. Herbert Hillerman, pastor, $400.00, re- 
duction of $100.00. 

ST.. PAUL’S, Los Angeles, Rev. J. Ernest Messer, pastor, $200.00, (No 
reduction in view of proposed Japanese work.) 

ST. MATTHEW’S, NORTH HOLLYWOOD, Rev. Edward N. Spirer, pastor, 
$480.00, reduction of $60.00. 

TEMPLE, SAN FRANCISCO, Rev. Henry F. Schmidt, pastor, $420.00, (No 
reduction in view of Social Mission work if conditions warrant.) 

TUCSON, ARIZONA, was recommended for survey with Social Mission 
aspects and possibilities. 

Two of these missions, Grace, Richmond and St. Paul’s, Los Angeles, 
provide parsonages for their pastor. 

The extension of the loan from the Board of American Missions for Temple, 
San Francisco, was approved and endorsed at the meeting held in First 
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Lutheran Church, Oakland, February 28, 1939. 

The last meeting of the Home Mission Committee was held at the call 
of the President of Synod on Wednesday, May 3rd, 1939 in the Convention 
Church, St. Paul’s, Santa Monica, California. 

The President of Synod reported that he had investigated the Tucson, 
Arizona Mission field and that he has in his possession all of the records 
of the Lutheran Church of the Holy Trinity of Tucson, Arizona, which has 
not functioned regularly for some time and the opinion prevailed that we 
formally close the mission and remove the name from our roll of congregations 
of Synod. We acknowledge the interest of the Board of American Missions 
in making some investigation and survey in the promotion of Oriental work 
in San Francisco and Los Angeles, and sent Rev. S. A. Thorlakson on fur- 
lough from Japan to confer with the officers of Synod and pastors concerned 
and then report to the Beard of American Missions. 

We appreciate with gratitude the coming to the Pacific Coast of the 
Summer School sponsored by the Board of American Missions to be held 
at Mt. Hermon, June 26th to July 1st, 1939. We recommend these schools 
as valuable and know they are worthwhile.

Your Committee on Foreign Missions desires to commend the pastors 
and congregations of the Synod for their response to the appeal made for 
Foreign Mission Day. Literature provided by the Board of Foreign Missions 
of the United Lutheran Church in America was used in practically all of 
our congregations. The services of Miss Mable Dysinger, one of our mis- 
sionaries in Liberia, were freely used in the Southern Conference, but it was 
not possible to provide for an itinerary in the congregations of the Northern 
Conference. 

Few missionaries either departed or arrived during the past year. Amongst 
those arriving was Miss Elvira Strunk from our field in Shantung, China. 
Pastor and Mrs. L. E. Irschick, of India, were met by the Rev. H. G. Schmidt, 
due to a previous appointment of the chairman of the committee. 

From reports received a number of our missionaries will depart or arrive 
during the coming year and it is the purpose of your committee to arrange 
for their presentation of the work they represent in many of the congre- 
gations of the Synod.

Owing to the action of the United Lutheran Church in America at its 
Baltimore Convention in merging the Board of Inner Missions with the 
Committees on Evangelism and Moral and Social Welfare into the Board of 
Social Missions, we recommend: 

That Article Six on “Standing Committees”, Section Four, Page Eleven, 
the word “Inner” be changed to ‘Social’ wherever it appears. 

Amend Section One of the same article, line four, by adding the words 
“Conferences and Congregations”. 

To further comply with the action of the United Lutheran Church, strike 
paragraph three of the above article and add two new paragraphs, three and 
four. 

3. “This committee shall also have charge of stimulating the congrega- 
tions in the application of the Gospel to win, conserve and reclaim souls 
for Christ through His church.” 

4. “This committee shall also study the moral and social welfare of 
humanity in the light of Christian principles and to counsel the Synod in 
the Christian solution of the problems of society.” 

Amend Article Eight—Duties of Members, Section Four, line three after 
the word “consent” add the clause “nor shall he inaugurate new work in the 
bounds of Synod, except with the consent of the President of Synod or Execu- 
tive Committee.” 

We also recommend to strike Item Five of Article Nine in the By-Laws, 
page 23.

GOTTFRIED WENNING 


Passed into life on the 24th of July, 1938, in his home in 
Fresno, at the age of 74 years, 9 months and 11 days. He was 
born in Ansbach, Bavaria, Germany, October 3, 1863. He re- 
ceived his theological education at the seminary at Neudettelsau, 
an institution founded by Loehe. At the age of nineteen he 
came to the U. S. A. and was ordained by the German Nebraska 
Synod, of the General Synod. His first charge was a mission 
church in Lincoln, Nebraska. Going west he had charge of the 
English Mission Church of Albuquerque, N. M. In 1921 he came 
to California, where he served the Wartburg and St. Paul’s 
churches in Fresno, and the churches in Salinas and St. Paul’s 
in Sanger. Brother Wenning deported himself as a modest, 
unselfish, quiet and faithful servant of the Lord, not striving 
for prominence and honor, but willing to sacrifice and to humbly 
serve his Master, whom he sincerely loved. His tired body was 
laid to rest in King’s River Cemetery near Sanger, awaiting the 
resurrection call. 


dn Memoriam 


SAMUEL T. HIMES, Ph. D. ~ 


Dr. Himes formerly was a pastor of Grace Church, Richmond, 
California, from 1924 to 1929. He retired from the active ministry 
in 1929, and lived in Berkeley, supplying pulpits where necessary. 
He died suddenly of a heart attack, on January 17, 1939, when 
making a pastoral call as supply pastor of the Lutheran church 
in Brookville, Pa., at the age of 74. He was born near Brook- 
ville, on September 27, 1865, purused his theological studies at 
Wittenberg College, Hamma Divinity School and Grove City, Pa., 
and was ordained by the East Ohio Synod in 1895. After serving 
several congregations in the East, he came to California as a 
missionary of the Board-and built the present church in Rich- 
mond. He was one of six ministers in his family, all serving 
Lutheran congregations. He was laid to rest in the century old 
cemetery of St. John’s Church, Brookville, Pa. The Rev. Paul 
E. Keyser, officiating at his burial, said of him: “Dr. Himes was 
an unselfish servant of his Master and church, a true friend of 
the needy, a vigorous preacher of the great scripture doctrines, 
beloved by the children and respected by the elders of his parishes.” 


CHARLES E. NEWCOMER 


Mr. Newcomer, a member of Grace Church, Phoenix, Arizona, 
passed away on the 19th of October, 1938. He was largely active 
and interested in the organization of the Phoenix congregation. 
Throughout nearly 25 years he devoted his influence and support 
to the church he loved, and helped to develop it into one of the 
strongest in the California Synod. Twice he was elected Synodical 
delegate to the conventions of the U.L.C.A. 


FIRMIN M. RUNKLE 


Mr. Runkle was a member of the First English Lutheran 
Church of Los Angeles for 45 years. He was known, not only as 
a business man of integrity, but also as a faithful member of 
his church and a pious Christian. He was suddenly called, while 
offering grace at the dinner table. For many years past and to 
the last he was seen as an interested delegate of his church 
at the meetings of the California Synod. He was a man of fine 
Christian character, and a loyal friend, withal respected for 
his quiet courtesy. For many years he was the trusted custodian 
of the property of Synod.

Your committee reports that a letter was written to all pastors encour- 
aging a fitting observance of Inner Mission month. 
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It calls attention to the fact that there are several organizations within 
the Synod (not under the supervision of the Inner Mission Committee) which 
are doing a noteworthy Social Missions work. In Los Angeles the California 
Hospital and the Women’s Auxiliary of the hospital carry on such a program. 
The Lutheran Relief Society of Sacramento, is a cooperative effort of the 
various Lutheran Churches in the city. 

The Inner Mission Society of Los Angeles and vicinity has continued its 
splendid work. 

Every congregation in the Synod according as they were able have 
carried on an Inner Mission program. 

Again, the committee calls attention to the migrant problem within the 
Synod. No doubt many of these folks are Lutheran. Last year a two months 

Church School was pioneered in one of these migrant camps at Kingsburg, 
California. Other groups are proposing such schools for the coming summer. 

In conclusion, we recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 

1. That further investigation be made into the problem of the migrant 
workers in California and if deemed advisable seek the cooperation of the 
Board of Social Missions of the U.L.C.A. 

2. That every congregation do all within its means to expand its Social 
Missions program along the lines recommended by the National body. 

3. That the supplementary report prepared by the special committee on 
the home for the aged be given the special deliberation of this body.

The Special Committee on Home for the Aged presented the following: 


REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE PROPOSED HOME 
FOR THE AGED AT SIERRA MADRE 


In order to gather all the facts which may have a bearing on this matter, 
we prepared a questionnaire and outline which was distributed to those who 
were most familiar with the project. From the information received through 
this medium and otherwise, the following analysis is made: 

1. What has been accomplished. Since its inception nearly fifteen years 
ago the following has been done: A site of four and one-half acres was se- 
cured near Sierra Madre. An amount in excess of $19,000.00 has been col- 
lected and expended, $10,000 for land, the balance for promotional expense, 
carrying charges and taxes. Various efforts have been made to raise money 
for construction purposes with limited success. A legacy known as the 
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Stumpf property was received to be added to the assets of the Old Folks 
Home Project. 

2. Items which have not been covered: Definite and specific objectives 
have never been set up. Definite studies and figures have never been made 
or are not available of an operating plan comprising: possible or projected 
capacity, operating personnel, operating methods, operating costs, sources of 
operating revenue, Construction Costs (No estimates are available), Construc- 
tion Money (a definite and comprehensive plan for raising the necessary 
funds does not seem to be available). 

Accepted good business methods have not been employed in its promo- 
tion. 

Looking at this matter based upon the material which is available the 
conclusion is that the Old Folks Home is still in the visionary state. 


Recommendations: 

If it is the desire of Synod to revive and build a Home for the Aged, a 
project whose cost would run anywhere from fifty to two hundred thousand 
dollars, the following steps must be taken: 

An exhaustive study must be made of the entire matter involving the 
following: 

An outline of very definite and specific objectives. 

Estimates covering construction, operating and maintenance costs. 

The evolving of a sound financial plan. 

The organizing of a promotional or selling campaign. 

The arousing of sufficient enthusiasm, among our pastors and laymen, 
to assure the success of the project. 

In view of all the facts, it is recommended that further time be given 
for study that a comprehensive promotional plan be developed by a com- 
mittee appointed by and to work under the supervision of the Executive Com- 
mittee of Synod. 

And that work of construction be not undertaken until the necessary 


funds are in hand.

Gifts - Improvements - Noteworthy Achievements 


Berkeley. Approximately $250 was spent on the improvement of the build- 
ings and grounds, and about 300 hours of labor donated by men of the 
church. The entire loan from the Church Extension Funds of the Board of 
American Missions has been repaid. 

First, Fresno. The interior of the church was redecorated and pews re- 
arranged to make a center aisle. 

St. Paul’s, Fresno. The church was entirely redecorated, 50 Common 
Service Books purchased, cement sidewalks, lawn trees, and two new chairs 
installed at a total cost of $911. 

Wartburg, Fresno. Twenty-four choir robes were purchased and qa gas 
furnace installed. 

First, Oakland. Approximately $700 has been paid on indebtedness. 


St. John’s, Oakland. The church has been beautifully redecorated. It is 
proposed to build a new parsonage. 


St. John’s, Sacramento. As a memorial gift in honor of a pastorate of 
45 years, Dr. and Mrs. C. F. Oehler presented the church with a set of 24 
Deagan Chimes of the highest quality. They were dedicated on Memorial 
Sunday by Dr. Oehler, Pastor Opperman preaching the sermon for the occa- 
sion, “Chimes of Tomorrow”. New heating equipment was also installed. 


St. Mark’s, San Francisco. The front of the church was cleaned and 
painted, the church office refurnished and recarpeted, and the church parlors 
recarpeted at a total cost of $1450. 


St. Matthew’s San Francisco. Repairs were made on the church in the 
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amount of $250, and the mortgage reduced from $1500 to $1000. 


Temple, San Francisco. A new sidewalk, new hymnals, and new heating 
system were installed at a total cost of $100. 


Grace, San Jose. 125 new Common Service Books. 


Richmond. Lawn improvement, new large church sign, Sunday School 
quarters repainted. $1200 reduction on church debt, and a goal of $1000 
further reduction this year. 


Alhambra. $400 was paid on the first mortgage and $372 to the Board of 
American Missions on the second mortgage. Plans are under way to provide 
additional room for the Sunday School. 


Beverly Hills. The lot adjoining the church has been purchased at a 
cost of $1800, and plans are under way for an addition for Sunday School 
purposes. Rubber tile flooring was laid in the church vestibule, carpet in the 
ladies’ parlor, and the kitchen furnished at a total cost of $300. 


Gardena. $200 was paid on the Church Extension loan. 


Glendale. The church, church school building and parish house were 
rebuilt, restuccoed, and redecorated, and a new educational building erected. 
The mortgaged indebtedness was reduced $1000. 

Huntington Park. Painting and repairing in the amount of $50. 

~Long Beach. Church carpeted, $312; fire prevention equipment, $50; new 
hymn boards, $40, gift of Mr. and Mrs. H. E. Doering; $1857 paid on indebted- 
ness, and an additional $1400 pledged toward same. $500 paid to Trinity 
Church, and $500 to the Board of Foreign Missions by Mrs. Ruth Willborg 
Know, bequests by the will of her mother, Mrs. Sophie G. Willborg in mem- 
ory of her deceased husband, Swan N. Willborg. 

- Bethany, Los Angeles. Five sacred art glass windows, $350, were unveiled 
on Christmas morning. Speaker, Rev. S. H. Yerian, first pastor of the con- 
gregation. 

Hollywood. $1179 paid on interest bearing indebtedness, and $300 on 
indebtedness to the Board of American Missions. 

~ St. Mark’s, Los Angeles. Roof of Sunday School reshingled, interior of 
church auditorium redecorated, and minor repairs made at a total cost of $300. 

Pasadena. New altar hangings. Hearing-aid system installed, gift of 
Dr. and Mrs. J. J. Engholm, honoring their parents, Rev. and Mrs. M. C. J. 
Engholm, and Mr. and Mrs. V. E. Ekman. 

Phoenix. $500 paid on new lot adjoining the church. Lot filled and 
leveled. $400 paid to Board of American Missions on second mortgage. 

— Riverside. Church reroofed and painted at cost of $350, and installation 
of a public address system which makes possible the amplifying of the chimes 
from the tower, which is done each Sunday morning. 

San Diego. Rearrangement of kitchen, and added equipment, $200, plus 
donated labor. Termite insulation of parsonage, with repairs, $300. New 
church vestments. A number of new Common Service Books, donated by 
members. New Sunday School hymnals for both the downtown and branch 
Sunday Schools. $300 paid on mortgaged indebtedness. 

In May, St. Mark’s began its anniversary observance with an anniversary 
banquet. In attendance and bringing greetings were representatives of the 
mayor’s office, the San Francisco Church Federation, and sister Lutheran 
Churches. During the summer each organization of the church sponsored 
anniversary observances. The observances were climaxed by an anniversary 
communion service held October 15th, the date of founding. 

Grace, Santa Barbara, reports that a friend has agreed to pay the entire 
cost of reroofing, repainting the exterior of the church and parsonage, which 
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will aggregate approximately $1400. 


Church Councilmen’s Conference 


Inasmuch as the attendance of councilmen at the conferences conducted 
by Dr. Nicholas in connection with his visit to our Synod was very disappoint- 
ing, through arrangement with Secretary Black, it was planned tor the 
Rev. L. H. Steinhoff to conduct additional conferences throughout the Synod. 
Such were held in Fresno; Riverside; Hollywood, for North Los Angeles and 
other nearby churches; Bethany, for South Los Angeles, and neighboring 
churches; and Santa Barbara. These were excellent conferences, and the 
attendance was very gratifying. It was unfortunate that it seemed impos- 
sible to arouse sufficient enthusiasm for conferences in the northernmost 
section of Synod. As a result of these conferences and some additional pro- 
motional endeavor, some 20 of our councils have agreed to study Dr. Bagger’s 
booklet, “Forty Thousand Strong”. It will strengthen every council very 
appreciably to engage in this and additional study, and it is to be hoped 
that not one council will fail. 


Regional Meetings for Youth 


As a part of the Promotional Plan of the ULCA we have had Regional 
Conferences, (our Synod did not participate heartily), Pastors’ Institutes, 
Church Councilmen’s Conferences, and the next endeavor will be with the 
youth of the Church. The program will be based on The Order For Confirma- 
tion, and the theme will be “Youth’s Faith in Action”. It is planned to have 
the meetings throughout the Church during the two weeks, September 15- 
October 1, or as near those dates as feasible. Presidents of Synods and of 
conferences, pastors, and key-laymen, will be used for leadership. A study 
booklet will be issued for follow-up work. 


Our Fiftieth Anniversary 


The year 1941 will mark the completion of a half century of service and 
history as a Synod. It would be no less than tragic to permit the occasion 
to pass without due recognition of the same. A committee has been ap- 
pointed and instructed to prepare plans to present to the Synod as prelimin- 
ary to and suggestive for the celebration. 

Now, as I return the trust reposed in me two years ago and again last 
year, I wish to express my appreciation of the privilege which has been mine, 
of the fine measure of confidence you have manifested in me, of the quite 
consistent cooperation you have given me. I bespeak as hearty support for 
him who shall succeed me in the office, “Now unto Him that is able to keep 
you from falling, and to present you faultless before the presence of His 
glory with exceeding joy, to the only wise God our Savior, be glory and 
majesty, dominion and power, both now and forever. Amen.”

REPORT OF THE NECROLOGIST 


For more than a year the lives of all the ministérs of our Synod were 
continued here on God’s footstool. But, since February 2nd of 1940, when 
the Rev. Rudolph F. A. Arps laid down the burdens of life, three others in close 
succession also entered into their rest and reward. 


On March 2nd, 1940, the Rev. D. R. Huber, D. D., pastor of the First 
English Lutheran Church of Los Angeles. 

On March 27th, the Rev. Milton H. Stine, D. D., Ph. D., Litt. D., pastor 
of the First Church of Los Angeles, 1892-95, and the first pastor of the Holly- 
wood Lutheran Church, 1921-26. 

On April 20th, the Rev. George P. Kabele, D. D., pastor of the First 
Church of Fresno, 1936-38, was suddenly called home. 

Brief sketches of their lives and labours will be given at the Memorial 
Service and will be printed on the Memorial pages of the Minutes of this Synod. 

We humbly bow to the will of our Heavenly Father who not only called 
these men into the ministrys of the Gospel of His Dear Son, but has also 
called them after many years of faithful, sacrificial and successful service, 
into the rest that remains for the Children of God. 

We pray that the comfort of the Holy Spirit may come to all the con- 
gregations served by these men of God, and especially to all their relatives 
to whom we extend our sincerest sympathy. 

Reverend and Mrs. John C. Bitter of Fresno were bereaved May 22, 1939 
by the passing of their son, Adolph. He was a graduate of Fresno State 
College, having prepared himself as an artist. He was a great help to his 
father in church work, especially as choir director and among the young 
people. 

Action upon this report was deferred until it was presented in proper 
form. 

Mr. W. F. Bening gave a verbal report on the Committee of Synodical 
Brotherhood. 

E. A. Trabert read the proposed Constitution of the Synodical Brother- 
hood which was considered seriatim. Upon motion, the Synod endorsed this 
Constitution and submitted it to the Brotherhood meeting. 

Upon motion meeting adjourned. 

Synodical Brotherhood meeting was held following adjournment of Synod. 


At five o’clock a sight-seeing tour of the valley was provided by the host 
church and local Chamber of Commerce. 


THIRD SESSION 
San Jose, California, April 23rd, 1940, 7:00 P.M. 

The Tuesday Evening Session met in the form of a Layman Brotherhood 
Banquet at the Montgomery Hotel. Greetings were brought by Mr. Arthur 
P. Black, Executive Secretary of the Laymen’s Movement of the U.L.C.A. The 
address of the evening was delivered by Prof. Bernard Holm, Ph. D., of the 
University of California on the theme, “The Wide Prospect”. 

The following officers were elected at this session: William F. Bening, 
President; Dr. C. B. Witter, Vice-President; E. W. Sass, Secretary; Clarence 
L. Derr, Treasurer; G. B. Herrick, H. A. Wiseman, and L. A. Schaefer mem- 
bers of the Executive Committee. 
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A Vesper Service was held at the Convention Church at the same hour 
for those unable to attend the Laymen’s Banquet. The Rev. Fred C. Wieg- 
man, president of Midland College, was the speaker. The pastor loci and the 
Secretary of Synod served as liturgists. 


FOURTH SESSION 


San Jose, California, April 24, 1940, 9:00 A.M. 

Roll was called. 

Devotional conducted by the Chaplain on the theme, “A Triplet of 
Graces”—Romans 12:12. 

The minutes of the First, Second and Third Sessions were read and ap- 
proved. 

The Committee on Reference and Counsel presented its report, with 
time limits set, which was adopted. 

The Secretary presented the report of the Executive Committee, which 
was received and recommendations considered seriatim. 


REPORT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE 
For the Year 1939-1940 


To the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California in convention assembled: 

Brethren: Your Executive Committee for the year 1939-1940 respectfully 
renders the following account of the trust which you reposed in it: 

During the Synodical year your committee has held five meetings as a 
committee, and one in conjunction with the Examining Committee under 
special instruction of the Synod. These meetings were held in Santa Monica 
on May 4th; in Long Beach on July 7th, in Los Angeles on November 14th; 
in Berkeley on January 30th; and in San Jose on April 22nd. 

Items of expense and bills allowed from time to time during the year will 
be found in the report of the Treasurer and are therefore omitted from this 
report. 

The Standing Committees for the year, as published in the proceedings 
of the 1939 convention, were approved by the Executive Committee. 

The Secretary was instructed to have published 1,000 copies of the pro- 
ceedings of that convention and also to have prepared 1,500 sheets of 
Synodical stationery, and the necessary envelopes. 

The President was authorized to examine the materials in his possession 
and to use his own judgment in the disposal of such items as were of no 
value to his office. 

The Historian of Synod was requested to make a study of the number 
of pages required for the printing of a History of Synod and to consider 
the suggestion that congregational cooperation be secured to finance the 
publication of such a history. 

A joint meeting of the Executive and Examining Committees was called 
in Santa Monica on May 23rd to consider the application of the Rev. William 
S. Dysinger, D. D., for the reinstatement of his name upon the rolls of Synod. 

This joint committee heard the matter of appeal and set up a definite 
statement regarding the terms for reinstating the name of Dr. Dysinger upon 
the roll of Synod. This statement of terms was then submitted to the 
applicant. 

A proposed constitution for the Synodical Brotherhood was approved by 
the committee and will be presented to the Synod for action. 

The name of the Rey. Earnest A. Trabert, D. D., was added to the Special 
Committee on Synodical Brotherhood. 

At the request of the Special Committee on Brotherhoods, the Tuesday 
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afternoon session from 3 o’clock until the close of the evening session was 
allotted to the Synodical Brotherhood Meeting. 


Adjustments were made during the year on the insurance on the Stumpf 
property inasmuch as the building is now being used for school purposes. 


Necessary repairs were made to the roof of the Stumpf property. 


Publication dates of the Golden State Lutheran were set at September, 
December, prior to Ash Wednesday, and April. : 


The attention of the committee was directed by the Attorney of Synod 
to the legacy from the Kaeferstein Estate which consists of 234 shares of 
Capital Stock in the Los Angeles Investment Company (par value $16). In 
order to stop further litigation, your committee agreed to pay $150 to the 
contesting heirs. The Synod is now in possession of the stock, which at the 
present market value represents a net gain to the Synod of about $800. 


The Secretary was instructed—in cases where a member of Synod has 
entered Synod more than once,—to enter upon the Roll of Synod the last 
date of entry, and to indicate by.an asterisk the date of any previous entry. 

The committee recommends to Synod favorable action upon the sugges- 
tion that no committee or other organization or individual shall solicit funds 
in any congregation of the Synod without the approval of the Executive 
Committee. 

In the matter of special benevolences, the committee recommends that 
a roll call of all pastors under Group A be taken and that a 2/3 vote be 
necessary to pass, 

The Revs. D. J. Snyder, E. N. Spirer, Herbert Hillerman, and Messrs. 
C. T. Gutleben and W. E. Lebold were appointed on a special committee to 
determine the possibility of establishing a home for the aged, and to secure 
plans for the establishment of such home. 

President Anspach was authorized to attend the Conference of Synodical 
Presidents at Harrisburg and his necessary expenses were allowed. 

The Property Committee was authorized to secure necessary repairs to 
the Stumpf property up to the sum of $25 for every three months’ period. 

The President and Treasurer were instructed to write a letter of com- 
mendation to the Churches of Synod stressing the excellent showing made 
for 1939, and urging an even more strenuous attempt to secure 100% payment 
of apportionment. 

The Budget Committee was instructed to include a 25c per communicant 
item for Midland College in the next year’s budget. 

The Constitution of St. John’s Church of Gardena was approved. 

The Presidents of the two conferences were directed to look into the 
matter of retired pastors who no longer retain their membership in U.L.C.A. 
congregations. Report to be made to the Ministerium. 

The Secretary -was instructed to call the attention of Synod to the need 
for action upon the “Call to the Ministry” as requested by the U.L.C.A. 

The Secretary was instructed to print in the proceedings of the Synod 
the actual roll call as shown by the records at that time. No changes to be 
allowed except upon order of the Committee on Absentees and Excuses. :

The Treasurer was instructed to look into the matter of securing an 
adequate and satisfactory statement regarding the number of communicant 
members of the German Russian Congregations of Synod. 
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The Secretary was instructed to prepare a plan for coordinating the work' 
of all the auxiliaries of the congregation and to present this plan to the 
Committee for submission to the Synod for action. 

The need for a careful survey of conditions within the Church was sug- 
gested by C. T. Gutleben and the matter was referred to the Presidents of 
the Conferences for discussion at the Conferences. 

The Secretary reported progress on the work of formulating a plan for 
coordinating the work of the auxiliaries of the local congregations. He was 
instructed to continue the research. 

A sum of $125.00 was set aside for the expenses of St. David’s Boys’ Camp, 
and the Treasurer was authorized to disburse this amount. 

A request from the Board of Social Missions from the U.L.C.A. that 
the present Synodical Committee be continued for at least another year 
was received, as was also a request that a Synodical Disaster Relief Com- 
mittee be appointed. 

The Committee feels that these two committees should be one and the 
same.

The Reverends Spirer and Hudson, having discharged their financial 
obligations to Synod, the Committee of Ministerial Education was instructed 
to make mention of this fact in their report. 

The Rev. J. P. Beasom, chairman of the Synodical Committee on Social 
Missions, was sent to a Regional Conference of Social Missions which was 
held in Omaha, Nebraska, in April of this year. 

Recommendations

5. That Synod approve the suggestion that in the matter of special 
benevolence, the roll call of all pastors under Group A be taken, and that 
a 2/3 vote be required to pass. 

6. That the sum repaid to date by the Southern District Luther League 
be accepted in full payment of debt owed to Synod, and that we permit 
the District to retain such funds as may be collected in the future for use 
in the Luther League work. 

7. That the budget for the year 1940-1941 be adopted. 

8. That the Ministerial Education Committee be charged with the 
responsibility of keeping in touch with all candidates for the ministry finan- 
cially supported by the Synod until such time that they have discharged 
their obligations through service in the ministry. Further, that this com- 
mittee shall be custodians of all notes and evidences of obligation and shall 
take steps to secure reimbursement of Synod should such candidates fail to 
enter the ministry.

The 
speaker, F. Melvyn Lawson, vice-principal of Sacramento High School, spoke 
on the subject, “Assets and Liabilities”. 

On Sunday morning the Rev. H. W. Opperman preached the Convention 
sermon, which emphasized the Convention theme, “In His Steps”, urging 
the young people to develop the determination to see things through, and 
to take the step of Christian service. 

On Sunday afternoon, after the installation of the officers, the Leaguers 
were taken on a tour of the United States Army Air Depot on the outskirts 
of Sacramento. 

The Northern District Luther League was happy to have Robert Inslee, 
National Luther League officer, as a visitor at the Convention. 
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The 1940 Convention is to be held at First Church, Fresno. 

Plans for the year were outlined by Ted Strutz, District president, center- 
ing on the following four points: 

1. Greater interest of all Leagues in district and national activities. 

2. Concerted effort by each League in matter of Pocket Testament League. 
3. Stimulation of interest in Banner Point Program. 
4. 


Faltering Leagues to be helped by District officers and the stronger 
Leagues. This assistance to be of a personal character; visits, Joint 
meetings, correspondence, etc.

REPORT OF LUTHER LEAGUE WORK (SOUTHERN DISTRICT) 


The Southern California District Luther League has just completed one 
of the most successful and outstanding years of work among the youth of 
our Church. Mr. William Haar (St. Paul’s, Los Angeles) has led his corps 
of officers in a distinctive program of Education, Missions and Life Service, 
the three important phases of Luther League work. 

Quarterly Conventions were held at Trinity Church, Riverside, the Rev. 
W' F. Poat, LL. D., pastor; Trinity Church, Pasadena, the Rev. G. H. Hiller- 
man, D. D., pastor; First Church, Glendale, the Rev. J. P. Beasom, Jr., pastor; 
and the Annual Convention will be held in Trinity Church, Long Beach, the 
Rev. D. J. Snyder, D. D., pastor, on May 26-27-28. Monthly meetings of the 
Executive Committee have been the means of accomplishing a great deal of 
work. The Extension Committee has visited the various District Leaguers 
throughout the year. Mr. George Spindt (Pasadena) Educational Secretary, 
and his Devotional Deputation Team, have presented an interesting program 
to the Leaguers throughout Southern California. The Athletic Commission 
has sponsored a very successful and profitable basketball season in which 
seven churches participated and a softball tournament is now in progress. 


The resignation of the Rev. J. Ernest Messer as Life Service Secretary 
was accepted with regret. The Life Service Flag of the District was displayed 
for the first time at the National Convention in Long Beach. 


The financial program of the District included participation in the Na- 
tional Missionary Project of a medical center at Konnarock. The budget 
was very well met which supported a number of local projects as well as 
the national objectives. 


The work of the Intermediates has been. under the able leadership of 
Robert Tapp (Glendale). Rallies, play days, and quarterly Conventions have 
been held. “The Exhaust’ is the official publication of the Intermediates. 

Seven hundred and three registered visitors and delegates attended the 
22nd Biennial Convention of the Luther League of America in the Municipal 
Auditorium, Long Beach. Mr. Robert Ray Inslee (Glendale) was chairman 
of the Southern California Convention Committee and the seventeen sub- 
committees working with him welcomed Leaguers from throughout the United 
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States and Canada to the five day conclave. Time and space does not permit 
any individual recognition, but the success of the Convention was cue to 
the cooperation of all our Southern California churches and the Synod of 
California. The recapitulation of registered visitors and delegates is indica- 
tive of the wide spread participation. 

Two Pacific Coast Leaguers received recognition of the Convention. 
Mr. Robert Ray Inslee (Glendale) was elected to the Second Vice-Presidency 
and the Rev. Leo R. Nielsen (Pacific-Northwest) was elected delegate at 
large. Mr. Howard Logan (New York) another member of the Executive 
Committee, is now residing in Glendale and taking an active part in the 
work of the Southern California District.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SYNODICAL BROTHERHOOD 


To the President and Members of Synod: 
At a meeting held Tuesday afternoon, April 22nd, at Grace Lutheran 
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Church, San Jose, attended by 27 laymen of the Synod of California, and 
presided over by Bill Bening, chairman of the Synodical Brotherhood Com- 
mittee, the following actions were taken: 

1. The proposed Constitution was discussed and amended as fer at- 
tached copy. 

2. By-Laws as per the attached copy were amended and adopted. 

3. Fritz Noel was appointed Chairman of the Nominating Committee 
to propose a slate of officers and members of the Executive Committee for 
ratification at the evening session. 

4. The invitation of First Church, Los Angeles, to hold our Annual 
Meeting in their church in conjunction with the meeting of Synod in 1941, 
was accepted. 

5. It was decided that the activities of our meeting to be held at First 
Church, Los Angeles, was to consist of a session of the Executive Committee 
at 4 P.M., and a Brotherhood dinner and general meeting of the California 
Lutheran Brotherhood at 6:30 P.M. of the second day of Synod. 

6. The Executive Committee of the Brotherhood requests Synod to ad- 
vance $25.00 to the Brotherhood to provide for necessary expenses until such 
time as their own financial structure becomes operative. 

At the Banquet meeting held on the same date at the Hotel Montgomery 
at 7:00 P.M., Bill Bening, chairman of the Synodical Brotherhood Committee 
presided. Invocation was pronounced by Dr. H. A. Anspach. There were 
present 42 laymen and 28 pastors. 

Fritz Noel presented the following slate of officers and upon calling for 
a vote, they were unanimously elected. 

President, Wm. Bening, St. John’s Lutheran Church, Sacramento; Vice- 
President, C. B. Witter of Beverly Hills Lutheran Church; Secretary, E. W. 
Sass of St. Mark’s, San Francisco; Treasurer, Clarence L. Derr of Trinity 
Lutheran Church, Pasadena; Executive Committee, George P. Herrick, St. 
Michael’s Lutheran Church, Berkeley; H. A. Weisman, First English Lutheran 
Church, Los Angeles; L. A. Schaefer of Grace Church, Alhambra, 

Arthur P. Black, Executive Committee Secretary of the Lutheran Laymen 
Movement was introduced and gave a short pep talk to the men of the newly 
formed California Lutheran Brotherhood. 

The address of the evening was given by the Rev. Dr. Bernard J. Holm, 
whose subject, “The Wide: Prospect” proved the highlight of the evening, 
due to its inspirational value and timeliness.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTION FOR THE BROTHERHOOD OF THE 
EVANGELICAL LUTHERAN SYNOD OF CALIFORNIA 


Article I—Name 


This organization, established under the Constitution and authority of 
the Synod, shall be known as “THE CALIFORNIA LUTHERAN BROTHER- 
HOOD” affiliated with the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, of the 
United Church in America. 


Article II—Object 
The object of this organization shall be in general to promote the ef- 
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fectiveness and welfare of the Synod and its congregations through the 
spiritual, intellectual and social development of the men of the church. In 
harmony with the purpose of the Brotherhood of the United Lutheran 
Church in America it shall aim,— 

To win the outside man; 

To secure the return of the lapsed members of the. church; 

To promote larger attendance of men at the services of the church; 


To hold the boys of the church; 

To study, teach and practice Christian citizenship; 

To stimulate the congregations through educational, inspirational and 
promotional efforts, to meet the apportionment of the church in full as its 
minimum contribution to the whole work: of the whole church. 


Article 11i—Membership 

The membership of this organization shall consist of the Congregational 
Brotherhoods, or men’s organizations established in congregations belonging 
to the Synod, and which shall be in sympathy with the object and purpose 
of this Constitution. : 

Article IV—Duties and Powers 

SECTION 1. This organization shall have the right to exercise such 
administrative and executive power as the development of the work may 
demand, but only in conformity with the Constitution of the Synod which is 
the final authority in all matters. It shall have authority to create an 
Executive Committee, and appoint such other Committees and agencies as 
necessity may suggest. 

It shall have the right to ask for contributions from Congregational 
Brotherhoods to meet necessary administrative and executive expenses. 

It shall be the aim of the Synodical Brotherhood to establish a Brother- 
hood in every congregation of the Synod. 

SECTION 2. It shall have authority, upon request of the Synod, to call 
on its organized forces to promote any cause of the church, but shall not 
affiliate or cooperate in any movement outside of the church without the 
sanction of the Synod or its Executive Committee. 

SECTION 3. It shall have authority to choose delegates to Conventions 
of the Brotherhood in the manner determined by the By-Laws. 

SECTION 4. The Synodical Brotherhood shall report regularly to the 
Synod of which it is a part, and to the Conventions of the Brotherhoods of 
the United Lutheran Church in America. 


Article V—Meetings 

SECTION 1. This organization shall meet annually at such time and 
place as may be determined by the regular Convention, or by its Executive 
Committee. 

SECTION 2. Delegates to the Convention of the Synodical Brotherhood 
shall consist of the officers and members of the Executive Committee and 
two delegates from each Congregational Brotherhood or men’s organization 
within the Synodical bounds. 

SECTION 3. Special meetings may be called by the President at the 
request of the Executive Committee. 


Article VI—Officers 


The officers of this Brotherhood shall be a President, a Vice-President 
a Secretary, and a Treasurer : 


The officers of this Brotherhood shall be the officers of the Executive 
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Committee, hereinafter provided for. 


Article VII—Elections 

Election of officers and members of the Executive Committee shall be 
by ballot. 

Article VIII—Executive Committee 

SECTION 1. The Executive Committee shall consist of the officers of 
the Brotherhood and three other members to be elected by the Annual 
Convention for a term of three years; but at the first Convention one shall 
be elected for one year, one for two years, and one for three years. 

SECTION 2. The Executive Committee shall report its work regularly 
to the President of Synod. It shall present a detailed report to the Annual 
Convention of the Synodical Brotherhood, and, in behalf of the Synodical 
Brotherhood, shall prepare and forward a report to the President of the 
Brotherhood of the United Lutheran Church in America at least one month 
before the general convention of that body. 


Article [IX—Management 
The Executive Committee shall have charge of the affairs of the Brother- 
hood between meetings, but the President of Synod, or a representative ap- 
pointed by him, shall at all times have the right to sit in such meetings in 
an advisory capacity. 
Article X—By-Laws 
By-laws, not in conflict with this Constitution, may be adopted from 
time to time, but nothing shall be introduced which is not in harmony with 
the Constitution and the polity of the organization, or with the Constitu- 
tion of the Synod. 
Article XI—Amendments 
This Constitution may be amended or altered by a two-third vote of the 
delegates present at any Convention, provided, however, that notice of 
such amendment shall have been given at a previous regular meeting, and 
the same published in the official organs of the Synod. 


BY-LAWS 


SECTION 1. MEMBERSHIP AND DUES 

All organizations of men within the congregations of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Synod of California, by whatever name they may be known, and 
who approve of and formally adopt the principles of ARTICLE II of this 
Constitution, and who adequately support the needs of the Synodical Broth- 
erhood, shall be termed ACTIVE MEMBERS. Such organizations shall have 
the privilege of sending delegates to the Convention and of voting at any 
meetings regularly called. 

Individuals in congregations not having a Brotherhood, or men’s organi- 
zation, may become members of the Synodical organization by contributing 
thereto, and shall be entitled to all privileges except that of voting and hold- 
ing office.

REPORT ON LUTHERAN DAY AT THE GOLDEN GATE 
INTERNATIONAL EXPOSITION 


Lutheran Day was observed at the Golden Gate International Exposition, 
July 16th, 1939. 
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Events included two afternoon sessions; the one a Youth Conference 
led by Dr. Rydell of Tacoma, Washington, and a Women’s group meeting 
with an address by Dr. Mary E. Markley of Washington, D. C. 

The evening meeting included a concert by the Bay Area Lutheran Chorus 
of 175 voices and an address by Dr. Abdel Ross Wentz of Gettysburg, Pa. 

A total of approximately 3,000 were in attendance at»these meetings. Lack 
of facilities prevented a larger attendance. 

From this activity participated in by four National Lutheran bodies, two 
permanent cooperative ventures resulted; the Lutheran Women’s Alliance, 
and the Bay Area Lutheran Chorus. In addition, Lutheran cooperative ac- 
tion has been stimulated.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE HOME 
FOR THE AGED 


This report contains nine resolutions. The report supplies facts, data 
and reasons leading to the support of these resolutions. 


1. BEIT RESOLVED: THAT WE, THE EVANGELICAL SYNOD OF CALI- 
FORNIA REAFFIRM OUR INTENTION AND PURPOSE OF ESTAB- 
LISHING A HOME FOR THE AGED. 


In support of this resolution in reference to our intention and purpose of 
establishing an Old Folks Home, it is hardly needful to deal at length 
with this, as we feel that the brethren are agreed. We recognize it as an 
excellent incentive toward the promotion of benevolences in the Synod, 
as well as carrying forward the work of Christ and of those who have 
given of their time and have made extreme sacrifices toward the ac- 
complishment of this ideal. We have received contributions for this ex- 
pressed purpose and therefore, morally we are obligated to use this money 
to this one end. 

2. BE IT RESOLVED: THAT IT SHALL BE A NON-PROFIT, CHARIT- 
ABLE INSTITUTION. 
In reference to the second resolution, your committee feels that the 
Synod’s interest is only to aid the needy, not financially as much as 
giving them Christian fellowship and environment conducive to the 
peaceful consummation of life. 


We desire the Synod to realize that the establishment of such a home 
would mean an expenditure of Synodical funds, either direct as a gift 
from that body, or secured through personal contributions from our 
constituency. From a careful study of the various reports, we find that 
there are numerous homes in the classification of self-support. How- 
ever, the home that would fulfill the intentions of our Synod should be 
in another classification—namely receiving aid from the Synod besides 
entrance fees and bequests, as well as aid from auxiliary bodies. 

3. BE IT RESOLVED: THAT IT SHALL BE INAUGURATED AS SOON 
AS POSSIBLE. 


Referring to resolution three, we feel, in view of present correspondence 
now on file with reference to a home, that it would be the part of wisdom 
not to delay this project. To continue to delay is bad, spiritually and 
morally and also practically, in that such procedure developes an in- 
difference towards the project. To proceed may be difficult, but will 
result in increased strength. 


4. BE IT RESOLVED: THAT OUR PROPERTY IN SIERRA MADRE BE 
SOLD. 


Under the fourth resolution, we are faced with changed conditions be-

yond our control. The present site is now zoned under restrictions for 
one-family residences, permitting no accessory buildings other than 
garages, etc. Removed six blocks east from our present site, the City 
of Sierra Madre has established a zone especially for the purpose of 
resorts and residential hotels, providing that the building site contains not 
less than five acres and the building does not cover more than 35% of 
the building site. Such being the case, we are certain that it would be 
impossible to utilize our property for our intended purpose. 

6. BE IT RESOLVED: WITH REFERENCE TO RESOLUTION 4. 

(1) That the money received from the sale of the Sierra Madre property 
be held in trust until such time as it may be applied to the estab- 
lishment of a home for the aged, as hereinafter recommended. 

(2) That the Executive Committee of the Synod be authorized to take 
such steps as may be needed to complete the sale of this property. 

8. BEIT RESOLVED: THAT THE ENTRANCE BE BASED UPON A FEE 
OF $1000.00 WITH EXCEPTION OF CERTAIN CASES, WHEN A MIN- 
IMUM OF $500.00 WILL BE ACCEPTED. 

In reply to the question of financial requirements for applicants, the 

report shows the entrance fee to be usually $1000.00, some at $1500.00, 

one at $4000.00 and another at $5000.00. A few as low as $500.00. We 
propose that $1000.00 should become the standard entrance tee plus 
insurance or any real property which shall be held in trust as long as 
applicant lives, and at death, become the property of the Home or Synod. 

In case of extreme need where investigation reveals a worthy case, under 

the discretion of those in authority, a minimum fee of $500.00 can be 

accepted. 

9. BE IT RESOLVED: THAT THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE OF SYNOD 
APPOINT A COMMITTEE TO ESTABLISH DETAILED PLANS OF 
PROCEDURE AND TO SELECT THE PERSONNEL FOR THE HOME.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MINISTERIAL EDUCATION 


At its last meeting, Synod approved the recommendation of this Com- 
mittee, that aid to the amount of two hundred and fifty dollars be granted 
Mr. L. G. Kirkegaard when certain scholastic and other requirements were 
met. Mr. Kirkegaard has made other arrangements for the time being. 

Mr. Paul H. Wolpert, formerly a member of the First Lutheran Church, 
Oakland, is completing his course in Muhlenberg College this spring. With 
the aid of the college he has financed his training so far. Mr. Wolpert has 
an excellent record and high standing in his academic course. He is apply- 
ing for aid from the California Synod to the amount of two hundred and 
fifty dollars per year to continue his studies at Mt. Airy Seminary in prep- 
aration for the ministry. In addition, he is asking for an allowance 
on transportation, that he and his wife may visit his parents this summer. 


We recommend: 
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First, that the Committee be authorized to grant Mr. Wolpert two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars aid to continue his studies at Mt. Airy. 


Second, that the Committee be authorized to allow him seventy-five 
dollars transportation grant from the U.L.C.A., Board of Education. 


Your Committee also reports that Rev. Joseph W. Inslee has accepted 
a call to St. Peter’s Church, North Wales, Pennsylvania. 

The Revs. Edward N. Spirer and Guy L. Hudson have rendered service 
in the ministry which has discharged their financial obligations to the Synod.

REPORT OF STUDENT WORK COMMITTEE 


A note of happiness should ring out from the brethren. The Student 
Work problem is solved! 

Last summer through the cooperation of the Board of Education of the 
U.L.C.A. and the American Lutheran Conference, it was decided to experi- 
ment with a part time Student Work Secretary in the south. Arrangements 
were made for each of the two boards to grant $425 and the Luther Asso- 
ciates, which is the governing body, made up of all Synods but one, was to 
raise $425.00. Rev. Wright is the president. Mrs. Amalia B. Conrey, a most 
capable woman, with experience, was secured as part time secretary. She 
was to organize and promote Luther Clubs in colleges and universities of the 
southern part of the state and began her work August 1, 1939. She spent 
considerable time the first semester with two metropolitan universities, 
U.C.L.A. and U.S.C, and Los Angeles City College, the largest junior 
college in the United States. 

We have been doing our best in the past with student work at these 
schools, but they seemed to have lost heart, and the spirit prevailed, ‘oh, 
what’s the use”. This attitude has been overcome. They are right up and 
doing. At U.C.L.A. monthly dinner meetings are held at the Religious Con- 
ference Building with a speaker and discussion, with an average attendance 
of 50 students. The highlight of the first semester’s work was the Christmas 
musical—a program of Lutheran Christmas music, which was given in the 
auditorium of the Religious Conference Building Sunday afternoon, December 
10th. Rev. Clifford B. Holand is the student pastor. 


U.S.C. held regular monthly luncheon meetings during the first semester, 
under the very able leadership of Rev. Ernest Messer. Here too there was 
usually a speaker and then discussion. This semester they are holding two 
meetings a month. The average attendance is 15. Unfortunately, Rev. Mes- 
ser has left the Synod, but Mrs. Conrey is giving special attention to U.S.C. 

Los Angeles City College holds regular meetings first and third Tuesdays 
with the Rev. B. M. Samuelson, Augustana, student pastor. The discussions 
are on topics such as “The Lutheran Church and Education, “The Lutheran 
Church and Modern Youth”, etc. The average attendance is 35. The First 
English Lutheran Church, Los Angeles invited the students to a Sunday 
evening “get together” with its Luther League. 

Our president, Rev. Anspach, is taking over student work at Pasadena 
Junior College and Mrs. Conrey, with the help of Rev. Anspach, hopes to 
organize a club at Cal Tech. 

Fullerton Junior College has a very well organized Luther Club with 
monthly meetings and is ably led by a faculty adviser, Miss Martha Ahlen, 
and the pastor adviser, Rev. Hunzicker, American Lutheran Church. 

Santa Ana Junior College has a flourishing Luther Club with Miss Eleanor 
Magnusson as lay adviser and the Rey. Busdicker, American Lutheran Church, 
resident pastor. Devotional and discussion meetings are held monthly. 
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: Luther Clubs at the two state colleges, San Diego and Santa Barbara, 
will need special attention next fall; also the junior colleges at Riverside, 
San Bernardino, Long Beach and Glendale. : 

The outstanding event for all the colleges in this region was the Regional 
Conference held at U.C.L.A. and at St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Santa Monica 
in February, 1940. The theme of the Conference was “Youth Looks at World 
Brotherhood”. Rev. James P. Beasom of Glendale was the speaker at the™ 
Saturday evening banquet and Dr. Frederick Schietz, student secretary 
of the American Lutheran Conference was present and assisted in the pro- 
gram. Delegates from Berkeley, San Jose and Fresno attended. 

I have very little to report on the student work: in the north as Dr. Harry 
and Dr. Schietz informed me that the American Lutheran Conference was 
doing most of the student work there. At San Jose, Dr. William E. Crouser 
is carrying on the work at the state college with regular meetings. 

Mrs. Conrey has carried the message of student work to our Lutheran 
people in the south, speaking to different organizations in the churches and 
conferences. She will attend the Ashrom at Estes Park this summer and 
has been asked by Dr. C. P. Harry to lead one of the discussion groups. Mrs. 
Conrey is a member of St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Santa Monica. 

The western territory for Lutheran Student Work has been turned over 
to the American Lutheran Conference with Dr. F. Schietz, secretary. They 
are working in harmony and cooperating in every detail with our Board of 
fducation. Mrs. Conrey sends monthly reports of her work to each board. 

Dr. Harry and Dr. Schietz would like to see the same arrangements 
worked out in the northern section of California, as is now in effect in 
the southern part.

Iu Memoriam

REV. RUDOLPH FREDERICK ALFONS ARPS 


Rev. Arps was born March 20th, 1869 in Neuminster, Holstein, 
Germany. He was ordained as a minister of the Gospel and 
commissioned to the Foreign Mission work in India in Phila- 
delphia in the year 1893. For twenty-two years Rev. Arps faith- 
fully and efficiently served the Master as a foreign missionary in 
British India. During these years he had the privilege of organiz- 
ing many congregations and had supervision of many building 
operations on the mission field. Loved by the natives and honored 
by the government it was with deep regret that he had to leave 
his beloved work during the World War. After a laborious trip 
with many wearisome delays he finally came to California in 1918. 
Here he had the privilege of serving churches in Sacramento, San 
Francisco and Oakland. In Oakland, as pastor of St. John’s 
Church, he served his Master until in 1938 his failing health 
necessitated retirement. 


On Friday evening, February 2nd, 1940 he was suddenly called 
to the home above. Services were conducted in the church he 
served for twelve years and his body was laid to rest in Ever- 
green Cemetery, Oakland. 


“For he was a good man and full of the Holy Ghost 
and of faith.” Acts 11:24. 


DAVID RICHARD HUBER, D. D. 


David Richard Huber was born in Akron, Ohio, February 2, 
1876. 


He received his collegiate and theological education in Witten- 
berg College and Hamma, Divinity School, Springfield, Ohio, and 
was ordained to the office of the holy ministry by the East 
Ohio Synod in 1901. After a pastorate of three years in Trinity 
Church, Findlay, Ohio, and four years in Messiah Church, Con- 
stantine, Michigan, he became pastor of Trinity Church, Sioux 
City, Iowa. Under his energetic and consecrated leadership this 
congregation developed into one of the most influential in the 
midwest, and the magnificent church edifice, an achievement 
in architectural beauty and churchliness, stands as a monument 
to his ability and consecrated genius. After twelve years of 
service here he accepted a call to Trinity Church, Grand Rapids, 
Michigan, and three years later, recognizing his ability, his Alma 


Mater, Wittenberg College, called him to become Vice-President. 


Two years later he accepted a call to become pastor of the 
First English Lutheran Church of Los Angeles, then involved in 
serious problems which called for a calm, devoted and consecrated 
leader. During this critical period of the history of this congre- 
gation he served his Lord earnestly and devotedly, yet with true 
Christian calmness and fortitude. His quiet demeanor, his calm 
judgment, his love for his Lord and his Church, his ironic spirit 
during days of trial carried this congregation successfully through 
its period of suffering. 

The Synod of California has been greatly enriched by the 
service and example of our brother. He was not only a Christian, 
but a gentleman in the fullest meaning of that term. Stricken 
with a serious illness, he entered into life on March 2, 1940. In 
his departure the Synod has suffered an irreparable loss. 

The years will pass in rapid succession, yet the memory of 
Dr. David Richard Huber will ever abide in the hearts of those 
who loved him, and in the congregation in which he was a glor- 
ious and devoted leader. 


“Blessed are the dead who die in the Lord, from hence- 
forth, yea, saith the Spirit, that they may rest from their 
labours and their works do follow them.” 


MILTON HENRY STINE, Ph. D., D. D., Litt. D. 


Dr. Stine was born September 4, 1853. He graduated from 
Gettysburg College in 1877 and from Gettysburg Seminary in 
1880. He was married in 1880 to Mary Jane Altland. Two sons 
were born, Dr. Charles M. A. Stine, now director and vice-presi- 
dent of the DuPont Company, and Walter S. Stine, deceased in 
1930. 

During a ministry of sixty years he served Lutheran Churches 
in the following cities: Maytown, Pa., Lebanon, Pa., Los Angeles, 
Calif., Harrisburg, Pa., Altoona, Pa., again in Lebanon, Pa., Wil- 
méngton, Del., Hollywood, Calif., a second time in Harrisburg, Pa., 
New Amsterdam, British Guiana, and Santa Monica, California. 

Dr. Stine was humble, unassuming, unselfish, generous, and 
kind to all. He was eloquent in his elucidation of the Scriptures 
of which he was a devout student. Having visited the Holy Land 
on three occasions he was familiar with the land as well as the 
Book. 

His youthful spirit and brilliant mind captivated the younger 
generation. He was esteemed and held in highest regard by all 
who knew and loved him. 

He passed to his reward on March 27, 1940 in Los Angeles.

GEORGE PHILIP KABELE, D. D. 


Fell asleep in Christ on the 20th of April, 1940 in his home at 
San Fernando, California, at the age of 64 years and 12 days. 

He was born at Platteville, Wisconsin, April 8, 1876. His 
theological education was completed at our seminary in Chicago, 
from which institution he received a B. D. degree in 1899, and 
in 1930 he was honored by the D.D. degree, conferred upon him 
by Webster University. Ordained, following his graduation, he 
was called to serve St. Matthew’s Church in Chicago; First 
Church at Goshen, Indiana; Peoples Church, Chicago, which he 
organized in 1905; Trinity Church in Mt. Morris, Illinois in 1917; 
Trinity Church at Hayes, Kansas, 1924; Salem Church, Fremont, 
Nebraska, 1927; Zion Church, Medford, Oregon in 1931; and 
First Church, Fresno, California in 1936. In i938 Dr. Kabele 
retired from active ministry moving to San Fernando. He united 
with St. Matthew’s Lutheran Church in North Hollywood where 
he was of great value to the pastor and the work. 

In spite of possessing talents and ability in a large degree, 
our brother was a quiet, humble and unassuming man who con- 
sidered himself a servant to all to the greater glory of the Lord 
he loved.

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REPORT ON STATE OF THE CHURCH 


The Committee on the State of the Church reports as follows: 

Twenty-nine reports were received and of these twenty report an in- 
crease in attendance and eight stationary. Twenty-one have one service 
on Sunday with an average attendance of 126. Six haye an evening service 
with an average attendance of 49. All but 5 report a mid-week service during 
Lent with an average attendance of 56. Five have regular mid-week services 
with an average attendance of 23. About 34% have family worship. Several 
pastors state that they are unable to report on this. All the major festival 
days of the church are observed. The number of communion services held 
varies from 4 to 10. Eighty per cent of the membership communes at least 
once a year, with a low of 60 and a high of 100%. Special evangelistic efforts 
are confined to Lenten services and some personal contacts without revealing 
any startling results. In the Sunday Schools U.L.C.A. literature is uniformly 
used. 49% of the scholars attend public worship. With two exceptions the 
pastors are teachers in the schools. Officers and teachers are reported as 
being consecrated workers. Approximately 80% of the enrollment attends 
Sunday School. Councilmen still make a poor showing as members of the 
Sunday School. The choirs are faithful in nearly all the churches. About 
2/3 of the pastors report some difficulty in keeping young people from drift- 
ing from the church. Only 3 churches report having no Luther League. 
The answers to the questions of interest in the League are so varied that it 
is difficult to summarize. 16 report no Children of the Church organization, 
those who have, conduct the service during the morning hour of worship, 
with good attendance and interest. Eleven report no brotherhood or other 
men’s organization. As to the benefits to the church, the answers are so 
varied, but for the most part they prove helpful to the church as a whole. 
Nineteen churches report the use of Duplex envelopes with 74% of the mem- 
bers contributing regularly. Pastor’s salaries average $1837 per year. Most 
of the congregations pay for office supplies and two for auto maintenance. 
Eleven congregations report benevolence paid in full. Inner mission work 
is mostly local, such as rescue mission, hospital and relief calls from the 
national Lutheran Council. Most pastors report a deepening of spiritual 
life on the part of some of their people. Some report increasing difficulty in 
the work while others report a lessening of the burden due to greater and 
closer ccoperation on the part of the members.

REPORT OF FOREIGN MISSION COMMITTEE 


Never since the organization of the United Lutheran Church in America 
has there been such an exodus of missionaries from the Pacific Coast as 
during the past year. Your Committee, through its chairman, has given 
assistance to all it could contact, for the greater number sailed from the 
Port of San Francisco. Of those who departed, twelve went to India and six 
to Japan. Of those returning, three came from India and two from Japan. 


Inasmuch as those who leave or return spend the least possible amount 
of time in California prior to sailing it was not found possible to arrange 
for them to visit the congregations of the Synod, especially those in the 
Southern Conference. Several of them were available for use in the congrega- 
tions of the Northern Conference, amongst them were the Rev. Dr. and Mrs. 
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L. A. Gotwald and the Rev. W. D. Coleman, due to the fact that the boat 
on which they were to sail originally was cancelled, hence they had to spend 
several days on the Coast. Early in the Synodical year Miss Mabel Dysinger 
visited the congregations of the Northern Conference, having visited the 
congregations in the south earlier in 1939. 

In view of the fact that all passes to pier or ship have been withdrawn 
by the Federal government, no assistance can be given in the process of 
going through the customs. This handicaps our work greatly. However, 
the chairman has frequently become the purchasing agent for missionaries 
who are going out and prepares goods for shipment as baggage. He has 
also met children of missionaries who return to America to attend college. 

One of the greatest needs for the welfare of the many missionaries who 
come and go from our Coast is a Missionary Home to which they might go 
after their arrival, or in which they might remain pending their departure. 
Such a home is conducted by other Christian bodies. While this matter 
has been taken up in an informal manner with the Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions, they have no funds available for establishing such a home. Your 
Committee recommends that they be authorized to make a study of this 
matter, to report at the next Convention of Synod. This would be a worthy 
project for the Synod. 

At the Epiphany Season a communication was sent to every pastor within 
the Synod requesting them to make use of the literature provided by the 
Board, and from reports received every pastor responded, a number of 
congregations receiving special offerings for the 1940 Epiphany Appeal for 
British Guiana. 

The organ of the Board, ‘The Foreign Missionary”, might be termed the 
ignored publication of the church. There should be many copies in each 
congregation. Write to the Board for information concerning special rates. 
Other publicity material concerning this front line of the church’s work in the 
world includes stereopticon slides and motion pictures available without cost, 
except for transportation. Then too, there is much free literature which 
may be had for the asking. By the use of such materials we will aid in re- 
moving the appalling ignorance of many of our people concerning the work 
of the church abroad, and the work' at home will be deeply spiritualized. 

Announcement is made that Mrs. Sophia G. Milborg of Trinity Church, 
Long Beach, made a bequest of $500.00 to the Board of Foreign Missions of 
the United Lutheran Church in America.

REPORT OF THE MINISTERIUM 


The Secretary presented the following recommendation from the Minis- 
terium. “We recommend that the joint committee charged with the study 
of a manner for the restoration of the name of Rev. W. S. Dysinger, D. D. 
to the Roll of Synod be continued, to seek a satisfactory solution of the 
matters involved, and should such solution be reached, that this Committee 
make its recommendation to the Executive Committee, who shall have 
authority to take final action in the matter.” 

This recommendation was amended to read “take action in the matter 
subject to final approval by Synod”. 

On special order, a round table was conducted by Mr. Arthur P. Black, 
at 10:45 A.M. 

Synod was reconvened and the Rev. J. George Dorn presented the Re- 
port of the Committee on Constitution. 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION 


Notice of amendments to the Constitution were given last year and ap- 
peared in the printed minutes of 1939, page 33, and are now submitted for 
action. 

Article Six on “Standing Committees”, Section Four, page eleven, would 
read: Committee on Social Missions. 


1. A Committee on Social Missions shall be appointed consisting of three 
members from each Conference, approved in such a manner that one 
member from each Conference shall be newly appointed each year. This 
Committee shall foster the work! of Social Mission in the Conferences and 
congregations along lines approved by the Board of Social Missions of 
the United Lutheran Church in America. 

2. It shall have the oversight of any and all Social Mission institutions and 
organizations established by the Synod. It shall supervise the expendi- 
ture of monies given for their support, but no appeals for financial sup- 
port shall be made to the congregations without the approval of the Synod 
or of its Executive Committee. 


3. This Committee shall also have charge of stimulating the congregations 
in the application of the gospel to win, conserve and reclaim souls for 
Christ through His church. 


4. This Committee shall also study the moral and social welfare of human- 
ity in the light of Christian principles, and to counsel the Synod in the 
Christian solution of problems of society. ; 

The proposed amendment to Article Eight, Section Four (see minutes 
1939, Page 33) that the following words should follow the word “consent” in 
line 3, “nor shall he inaugurate new work in the bounds of Synod except with 
the consent of Synod or Executive Committee”. However no provision was 
made in this proposed amendment for including or striking out the balance 
of the Section, which is an integral part of said Section. 


Your Committee on Constitution recommends that the amendment be 
adopted, and the entire Section reworded as follows: 

“No minister shall preach or perform any ministerial act within the 
parish of a brother minister, except upon his request or with his consent; 
nor shall he inaugurate new work within the bounds of the Synod, or visit 
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and preach or perform ministerial acts in a vacant charge or congregation 
except with the consent or appointment of the President or the Executive 
Committee of Synod.” 

In 1939 your Committee was instructed to rewrite Article Seven A, Sec- 
tion Three, that it may conform with the Resolution adopted in 1934 (Min- 
utes - Page 13) which reads as follows: “That application for reception into 
Synod of potential candidates for active pastorate be not considered by the 
Examining Committee until such a time as said candidates receive calls 
from congregations.” 

We recommend that this be incorporated in Article Seven A, Section Three 
as No. 5 to read: “The application for reception into the Synod of ministers 
who are potential candidates for active pastorates, shall not be considered 
by the Examining Committee until such a time as said candidates receive 
calls from congregations.”

REPORT OF THE HOME MISSION COMMITTEE 


The Home Mission Committee of the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of 
California, held its first meeting of the Synodical year on May 4, 1939, in 
the St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, Santa Monica, immediately after adjourn- 
ment of the annual convention of Synod. 

Dr. Howard A. Anspach, President of Synod, offered the prayer. 

The Rev. Henry Irving Kohler, was elected Secretary. 

The following action was recorded: “That we request the Board of 
American Missions to make a re-canvass of the area in Southwest Metro- 
politan Los Angeles, better known as Morningside, suburban addition to 
Inglewood, California.’ 

The second meeting was held July 7, 1939, in conjunction with the Bi- 
ennial Convention of the Luther League of America, in Long Beach, Cali- 
fornia. 

The meeting was called to order by the President of Synod, in the 
women’s parlor of the Trinity Lutheran Church. The Rey. Francis C. Pryor 
offered the prayer. 


Dr. Zenan M. Corbe and Mr. H. Torrey Walker, Board of American Mis- 
sions, staff members, were present, and led in the discussion of Home Missions 
and the policy of the Board of American Missions relative to the beginning 
of and maintaining new mission work. 

Motion prevailed “that preliminary surveys be made by the Home Mis- 
sion Committees of the respective Conferences, and where findings warrant, 
that blanks be requested for formal application to be filed with the Board 
of American Missions for a canvass of such areas”. 

The third meeting was held in the Board of Director’s room of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, Los Angeles, California, November 14, 1939. 


The President of Synod called the meeting to order. 
Dr. John Edward Hoick offered prayer. 
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The Rev. Larry H. Steinhof, Regional Representative of the Board of 
American Missions, was present and accorded the customary privileges. 


The following survey reports were received and after consideration re- 
spective actions were recorded: 


Rey. Delmar L. Dyreson, reported showing by a marked map, a new 
addition to San Diego, known as College Heights area, called El Cerrito 
Heights, where growth in population and improvements are indicative of op- 
portunity for new mission work. 


On motion, the report was approved and he was authorized to request 
blanks from the Department of Church Extension and Finance of the Board 
of American Missions, for making a formal request for a canvass of this area. 


The Rev. Henry W. Opperman, reported a survey and approved by the 
Mission Committee of the Northern Conference in an unchurched area of 
San Francisco, also a re-survey of Vallejo, California, which was referred 
to the Home Mission Committee of Synod for approval, which, on motion, 
was approved, including the request for blanks from the Department of 
Church Extension and Finance for the formal application for a canvass of 
these fields. 

The Rev. Henry Irving Kohler, reported the re-survey of Morningside, 
and Windsor Heights, known as Baldwin Hills, by members of the Home 
Mission Committee of the Southern Conference, also an area known as 
Victory Park, and requested approval including the authorization to make 
formal application for a canvass by the Board of American Missions of these 
respective areas. On motion the request was granted. 

The following applications for salary aid and loan renewals were received 
and, on motion, approved. 

Beverly Hills, Los Angeles, Rev. Guy L. Hudson, pastor, $500. Reduction 
of $100. 

St. John’s, Gardena, Rev. G. Herbert Hillerman, pastor, $500. Reduction 
of $100.

Grace, Santa Barbara, Rev. Erwin T. May, pastor, $200.

On motion $300.00 was requested as anticipated moving expenses. 

On motion the following requests for renewal of loans from the Board 
of American Missions, conditional upon retirement provisions were approved.

The Fourth and final meeting of the year was held in the Grace Lutheran 
Church, San Jose, California, April 22, 1940. 

The President of Synod reviewed the areas which were canvassed in the 
Southern Conference under the direction of Pastor George Vulgaris, Director 
of Canvass for the Board of American Missions, who was introduced and 
given the privilege of the floor. 

Application of St. Matthew’s, North Hollywood, for addition of an edu- 
cational Sunday School unit to their present church edifices, requesting 
approval for a loan of $600.00 from the Board of American Missions, was 
approved. 
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Motion prevailed that the Executive Committee recommend the amount 
of 25c per hour be paid to the men in the Southern Conference who en- 
gaged in the convass. 

The Annual Report was read and approved. 

Meeting adjourned with the use of the Lord’s Prayer.

(b) A substantial increase in our communicant membership. 

(c) The publication, with the approval of the Executive Committee, in 
book form, of the history of the first fifty years of our Synod’s ac- 
tivities.

Clarence F. Crouser, 
Secretary; and Mr. William B. Scheehl, Treasurer. 


The Report of the Historian was adopted with the deletion of the two 
items of information which had already been acted upon. 


The Rev. Henry Irving Kohler presented the Report of the Social Mis- 
sions Society of Southern California. 


REPORT OF SOCIAL MISSION SOCIETY OF THE 
SOUTHERN CONFERENCE 


The Social Mission Society of the Southern Conference in connection 
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with the Evangelical Lutheran Synod of California, desires to submit the 
following report: 

The annual meeting was held in December, 1939, when officers and 
members comprising the Board of Managers were elected. The meeting was 
held in St. Mark’s Lutheran Church, Los Angeles, California, and the Rev. 
Henry Irving Kohler was re-elected as President; Mrs. A. Ridder, Secretary; 
and Rev. Sylvanus H. Yerian, Treasurer. 

Members representing the congregations of the Conference, were chosen 
to complete the number required by the Constitution, to serve on the Board 
of Managers. 

Following the delicious dinner served by the ladies of St. Mark’s Church, 
the Rev. Clifford B. Holand and the Rey. Edward N. Spirer, brought in- 
spirational addresses. 

Annual memberships of $1.00 or more are receivable at the time of the 
annual meeting and out of the proceeds worthy contributions are made from 
time to time where there is need when requests approved by the Board of 
Managers and upon recommendation of the pastor from whose congregation 
the requests are made, many of which are returned in payments after the 
crisis through which individuals or families have passed. 

A total of eight cases were thus aided during the year and the last report 
of the Treasurer showed a balance of $153.00 as of February 5th, 1940. 

During the Synodical year eight Board of Manager meetings were held, 
not including the annual meeting. 

This is a welfare organization with its primary objective relief and it 
might adopt as its slogan: “A union of sympathizers in the interests of all 
who suffer’.

The Committee on Letters and Papers believes that the Synod should 
cooperate with our publishers by taking some definite action regarding “The 
Lutheran” so that pastors and laymen may give their church paper the 
consideration and support that it deserves and needs to properly represent 
the United Lutheran Church in America. 

On March Ist, 1940, in our 36 congregations “The Lutheran” had 200 
subscribers, or 2 5/10% of the membership; or one out of every 13 homes. 
It is hoped that in the very near future at least 5% may be urged .to read 
the publication. 

Your Committee, in cooperation with the publishers, recommends the 
following: : 

That the Synod select a committee to cooperate with the publishers in 
bringing “The Lutheran” to the attention of the people. 
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The Committee is also in receipt of a communication from the City of 
Los Angeles inviting the 1941 Convention there. 

The Committee recommends that this invitation be forwarded to First 
Congregation with the suggestion that it may be posted in the church,

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON STEWARDSHIP 


The new emphasis which is being put upon Stewardship by the U.L.C.A. 
is a fertile source of wholesome inspiration, and contains the real elements 
of a mighty challenge. 


It is a great joy to know that the paid benevolences in our U.L.C.A. for 
the first three months of 1940 exceed the record for the same period last 
year to the extent of $40,000. 

But it is a cause for even alarm to learn that more than 100,000 of our 
communing members do not contribute in the regular way to the expenses 
of operation and expansion. 


So long as nearly half a million of our confirmed members make no 
systematic nor regular contributions to our work, we have no reason to expect 
any real extension in our program. 


In 1939, 342 congregations in our District Synods, paid nothing at all 
toward the U.L.C.A. apportionment. 


But 468 congregations out of the entire number in the U.L.C.A. paid 
the exact 100%, while 254 paid in excess. 


In our own Synod but 11 congregations paid the full apportionment. 
But 19 of our congregations are using the Duplex envelopes. 74% of our 
communing members are reported to be regular contributors. Five percent 
of our congregations did not make an Every-Member Canvass. 


We recommend: 


1. That we adopt the U. L. Stewardship messages and that the Steward- 
ship Committee of Synod contact immediately the Secretaries of our Church 
Councils and urge upon them the advisability of using such envelopes. 

That we approve the proposed Regional meetings for youth in September, 
1940, sponsored by the Committee of Executive Secretaries, as a further de- 
velopment of the Promotional Plan, and pledge our active support to the 
setup of such meetings in our California Synod. 
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That we cooperate with the U.L.C.A. Committee on Stewardship author- 
ized by the Executive Board, in its efforts to promote the study of Chris- 
tian Stewardship, and to raise the apportionment 100% in all our congre- 
gations.

REPORT OF PRESIDENT 


The past year has been a joyous One and a vigorous one for your presi- 
dent. Last November I had the opportunity to visit many migrant camps 
and schools in company with Mrs. Blanche Crow, the Truant Officer of 
Fresno County. She is a member of the Y.W.MLS. of First Church, Fresno. 
In November I also attended the meeting of the Northern Conference. In Jan- 
uary, I attended the Conference of Synodical Presidents which was called by 
Mrs. C. E. Gardner to meet in Philadelphia. While in the east I visited many 
Lutheran institutions and was especially interested in the splendid work 
which is being done in our Salém Lutheran Hebrew Mission in Baltimore, 
Maryland. 

I wish to commend the Young Women for their zeal and accomplishments. 
The Seventh Annual Congress will be held in First Church, Fresno, Rev. 
Robert Romeis, pastor, May 4th and 5th, 1940, with Mrs. Grace-Esther Chel- 
son, President, presiding. The Congress theme is, “The Call of Christ” 

Your interest in migrant work has been most commendable and many 
societies have sent fine gifts of food, clothing, and cash. In sending money 
gifts, be sure it goes through the Treasurer, Mrs. Mabel Scheehl. 

The California Lutheran Hospital Auxiliary, with its 432 members and 
its drive for 600 members, is a challenging service for the women of the en- 
tire State of California. 

For the next two years our interests will be the fulfillment of the India 
Centennial goal of $50,000. A thousand dollars from California is our aim. 
In the 50 weeks which have elapsed since last Convention, I have attended 
70 meetings, made a trip around the United States and attended Northern 
Conference. I gave 32 missionary talks, had two Executive Board meetings, 
attended three Young Women’s Officers’ Council meetings, two Young 
Women’s Executive Board meetings, four Church Federation meetings, four 
meetings of the Program Committee of the School of Missions, attended 21 
meetings as my denominational representative. Lack of space denies me 
the opportunity to tell you of the many delightful experiences which I have 
had. 

Your president wishes to make the following recommendations: 

1. That our Synodical Special this year be for the Indian Lutheran Mis- 
sion at Rocky Boy and include the salary of $300.00 for the Indian Inter- 
preter, Malcolm Mitchell. 

2. That we retain the Lenten Self-Denial Offering for work on the 
local field in California. 


3. That we set aside from this fund, $50.00 to be used to start a Deaconess 
Fund. 

4. That $5.00 each be allowed the Secretary and Treasurer of the Chil- 
dren of the Church for promotional purposes. 


5. That $50.00 be given from the Lenten Self-Denial Fund for Migrant 
Work. 


6. That each member become informed and personally interested in 
the C. of C. program and promote and encourage one in her own congregation. 


7. That we allow $10.00 for the promotion of the Young Women’s Con- 
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gress work. 


Sanat the incoming President be asked to appoint a Secretary to 
promote the India Centennial Celebration by personal visitation of Societies 
and correspondence and that $10.00 be allowed for this purpose. 

9. That the delegates to the Des Moines Convention and the National 
Board member constitute a committee to revise our Constitution. 

10. That we only change our California Constitution after the changes 
have been made in the National Constitution, or after a Triennial Convention. 

11. That Mrs. J. E. Hoick, after having served as Historian for 25 years, 
be appointed to compile the history of our W. M. S. Synodical work tor the 
Golden Jubilee Celebration to start with the next Convention and continue 
all year. 

12. That the balance on hand in the Synodical Special Fund for the 
Sierra Madre Home for the Aged be kept intact as per money to date of 
March, 1940, until used for purpose stated or other Social Mission objectives. 

13. That we stress Personal Evangelism in our Societies this year. 

14. That the several departments challenge us to become better informed 
through Magazine, Education and Mission Study, to have a finer spirit of - 
altruism through Box Work and India Lace, and to give fuller expression 
through our daily Thank: Offering. 

15. That we pray that the Prince of Peace, whose Kingdom we would 
help to establish reign in our hearts, our nation and our world. 

May your president express her deep appreciation of the wonderful 
friends and contacts which she has made. It has been an honor and great 
privilege to serve such cooperative Societies these past three years.
